Margaret,  daughter  of  Kobert  Trethurffe,  of 
TretharfTe,  and  cousin  and  co-heir  of  the  unftMrtonate  Edward  Coortenay,  Ist  Earl 
of  IX'voii  of  the  present  creation,  who  parsed  liis  early  ycnrs  in  prison  and  hin 
latter  iu  exile.

The  Branch  of  the  numerous  Clan  Camnbell,  IVom  which  SiB  Cony,  G.C.I?.,  now 
LoBD  Clyde,  descends,  has  been  RettleA  for  nearly  two  centuries  in  the  Island  of 
Islay,  one  of  the  Hebrides,  and  hait  contributed  numy  members  to  the  militai'y 
service  of  the  Realm,  amongst  whom  were  two  of  bin  LonUhip's  unclfle, 

Colin,  an  officer  in  a  Highland  Rflgiment,  killed  in  the  Amoiean  levolutiottary 
war ;  and  the  lat« 

Colonel  John  Campbell. 

Tlio  i^'allant  veteran  himself,  whoso  prowess  and  liardy  cndurnnoe  liavo  for  more 
than  half  a  century  reflected  lustre  on  his  country's  armK,  began  bin  career  iu  I808, 
at  tiie  early  i\<^o  of  10,  by  accompanying  Sir  John  Moore  on  the  expedition  whieh 
closed  at  Curunna,  served  in  tho  Netherlands,  and  in  the  more  successful  subsequent 
campaigns  in  the  Peninsula,  leading  the  forlorn  hope  at  St.  S<>bastian.  In  1814  he 
waa  engaged  with  America,  and  afterwards  successfully  quelled  a  formidable  revolt 
hi  Demarara.  From  the  west  he  proceeded  to  the  ea^t,  and  distin^ished  himself 
in  China,  the  Punjaiib,  and  AHghanistan.  His  capture  of  Chin-Kinng-Foo  in  the 
former  China  War,  and  his  services  at  the  battle  of  Goojerat,  wero  acknowledged 
by  the  thanks  of  Parliament;  but  his  merits  as  a  Commander  came  more  promi- 
nently before  the  public  din-ing  the  Crimean  "War,  in  the  glories  of  which  he  pore  a 
conspicaoas  rtare.  Bj  his  present  Chief  Command  of  the  army  which  has  so 
bdbicalfy  eiremmtered  and  nearly  suppressed  the  Tndia&  revolt,  he  baa  entitled 
hinuelf  to  the  lasting  gratitude  of  his  country,  of  which  our  gracious  Sovereign 
mailDad  her  aenie  by  calling  him  to  the  honours  of  the  Peerage  on  the  3rd  of  Aug. 
1868,  as  early  as  h&  ohoioeof  a  title  could  be  signified,  by  that  of  B*Soa  Clyde,  of 
dydeadife  in  Sootlnid.

rian^e.  She  was  b.  in  Naples  27  Dec.  174i>J,  and  d.  before  her  mother  18  Feb.  1789, 
having  m.  in  1757  Benediot,  6tli  Prinoe  GiusfeiniaDi,  of  the  Roman  States,  who  d, 
in  1793. 

The  House  of  GinsUniani,  one  of  the  most  ancient  in  Europe,  is  said  to  descend 
and  take  ite  name  from  llieodora,  slater  to  the  Emperor  JniliBUUi.  Her  de- 
scendants, driven  from  Constuutinople,  founded  the  town  and  Lordshtp  of  Giusti* 
nopoli,  and  were  amongst  the  original  founders  of  Venice. 

Peter  Giustiuiani,  a  son  of  (he  Venetian  House,  had  the  soverci^ty  of  Chia^ia, 
held  br  hia  deseendanta  kat  many  generations.  Mark  Giustiniani,  in  the  dixcot  une 
from  Peter,  became  a  member  of  the  Republic  of  Genoa,  and  bin  rfproecntutive  in 
1362  received  from  the  Emperor  the  investiture  of  the  Inland  of  Chio.  On  the 
TttTka  extending  tlieir  conquest  to  this  Island  the  family  took  retu<;o  at  Rome, 
vrhere  Vincent  Giustiniani  was  in  16()3  created  by  Popo  Paul  V.  a  Marquis.  l)y 
diploma,  reciting  his  descent  from  the  Princess  Theodora,  and  the  great  victories 
acnieved  by  his  family.  Andrew,  Marquis  Ginstiniani,  grandson  of  Vincent,  was 
elevated  by  Pope  Innocent  X.  in  IGl-t,  to  the  rank  of  a  Roman  Prince.  Hin  son, 
Charles  Benedict,  !2ud  Prinoe,  m,  Princeiti»  Maria  Catherine  Gmutaga,  daughter  of 
the  Dolce  of  Mantoa,  and  b^  her  was  great-grand&ther  of  Benedict,  5th  Prime,  who, 
by  his  marriage  with  Cecilia,  CountesH  Mahoni,  had  is^tue,

TnoM  all  the  illustrious  Houses  which,  from  the  p.irliost  historical  period,  have 

tivcD  Kiugs  to  England,  her  present  Migest^  b  de»cendcd,  aiid  in  hor  own  paternal 
DO  tnoM  an  anoettiy  to  whieh  no  fiumly  in  modani  Burc^  oan  bowfe  su^perior 

A  long  succession  of  princes,  who,  through  the  dnrk  ages  of  Italian  history, 
held  variotu  offices  and  possessions  in  the  northern  part  of  that  troubled  country, 
were  the  piredeee— ort  or  the  Hwqnis  of  Este,  whoee  pedigreo  from  the  noiui 
oentury  is  accurately  pneerved.  Azo  IV.,  Marquis  of  Lste,  having,  by  marriage 
with  Cunegunda,  daughter  of  Quclph  IH.,  Duke  of  Lower  Bavaria,  and  sister 
and  heir  of  Gnelph  IV.,  engrailed  this  ancient  race  upon  a  (German  atoek  of 
equal  antiquity  and  larger  dominion,  left  his  possessions  in  Italy  to  his  younger 
Lrutlier,  Fulco,  whose  male  descendants  became  extinct  in  17*M\  by  the  death  of 
Hercules  III.,  Duke  of  Modena,  now  represented  iu  the  it  male  line  by  a  prince  of 
the  Austrian  fiunilj. 

The  House  of  Guklph,  whkb  thna  heoame  united  to  the  paternal  line  of  Ests, 

loses  the  certiunly  of  it-^  ]>f(li(Tree  in  the  remote  ages  tn  whicli  it  asi-ends;  but  had 
long  been  powerful  unJ  renuwurd  whi-n,  in  the  11th  Ci  iitury,  Azo  IV.,  of  Este, 
■oooeeded  to  the  inheritance  of  his  brother-in-law.  GrKLPH  V.,  his  son,  by  Cune- 
gunda, was  father  of  Hknry  the  Hlaek,  who  married  WiiUliilila,  daughter  and 
heir  of  Magnus,  Duke  of  Saxony  on  the  Elbe.    Their  sou,  liENftY  the  Pi-oud, 
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married  Gerirudej  daughter  and  heir  of  the  Emperor  Li>thair,  by  IlLchenza^ 
danghter  and  hat  of  Hoary,  Duke  of  SasoDy  on  the  Weser,  who  united  in  his  own 
person,  and  by  marriaije,  11i<^  inlu'ritanoo  of  tlie  anciont  Dukes  of  Saxony  in  all 
their  various  brancha^,  and  of  the  Saxon  Euiperors;  being  himseli'  descended 
through  twenty  male  generations,  all  reigning  Kings,  PriiMes,  or  Dakes  of  BlxafUJ, 
from  Hengist,  King  of  til*-'  S.ivons,  \vho>iL'  suoci's.sful  ilc-oont  ujxjn  the  OOWt  of  Ktnt 
gave  rise  to  the  ^tablishment  of  the  Kings  ot  his  lineage  in  Britain. 

In  the  person  of  Hbnby  the  Lion,  Duke  of  Saxony  and  Bavaria,  son  of  Henby 
the  Pnmd,  and  Gertrude,  heiress  of  Saxony,  the  House  of  Sitb  attained  a  degvee 
of  power  ill  tlif  empire  so  formidablo  to  the  reigning  Emperors,  that  by  the  pro- 
mulgation of  the  ban  ot  the  empire,  in  the  year  1180,  hi»  vai>»als  were  instigated  to 
assert  tlu  ir  independence;  and*  »fler  a  life  spent  in  military  achievements,  and  the 
display  of  jnowc?-?  and  hrroi>«!n  worthy  of  bfltcr  fiifcess,  he  left  at  length  to  his 
posterity  tlio  po< session  ot  the  Duchy  ot  Urunswick  only,  while  the  present  reigning 
Houses  of  Saxony,  BaraaA«  BraadBoburg,  Meoklenboi^,  Wirtemborg,  Anhal^  ana 
the  first  lino  of  Austrian  princes,  rose  on  tlic  ruins  of  thor  andent  inhcritanM. 
From  UsifBY  the  Lion  d««oeoded  in  the  11th  de^ee, 

Ebitkbt,  Duke  of  Brmunneik,  who  d.  in  16 IG ;  his  elder  son,  HSNBT,  was  an- 
cestor of  the  present  reit^ning  Duke  of  Brunswick,  and  his  younger  son,  William, 
was  grandfather  of  Eknest,  Elector  of  Hanover,  whose  marriage  with  the  Princess 
Sophia,  daughter  of  Frederick  V.,  Elector  Palatine,  by  the  Princess  Elizabeth* 
daughter  of  Kfai^  Jahss  L,  fiwJij  oondoctod  tlie  Uome  of  iBnuavick  totha  tbzcne 
of  these  realms. 

But  in  a  volume  devoted  to  the  elucidation  of  Brit!!»h  irenealo^ie?,  a  more  par- 
ticvdar,  however  slifjht,  sketch  of  the  descent  of  the  15iili.sh  Crown  bLcma  desirable. 
Our  early  history,  like  that  of  all  other  uaitious,  is  too  much  involved  in  the  clouds 
of  doul'M  il  tr  ulhion  to  pciTuit  US  to  lay  much  stress  on  that  piM^i^^'uv  of  the  House 
of  Tudur,  whicl),  by  claimiug  for  it  a  descent  from  the  aocient  British  kings,  would 
place  an  h«r  of  thai  race  on  the  throne  in  the  person  of  Henht  VII.,  from  whom 
all  nnr  snhserjuont  monarchs  have  de.soendid.  But  from  CEBnr,  one  of  (he  earliost 
Saxon  invaders,  and  founder  of  the  kingdom  of  W^^^  iu  the  sixth  century,  the 
Bojal  lineage  i«  nnoqaifooal. 

EuBKRT,  the  seventeenth  King  of  WoMez,  9th  in  paternal  descent  from  CerdiOp 

united  undor  his  sreptro,  about  the  year  82S,  by  iiihi  rifanoo  or  ooTiquot.  all  tho 
kingdoms  of  the  Saxon  Heptarchy,  and  trausmitt^  (he  kingdom  undivided  through 
fbuiteen  Buooeeaions  and  seven  generations  in  the  iMle  Use,  to  EDittmn  Ironsiib; 
on  whose  death  in  1017,  Canute,  tlio  Dane,  acquired  the  English  Crown,  his  reign 
and  those  of  his  two  sons  formingao  interruption  to  the  lioe  of  Saxon  Kings,  which 
was  tcni|X)rarity  restored  under  Edwabd  the  ConfesHor,  tho  brother  of  Edmund 
Ironside,  to  be  finally  doBod  at  hit  death  in  1066.  Edwakd  tho  Confessor  left  no 
issne,  but  Edward,  a  son  of  Edmund  Ironside,  left  a  son,  Edj^ar  Athrlinir,  nnd  a 
<lauo;hter,  ^lurg.uut,  and  from  the  marri;igc  uf  the  latter  with  Malcoj.m  J 1 1.,  Iving 
of  Dootland,  proceeded  all  the  subsequent  kings  of  Scotland,  till  the  accession  of 
Jahrs  Vr.  01  Scotland  to  the  En^^lish  thronr  K'-^fortHl  the  tmo  hear  of  this  WMMiit 
and  honoured  line  to  the  inheritance  ot  his  ancestors. 

The  disorders  which  had  alBsoted  tlie  sucoeaskm  towards  ih»  eloae  of  tiie  flaxon 
dynasty  terminated  hi  the  ititroductii)n  of  a  foreign  raci''  throivj^h  the  result  of  the 
hatde  of  Hastings ;  and  thencclbrth  Willxah  the  Coni^ueror  muat  be  conaideffed  as 
the  atook  of  the  Boyal  family.

Sir  Gilbert  Hamilton,  from  whom  this  illustrious  family,  of  which  the  Marquis  of 
Aberoorn  ia  the  chief,  derive  their  daioent,  settled  in  Scotland  before  1272.  The 
Scotch  genealo'^ists  describe  him  aa  son  of  William  de  HunH'ldun,  so  named  from 
the  place  of  hia  birth,  a  manor  so  called,  in  the  I'ari.^h  of  Jiaikby,  and  County  of 
Leicester,  apart  of  the  inheritaim  of  the  Earls  of  Leicester,  from  whose  erant  the 
Hamiltons  possessed  it,  and  suppose  this  William  to  be  the  third  son  of  Robert, 
3rd  Earl  of  Leicester.  The  Engliah  genealogists  are  silent  upon  tliis  descent,  which 
therefore  remains  probleroatioal ;  and,  if  it  be  admitted,  chronology  requires  that 
the  above  William  de  Hamoldnn,  the  father  of  Sir  Gilbert,  should  be  a  descendant 
not  of  the  3rd,  but  of  Robert,  hid  father,  the  2ud  Earl  of  Leicester,  who  was  son  of 
Bobert,  Eu4  of  Mellent,  and  let  Earl  of  Ldcester,  son  of  Roger  de  BeUomont,  one 
of  the  nortlu'vii  inbles,  who  accompanied  William  tin'  C'Dii  nu  ror  into  England.

This  family  is  supposed  to  descend  from  liertrand  deGourdoii,  wiio  caused  the  d«'ath 
of  King  KicHABD  1.,  by  tlie  shot  of  an  arrow.  From  Patrick  (  Jordon  of  Methley, 
who  lliturished  in  the  reign  of  Kinj,'  James  I.,  of  Scotland,  desct-ndi-d  in  the  8th 
d^ee,  Sir  John  Gordon  of  iladdo,  who,  in  reward  for  his  active  loyalty,  was  created 
a&imiet  of  Nova  Sootia  in  1686,  and  aealed  hia  gratitade  with  hit  blood,  being 
taken  prisoner,  after  standing  a  siege  in  hia  house  at  Kellv,  against  the  parliamen- 
tary foroea  under  the  Marquis  of  Ai'gyll,  on  the  8th  of  May  lt>4i,  and  beheaded 
at  BdbiWgli  ih»  19Ui  of  July  followine.  His  Moond  md,  and  erentual  h«r. 

Sib  Georoe  Gordon,  was  appointed  Lord  Chancellor  of  Scotland  in  1682,  and 
ci-eated  in  the  same  year  Eabl  of  Abekdken,  Viscount  of  Formartine,  Lord  Haddo, 
Methlie,  Tarve«,  and  Kellie,  in  the  Peerage  of  Scotland;  ho  d.  20  April  1720,  and 
was  suooeeded  by  his  only  suiviving  son, 

William,  2nd  Eabl,  rf.  30  March  17  leaving,  besides  Georoe,  3rd  Eabl,  his 
successor  and  other  sons  who  died  unmarried,  Alexander,  appointed  in  1788  a  Lord

RonEBT,  Lord  of  Rah}',  of  a  noble  Saxon  ancestry,  manied  Isabel  de  Nevill,  sister 
and  heir  of  Henry,  Barun  Nevill,  and  great  grand-daughter  of  Gilbert  do  Nevill, 
Adminl  of  tb^  Fleet  to  William  the  ConqnenHr.  Tlidr  son  Qeolfrey  assivned 
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the  name  of  Nerill,  and  wm  great  fi^audfathw  of  Ralph,  sammoned  to  Parlia- 
ment as  Baron  Neidll  in  1206.  His  numerous  progeny  flonriabed  in  great  dignity, 
80  that  at  one  and  wme  period,  nnmely,  during  the  years  1470  and  1471,  tliey 
reckoned  arnoticf  their  various  brancht-Sj  the  Duko  of  Bedford;  the  Marquis  of 
Montagu,  Earl  ul'  Northumberland;  the  Earl  of  Salisbury  and  Warwick,  Baron 
HonUcutc  and  Mouthermer;  the  Earl  of  Westmortland,  Baron  Nevill;  and  the 
Barons  Latimer  and  Monthermer.  The  titles  of  Buron  Fumival,  and  Baron  Fau- 
conberg,  and  £arl  of  K&at,  bad  also  been  jpreviously  enjoyed  br  members  of  tho 
same  noble  family;  the  only  braneh  of  whibh  mow  esisting  in  Uie  Peenge  is  flie 
Earl  of  Abergavenny.

Bbauciiamp,  who  was  summoned  to  Fkrliament as  de  BEBciAVKNNY,  in  1302.  being 
fipiscd  of  the  Castle  and  lands  of  Berpravenny,  who^^e  Lords  had  been  lVer>  of  Par- 
liament bj  tenure  from  the  reign  of  Henry  III.

The  Hon.  William  Townshend,  3rd  son  of  Charles,  Ist  Viscount  Townshend,  was 
Aide-de-camp  to  King  Gsobob  II.,  and  Groom  of  the  Bedchamber,  and  Privy  Purse 
io  Frederick  Prince  of  Wales  ;  he  was  b.  9  June  1702,  and  (/.  29  Jan.  1738  ;  'having 
m.  29  May  1725,  Henrietta,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Lord  William  Powlelt,  by 
his  second  marriage  with  Anne,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Bandoloh  Egerton,  £Mi.,of 
Betley,  Co.  Staflbrd,  by  Anne,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Henry  Murray,  Esq., 
by  Anne,  his  wife,  who  had  been  created  Viscountess  Bavningin  1674,  for  life,  being 
2nd  daugliter  of  Sir  Paul  Bayning,  who  had  been  created  Viscount  Bayning  in  1027, 
and  whose  title  became  extinct  in  1C38. 

Chables  Townshend,  the  only  surviving  son  of  this  marriage,  was  created,  in 
1797,  Babon  Batniko,  of  Foxley,  Co.  Berks,  and  d.  in  1810 ;  having  m.

Hbnbt,  5th  £AJtL,  who  waa  created  Mab4}cib  of  Wobcbstsb  in  1642;  he  waa 
amongst  tiM  moat  eonspiodOQi  deflbndert  of  the  Roval  dwte,  tn  tho  tMi  w«n  of 
idgn  of  CHikRLBg  I.;  a»8i{tting  the  King  with  laige  anpplies  both  of  men  and 
money,  and  maintaining  for  four  years,  with  800  men,  hia  Castle  of  Rai^lan,  In  the 
county  of  Monmouth,  which  was  amongst  the  last  places  in  England  that  sur- 
rendered  to  the  rebels,  and  obtained,  at  last,  in  August  1646*  Hi  lioim>urable  capitu- 
lation from  Cn'neral  Fairfax  ;  in  violation  of  which,  however,  he  was  taken  into 
coatody,  and  died  a  prisoner  in  December  following.  The  Castle  of  Baglan  was 
wholly  deatroyed,  wad  injury  to  an  immense  amount  was  committed  upon  hii 
prf)j)orf3*.

BEHKELEV,  EARL  OF.  (Bsbkblxy.) 
Peer  of  England. 

This  very  ancient  fainil/  derives  its  origin  from  Harding,  a  nobleman  tpmng  from 
the  Kin^rs  of  Denmark,  who  aooompanied  William  Dulu  of  Normandy  into  Eng^ 
land,  and  fouj^ht  in  the  memorable  battle  of  Hastings.  His  son,  Robebt,  obtained, 
from  KinK  Hknbt  IL,  the  Castle  of  Berkeley,  and  held  it  with  the  dignitv  of 
Bajbor  of  the  naln,  whidi  was  enjoyed  by  hia  daterodants,  hy  tenure  of  tmir 
castle  of  Berkeley,  till  Tnovvs,  6th  Bauos  Bekkklet  by  tenure,  was  snmmoned 
to  Parliament  by  writ  in  He  was  sncoe«ded  in  1321  by  his  aon  Maubicb, 

and  be  in  1326  by  his  son  Thomas,  drd  Lobd,  to  whose  eostody  the  nnfintnnate 
King  Edwabd  II.  was  committed  aHter  his  deposition;  bat  exceptions  being  taken 
to  the  too  great  civility  with  which  Lord  Berkeley  wa^  supposed  to  treat  his  Royal 
prisoner,  he  was  required  to  deliver  up  his  charge,  and  also  his  Castle  of  Berkeley, 
to  John,  Lord  Maltnivers,  and  Sir  ThoniMGournay,  in  wboae  euatody  tbeffingwiB 
barbarously  murdored.

His  Lordship  is  of  the  some  ancestry  with  the  Earl  of  Galloway,  being  descended 
from  SirThofnaa  Stewart  of  Minto,  8rd  eon  of  Sir  William,  of  Dalswinton  and  Gar- 
lies,  whose  eldest  son,  Sir  Alexander,  was  ancestor  of  the  Enrl  of  Galloway. 

From  Sir  Thomas,  Walter,  Ist  Lobo  Blamttbb,  was  4th  in  descent.  He  was 
Vred  up  together  wiiJi  Ktnf^  Javss  YT.,  under  George  Buchanan,  had  the  priory 
of  Blantyre  bestowed  on  him  by  that  monarch,  and  is  dcsij^ned  commendator  of 
Blantyre  1580,  when  he  was  nominated  one  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Bed-chamber. 
He  was  sworn  a  PriTy-Conncillor,  and  constituted  Keeper  of  tiw  Privy  Seal  in 
1582,  appointed  one  of  the  ^tztraordinar  v  Lnids  of  Session  in  169^  and  promoted  to 
the  office  of  Hi^h  Treasurer  in  1596.  In  1599,  having  given  offence  to  the  court 
by  a  decision  iu  a  cause  relative  to  the  church,  he  was  deprived  of  iiit>  offices  of 
Treasurer  and  extraordinary  Lord  of  Session,  and  committed  prisoner  to  the  castie 
of  Edinburgh  ;  but  was  soon  releapod,  nominated  one  of  the  Commissioners  for  the 
treaty  of  union  with  England  in  IGOl,  and  created  a  Peer  in  1606.  He  was  suc- 
ceed(*d,  in  1616,  by  his  son, 

WiLT.iAM,  2nd  'LoBD  ;  who  d.  in  Kl^S,  leaving  two  sons,  Walter,  3rd  Lord, 
and  Alexxkukb,  4th  Lobd.

John,  ut  Battersea,  Co.  Surrev,  and 
Viscount  St.  Johk,  with  remainder  to  his  issue  male  by  Angelica,  his  eecontl  w  ile, 
dai^ht^r  of  Oeorge  Pillesary,  Treasurer  of  the  Marino  under  Lewis  XIV  ,  King 
of  France.  Uis  only  surviving  son  by  this  marriage  was  JojQUi,  2nd  Vuicuaut 
John. 

Hbnby,  only  son  of  the  Ist  ViscorNT  St.  Johk,  by  hh  first  marriage,  was  the 
celebrated  philosopher  and  statesman,  who  being  then  Secretary  of  State  to  Queen 
Anno,  was  ereatea,  in  1712,  Banm  St.  John  of  Lydiard  Tregoze,  Co.  Wilts,  and 

Viscount  BolinohboKE,  Co.  Lincoln,  with  remainder,  falllngTiis  issue  male,  to  Sir 
Henry  St.  John,  his  father,  and  his  issue  male.  Uo  was  a  zealous  Tory,  and  one  of 
the  principal  promoters  of  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht ;  and,  when  the  Whig  Administra- 
tion came  into  office  on  the  accession  of  King  Geobge  L,  was,  whue  party  feuds 
were  at  the  highest,  impeached,  tnp;(>theT  with  the  Duke  of  Onnonde,  the  Earl  of 
Oxford,  and  others,  for  hia  share  m  ihe  n^^tiations  which  tenuinaled  iu  the  ratifi- 
cation of  that  treaty,  and  which  were  pronounced  by  Parliament  to  be  treasonable.

M.P.  for 
Boeton,  in  the  reigns  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  King  Jam  is  I.,  an  eminent  Lawyer, 
a  Bendier  of  Linooln't  Inn,  and  Antomn  Reader  to  that  Society,  which  did  hhn  tiie 
honour  of  having  his  arms  painted  in  the  3rd  window  of  Lincoh/s  Inn  Chapel ;  he 
was  appointed  one  of  the  Mastcrn  in  Chancery  in  the  reign  of  Jahks  I.  Fiflh  in 
descent  ficom  him  was  William,  Ist  Louu,  b.

These  nrinciples 
becoming  unsuited  to  the  fanaticism  of  the  period,  he  was  excluded  br  Cromwell, 
when  in  the  height  of  his  illegal  power,  tnm  the  representation  of  the  county  of 
Lincoln  in  Parliament;  he  was,  however,  twice  elected,  after  the  Rcistoration,  for  the 
borough  of  Stamford.  He  was  created  a  Baronet  by  Kin?  Cujlbles  IL  in  1677, 
and  d,  in  1700.  By  his  marriage  with  Beatrix,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  Purcy, 
Beq.,  of  Kinton,  Ct).  Lincoln,  he  had  one  «on,  Sir  Purey  Cust,  who  d.  before  him  in 
16^.  At  the  period  of  the  Uevolutioo,  bir  Purey  raised  at  his  own  expense  a  troop 
of  hovee,  and  joining  with  other  gentlemen  to  ronn  a  regiment,  of  which  William, 
Earl  of  Devonshire,  was  chosen  Colonel,  they  marched  to  receive  the  Prince  of 
Orange  on  his  landing  in  the  west.  This  regiment  was  allerwards  highly  distin- 
goiahed  in  the  war  m  Ireland,  and  on  lua  return  thence.  Sir  Parevwaa  knighted  by 
the  new  King.  He  was  twice  1st,  to  Ursula,  daughter  and  heir  of  Edward 
Woodcock,  £»4.«  of  liewtimber,  Co.  Sussex,  and  2adly,  to  Alice,  daughter  and  oo- 
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bcirof  William  Savile,  E^q^ ,  of  Newton,  Co.  Lincoln,  whom  ho  had  only  one  child 
that  survived  the  period  of  infancy,  Sarile  Coekayne  Ca»t,  Esq.,  who  d,  mm.  in  1778.

Anne,  daughter  of  8h*  I^Uiam  BrownW,  Burt.,  and  sole  heir  of 
her  brother  John,  Viscount  Tyrconuel,  of  tlio  Kin;:(1()in  of  Iitland,  by  which

Sir  John  Cost;  ho  was  Clerk  of  the  IlousoholJ  to  Frederick,  Prince  of  Wales, 
and  after  his  death  was  appointiil  to  the  eamo  oftice  in  that  of  his  son,  afterwards 
King  Geobgs  III.  In  IJOl,  and  again  iu  1768,  he  was  elected  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Commons ;  in  which  important  <^toe  his  unondng  attention  to  the  extra- 
ordinary inrrea-so  of  tlio  nntional  business  overpowered  his  constitution,  and  deprived 
his  family  of  a  vahiable  lite,  devotod  to  llie  s^ervico  of  his  country.

Peer  of  Great  Britain  and  of  Scotland. 

Tbm  heritable  shire  or  sheriffdom  of  Bute  was  erected  about  1886  hj  King  BoBSBT 
n*  of  BoolUuid  in  fkyonr  of  hfa  natural  aon,  Sir  John  Stoart,  ano  eonfirmed  by  a 
Lttltn  charter  dated  1400 ;  it  continued  in  this  faniilv  till  the  abolition  of  all  such 
henditar^.  Jurisdictions  bv  Qxobob  II.  Seventh  in  descent  from  this  Sir  John  was 
Sir  Jamea  Stuart,  created  a  Baronet  bv  King  Csablbs  I.  in  1627.  His  active  and 
efficient  loyalty,  throughout  the  tronbles  of  that  unfortunate  monarch,  brought  him 
into  great  difficulties  and  dangers ;  he,  however,  lived  to  witness  the  happy  resto- 
ration of  King  Chables  II.,  and,  dying  in  London  in  1662,  was  buried  m  West- 
minster Abbey.  His  son,  Sir  Dugald,  was  father  of  Sih  Jahks,  created  a  Peer  of 
Scotland  in  1703,  hy  the  titles  of  Eahl  of  IJute,  Viscount  of  Kinjjarth,  Lord 
Mountatuart,  Cumra,  and  IncUmarnock.  He  i».  Agnes,  eldest  daughter  and  heir 
of  Sir  George  Mackenzie  of  Rosehau^h,  and  dying  in  1710,  waa  ■neeeeded  by  his 
eon  James,  2nd  Eabl  ;  to  whom,  in  1723,  sueceeded  his  eldest  pon, 

John,  3rd  Eabl,  K.G.  His  Lordship,  shortly  Ix'fore  the  death  of  Frederick, 
Prince  of  Wales,  was  appointed  one  of  the  Lords  of  the  liedchamber  to  His  Royal 
Highness;  and  having  continued  in  the  household  of  the  Princess  Dowa^rer  and  the 
young  Prince  her  son,  acquired  in  a  high  degree  the  contideucc  of  the  latter,  who 
•oon  after  his  accession  to  the  throne  plued  Iiord  Bate  at  the  head  <^  the  adminis- 
tration. This  appointment,  however,  not  proving  popular,  his  Lordship,  after  con- 
cluding, in  1763,  the  treaty  which  terminated  the  seven  years'  war,  retired  from 
olBee,  and  never  aftennurdfl  took  any  orominentiwrt  in  nolitics^  He  waa  ft.

The  family  of  St.  Clair  cnmo  into  England  with  William  the  Conqueror;  and  this 
branch,  with  that  of  Ilerdmaubtouu,  paternal  aucerttors  of  Lord  Sinclair,  settled  in 
Scotland  in  the  12th  century. 

William  do  St.  Clair  oblainod  the  Manor  of  R<isslyn  in  the  reign  of  King  David 
L;  7th  in  descent  irom  him  was  Sir  William,  who  m.  Isabel,  daughter  and  oo>heir 
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of  MaUm,  Earl  of  Strathern,  Caithnesfl,  and  Orkney;  their  son  Henrv  obtaiaed

Eabl,  succeeded  in  establishing  liis  claim  to  the  Earldom  of  Caithness,  and  Sir  John 
Oampbell,  of  Glenordiy,  waa  in  oonieqaanee  ereatod  Bad  of  Breadalbsme.  The  7tli

The  name  of  Alex- 
ander was  assumed  from  the  Christian  name  of  its  founder,  Alexander  Macdonald, 
of  Menstrie.  Thin  branch,  on  removinjj  into  Ireland,  adopted  into  the  family  shield 
the  Canton  charged  with  the  Harp  of  Ireland,  and  settled  at  Newtown  Limivadj,  iu 
the  county  of  Londonderry.

Sir  Henry  m.  l»t,  Catherine,  2nd  daughter  of  Sir  John  Harner,  by  whom 
he  had  no  issue,  and  2ndly,  in  1741,  Barbara,  only  daughter  of  Reynolds  Calthoqie, 
Esq.,  of  Elvetham,  Co.  Southampton,  and  heir  to  her  brother,  Sir  Henry  Calthorpe, 
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K.B.,  on  whow  death,  IIenbt,  her  son  by  Sir  Henry  Gough,  assamed  the  name 
and  una  of  Calthorpo,  pumuait  to  the  wul  of  his  unde ;  he  fraooeeded  also  to  the 

Estates  in  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  of  .Tames  Calthorpo,  Esq.,  of  Ampton,  Co.  Suffolk, 
and  became  heir-seneral  of  the  famiiv  of  Calthorpe,  which  had  been  seated  at  Cal< 
thorpe,  in  Norfolk,  from  the  time  of  Hekbt  III.  He  was  created,  in  1796,  Butoir 
CALTnoRPE,  of  Calthorpe,  Co.  Norfolk;  he  had  a  numerous  i.ssue,  besides  the  three 
next  Peers,  Ciiahles,  2n'i  Lord,  who  sacoeeded  him  in  1798,  and  d.  unm.  in  lSf)7, 
having  just  attained  his  maiorify;  Gkobox,  3rd  Lobd,  who  succeeded  his  brother, 
and  d*  wtm*  in  1851;  and  Fudsbiok,  pMamt  and  4th.  Lobp. 


CAMDEN,  HABQiria  (Pk^tt.) 
Peer  ^tke  Vmted  JSnffdam. 

Ths  anoastors  of  the  Marqnis  were  seated  in  Devonshire,  and  were  of  CareaweU  in 

tliiit  county,  ill  the  reign  of  Elizabeth.  Sir  Richard  Pratt,  who  lost  hi»  ost.itcs 
iu  the  Civil  Wars,  wasgrandfatber  oi'  the  Kight  Honourable  Sir  John  Pratt,  Chief 
Jnatioe  of  the  Kin^s  Kneh.  father  of  tlie  1st  Eari.  Sir  John  m.  lat,  Bliaahetb, 
daughter  and  oo-lscires^  of  tho  Rev.  Ifenry  Gregory,  Rt\;tor  of  Middleton  Stone^, 
Co.  Stafford ;  and  2ndly,  KUzabeth,  daughter  of  the  JUev.

N18BET,  in  hifl  heraldry,  gives  the  following  singular  origin  for  the  armorial  bearings 
and  surname  of  this  family.  A  favourite  and  near  kinsman  of  Kenneth  IL, 
King  of  Scotland,  having  been  taken  by  the  Picts  and  hanged  upon  a  gibbet,  the 
King  being  exceedingly  grieved  that  the  body  of  his  friend  should  be  so  disgrace- 
fully treated  by  his  enemies,  proffered  a  great  reward  to  any  of  his  subjects  who 
would  undertake  to  rescue  it.  The  enterprise,  however,  appeared  so  hazardous,  tliat 
it  was  long  before  any  one  could  be  foxind  to  adventure  it;  till  at  length  a  valorous 
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f^entlemftn  n$i  to  ihe  King, "  DaO  veil/'  whieih  in  the  oM  Sootilah  language  sigidfieii 

"  I  dare anil  having  successfully  performed  the  exploit,  took  for  his  arms  a  naked 
man  hanging  on  a  gibbet,  and  for  his  name  the  word  "  Dalzell,"  both  which  bis 
posterity  Dear  to  the  present  day.  Nisbet,  however,  elsewhere  says,  that  the  name

8b  BiCHABD  BoYLS,  vrho  rose  to  gieat  power,  wealth,  and  dignity,  in  the 
wrrioe  of  Qaeen  BufABRH,  King  James  I.,  and  King  Chables  L,  in  Ireland. 
He  was  b.  3  Oct.  1566;  created  Lord  Boyle,  Baron  of  Youj^hall,  Co.  Cork,  in  1616, 
Visootint  Dangarvon,  Co.  Waterford,  and  £abl  of  the  County  of  Cobk,  in  1620; 
tnd  fivad  to  Me  hb  vxmmm  imie  flonrishing  in  a  ftate  of  extraordinary  worldly 
^bndour  and  dignity.  Of  his  eight  daughters,  all  seemed  ladies  of  g^-eat  piety 
Mid  virtoe,  and  oruamenta  to  their  sex,  the  youngest  only  died  unmarried,  the  other 
WfOB  oH  wurM.  ISiala,  or  fheb  hein-«|i|NHrent ;  of  hia  iomi  aona,  two  died  youn^, 
Mid  of  the  remaining  five,  four  were  raised  to  the  honours  of  the  Peerage.  This 
IprMt  Barro  latter  days  were,  however,  clouded  with  heavr  care  and  loas,  by  the 
breaking  out  of  the  great  rebellion  in  belaad  in  1641,  dnmg  tbe  oonne  of  wUeh 
himself  and  hia  sons  devoted  their  lives  and  fortunes  to  the  service  of  their  King 
and  countr^r.  From  his  private  resources  he  garrisoned  and  supplied  with  ammu- 
nition all  his  castles ;  at  nis  own  charge  held  the  town  and  hart>our  of  Youghall 
with  two  hundred  English  Protestants,  well  armed  and  disciplined;  and  in  the  great 
battle  of  Liscarrol,  where  the  Royal  troops,  under  the  command  of  his  eldest  son 
Viscount  Dungarvon,  and  the  Lord  Inchiquin,  were  completely  victorious,  lour  of 
his  sons  were  engaged ;  all  were  distinguished  for  their  valour,  and  one  of  them, 
Lord  Kinalmeachy,  lost  his  life.  In  the  midst  of  these  confu-sions  the  Earl  d. 
15  Sept.  1643,  at  his  seat  at  Youghall.  His  five  sons  who  survived  their  childhood 
were  popularly  dist'mguished  as  Kichard,  Earl  of  Cork,  the  rich ;  Lewis,  Loid 
Kinalmeachy,  the  valiant ;  Roger,  Earl  of  Orrery,  the  wise  ;  Francis,  Lord  Shannon, 
the  just;  and  Robert  Boyle,  the  philosopher ;  it  is,  however,  necessary  here  to  give 
a  more  partienlar  account  of  them. 

1  BicHABD,  2nd  Eabi,  b.  26  Oct.  1612,  one  of  the  Commanders  in  the  battle  of 
Liaoarxal  j  he  continued  fiuthful  to  the  King  to  the  close  of  the  civil  war,  and  was, 
with  aR  ma  Inotiieni,  aetave  in  promoting  tlM  leetontion  of  Wog  Csabus  11. ;  he 
m.  Elizabeth,  sole  daughter  and  heir  oF  Henry  CliflTord,  5th  Earl  of  Cumberland, 
and  Baron  Clifford  [by  writ  1628J:  ahe  d.  in  1690;  he  waa  created  Baron  Clifiord 
of  Laneaborongit  in  1M4^  and  Bh!  of  Burlington  in  1668,  both  in  the  PeerMje  of 
England,  and  d.  in  1697.  Charles,  Viscount  Dungarvon,  their  eldest  son,  should 
have  suooeeded  hia  mother  in  the  Baroiiy  of  Clifford,  b^  the  writ  of  1628,  but  he 
had  been  eaOed  to  the  Honse  of  Feen  berore  her  death,  m  1689,  and  placed  in  Ue 
father's  Barony  of  Clifford  of  Lanesborough,  and  never  claimed  the  Barony  hj 
writ ;  he  d.  before  his  father,  leaving  two  sons,  of  whom  Henry,  the  younger  son, 
was  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  and  principal  Secretary  of  State  in  the  reign  of 
Queen  Anke,  and  President  of  the  Council  under  King  Qbobob  I.;  he  was  created 
Baron  Carleton  of  Carleton,  Co.  York,  in  Oct.  1714,  and  d.  unm.  in  1725,  be- 
queathing his  house  in  Pall-ilall  to  Frederick,  Prince  of  Wales;  his  title  became 
extinct.  Chabi  f'^,  the  elder  son,  succeeded  lus  father  as  Baron  Clitrord  by  writ, 
and  his  grandfather  a.s  3rd  Earl  of  Cohk  and  2nd  Earl  of  Burlington ;  he  d.  iu 
1704,  and  was  succeeded  by  hia  only  son  Richabd,  4th  Eabl,  K.G.,  who,  in  1737, 
clumed  and  was  aUowed  the  Barony  of  Clifford,  created  by  writ  in  1628 ;  he  </.  ia 
1768,  fritiKHit  ieene  mak^  when  the  Sugliah  titlee  of  Earl  of  Borhngton,  andfiaiai 
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Cliffiird  of  LraesboKnigb,  beeame  €3cHiiel ;  tiie  Barony  of  Cliflbrd,  by  writ,  was 

iiili  rifi'l  l  y  Ms  only  snrvivin;,'  ilaiightfr,  Lady  Charlotte,  Duchess  of  Dwonshire, 
througli  whom  it  j^aaed  to  her  son  and  grancUion,  the  5th  and  6th  Dukes,  but  fell 
into  abeyanoe  on  the  daath  of  the  latter  ffnm.,  in  1858,  betwean  his  sisters,  the 
Dowager  Count<>8se.s  of  Carlisle  and  GranfiUfis  bat  the  Irish  titles  devolTed  OH  the 
heir  male,  John,  5th  £abl  of  Obbekt. 

2  Lewis,  h.  23  May  1619,  created  in  1628,  Baron  of  Bandon  Bridge,  and  Vis- 
OODHT  Boyle  of  Kikalmeachy,  with  remainder  to  hii  &ther  and  his  heirs  male; 
he  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Lijacarrol,  3  Sept  lt>43,  unm.,  when  his  father,  the 
Ist  Earl  of  Cork,  succeeded  to  bin  titles,  which  Ijuvi'  since  continued  iu  the  £arl9  of 
Cork. 

9  EOOEB,  h.  25  April  1G21,  created  in  1(52S,  Lord  Bro-hlll.  Baron  of  Broghill, 
Co.  Cork,  a  mau  of  great  talents,  but  who  buUied  the  character  ui'  \m  family  by 
the  grossest  abandonment  of  public  principle  and  loralty.  From  the  breaking  out 
of  the  Rebellion  of  the  Irish  Cutholic.^,  in  IGU,  he  was  remarkable  for  the  zeal 
and  valour  with  which  he  resisted  them ;  at  the  battle  of  Liscarrol  he  was  taken 
prisoner,  bat  reseaed  by  his  own  men,  ana  oontimied  in  anns  till  the  death  of  King 
Charle.s  I.,  when  he  retired  to  his  s(»at,  at  Marston  Bigot,  in  Soiners.  tshlre. 
Being  atlenrard^  in  London,  wheu  a  oorcespondenioe  between  him  and  iOug 
Chables  it.  had  just  been  detected  by  the  heads  of  the  Oomnmant,  Cromwdl,  in 
a  private  interview,  pointed  out  to  him  the  danger  in  which  he  stood,  and  promised 
him  bis  lile  only  on  condition  of  his  joining  the  Tarliament  to  put  down  the  Iri^h 
rebels.  This  he  undertook  to  do,  and  passing  over  to  Ireland  witii  Cromwell, 
oontlBtted  in  active  service  to  the  end  of  the  war,  and  was  afterwards  closely  con- 
rieet«'d  nith  Cromwell  till  the  u??urper's  death.  He  then  lent  his  best  assistance 
towtuxU  the  rc'^toratioii  oi  iv.ing  Cuaklks  XL,  and  sent  his  brother.  Lord  Sluuiuou, 
to  invite  his  Mi^csty  into  Irt-land.  An  opening  h:id,  however,  by  this  time^  been 
made  for  the  King's  return  to  England,  but  Lord  J5rni^')n!rs  n.-rvicw  were  acknow- 
ledged by  hia  creation,  in  Sept.  1660,  to  the  title  of  IuilMl  ot  Uiiui: ry.  He  d.  in 
1079,  Iciiving  two  sons,  viz. : 

1  EoGEB,  2:iil  Earl  of  Obbbby,  who  d.  in  1G9N.  !  ri.  I-is^  also  two  sons, 
LiOK£L,  Urd  £abl,  who  <2.  without  iaamo  in  1703:  and  t  HABLX8,4th£ABL, 
who  sneoeeded  his  brother.  He  was  celebrated,  before  liis  aooeasion  to  the 
Peerage,  for  his  literary  dispute  with  the  leanied  Dr.  Bentli\v;  and  after- 
wards entered  on  a  military  career,  in  which  he  rose  to  the  rauk  of  Lieu- 
teoant-QeoenI,  served  with  distinotion  under  the  Duke  of  Msilboroagfa 
in  Flanders,  and  in  {jarticular  led  , on  his  re<,'iment  with  the  utmost  intre- 
pidity at  the  battle  of  Malplaqoet.  He  was  created  a  Peer  of  Great  Britain 
m  1711,  by  the  title  of  Babov  Botlb,  of  Harston,  Co.  Somenet.  Boring 
the  suspension  of  tlio  Habeas  Corjnis  Act  in  1722,  he  was  committed  to 
the  Tower  on  suspicion  of  high  treason,  wiiich  appeanng  utterly  groundless 
on  the  strictest  examination,  he  was  Uberai^.  He  d.  in  1730,  leaving  an 
only  soDt  JoHv,  6(h  Eabl  of  OiBiBT*  who  also  auooeeded  as  6tii  JSaKi  «( 
Cork. 

%  Henry,  whose  son  Henry  wa3  created  Earl  of  Sliannou,  and  was  ancctstor  of 
^  present  Earl  of  Shannon.

ObUBT,  the  Ist  Eaxl  of  Cobk's  3rd  son,  succeeded  as  Earl  of  Cobk,  and 
became  thA  male  representative  of  this  distingoished  family,  on  tlie  death,  in  1753, 
of  BicuAiiii,  Uh  Eabl  of  Cobk,  imd  3rd  Earl  of  Burlington,  great-grandson  of 
Bicbabd,  2nd  Earl  of  Cobk,  the  Ist  Eabl's  eldest  son.  He  was  6.  2  Jan.  1707, 
nnd  iJ.  22  Nov.  1762,  havinj^  m.  1st,  9  May  172H.  T^ndv  Henrietta  Hamilton,  3rd 
daughter  of  George,  Ist  Earl  of  Orkney,  who  d.  Z'l  Aug.  1732 ;  and  2nd)y,  30  June 
1788,  Margai«t,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  HamiltoB^  Esq.,  who  4,  S4  Nor.  1768.

COTTENHAM,  EARL  OP.  (PwTS.) 

Pmt  qftke  United  Kingdom. 

The  family  of  Pepys  appears  to  have  been  settled  at  Cottenham  and  Impington,  in 
Cambridgeehire,  a  period  more  remote  than  any  to  which  it  can  be  authenticaUj 
traced.  Its  earlieat  aneestor  on  lecord,  early  in  the  16th  oentnry,  we  find  is  WiUJam 
PrajB  of  Cottenham,  who  by  Alice,  his  wile,  was  father  of 

John  Pepys.  He  m.  Edith,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Edmund  Talbot,  son  of 
Sir  GnberiWbot,  of  the  lale  of  Ely,  (a  deeeendant  ftom  the  hanij  of  the  Talbota 
of  WiUri^,)  and  by  her  had  six  sons  and  three  daoighten ;  four  of  the  sons  d. 
wtthoot  issue ;  the  eldest  and  youngest  were  John,  aaoeetor  of  the  present  Peer,  and 
Talbot  Pepys,  Eso.,  of  Impington,  who  d»  ii(  1664^  aged  about  eiffhty-four,  leayhiff 
mUB  by  Beatrix,  daughter  of  John  CaatU)  of  Amhain,  in  Norfiuk,  thteo  BOOS  aai 
one  daue;htor.    Their  three  daii<_rliter9  were, 

1  Paulina,  wife  of  Sir  Sidney  Montagu,  Knight,  and  mother  of  the  Ist  Earl  of 
Sandwich. 

2  The  wife  of  Sir  Gilbert  Pickering  of  Tichraarsh,  Co.  Notts. 

3  Faith,  wife  of  Hobert  lieate,  Esq.,  of  Whittlenea  in  the  Isle  of  Ely. 

John  Pepys,  of  Cottenham,  tho  eldest  son  of  the  aboye  John  and  Edith  P^pjf, 
flh  BUsabow,  danghter  of  John  Bendiih,  Eaq.,  of  Steeple  fimnpatoad,  Essei,  hj  WAom 
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heliad  four  sons:  John,  who  left  no  issue;  Richard,  Thomas,  and  Samnel.  The 
httar  resided  at  Steeple  Bompetoad,  taid  d.  in  186S»  aged  about  sixty-six.  He  had 
five  pons,  of  whom  the  four  youn^r  d.  without  iinie^  and  Joha  the  eWcit,  d,  befiice 
him,  leaviog  a  sou  John,  who  wati  b.  in  1657. 

Richard  Pepya,  the  2nd  son,  and  eventual  heir  of  John  PePTS  of  Cottenham,  wee 
Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Ireland  in  1664.  He  led  four  sons,  Richard,  George,  John, 
and  Samuel.  It  ia  probable,  though  not  certain,  that  this  is  the  Samuel  Penys  who« 
as  Seereiarj  to  the  Admindty,  in  the  reigns  of  Ohablw  II.  md  Javm  II.,  intro* 
duced  into  the  affairs  of  the  navy  that  order  and  economy  which  drew  forth  such 
honourable  testimouy  to  his  charat^  from  Mr.  Hume  and  other  historians*  and  whoee 
•miuiug  private  memoin  ate  now  so  fiuulinr  to  the  British  public.  Thtf  Seera- 
tary  wiia  b.  in  1632 ;  he  attended  his  relation^  the  Earl  of  Sandwich,  to  bring  over 
the  King  at  the  Restoration;  in  1684  he  was  chosen  President  of  the  Royal 
Society ;  in  1690  he  published  his  Memoirs  of  the  Navy,  which  have  ever  since  been 
held  in  the  highest  esfclmatioB ;  and  he  d.  in  1703,  leaving  a  curious  and  valuable 
Ubrar^,  wliich  is  presarred  in  Magdalan  College,  Cambridge,  under  the  name  of  the 
Pepysian  Library.

H«  was  one  of  the  oommanoers  of  the  forcea 
sent  into  f  Jerinany  to  the  assistance  of  Gustavus  Adolphus,  King  of  Sweden,  after 
whoi»e  death  his  Lordship  entered  into  the  service  of  tne  Elector  Palatine,  for  whose 
mother,  £iiza1)eth,  Queen  Dowager  of  Bohemia,  and  daughter  of  ^g  Jiifis  I.,  he 

Sfessed  a  romantic  and  constant  attachment.  He  was  taken  prisoner  in  a  total 
eat  of  the  Elector  s  army  by  the  Imperial  troops  in  1737,  and  afterwards  en- 
tered into  the  aervice  of  the  States-General  of  Holland,  who  received  and  protected 
the  Queen  and  her  family  in  their  exile  ;  his  Lordship  was  thus  not  personally  en- 
gaged in  the  wars  of  Kinf^  Charles  T.,  bnt  assisted  liim  with  considerable  supplies, 
lor  which,  and  his  attendance  xipoti  King  Chables  II.  after  his  father's  death,  his 
estates  were  conti^cated  by  the  Parliament.  On  the  Qacen  of  Bohemia's  retiring  into 
England  after  tlie  Restoration,  she  is  supposed  to  have  privately  accepted  of  Lord 
Craven  for  her  second  husband ;  she,  however,  d.  in  London  in  1002,  and  liis  Lord- 
ship never  entered  publicly  into  the  marriage  state.  In  1003,  he  was  created 
Viscount  Craven  ofUffitigton,  Co.  Berks,  and  Earl  Craven,  Co.  York,  with  a  nevf 
creation  of  the  Barony  of  Craven,  remainder,  jailing  his  issue  male  (his  brothers 
havinirdied  wtthsnt  lasne),  to  his  M  eonsins.  Sir  Williim  Onma  of  Ijenchwyke, 
and  his  brother,ffir  Anthony  Craven,  Sir  William  Craven  dyinf;  aho  withoutissue 
male,  his  Lord^p  obtained  a  new  creation  of  Uie  Barony  in  1065,  with  remainder, 
fidling  the  iwae  male  of  Mr  Anttionj  Cnm,  to  Kr  Thmnas  Crayen,  elder  brother 
of  Sir  Anthony.

Fbou  Lord  Lindsay's  popukr  ■ad  yeiy infaBWitfpg  "Lived  of  the  Lindsays"  it 
^>pears  that  Walter,  anoMtor  of  all  the  Lindsays  in  Scotland,  of  which  distin" 
euished  house  the  Earl  of  Crawford  is  tho  undoubted  chief,  was  probably  of  the  old 
Komian  stock  of  De  Limesay,  a  name  derived  from  territorial  posMMOU  near 

Rouen.  Some  of  thi^?  family  certainly  held  lands  in  England  about  the  time  of  the 
Conquest,  and  liounuhed  here  for  many  generations;  and  three  circumstances  seem 
to  confirm  the  MmBon  descent  of  this  line  with  the  Scottish  Lindsays :  lot,  the 
election  of  the  representative  of  the  latter  for  marriuge  with  one  of  the  co-lieiresses, 
in  whom  the  former  terminated ;  2ndly,  the  arms  of  De  Limesay  being  borne  by  a 
landsay  not  descended  from  that  union ;  and  3rdly,  tiie  two  names  being  writteo 
indifferently  in  ancient  rolls,  and  being  identical  in  meaning — viz.,  "the  Isle  of 
Lime  Trees."  This  Walter  figures  as  a  great  Baron  in  1116,  onider  David  I., 
bslbra  hk  ■wmsIop  to  the  throne,  while  Fkinoe  of  Stnthclyde  or  OnmhruL

in  1178,  had  by  his  wife  Miyjory,  daughter  of  HsVBTf  Prince  of  Scotland,  three

Tbb  family  of  Legge  id  said  to  have  originated  in  Ital^.  This  branch  wait  seated  at 
Legg'g  Place,  near  Tunbridge,  for  many  generations  belore  Thomas  Legge,  who  lived 
there  in  the  reign  of  Edwabd  IIL,  and  was  ancemtor,  in  the  5tli  degn-e,  of  William 
Legge,  Groom  of  the  Bedchamber  to  King  Chxblks  L,  in  all  whose  battles  he 
fought  with  dintinguished  gallantry,  and  on  the  night  alter  the  first  buttle  of  New- 
bury, when  attending  the  king  in  nis  bedchamber,  received  from  him,  in  memorial 
of  his  services  in  that  day's  fignt,  the  hanger  the  King  had  himself  worn  in  it,  the 
handle  of  which  was  an  agate  set  in  gold  :  it  was  preserved  as  an  heirloom  in  the 
family,  till  their  house  at  Blackheath  w^as  robbed  in  10U3,  when  it  was  lost,  with 
other  valuable  projxirty.  Mr.  Legge  remained  to  the  lust  with  his  royal  master, 
who  desired  the  Duke  of  Richmond  to  report  of  him,  to  the  Prince  of  Wales,  that  he 
was  the  "  faithfullest  servant  ever  prince  had  !"  After  the  King's  death,  h  e  narrowly 
escaped  condemnation  for  high  treasion,  but  being  permitted  to  go  abroad,  speedily 
joined  Kin^  Chables  II.,  and  was  again  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  W^orcester, 
aad  would  inevitably  have  forfeited  his  life  for  his  loyalty,  but  that  hia  wife  oon^ 
trived  to  convey  to  him  the  clothes  of  an  old  woman,  in  which  he  e«CHped  from 
prison.  AlVer  the  Restoration,  the  King  informing  him  of  the  message  be  bad 
received  through  the  Duke  of  Richmond  from  hia  royal  lather,  otfered  him  an  Earl- 
dom, preparatory  to  the  coronation,  but  Mr.  Legge,  pleading  his  small  income  and 
large  family,  declined  the  honour.  He  however  obtamed  several  grants  of  lands  in 
England  and  Ireland,  and  in  the  sunshine  of  royal  favour  the  circumstances  of  his 
family  became  so  far  improved,  that  in  10S2,  his  eldest  son,  (jEOBQK,  was  enabled 
to  accept  a  Peerage,  and  was  created  Babon  Dabtuouth  of  Dartmouth,  Co.  Devon, 
with  remainder,  failing  his  issue  male,  to  his  brother,  William  Legge,  and  his  issue 
male.  His  Lordship  wa«  father  of  William,  2nd  Lobu,  who  succeeded  him  in 
1691,  and  was  created,  in  1711,  Viscount  Lcwisham,  Co.  Kent,  and  Eabl  of  Dabt- 
if OUTH,  Co.  Devon ;  he  d.  in  1750,  having  had,  besides  other  issue,  the  three  sons

Peer  of  the  United  Xtn^dom. 

The  ancient  family  of  De  Freyne,  by  subseauent  corruntion  French,  claims  its 
pedigree  from  Hsrloran,  the  3rd  son  of  BoUo,  first  Duke  or  Normandy,  fiom  whom, 
in  the  fifth  generation,  descended  Alfrin,  cotempnrary  of  William  tlie  Conqueror, 
under  whom  the  family  settled  in  £n«hmd,  deriving  the  name  of  De  Freyne  from  this 
AMHtt,  end  *re»  of  some  note  in  the  days  of  the  Norman  and  early  Plantagenet 
Kings.  ITtigh  do  Frene  was  the  3i"d  liu^-band  of  Alice  de  Lacy,  d;uiL;liter  and  heir 
of  Henry  Karl  of  LincoUi,  and  in  her  right  claimed  the  Earldom.  Uo  was  summoned 
to  Parliament  as  a  Baron  in  1336,  hat  nerer  afterwards. 

Sir  Herborf,  or  Humphrey  de  Fravne,  accompanied  the  Earl  of  Pembroke,  sur- 
named  Strongbow,  into  Ireland,  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  II.,  acquired  large 
possessions  in  the  province  of  Leinster,  ana  settled  at  Ballymacuoge,  Co.  Wexford. 
His  descendants  have  from  that  time  been  distiligniihad  hi  the  a&bi  of  Ireland. 
Fulk  de  Freijjne  settled  his-  manor  at  Baiiymaenoge,  witii  yarious  xMu^nders,  in 
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]  ■^2'^ ;  ill  1370  mid  13843,  Sir  Pikinck  md  Sir  Aobert  de  freigOM  were  iniaaoiMd 

as  iiarons  to  Parliament. 

Tenth  ill  lUsivnt  from  the  above  Fulk  was  Patrick  French,  Esq.,  who  in  the 
reign  of  Charles  I.  was  settled  at  French  Parle,  Co.  Itoscommon,  which  from  that 
time  luui  been  the  pitrimony  and  residence  of  hLa  lineal  heira.  Arthur  French, 
Em].,  who  was  fiflh  in  deNent  from  him,  represented  the  ooanty  of  KoMommon  in 
Parliament  for  thirty-five  yearn,  from  thi'  tinu*  of  lii^  cominff  of  age  to  his  death,  in 
1820.  Ue  was  oiiered  an  Earldom  to  support  the  Union,  and  suUe^uently  a 
Beraoy,  without  eonditioii,  hot  reftised  hoth.  His  marriage  and  keua  are  deeenW 
in  the  Peerage  Volume.  His  eldest  son,  Abthub  Fbench,  Esq.,  was  created  a 
Peer  in  1839,  by  the  title  of  Bxros  dk  FasTMS  of  Artaffh,  Co.  Roscommon,  with 
remainder,  ihiUnf  his  iasne  male,  to  hie  brothere  and  their  hmn  male.  He  d, 
without  issue,  29  Sept.  185G,  when  hii  next  brother,  JoHJTy  Snd  LOBB,  Boeeeeded- 
in  aooordaaoe  with  tne  PMentt  and  ie  the  preeent  Losd.

Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

John  Lucas  wan  created,  in  l&iKi,  Baron  Lucas  of  Shonfield,  with  remainder  to  his 
brothers  and  their  heirs  male ;  the  title  became  extinct  in  1705,  by  the  death  of 
Thomas,  3rd  Lord,  his  nephew^ ;  but  the  Ist  Lord  left  an  oidy  danghter  and  heir, 
Maby,  wife  of  Anthony  urey,  11th  Earl  of  Kent.  She  was  crcntod  Baroness 
Lucas  of  Crudwell,  Co.  Wilts,  with  remainder  of  the  dignity  of  Baron  Lucas  afore- 
said to  her  heirs  male  by  the  Earl  of  Kent,  failing  whion,  to  the  daughters  and  oo- 
heirs  of  herself  by  the  said  Earl.  She  d.  in  1700,  and  was  succeeded  by  her  son 
and  heir,  Hekby  Q&by,  12th  Earl  of  Kent,  created,  in  1706,  Viscount  Goderich  of 
Ctoderieh  Castle,  Co.  Herefitrd,  Earl  ci  Harold,  Co.  Bedford,  and  Marqats  of  Kmt ; 
also,  in  1710,  Duke  of  Kent,  and  in  1740,  Marquis  de  Gn  y,  with  remainder,  failing 
his  issue  male,  to  Lady  Jemima  Campbell,  only  danghter  of  Ladv  Amabel  Grey» 
1^  ddeet  danghter,  by  W  marriage  with  John,  3rd  Earl  of  Breaaalbane,  and  her 
heirs  male.  He  d.  5  Juno  17'10,  when  all  his  titles  became  ejctinct,  except  those  of 
Marquis  de  Grey  and  Baron  Lucas,  which  were  inherited  by  his  grand-daughter, 
Ladt  Jemima  C.iMPBBLL,  the  wife  of  Philip,  2nd  Earl  of  Hardwick,  on  whose 
death,  in  1797,  the  title  of  Marquis  de  Grey  became  c.i-tinrt.  She  led,  by  the  Earl 
of  ITardwiekc,  two  daii;,'liters,  Ladies  Amarkl,  and  Mauy-Jemima  Yobke. 

Lady  Aaiabel,  who  suai'eJed  licr  uiuther  in  the  Barony  of  Lucas,  was  h. 
22  Jan.  1751,  m.  10  July  1772,  Alexander  Ihnne,  Lord  Polworth,  eldest  son  of 
Hugh,  4th  and  last  Earl  of  Maichmont,  who  d.  without  issue  by  her,  9  March 
1781.  The  Baroness  was  created,  in  181G,  Countess  dk  Obey  of  Wrest,  with 
remainder,  failing  her  issue  male,  to  her  sister,  Maiy-Jemima,  widow  of  Thomas 
Robinson,  2nd  Baron  Grantham,  and  her  issue  male.  She  d.  4  May  1833,  and  her 
uster,  Uie  Dowager  Lady  Grantham,  having  d.  before  her  in  1830,  leaving  two 
aeoiy ThonuuhPrnlifs  draLovd Qrantham,  and  Frederiok-John, Earl  of  Ripon ;  she 
wae  succeeded  by  her  nephew  Thomas-Phxltp  WsDDBLiy  Lord  Grantham,  the 
preeent  and  2od  Eabl. 

W»  Lordship  derim  hie  paternal  descent  ftrnn  William  Robineon,  who  was  Lord 
Mayor  of  York  in  1581,  as  was  hi.s  son  William  in  the  reign  of  James  I.,  and 
William,  his  ffrandson,  was  High  Sheriff  for  the  County  in  the  reign  of  Chablss  L 
Sir  HeteaUh  fioUnaoQ,  ddeet  eon  of  the  latter,  waa  ereatad  a  Ktnmet  eoon  after 
the  Beetoration,  and  ^ree  timea  represented  the  City  of  Tork  in  Parliament,  he  4, 
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witliotit  issuo  in  1689,  and  the  Baronetcy  was  revived  in  1690,  in  favour  of  Sir 
WUliain,  his  nephew  and  heir,  who  wm  of  the  ConTention  Parliament,  High  Sheriff 
dt  the  County  at  the  Revolution,  and  member  for  the  City  of  York  in  eifht  buo- 
cessivc  Purliameiits.

Agnes, 
daughter  and  heir  of  John  St.  Liz,  a  bcaiidb  firom  tne  noble  family  of  St.  Liz,  (or- 
meriy  Barb  of  Northampton  and  Huntingdon.   Sixth  in  descent  from  tliem  was*, 

8iB  William  Fbil^ikg,  created,  in  1G20,  Baron  Feilding  of  Newnham  Paddox, 
Co.  Warwick,  and  Yiscount  Feilding;  and  in  1622,  Eaul  of  the  Comity  of  J^nr* 
BIOH.  He  adhered  steadfastly  to  King  Chaki.vs  I.  in  his  civil  wars,  and  proved 
himself  a  stout  and  valiant  sofdicr  in  nunicrou.s  engagenirntK,  till  bein^  mortally 
wounded  in  a  shuq)  skii-mish  with  the  enem}',  near  Birmingham,  in  April  16-13,  ]u> 
d.  within  a  few  days.  He  m.  Msirv,  dant;hter  of  Sir  (Jinjrge  Villieri*,  and  sister  of 
the  celebrated  George  Villiers,  l»t  i)ulte  of  Buckinf^li.un  ol'  that  name,  by  whom  he 
left  two  sons,

TuuMAS,  who  was  bred  to  the  bai*,  and  having  been  appointed  Lord  Chief  Jnstiee 
of  England,  in  1832,  was  raised  to  the  Peerage  21  March  1894^  by  the  title  of 
Baron  Dbkman,  of  Dovedalc,  Co.  Derby.  He  (f.  22  Sept.  1854;  and  waa  aoo* 
oeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Thomas,  2nd  Losp,  the  present  Peer.

I  lineal  descent  of  the  present  Stanley  liaronots,  of  Hooton,  Co.  Chester;  and  of 
V  Sir  John  ^Stanley,  K.G.,  his  2nd  son,  who,  in  nieniory  of  his  marriage  with  the 
heiress  of  Lathom,  assumed  the  present  family  crest  of  an  eagle  pnjlng  upon  m 
infant  in  its  cradle.  He  was  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and  was  much  in  favour 
with  Xing  Hknuy  IV.,  whom  he  had  assi.sted  in  acquiring  the  Crown,  and  from 
whom  he  obtained,  on  tlie  forfeiture  of  Henry  Percy,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  a 
grant  of  the  Isle  of  Mul  in  fte.  H»d.  in  1414.  Uii  eldeefc  son.  Sir  John  SUnkj, 
was  father  of 

Thoma8»  lit  LoBD  Staxlst,  K.Q.,  rammoned  to  Flurlianient  by  writ  in 
1456.  From  John,  hu  youngw  ioii«  ie  deecmded  the  preienfc  Lord  Stenlej  of 
Alderley. 

TEOiue,  his  eldeat  son  and  bar,  lod  LoBV,  K.G.,  m.  let,  Eleenor,  daughter  of 
Bichard  Kerille,  Earl  of  Salisbury,  and  sister  to  the  famous  Richard  Neville,  Karl 

Warwick,  called  the  JOng^maker ;  and  2ndly,  Ladv  Margaret  Beaufort,  only 
daughter  and  heir  of  John  Dnke  of  Somerset  (see  the  Boyal  Genealogy),  widow  of 
Edmund  Tudor,  Earl  of  Richmond,  and  mother  of  King  Hbnby  Vll.,  on  whoee 
head  the  Lord  Stanley  had  himself  the  gratification  of  placing  the  royal  crown 
found  on  the  field  of  Boeworth,  after  the  great  battle  in  which  King  KicuAUD  bst  his 
life,  22  Aug.  1485.  His  Lordship  was,  in  the  October  of  the  same  year,  created 
Eabl  of  Debby,  which  Earldom  had  incrj^jcil  in  the  Crown  on  the  accession  of 
Henby  IV.,  havinij  been  a  part  of  the  inheritance  of  the  lioyal  house  of  Lancaster. 
The  Karl  was  likewise  made  Lord  High  CoiiKiable  of  Englnid  for  lift.  Ho  <i.  in 
150-1.

1513,  and  by  the  force  of  hi.s  archers  first  oompelled  tne  Scots  to  open  their 
ranks,  thiu  leading  to  the  memorable  victorjr  of  that  bloody  field,  in  which  King 
Jamss  ly.  and  so  large  a  portion  of  hie  nobility  lost  their  liree.  For  hie  im- 
portant FiM-vico  on  this  occasion  ho  was  sunnnoned  to  P.uliainent  as  Lord  Mont- 
eagle.  His  male  line  failed  in  1581,  by  the  deatli  of  his  giandsou,  William,  3rd 
Lord,  whose  only  daughter  and  hmr  oarried  the  Barony  into  the  fiunily  of  Flurker, 
Baron  Morley,  and  it »  now  in  abeyance  between  the  repreaeutatiTea  of  her  two 
granddaughters.

Iji  lu  r  rii,'ht,  by  writ, 
in  1182,  as  Baron  Strange  of  Knoekyn,  and  (f.  in  his  fathcrV  Uleliuae,  in  14^7, 
leaving  issue, 

1  Thomas,  2nd  Eabl,  whose  male  line  failed  iu  1736. 

2  Sii'  James,  ancestor  of  the  present  Ea£L. 
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Thomas,  bin  hod  and  heir,  8nd  Eail  of  Derby,  Huct-eeded  to  tbe  Earldom  and 
Baronies,  and  tl.  in  1521 ;  lio  w  is  succeeded  by  Lis  son  Edwahd,  3rd  Earl,  K.O., 
so  celebrated  lor  Uia  mzuruiliceoce  and  liberality,  tliat  Cilmdeu  aaya  tliat  "  with 
Edwwd  Earl  of  Derby's  destb,  the  glory  of  bospitality  leemed  to  &U  aslsept*'  he 

is*  also  ro|X)rted  by  Il  oliiv^.-lied  and  Slow  to  lt:iVL' fi  d,  twice  a-day,  three  score  and 
odd  poor  pBrsoua,  and  all  coioera  thrioe  a-weck,  ou  ii^poiiiti-d  dny.s ;  bolides  eiving, 
on  every  Good  Friday,  to  two  tbonsand  seven  btmared  p«M-9ons,  meat,  drink,  and 
money.  He  d.  in  1571,  and  his  fuiit'i  iil  was  as  splendid  as  bi«  manner  of  liviii;^'.  He 
was  succeeded  by  his  son  and  heir,  iiRNBY,4th  Eabl,  K.G.,  who  d.in  1592,  leaving 
two  sons,  Fsbdikjuh'Do,  5th  Eabl,  his  suocerUMr,  and  William,  6th  Eabl.  The 
Stii  Eabl  d.  without  isxuc  male  in  lu9i,  wIk  ii  tiio  Baruuiegof  Strange,  of  Knockyn, 
and  Stanley,  and  his  moiety  of  the  Barony  ot'Mohun,  fell  into  abi'vance  between  nis 
three  daugliters  and  co-hfiis.  Ih:  was  succeedi'd  in  the  Jiarldum  by  William,  tith 
SaXI>  hie  brother  and  heir  male,  whose  son  and  heir,  James,  7th  Eabl,  K.CL,  WM 
(tummoned  t<>  T  i-l*  ment  by  writ  !t"'2^,  in  bis  fatlu  r's  lifetime,  as  Babon  Stbanoe, 
on  tho  pre^uniptiuu  liiut  Euch  iiaruny  still  accompanied  the  Earldom,  which  not 
being  the  fact,  this  writ  created,  a  new  Bttony  in  ue ;  his  Lordship  succeeded  hin 
father  as  7th  Earl  in  1642.  He  gave  numerous  proofs  of  lii»  valour  and  loyalty 
throughout  the  civil  war,  cs])ecially  at  the  memorable  fight  in  Wigan-lane,  26  Aug. 
1651,  from  which,  notwithstanding  the  immense  disoroportion  between  his  small 
band  of  resolute  followers  and  the  enemy  to  whom  he  was  opposed,  and  notwith- 
standing several  wounds  be  himself  received  in  tJie  cncoimter,  he  made  his  way, 
with  the  residoe  of  his  men,  to  join  King  Ckablu  If.,  in  time  to  take  part,  on 
Sept.  3,  in  the  battle  of  Worcester ;  hero  he  was  taken  pri-oner,  and,  notwith- 
stimding  quarter  for  his  liUt  had  been  given  him,  was  beheaded  at  Bolton,  Oct.  15 
following.  While  the  'EkA  was  thns  unfovttttMte  in  his  loyal  eflbrts,  his  illastrions 
wife,  Charlotte  de  la  Tremouille,  daughter  of  Claude,  Due  de  Thouers,  Peer  of 
France,  hy  Charlotte,  daoghter  of  William  I.,  Prince  of  Orange,  by  Charlotte, 
dsn^bter  of  Lonis,  Due  de  Montpensier,  of  the  R<^al  House  of  Bourbon,  already 
distmguished  for  her  gallant  defence  of  Latbom  House  against  the  Parliamentary 
forces,  in  1641i,  was  holding  the  Isle  of  Man  with  a  courage  and  fidelity  worthy  of 
a  happier  result ;  and  when  at  length  the  total  destruction  of  the  Royal  army  at 
Worcester,  and  the  execution  of  her  gsjlint  Lord,  left  her  without  hope  of  aasts* 
tance.  she  yielded!  with  reluctance  to  the  npcossit}-  of  a  snrrender,  and  r'  tinnM.  sayH 
IluniK,  "  tlie  glor^'  of  bt;iug  the  latit,  person  in  tlie  three  kingdoms,  aiid  iu  uli  tlieir 
dependent  dominions,  who  submitted  to  the  vietoriottS  rebels.  CBCABUt,8thBAXfi» 
their  son  and  heir,  d.  in  1672,  leaving  two  f^ons, 

1  Williaja-OeoboE'Kichabo,  9th  Eabl,  his  successor,  who  (/.  without  i^sue 
male,  in  1708,  when  the  Barony  of  Strange,  by  writ  of  1628,  fell  into  abevanoe 
between  his  two  davightortj  and  co-heirs,  Ilenriotta  and  Elizabeth;  tho  latter 
d.  unm.  in  1714,  when  the  Barony  devolved  on  her  sister,  who  d.  in  1718,  leaving 
by  John,  Lord  Ashbnmhsm,  m  only  daoghter  tnd  heir,  Ajuie«  who  d.  «mm.  in 
1732.

Sir  Thomas,  the  Znd  Baronet,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Edward,  had  two  sons, 
1  Sir  Edward,  his  suooeesor,  father  of  Sir  Thomas,  whose  son.  Sift  EoWAftDi 
Mil  Banoett  beciime  thft  llth  Suil  of  Bsbbt. 
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8  Fetor,  grMt-gnmdfiillMr  of  Janut  Stankyt  Esq.,  who  wu  fatlier  of  Edward 
Stauley,  Esq.,  of  Cross  Hall,  Co.  LuMiator.  FoT  this  ooUateral  branch  of  the 
iamily,  see  the  Peeraae  J  olame. 

Edwabd,  tiie  11th  Basl  of  Dbbbt,  who  raooeeded,  in  1736,  on  the  extinction  of 

the  malo  lino  of  the  elder  brjiiioli,  had  three  f^oiis ;  the  two  younger  lie  lost  in  their 
iniisuicj,  and  the  cider,  James,  imptoperlv  stvled  Lord  Strange,  d.  bei'ure  him  iu 
1771 ;  having  m.  Imof,  2nd  daughter  and  oo-heir  of  liu^h  Smith,  Esq.,  of  Weald 
Hal),  Essex,  and,  in  consequence,  assumed  the  additional  DtlDe  of  Smith.  The  Eaii 
d.  24  Feb.  1776,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson,

He  was  followed  l^hia 
son  and  p^randson,  the  2nd  and  8rd  LoBDS,  each  named  Wiiitav;  the  latter  d.  in 
1343,  leavin'4  two  sons,  successive  Barons  de  Ros,  William.  Ith  Lobd,  who  d.  in 
1352,  and  Tuohas,  5th  Louo,  who  succeeded  his  brother ;  he  d.  in  1384,  and  waa 
abo  snooeaeiTely  followed  br  his  two  sons,  Johk,  6th  Lobd,  who  d.  in  189S,  and 
William,  7th  Lobd,  who  a.  in  1 111,  leavinj^  also  two  sons,  .John,  8th  Lobd,  who 
d.  mider  age  in  1421,  and  Thomas,  9th  Lobd,  who  d.  in  1431.  Thomas,  10th

The  Barony  having  thus  fallen  into  abeyance,  on  the  death,  without  iaene  in 
1687,  of  Geobob  Yillibbs,  2nd  Duke  of  Buckingham,  20th  Lorp,  heir  ijcneral  of 
FbamCIS,  6th  Earl  of  Rutland,  and  18th  Lobd,  l^tween  the  repret-cntative-s  of  tiio 
Ladies  Bridget  and  Frances,  the  two  siatera  and  co-heirs  of  the  said  6th  Earl,  so 
remained  till  9  Mny  iSfMl,  when  the  King  was  pleased  to  terminate  the  abeyance  in 
favour  of  Chablotte,  the  late  Baboness,  on  whose  death,  in  1831,  liENBT- 
William,  her  eldest  son  and  22nd  inheritor  of  the  Barony,  succeeded.  Ho  d.

The  family  of  CufTe,  from  which  sprang  Henry  Cuffe,  the  unfortunate  Secretary  of 
Robert  Devereu,  Earl  of  Saeex,  who,  in  1601,  auffeied  death  for  his  participatioa 
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in  hi»  master's  rebellion,  orifjinated  in  Somer8et«liirp.  JIaurice  Caffe,  of  the  ume 
family,  settled  at  Eunis,  Co.  Clare,  and  i^.  in  lfi:^H,  leaving  imit,  Joseph  Cnffe, 
Esq.,  of  Castle  Inch,  Co.  Kilkenny,  who,  having  joim»<l  the  army  under  Cromwell, 
was  rewarded  for  his  services  by  considerublo  grants  of  lands,  lie  Martha, 
daughter  of  Colonel  Agmondeabam  Muschamp,  hj  whom  he  had  a  numeroaa  israe^ 
and  dying  in  1^79,  was  succeeded  by  liis  eldest  Ron,  Agmondesham  Cufie,  Esq., 
attainted  by  King  James's  Parliament  in  1689;  hb  estates,  which  had  beensequea" 
trated  hj  fhe  «un«  Pteliament,  were  tfterwtrde  rectored^  to  him  by  Eini;  WlUJAM.

The  Norman  descent  claimed  by  this  family  is  corroborated  by  it.n  name,  which  h 
evidently  of  French  extraction;  and  ita  founder  is  said  to  have  followed  the 
fbrtaaei  of  Wiiliam  fbe  Conqueror  from  Normandy,  and  to  have  finally  settled

nay,  who  came  over  from  Franco  in  the  reii::ii  of  Henby  II. 

A^ffinald  de  Courteuay,  in  coounou  with  the  ancient  Coonta  of  Boulogne,  who 
Iwro  the  tame  anna  aa  the  honae  of  ComtenaT,  tiz.,  Or,  three  torteanz ;  and  ftom 

whom  proceeded  Godfrey  I.  and  Baldwin  I.,  Kinp;s  of  Jerusalem,  claimed  his  de* 
aoent  from  Pharamond,  founder  of  the  French  Monarchy.  Hia  immediate  ancestor 
was  AthoD,  who,  about  the  year  1000,  fortified  thetoam  of  Gonrtenay,  in  OaatinoiB, 

in  the  Isle  of  France,  and  thence  took  his  surname.  Josceline  de  Courtenay,  his  son 
and  heur,  had  two  nons ;  of  whom,  Joeceline,  the  younger,  engaging  in  the  crusadea, 
bcMme  Count  of  Edessa,  and  waa  father  and  prandfather  of  two  «^«celinee.  Counts 
of  Edessa,  who,  like  himself,  were  celebrated  m  the  history  of  the  crusadaa.  Milo, 
the  eldest  son  of  the  first  Josceline,  waa  father  of  Reginald,  who  was  also  a  rnisader ; 
he  had  a  daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth,  m.  to  Peter,  youngest  son  of  Louis  VI.,  King 
of  France,  who  aaanmed  the  name  and  arms  of  Courtenay,  and  was  father,  by  her,  m 
Peter,  Emperor  of  Constantinople,  whose  male  lino  failed  in  his  grandchildren,  and 
of  other  sons,  of  whom  Robert  continued  the  princely  line  of  Courtenay  in  France, 
now  extinct. 

The  said  Repjinald  de  Courtenay  afterwards  came  into  England,  and  married,  for 
his  2nd  wife,  Hawyse,  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  de  Abrincis,  herediUu^  Sheriff 
of  Devonshire,  Baron  of  Oakhampton,  and  Governor  of  the  Caatle  of  EMler, 
which  title  and  offices  he  afterwards  held  in  right  of  his  said  wife.  His  son,  Robert 
de  Courtenay,  tn.  Mary,  daughter  of  William  de  Bedvera,  Earl  of  Devonshire,  and 
in  1998,  Hugh  de  Courtenay,  the  greet-|^andaon  of  the  aaid  Bdiert  Gonrtenay  and 
Mary  Redvers,  became  the  repres»»ntative  of  the  Rcdvcrs  family.  This  Hugh 
Courteoav  waa  summoned  to  Parliament,  as  a  Baron,  in  1299,  and  in  1935  waa 
allowed  the  Earldom  of  Devon  in  oonaeonence  of  hia  deaoent  froin  the  fivraMP 
Earls.  He  d.  in  1310,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Hugh,  2nd  Earl,  wlio  d.  in 
1377 ;  having  tn.

who  lifld  fled  into  Flanders;  and  he  was  detnim^l  a  prisoner  till  the  death  of 
King  llK^i&v  VII.    Henbt  YIII.  liberated  him  as  soouas  ho  caiue  to  the  throne; 
and  as.  in  oonsei|wiice  ot  the  attainder,  tie  eould  not  legally  inhoit  his  ISrther*s 
Earldom,  he  was  on  the  ItHh  ^Tnv  1511,  created  Earl  of  Devon,  by  a  new  patent. 
He  did  not,  however,  long  enioy  ins  honoars  and  the  King's  favour,  but  d.  of  a  ^ver 
m  tlM  0th  June  followii^ :  leaving  out  son,  Henry,  K^G.,  lltb  Sail  of  Deron,  in 
the  order  of  successioti.    Ho  inherited  hi-*  father's  Earldom  of  the  creation  of  1511, 
and  baring  the  following  year  obtained  a  reversal  of  his  father's  attainder,  inherited 
alR»  tho  Earldom  of  1486.   Ho  was  eiealcd  Marquis  of  Exeler  in  1625,  and  in  litS 
declared  by  King  Hk>bY  YIII.  next  lieir  (o  the  crown  ;  a  s-liort-lived  honour,  as 
itt  the  IbUourii^  year  his  Ladjr  stood  S|>ODSor  to  the  Princess,  afterwards  Queen 
Utitaheth,  WMan  her  Mbtt  declared  his  snoeessOT  immediately  upon  her  hirtn,  in 
default  of  his  own  male  issue.  He  fell,  however,  under  the  displeasure  of  that  jealous 
tyrant,  towards  the  dose  of  his  reign ;  and,  after  presiding  in  Westminster  Hall, 
at  the  trial  and  condemnation  of  the  Lords  D'Arey  and  Hussey,  for  high  treason, 
in  1538,  he  vras  himself  tried  for  his  life  in  the  same  place,  in  the  December 
following,  on  a  charge  of  conspiring  to  rai'^e  Cardinal  B>'gin;ild  Pole  to  tlie  throne, 
found  guilty,  beheaded  upon  lower  Hill,  U  Jan.  1539,  and  attaiutcd.    lie  ieii  au 
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only  ion,  Edwibd,  who  preTent«d  from  inheriting  his  father's  honours  hj 
ih«  Mvqow'f  sttaindCT* ;  thoQ|ifn  only  tw^re  years  of  age  at  hi»  Mher's  death,  be 
was  committed  to  the  Tower,  and  continued  a  prisoner  throughout  the  reign  of  King 
Edwjlbd  VI.  Queen  Mabt,  who  is  supposea  to  have  cntortninod  an  afTection  for 
him,  released  him  immediately  upon  her  aooesfiioti,  and  orcatt  d  him  Eaul  of  Devon, 
with  fHnainder  to  his  "  heirs  male  for  ever,"  by  patent  dated  3  Sept.  1553 ;  the  same 
year  he  was  restored  in  blood  by  Act  of  Parlir^ment.  but  as  the  attainder  of  his  father 
was  never  reversed,  he  did  not  suooeed  to  am' oi  ruM  Lunours.  Queen M  abv.  jealoua 
of  an  imagined  attachment  betweea  tiw  Bill  and  her  sister,  the  Princei^s  Elizabeth, 
threw  them  both  into  the  Tower  upon  an  afmflation  of  boinj;  privy  to  Sir  Thomas 
Wyat's  rebellion,  but  released  them  on  her  marriage  with  King  Philip,  and  the  Earl 
of  Devon,  fearful  of  again  falling  maAm  tte  Mfal  diqpbaatire,  qmtlM  hit  eonntry, 
and  d.  unm.  at  Padua,  1  Ot 

In  this  unfortunate  nobleman  ended  the  splendour,  interrupted  by  so  many  mit- 
Ibittniee,  ot  the  ilinitrioiu  house  of  Gomtenar,  and  with  liim  niied  the  male 
descendants  of  Edward,  the  Jlrd  son  of  Hujjh,  the  2nd  Earl ;  and  the  thrcp  inter- 
mediate sous  oi'  the  said  2nd  Earl  havine  died  without  iseue,  the  heirs  male  of  this 
hut  Barl,  on  whom,  by  the  patent  or  1658  the  Earldom  was  entiulecl,  mnat  be 
souglit  fi>r  ill  the  issue  of  Philip,  his  7th  son. 

This  Sir  Philip  Conrtenay,  of  Powderham  Castle,  was  ancestor  of  a  line  which, 
jvrii^  the  troubles  and  prosnerity  of  the  elder  branch,  had  f  oorished  in  respecta* 
bility,  though  not  in  splenaonr,  in  the  privacy  of  their  Devonshire  retirement, 
throngh  six  generations.  Sir  William  Conrtenay,  the  proprietor  of  Pon-derham 
Castle,  at  the  death  of  Edward,  Earl  of  Devon,  in  1556,  would,  according  to  the 
construction  nvently  ^iven  to  the  pi^ent  of  1553,  have  succeeded  him  in  the  title  of 
Earl  of  Devon ;  he  a.  m  1657,  and  was  sum»eded  by  his  son,  Sir  William  Conrtenay, 
to  whom  in  1^0  succeeded  his  son  Francis.  He  a.  in  1638,  and  was  succeeded  by 
hi*  son  Sir  William,  to  whom  the  dignity  of  a  Baron  was  offered  in  April  1689,  but 
which  he  ap|>^nr=  tn  hrwc  derlined.  He  was  created  a  Baronet,  but  not  affecting 
that  title*  as  coni>cious  ot  the  much  higher  dignities  which  of  right  pertained  to 
him,  nevw  took  out  hii<  pntait ;  he  was,  however,  ahrinra  etjled  Baronet  in  tte 
rnmmi<!''inn'?  sent  him  by  tic  kii:  r  He  d.  in  1702,  and  Fnmcit,  his  eUeek  fOB^ 
having  ct.  before  him,  he  was  suo<%eded  by  his  erandson, 
Kr  William'Smyth,  foA  Btronet*  who  d.  m  1786,  leavrnff  two  tone.  The, 
1  SiK  William,  hi:*  successor,  who  was  .  i.  ntt-d,  in  1702,  viscount  Coubtenat, 
of  Powderham  Caatle,  Co.  Devon,  and  d.  only  ten  days  after  his  elevation  to  the 
IVeiage,  when  be  was  cneeeeded  hy  hie  only  •OR,  WnuAM,  M  ▼fscotmT,who  d, 
in  1788,  leaving  the  thirteen  dau</nters  described  in  tlie  Peerage  Volume,  and  an 
onlv  Mm,  WiLUAM,  Srd  Viscouiit,  to  whom  the  Earldom  of  Devon  waa  adjudged 
nacwr  the  patent  of  1659  by  the  House  of  Lords,  16  March  1831,  and  who,  though 
00^  tiie  2nd  Eaul  who  had  borne  the  title  under  that  patent,  was  the  9th  who  had 
been  entitled  to  it,  and  the  20th  of  his  family  in  hereditary  snccessiion  from  the  1st 
Earl.    His  Kisten^  immediately  assumed  the  tiUe  and  rank  uf  Earl's  daughters,  their

P(i0r  England, 

This  family  was  founded  bj  Robert  de  Oernon,  a  noble  Norman,  who  came  Into 
Bngknd  with  William  the  Conqueror.  Sixth  in  descent  from  him  \v<ai<  Roger  da 
Gernon,  wlio  acquired  by  marriage  the  lA)rdship  of  Cavendish,  and  his  iswuc,  in 
consequence,  assumed  that  name.  Sir  John  Cavondibh,  hiii  eldcMt  son,  appointed 
Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  King's  Ik^nch  bj  King  Edwabd  III.,  in  1365,  was 
beheaded  in  the  rei^  of  Ricmaud  II.  by  nome  rebels,  in  an  insurrection  in  the 
County  of  SuJTolk,  m  the  animosity  of  the  mob  being  chielly  diiected  against 

the  law^'erii,  and  more  especially  against  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  whoM  son,  John 
Cavendish,  being  the  Esquire  of  tlie  lk)dy  to  the  King,  had,  a  ^-ery  short  time  pre- 
cedinff,  despatched  the  rebel  Wat  Tyler,  in  Smithiield,  alter  he  had  been  struck 
ftom  us  hone  by  the  Lord  Mayor.  Fourtii  in  deaoent  from  this  John  Cavendish, 
the  son,  was  Sir  William  Cavendish,  a  confidential  attendant  on  Cardinal  Wolsey, 
under  whose  patronage  he  laid  the  foundation  of  alsrge  augmentation  of  his  fortune, 
whMi  was  sftiprwards  greatly  finnrarded  in  the  serviee  of  xh»  Kings  Hbnst  YIII. 
and  EnwAiU)  VI.,  from  both  of  whotn  he  obtained  considerable  grants  of  abbey  and 
other  ecclesiastical  lands.  Sir  William  married  to  his  3rd  wife  paving  had  daughters 
onlv  by  his  two  former  marriages),  Blixabeth,  daughter  of  John  Hardwidc,  Esq., 
ana  co-heir  of  her  brother  James  Hardwick,  of  Ilardvvidc,  Go.  Derby,  who  had  been 
married  at  fourteen  jears  of  age  to  Robert  Barlej,  of  Bulsj,  Co.  Derby,  bjr  whom 
ahe  was  shortly  after  left  a  wioow,  his  large  estates  heing  settled  upon  her  and  her 
heirs.  In  complaisance  tu  her.  Sir  William  Cavendish  sold  his  property  in  Suffolk 
and  other  parts,  and  purchased  estates  in  the  County  of  Derby,  where  he  commenced, 
near  his  wife's  paternal  mansion  of  Hardwick,  the  ouilding  of  the  noble  house  of 
Chatsworth,  which  was  completed  by  her  after  his  death ;  she  m.  3rdly,  Sir  William 
St.  Loe,  of  Tormarton,  in  Gloucestershii'e,  Grand  Butler  of  England,  by  whom  she 
had  no  issue,  but  whose  large  estates  were  also  settled  on  herself  and  her  children ; 
and  4thly,  George  Talbot,  K  G.,  6th  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  and  Earl  Marshal  of 
England,  by  whom  also  she  had  no  issue;  but  he  having  children  by  a  former 
marriage,  sbe  procured  the  union  of  her  youngest  daughter  with  Gilbert,  hi.s  son 
and  heir,  the  7th  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  and  of  Henry,  her  eldest  son,  with  the  Lad^ 
Grace,  his  daughter.  Sir  William  had  by  her.  besides  Henry  Cavendish,  Esq.,  his 
eldest  sou  and  heir,  who  d.  without  issue  in  IGIG,  and  three  daughters,  all  matched 
into  the  noblest  fiuniUea  of  the  kingdom,  twooittier  sona,  tib.,

2  Sir  Charles  Cavendish,  of  Welbeck  Abbey,  Co.  Nottingham,  who  d.  in  1617 ; 
leaying  by  his  2nd  marriage  with  Oatfaerine,  afterwards  Baroness  Ogle,  daughter 

and  at  length  sole  heir  of  Cuthbert.  7th  Baron  Oj^le  by  writ  1101,  a  son,  William, 
K.G.,  created  in  1620  Baron  Ogle  of  Bothal,  and  Yisooiwt  Mansheid,  Co.  Notting- 
ham: also  Baron  Cavendish  of -Bolsorer,  and  Earl  of  Newcastle-iipon-Tyne,  u 
1628 ;  succeeded  to  his  mother's  Barony  of  Ogle  in  1029,  was  farther  created  Murquis 
of  Kewcastie,  Co.  Northumberland,  in '  1643 ;  was  si|mally  active  in  the  cause  of 
CvAmua  I.,  nnder  whom,  and  snbsequcntly  under  King  CHAXtis  II.,  after  the 
Restoration,  he  held  several  ofTues  of  high  trust  and  honour,  and  was  finally,  in 
1664»  created  Earl  of  Ogle  and  Duke  of  Newcastle,  both  Co.  Northumberland.  He 
A  m  1676,  leaving  one  son,  Heniy,  2nd  Duke,  on  whose  death,  in  1691,  all  his 
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liono\irs  became  extinct  except  the  Barony  oC  Ogle  by  mrit^wluoli  fell  iato  abeyowB 
between  his  three  daughters  and  co-heirs. 
Wmuv ,  tihe  Snd  son  of  Sir  Willuun  Cavendish,  was  (seated  Baron  Carendish, 

of  Ilanlwuk,  Co.  Derby;  ho  was  one  of  tho  first  ailvcnturers  who  planted  colonies 
iu  Virginia  and  the  Island  of  Bermudas  j  in  161(>  ho  obtained  a  lu-ge  increase  to 
liis  already  eonsiderable  fcntime,  by  the  death  of  Uenry,  his  elder  brother,  whom  he 
suoceeded  in  the  wholo  of  hi^  estates,  and  was  creatfd  K\i;l  of  Devonsuihe  in 
1618}  he  d.  iu  1625,  und  was  suooeedod  by  his  son  VYilllui,  2ad  Eajil,  who  d, 
in  1628,  living,  besides  his  ddesb  eon  and  nnccessor,  Willum,  8rd  Eabl,  a  9nd 
son,  Lieut.-General  Charles  Cavendish,  wlio  afLor  many  gallant  achieTemcnts  in  tho 
Koyal  army  during  tho  Civil  War,  was  killed  in  an  action  against  Cromwell  iu 
16l3,  in  the  2 1th  rear  of  his  age.  Willixu ,  3rd  Earl,  afler  attending  the  King's 
Parliaraei^  «t  OxU>rd,  and  supplying  him  with  money,  retired  beyond  the  seas^ 
where  he  remained  till  the  manaato  of  the  victorious  Parliament  oompeUed  him  to 
return.    He  d.  in  lGH-1,  and  was  i»ucc«edeU  by  his  nun, 

William,  'tth  Eabl,  K.G.  ;  he  was  the  intimate  friend  of  William,  Lord  Bneielli 
who  suffered  death  in  the  reit,'n  of  ChaBLES  II.,  was  himself  a  strenuous  supporter 
of  the  ProU-aUuit  rcli^'ion  against  the  encroachments  of  Popery  under  that  King 
and  Jaiibs  II.,  and  exerted  himself  to  the  utmost  to  secure  the  accession  of 
William  III.,  and  tho  seltletnont  of  the  constitution  on  the  principle:^  of 
Protestantism  and  theoretical  liberty.  He  was  created  Marquis  of  Hartington, 
Co.  Derby,  and  Duke  of  Dbtoxshire,  in  1694,  and  dying  iu  1707,  was  succeeded 
by  his  eldest  son,  William,  2nd  DriCB,  K.G.,  who  d.  in  1729,  tcavini;,  besides  his 
successor,  William,  3rd  Duke,  a  younger  son,  Lord  Charles  Cavendish,  a  weU*knowil 
member  of  the  Boyal  Society,  and  a  Trustee  of  the  British  Mnsenm ;  he  wn  ihkber 
of  Henry  and  Frederick  Cavendish,  Esqs.,  both  of  whom  d.  uniu.,  the  latter  in 
181:2,  and  the  former,  a  celebrated  natural  philosopher  and  chemist,  in  IHIO,  leaving 
beUnd  him  a  name,  of  which  a  competent  judge,  the  late  Sir  Humphrey  Davy,  has 
declared,  that  it  will  irmain  imperishabl^' illustrioiH  in  the  annals  of  seieiioet  and 
be  au  immortal  honour  to  his  house,  to  hu  age,  and  to  his  country. 

William.  3rd  DtrrE,  K.G.,  d.  in  1766,  and  was  snoeeeded  Irrhis  son,  William, 

4th  DUKB,  K.G.,  who  (/.  2  Oct.  l7Ct;  havin^c  m.  28  March  1748,  Lady  Charlotte 
Boyln,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Uichard,  ^rd  Earl  of  Burlington,  4th  Babok 
Cliffobd,  and  4th  Earl  of  Cork,  in  Ireland,  great  grandson  and  heir  of  Richard, 
1st  Earl  of  Burlington,  by  Elizabeth,  sole  daughter  and  heir  of  Hexbt  Cliffoud, 
5th  Earl  of  Cumberland,  who  had  been  summoned  to  Parliament,  by  writ  in  1628, 
iu  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  Francis,  4th  Earl  of  Cumberland,  as  Babon  Cliffobd, 
nnder  the  presumption  that  the  ancient  Barony  of  Clifford,  by  writ  1999,  was 
vested  in  the  Ith  Larl  of  Cumberland ;  but  the  rig'ht  to  this  Barony.  na\v  |x)ssess©d 
by  Lord  de  Clitfoid,  proving  to  be  iu  the  heira  general  of  George,  3rd  E  n  1  nl  Cum- 
berland, elder  brotlier  of  the  4th  Earl,  this  writ  of  1628,  constituted  a  n  l^ir  ny 
in  lee  to  the  Ist  Lord,  which  wxs  claimed  by  and  allowed  in  1737,  to  Hichard,  3rd 
Earl  of  Burlington,  4th  Loeu  Cmffoud,  as  his  heir  genera!.  On  the  death  of 
this  Earl  without  issue  male,  in  1753,  Irish  titles  devolved  on  the  heir  uudet 
Rofjer,  Earl  of  Orrery,  and  5th  Earl  of  Cork  ;  the  other  English  titles  became 
ejttinct,  but  the  Barony  of  CUtfurd  hy  writ  descended  to  his  daughter  Chablottx, 
Dndiesi  of  Devonshire  i  ehe  d.  8  Dec  1764,  learing,  by  tiie  lAike,  the  fUlowmg 
iasne:

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DIGBY,  BAKON.  (Digby.) 

P«W  of  Qrtoi  Britain  and  of  Ireland. 

This  family  orii^inally  bore  the  name  of  Tilton,  derived  from  a  parish  in  and  near 
wluob  thev  poMesfied  a  laree  entate  in  Leicestershire  in  the  reign  of  King  He5BT  II. ; 
in  that  of  HnrvT  III.  uejr  nmoved  to  Digby,  Co.  Lincoln,  and  amiined  that 
iMMve.  Robert  de  Digby,  living  in  the  time  of  Edwaed  III.,  was  grandfather  of 
Bftrard  Di^bv,  who,  with  three  brothers,  all  lost  their  lives  in  the  baUle  of  Towton, 
in  1461.  fighting  for  King  HmT  TI.  This  Brmnd  Digby  left  wfcn  aont,  who 
all  fought  resolutely  at  l^os  worth,  on  the  side  of  Kin^  Hen  by  VII.  Sir  Everard, 
the  eldest  of  these  seven  sonSf  was  anoestor  of  a  iamiiv  long  seated  also  at  Tiltou ; 
Sir  Edward,  4th  in  diMnt  from  lim,  wm  tneotii  in  i60S,  m  •  oqnipiiitot  in  ilM 
Gunpowder  Plot ;  ho  was  friJMr  of  IIm  vdlplnowB  ffir  Klwolm  Digbyt  whoM  mu 
kil  no  male  issue. 

Sir  Simon  Digby,  the  2nd  aon  of  Everard,  kiUed  at  Towton  Field,  was  tneesior 

in  the  4th  generation  of  Sir  George  Digbv  of  Coleehill,  Co.  Warwick,  father  of 

1  Sir  Robert,  father  of  Robe&t,  lit  LottD  DxoBT,  in  the  Pcerags  of  Ifdsad, 
and  ancestor  of  the  present  Peer. 

8  John,  created  Baron  Digby  of  Sherborne  1618,  and  Earl  of  Bristol  1622.  He 
was  Amba.'^sador  in  Spain  at  the  time  of  the  jonmey  thitber  of  Kin^  Chables  I., 
th«D  Prince  oi  Wale«,  and  after  his  return  home,  he  and  the  Duke  oi  Buckingham 
mvtnally  accused  each  other  as  the  esnss  of  fiulure  in  the  Prince's  design  of  a 
SMrriage  there.  He  d.  in  1653,  and  was  succeeded  by  bis  Kon  Georpc,  2nd  Earl, 
X.6.,  who,  as  Lord  Digbv,  took  so  conspicuous  a  part  in  the  troubles  of  the  reign 
of  King  Chables  I.,  and  was  during  his  exile  the  chief  oonncillor  of  Chablbs  II., 
till  he  lost  bis  offices  in  the  Royal  service  by  openly  reconciling  himself  to  the 
Church  of  Kome.  He  d.  in  1670,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  John,  drd  Earl, 
on  wboso  death,  in  1606»  bw  honours  became  exiinet. 

Sir  Robert,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Georj^e  Digby,  d.  in  1618  ;  havinp  vi.  Lettico, 
dfrtod  Baroness  Oiialej  for  life  (daughter  and  heir  of  Gerald,  Lord  Oifaley,  who 
dL  before  hti  father  Oendd,  llth  Bad  of  KiUars)}  Bobbt,  their  eldest  sen,  wss 
created  Baron  Digby  of  Geashill,  King's ConnW,  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland,  in  1620; 
he  in  16^,  and  was  auoceeded  by  hii  son  Kildxrx,  2nd  Lobd  ;  he  in  1661, 
IssTing  thfos  sons,  BcmmT,  Simov,  and  Willzav,  socesarfTs  Lords.  Bobbbt, 
3rd  Lobd,  d.  in  1676^  snmi.  :  Simox,  4th  Lobd,  in  1685,  without  issue  male ;  and 
William,  5th  Lobd,  in  1752,  having  had  four  sons ;  of  whom  the  two  elder,  John 
and  Robert,  d.  before  him,  unm. ;  Edward,  the  3rd  s(m,  also  d.  before  him,  but  was 
ancestor  of  the  present  Lord ;  and  WfioUissI^,  ths  4th  son,  d.  in  17617,  ISBxriag 
three  f^ons,  all  deceased  without  isxne. 

The  lion.  Edward  Digbv,  lird  »on,  but,  after  the  death  of  bis  brothers,  heir 
apparent  of  the  5th  Lord,  a.  also  before  his  father,  2  Oct.  1746;  having  m.  10  July 
I7z9,  Chnrlotte,  daughter  of  Sir  Stephen  Fox.  and  sister  of  tho  l>t  Earl  of 
Iichest«r,  hv  whom,  who  d.  Kov.  1778,  he  had  ono  daughter,  Charlotte,  who  d. 
mm,,  sad  ths  six  sons  IbUowing,  to  lAnom  was  gianftsd  tm  pnosdencj  of  sons  of 
a  Baron :

8  Henby,  7tb  LoHD  Digby,  in  the  Pee  rage  of  Ireland  ;  be  was  created  in  17G5,

Conquest ;  the  family  were  settled  at  Moore  Plaro,  Co.  Kent,  as  early  as  the  reign 
of  Ubnbt  II.  Thomas  Moore,  living  in  the  rei^  of  £dward  II.,  was  ancestor, 
after  ten  ^erations,  of  John  Moore,  of  Benenden  j^laoe^  Oo.  Kent,  Uving  in  1619, 
who  had  issue, 

1  Sir  Edward,  who  settling  in  IieUnd,  was  ftther  of  Garrett,  1st  Viscount 

Moore.

Sivenniient  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  in  quelling  the  Irish  rebellion,  and  rtveived  at 
ellefont  the  submission  of  the  Earl  of  Tyrone ;  he  wi\s  created  Baron  Moore,  of 
Mellefont,  in  1616.  and  in  1621,  Viscoukt  Moore  of  Dbogtteda  ;  he  d.  in  1027, 
and  was  succeeded  b^  his  eldest  surviving  son  CUARLES,  2nd  Vlscoi'KT,  who  after 
performing  several  signal  services  against  the  Iriah  Catholics,  in  their  great  rebellion 
in  the  reign  of  Chabui  waa  IdUed  in  aa  eogagement  at  Paetleeter«  Co.  Meath, 
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ia  1643,  and  was  soooeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Hkkbt,  3rd  YiscounT,  who,  though 
he  eoottnued  his  lerWew,  ana  materially  assisted  in  fhe  snppranion  of  tihe  TCbelKon 

after  all  hope  of  retrieving  the  royal  cause  had  been  abandoned,  had  his  estate 
sequestered  by  Parliament,  for  hits  known  loyal  dispositions,  and  was  reduced  to 
f^reat  distress,  when  his  house  and  park,  and  300  acres  of  land  adjoining,  were 
released  to  him  for  the  maintenance  of  himself  and  family.  King  Charles  II., 
after  the  Restoration,  created  liim,  in  1601,  Eaht,  of  Droqheda.  lit-  d.  in  1075; 
leaving,  besides  otiicr  issue,  two  sons,  viz.,  ('haulks,  2nd  Eabl,  who  t/.  without 
issue  in  1679;  and  Hexby,  3rd  Eabl,  distinguished  for  his  services  to  King 
William  in  Ireland  at  the  time  of  the  Kevolntion.  He  d.  in  1714,  having  only  n 
few  days  survived  his  eldest  son,  Charles,  Lord  Moore.

Scotland  into  Ireland,  to  keep  up  a  correspondeiue  with  the  Engli?*h  jiobility  in 
thftt  country,  and  to  secure  his  interest  there  when  the  Queen  should  die.  He 
finally  settled  at  Killyleagh,  in  the  Countjr  of  Down,  and  was  raised  to  the  Irish 
Peerage  by  the  title  of  Viscount  Claneboye,  in  1022.  He  d.  in  lC-13,  and  was 
succeeded  by  hi8  only  son,  Jamet»,  2nd  Viscount,  created  in  1647,  Earl  of  Clan« 
brnsjiil.

DUN  ALLEY,  BAROX.  (Puittie.) 
Peer  of  Ireland. 

Thb  founder  of  this  family  in  Ireland  was  Henry  Prittio,  E!>q.,  who  obtained 
Danalley  Castle,  by  grant  from  King  Cuables  IL  His  sou  and  successor, 
Henry,  m.  Honor  Foley,  and  bv  her  was  father  of  Henry  Prittie,  £sc|.,  who  was 
attainted  by  King  James  II. 's  Irish  Parliament,  and  afterwards  sustained  a  siege 
in  hia  castle  of  Dunalley,  against  the  disbanded  soldiery  of  that  King.  AHLer 
hrmty-one  daya,  the  heaiegnrs  entered  the  castle,  and  threw  Mr.  Prittie  from  ita 
battlementA.  Pnividcntially,  he  escaped  unhurt.  He  m.  Elizubofh,  sinttT  of 
Charles  Alcock,  Ksq.,  and  was  aucceeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Henry,  who  m.

Henry  Prittie,  £aq.,  of  Danallev  Castle  and  KUboy,  Co.  Ttpoerary,  who  m.  in 
1736,  Deborah,  eldeal  daughter  ana  eo-heir  of  the  YenenUeDr.JMigMDb  O'Neale, 
Archdeacon  of  Lcighlin,  widow  of  John  Bayley,  Eaq.,  Iqr  whom  be  had  iiMie^ 

1  Hbnbt,  his  successor,  Ist  Lobd  Dl'Nallbt. 

2  Deborah,  m.  to  Matthew  Bunbury,  Esq.,  of  Kilfeacla. 

3  Elizabeth,  m.  to  Peter  Holmea.  £eq.,  of  P^rfield. 

4  Catherine,  d.  unm. 

5  Martha,  m,  Ist,  to  Thomas  Otway,  E»q.,  of  Castle  Otway ;  and  2ndly,  to  the 
Rev.  John  Parker,  D.D.,  of  Ballyva ll.y.

DUNDONALD,  EABL  OF.  (CocnBiNr.) 
Pew  ^SeoUaitd, 
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Gobhrane  of  Dundoiiald,  with  limitaUon  to  tiiu  heirs  male  of  his  body,  and  ^ubse- 
qnantly,  in  lOGO,  K.\ni.  of  DuKDONAr.n,  Lord  Cochrane  of  Paisley  and  ()( hiHree, 
with  remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body.failing  which,  to  tlie  eldest  luir^  female 
of  lib  body  withoai  diviskni,  and  the  liein  male  of  wach  hmn  female,  bearing  the 
name  and  arras  of  Cochrane.  The  Earldom,  however,  was  continued  in  the  heirn 
male  of  the  first  £abl.  This  nobleman,  in  his  old  age,  was  accused  before  the  Privy 
Cotmdl  of  SeoUand,  though  without  any  ill  con«equpnccs,  of  havingt  in  the  year

"  No  earlier  owners  of  the  Manor  of  Lumhton  are  on  record  thnn  tlip  ancieiit  and 
honourable  family  which  still  bears  the  local  name,"  says  SurtecH,  in  his  History  of 
the  Co.  of  Dorham,  and  thoa  proeecda :  *'  The  legular  pedigree  can  only  be  traoed 
from  the  12th  century,  manyof  tlie  family  records  beint,'  destroyed  in  the  civil  wars  ;

Xy  lllinuinalcd  pcdii^'roe  of  the  family  of  Uice  in  the  possofsion  of  L  ir  l  Dynevor, 
drawn  and  attested  iu  1600  by  Kaluh  Bt-ooke,  York  Herald,  and  continued  by  diffe- 
rent hand*  to  the  present  time,  maken  Sir  Rhys  A]>-Thoma8  Fitz*Uri«n,  K.G.,  to  be 
ei:,'hti'eiitli  in  paternal  descent  from  A'lyan  Il<';,'i'd,  Lord  of  Kidwelly,  Carunllou  and 
Yskencn,  in  South  Wales,  and  Margaret  La-Fayc,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Gurlois, 
Di^c  uf  Cornwall.  Of  this  distinguished  person,  Fuller,  in  his  Worthies,  writes : 
"  Sir  Khys  Ap-Thoraas  of  Elmalin,  in  Carmarthenshire,  was  never  more  than  • 
knitrlit.  yet  littl''  li«ss  thrin  a  prince  in  lii^  native  country  ;  to  Kinj»  Henry  VI  I., on 
liis  l;nulin;(  uitli  a  contemptible  force  at  ililford  Haven,  Sir  Rhys  repaired  with  a 
Considerable  accession  of  choice  soldiers,  inarching  with  them  tO  Boswoirth  Field, 
where  ho  rii^lit  valiantly  behaved  himself.  That  thrifty  Kini;,  according  to  his 
cheap  course  uf  remuneration  (rewarding  churchmen  with  church  preferment,  and 
awordmen  with  honoor),  afterwards  made  him  a  knight  of  the  order;  and  well  might 
he  fi'ivc  him  a  Garter,  by  whose  cfiVi  (uul  In  Ip  lu-  had  recovered  a  crown."

Chaulkh,  2nd  Lono,  K.G.,  was  Lord  High  Admiral  of  England,  and  Commander 
of  tliat  fleet  which  defeated  nnd  destroj-ed  the  Armada  pent  by  Spain  for  the  invasion 
of  England  in  1588;  fur  ilm  great  achievement  he  was  created  Earl  of  Nottingham

Books  db  Moktoomuis,  who  came  into  England  with  William  the  Conqaeror, 
was  Earl  of  Arundel,  Chiehester,  and  Shrewsbury,  and  gave  hu  name  to  the  town 

and  County  of  Montgomorv  in  Wales.  Robert  de  ^Montgomerie.  supposed  to  be  hia 
srandson,  settled  in  Scotland,  and  obtained  from  Walter,  the  High  Steward  of 
Bootland,  the  duummt  of  Eglisham,  in  the  County  of  Renfrew,  which  is  still  possessed 
bv  the  Earl  of  Eglinton.  Sixth  in  descent  from  him  was  John  de  Montgomerie  of 
Eglisham,  who,  in  1388,  made  prisoner,  at  the  battle  <A'  Otterbourn,  the  celebrated 
Henry,  Lord  Percy,  commonly  called  Hotspur.    He  m.  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  sole 
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hax  of  Sir  Hugh  de  fkluiton,  with  whom,  besides  other  OMindorable  propertj,  he 
obtetned  the  Bwoniee  of  Eglinton  and  Ardroenii,  whidi  alao  are  atill  m  poeieeeion 

of  the  Earl  of  Eslinton.  Hi^  Lj^nndson,  Sih  Alkx  ander,  was  oroated  Lobp  Mont- 
OOM8BT  about  the  jear  1418.  Albxaudxa,  eldest  son  of  the  1st  Losd«  d,  before 
K»  ikUien  kftTin^  tiro  eom ;  Alravvib,  Sud  Lobo,  wht>  snoeeeded  hb  grand- 
father; and  Rolx'rt.  whoso  grand:^on,  Sir  Ilu^h  Mont^jomery,  waa  created  in  1G23 
to  the  Peerage  of  Ireland,  by  the  title  of  Yisoount  Montgomery  of  (ireat-Ardes, 
On.  Down ;  Hugh,  son  of  flia  Tinoimt,  ma  advanced,  in  1661,  to  the  dignity  of 
Earl  of  Moinit*Alei«nder  in  tho  Mine  Coonir,  and  both  titlw  heeania  evlmcf 
in  1758.

He  d.  in  1685,  lemring  the 
two  sons  and  two  daughters  follow  itig : 

1  HnoH,  his  successor,  4th  Eabl,  who  was  killed  in  a  feud  with  the  Cunning- 
h&ms  in  1586,  leaving  an  only  child,  Hugh,  5th  Eabl,  then  in  hia  infancv,  who, 
while  still  a  minor,  was  affianced  to  tlio  Liidy  Gabriela  Stewart,  si^'or  nfLudowick, 
Duke  of  LetiDox,  and  second  cousin  pateroally  to  King  James  VJ.,  which  lady, 
liowevei',  d.  before  the  marriage,  and  the  Eabi  m.  hia  coudn,  Margant  Mont- 
gomerie,  rmi  i'  without  issue  in  1012.

HtroR,  5th  Eabl  of  Eouvtok,  resigned  his  Earldom,  and  in  1611  bad  B  new 
ant  of  it  (a  practice  not  unusual  in  the  Scottish  Peerage),  with  tlin  f  i  nii  r  |  rece- 
ncy to  him  and  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  tailing  which,  to  Sir  Alexander 
Befxm,  Thomas  Seton,  and  John  Seton,  8rd,  4th,  and  6th  sons  of  Bobart»  lit  Earl  of 
Wintoun,  by  Lady  Marearet  Moni^omerie,  his  aunt;  and  the  haiiB  maloof  thiit 
bodiea  reap^vely,  whioi  fiuling,  to  his  heirs  male  whatsoever. 

The  present  Eorl  is  paternally  descended  from  one  of  the  oonsiderable  Norman 
families  in  Enf»land  of  tne  name  of  Siiye.  SechL'r  de  Saye  emigrated  to  Scotland  in 
the  reign  of  David  I.,  and  called  his  lands  Saytoun,  whence  his  posterity  derived 
their  surname  of  Seton.  lu  the  7th  generation,  Margaret,  a  daughter  and  heir, 
carried  the  estate  by  marriage  to  Alan  de  Wintoun,  su]>]K>stHl  to  be  a  collateral  of 
the  same  house;  their  only  son.  Sir  William  Seton,  iuid  two  souh, 

1  Sir  John,  who  d.  in  1442. 

2  Alexander,  who,  by  marriage  with  Elizabeth  de  Gordon,  waa  aoeeator  of  the 
extinct  Dukes  of  dordon,  and  the  present  Marquis  of  iiuntly. 

Sir  John,  the  aldeat  son.  was  grandfather  of  George,  1st  Lord  Seton ;  7th  in 
descent  from  -vliom  was  Robert,  Gtli  Lord  i^t  ton,  and  1st  Earl  of  Wintoun,  who  m. 
the  above-roeotiooed  Lady  Margaret  Aloatguuierie,  eldest  daughter  of  UuoH,  3rd 
Eabl  of  Eouiraoir,  and  bv  her  bad  five  sons,  viz., 

1  Robert,  2nd  Earl  of  Wintoun,  who  d.  without  issue. 

2  Qeona,  3rd  Earl  of  Wiotonn,  who  continued  the  line  of  the  Earls  of  Wintoun, 
finrUted  m  1716,  and  exHnH  in  1786.  hy  tin  death  of  Jamaa,  8rd  YiMxnmt  S3ng- 

aton,  the  last  male  descendant  of  the  3rd  Earl  of  Wintoun. 

3  Albzakobb,  who  assumed  the  name  of  Montgomerie,  and  became,  in  pur- 
ananee  of  the  patent  above  laoted,  6th  Eabl  of  Eolxbtoit. 

4  Pir  Tliomas  Seton,  ancestor  of  the  Setons  of  Ollvestob. 

5  Sir  John  Seton,  who  left  an  only  daughter,  m.  to  Alexander  M«iuea,  of  Cool- 
teraUers. 

Albxandbb,  6th  Eabl,  popularly  called  "Grey  Steel,"  on  a  c  unt  of  his  intrepid 
courage,  was  a  ruling  elder  ot  the  General  Aseembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland^  in 
1642,  when  the  solemn  league  and  covenant  was  resolved  on;  and  in  llie  following 

year  had  a  command  in  the  Bcottish  army,  which  was  sent  to  the  assistance  of  the 
English  Parliament.  The  fatal  tragedy  was  consummated  in  England  hy  the 
murder  of  the  King ;  but  the  Earl,  like  many  other  nobleman  of  Ilia  principles 
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in  Scotland,  by  no  means  desired  the  abolition  of  Iioy«lfy«  and  v,  heu,  in  1650, 
CoABLEs  II.  came  to  Scotland,  he  waited  upon  him,  and  was  ai^jK  luted  his  Master 
of  the  Horse.  In  the  foUoivinif  ycav,  raising  forces  in  the  '\^^  ^l  iVtr  the  King'n 
sonrice,  he  waa  sorpriKed  hy  a  party  of  £nglt&h  horm,  and  sent  pnaoiier  firat  to 
Hidl,  and  afterwardb  to  Berwick,  wh«n  ba  remained  in  oonfinemeni  tiU  Um  Resto- 
ration. He  flf.  in  Ififil,  leaving  five  sons,  of  whom  Hron,  thr  rlcU>st,  succeeded 
him,  aad  became  7th  Klbll  }  Jam^,  drd  aon,  was  anoeator  oi'  the  preti«nt  Earl ;  and 
IMNMi*  Sdi  ton,  after  commandiig  Ida  earear  iBinlitiaa  and  war  on  tiie  dde  eif  fhe 
English  Parliament,  repaired  to  the  standard  of  Kbg  Chahles  II.,  and  was  Mtgor- 
General  of  the  Horse  at  the  bettle  of  Worcester,  where  he  was  wounded  and  taken 
priioner.  Bb  ««•  eoofiiiad  b  the  caalla  «f  Sdiiilrai|^  wImm  ba  eaenad  iii  1669^ 
went  ahraad  to  the  King,  aad  vatoinad  wMi  him  at  Aa  Bcftoialioii}  ba  left  mala 
isBue. 

Hugh,  7th  Eabl,  was  a  stannch  Royalist  in  the  dril  war,  and  oommanded  a 
tvoojp  of  horse  raised  bj  bimsdf,  in  the  King's  army,  at  the  battle  of  Marston  Moor, 
where  his  father  was  engaged  on  the  opposite  side ;  he  d.  in  1609,  and  was  sac* 
ceeded  by  hia  iion  Aixxamdbb,  8th  Eabl,  to  whom,  in  1701,  succeeded  his  son, 
AuouvDEB,  9th  Eabl  ;  he  in  17i9^  laanoff  two  sons,  Alixakdbb,  10th,  and 
Abchibald,  11th  Eabls;  the  latter  suceeedcahis  brother  in  1769,  and  d.  withool 
male  issue  in  1796,  when  the  male  line  of  the  7ih.  £arl  became  e.rtl>irt. 

Bf  the  death  of  the  lUh  Eabl,  And  the  csttnotion  of  the  male  lim  of  the  7th 
EAltt,  the  title  devolved  on  the  representative  of  Colonel  .lanies  MuntcMnoric.  of 
Coylsfield,  :jrd  son  of  the  6th  Eabl.  lie  was  father  of  Hugh,  and  griUKUaliu-r  of 
Alexander  Montgomeric,  both  of  CoybOeld ;  the  latter  d.  28  Dec.  1788,  having  m. 
LiUias,  dunu:  ti  1  uf  Sir  Kobert  M(>nt;;<Miiori.',  Bart.,  heiress  of  the  branch  of  Mont- 
ffomerieof  bkehnorly,  descended  from  the  *ind  son  of  the  IstLoBD  MOSTGOUSBIB; 
by  whom,  who  d.  18  Nor.  1783,  ha  had  the  fbUowkigiania,

Archibald,  Lord  ilontj^omerie,  the  eldest  son,  wt.  Lady  Mary,  daiighter  and  heir 
of  the  11th  Eabl,  by  wiium  he  had  a  son  and  heir,  which  U.  the  day  oi  ita  birth, 
18  Dec  1808;  another  son  and  heir,  Hugh,  b.  24  Jan.  1811,  who  became  Lord 
Montgomerie  on  the  d  I'li  of  his  father.  4  Jan.  1814,  and  <l.  before  his  grandnttlier, 
13  Jiuy  1817 ;  and  Abchibaxd'William,  who  succeeded  in  1819,  and  is  the  pre- 
aant  and  13th  Eabl. 
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fiQMQNT,  £ABL  OF.  (Pbbcitii.). 
Pan*  ^Mmi  tmd  ^  OtMi  BrUam, 

RoBSBT  vm  Itibt,  tappoted  to  hxn  sprunff  from  a  younger  ton  of  Bodtt,  IMm 

of  Brittanj',  was  amon£p?t  the  most  powerful  Barons  wno  accompanied  William  the 
Conqueror  into  Englund,  and  obtained  from  that  Prince  oonsiderablA  estates  in 
Boraersetehire  and  euewhere ;  he  d.  in  Normandy  in  1063.  Asoelin,  hia  eMeei  ton, 
sometimes  called  Goiiel  de  Perceval,  and,  from  tho  violence  of  his  temper  and 
actions,  sumamed  Lupus,  or  the  Wolf,  was  continually  in  rebellion  i«ainst  Bobert, 
Duke  of  Normandy,  and  HnrsT  I.,  King  of  England,  and  at  war  wnh  hb  Mlotr* 
nobles ;  ho  at  one  timo  held  out  his  r.utlo  of  Breherviil,  by  his  own  resourci's 
alou^  against  the  united  power  of  the  Kii^  uiVrwoM  and  the  Doke  <rf  Normandy, 
wHli  all  the  Ibrae  they  eoold  ndw,  vntQ,  wwried  with  Ae  tediomnflaa,  nd  disgntted 
witli  tlio  difficulties  of  the  siege,  they  agreed  to  a  treaty  with  Aficelin  ;  he  d.  in 
1119.  William  Gonel  de  Perceval,  his  son,  surnamod  Lnpellus,  or  the  Lesser  Wolf, 
whence  the  anmame  of  Lnvel,  and  at  length  Lovell,  was  assumed  by  his  de- 
scendants, immediately  on  coming  to  hiH  inheritance,  joined  with  Waleran,  Earl 
of  Mellent  and  Leicester,  in  rebellicm  against  King  Henby  I. ;  and  ailer  a  defeat 
in  Normandy,  narrowly  escaped  being  taken,  bv  exchanging  his  dress  with  some 
pMMali,  and  so  accomplishing  a  parage  over  the  river  Seine,  he  reached  his  castle 
of  Tvery  in  safety,  and  found  means  to  reconcile  himself  to  the  King.  From  this 
time  he  resided  chiedv  in  England,  and  fortified  his  Castle  at  Karv,  in  Somerset- 
abiro,  a^intft  King  wraFKvr.  On  Ids  d«alii  hit  fivo  aooi  divided  ids  inlief^^ 
tiwf  were, 

1  Walleran,  Loi-d  of  Ivory,  and  Chief  Butler  of  Normandy;  he  succeeded  to  all 
hiH  father's  possessions  in  that  duch^,  and  transmitted  them  to  hi^  descendants, 
who  tionrinhe*!  in  direct  male  succession  of  great  and  eminent  men,  till  the  line 
terminated,  iu  the  15th  century,  iu  heiresses,  who  have  carried  the  inheritance  of 
Irery,  by  repartition  anoogat  their  oo-hein,  into  manj  of  tiio  moat  iiluatriona, 
princfly  houses  of  Europe. 

2  Kalph  Lovell,  Baron  of  C^tle  Kary ;  he  inherited  the  principal  part  of  hia 
frther's  English  possessions,  but  died  without  issue. 

3  Henry  Lovell,  wlio  atlded  his  brother's  inheritance  to  liis  own  shr\re,  and  suc-

it  ia  itill  in  abeyance. 

4  William  Iiovell,  who  for  hie  Atn  of  tho  iaheritanoe  obtained  the  Manor  of 
Tidunarsh,  in  Northamptonshire  md  was  iJio  Lord  of  Minuter  Lovell,  in  Oxford- 
shire. J<^n,  Lord  Lovell  of  Tichmarsh,  his  descendant  in  the  direct  male  line 
through  four  generations,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in  1299,  and  transmitted 
the  honour  also  in  uninterrupted  descent  to  his  ereat  gmdaon,  .John,  Lord  Lovell, 
who  (i.  vnm.  in  1861,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  orother,  another  Lord  John.  This 
latter  m.  Maud,  ^prand-daughter  and  heir  of  Robert,  2nd  Lord  Holland,  by  writ 
1314,  and  tiM  nmtfld  ironies  descended  in  uninterrupted  male  succession  tlm)ugh 
ofther  km  geaerrtione  to  Enneie,  Lord  Lovell  and  HoUand.  K.G.,  who  waa  created 
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Viscount  Ijoxi-]],  in  118:?;  in  1187  ho  was  killed  In  tlip  lattle  of  Stoke,  in  support  of 
Lambert  Siumel,  tho  nninti  t  tlit  Duke  of  York,  against  King  Hemsy  VII.,  and 
being  attainted,  all  his  huimurs  were  forfeited,  including,  bt-sidw  those  of  Lovell 
and  Holland,  the  Bai  onios  of  Deincourt,  and  Gray  of  Kotherfield,  inherited  from 
his  grandmother }  he  left  two  sisters,  his  co-heirs,  married  into  the  families  of 
SUiMeton,  of  Chiton*  whidi  stOl  exists  in  male  descent,  and  Norre?,  which  wu 
attainted  in  tlio  next  p  noration.  Tlic  male  line  of  this  branch  inherited,  however, 
another  Peerage,  tiiat  of  Morlcy,  ci  eated  by  writ  in  1299, and  centering  in  Alianore, 
dftogliter  and  neir  of  Robert  do  Morley,  the  8th  Buvn,  who  m.  William  Lovell, 
2nd  son  of  William,  7th  I?aion  I<ovell  of  Tichmarsh,  and  uncle  of  Francis  Viijcount 
Lovell ;  he  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in  her  right  in  1469,  and  left  »  son, 
Henry,  who  d,  without  issue  in  14S9 ;  end  a  daughter,  Alice,  heir  to  her  brother, 
who,  by  marriage  with  Henry  Parl^er,  carrinl  IIr'  Barony  of  Mcrloy  into  the  family' 
of  Parker,  in  which  it  continued  till  1086,  when,  together  with  that  of  Montea^le, 
whidi  the  Farkeni,  Barons  Morley,  inherHed  from  the  Courtenay  family,  it  fell  into 
abevauce  between  the  aunts  and  co-heirs  of  the  last  Lord.  But  the  male  descendants 
of  Alice  Lovell,  by  her  marriage  with  Henry  Parker,  continued  to  flourish  till  they 
finally  failed  in  1740,  by  the  death  of  Sir  Philip  Parker  k  Morley  Long,  Bart.,  whose 
sister  and  heir,  Catherine,  m.  John.  Ist  Eabl  of  Eomomt.

2  Hugh,  of  whom  nothing;  iUrthcris  known. 

8  John  de  Perceval,  who  possessed  the  chief  pari  of  the  family  inheritance  in 

Somersetshire;  he  </.  in  US] 

Thirteenth  in  descent  from  this  John  was  Bichard  dc  Perceval,  who  settled  in 
Ireland  in  the  reii^Mi  of  King  Jambs  I.,  sold  a  pttrt  of  his  andent  patrimony,  and 
with  the  proceedn  bout^M  1 1  {^^rcat  advantage  considerable  property  in  tho  County  of 
Cork,  including  the  cmtlcs  of  Canturk  and  Lobort.  Sir  Philip,  his  youngest  son 
and  eventiud  heir,  took  a  distingrntshed  part  in  the  military  and  nolitical  emits  of 
the  troublous  times  in  which  his  lot  was  cast;  during  which  no  lost  propei-ty, 
according  to  a  minute  specification  submitted  to  government  by  bis  son,  to  no  less 
an  amount  than  248,0042.  9*.  la  the  first  eruption  of  the  xebeilion,  he  vehe- 
mently opposed  tho  Irish  Catholicn,  but  bein<,'  sent  fur  by  the  King  into  Enf,'land 
to  assist  at  tho  conferences  for  the  pacification  of  that  unhappy  kingdom,  he  became 
inTolTcd  in  English  politics,  and  took  his  seat  in  Cromwell^  ParKament.  Here  he 
soon  became  obnoxious  to  the  ruling  party,  and  saw  everythinfj  verginf^  either  to 
tyranujr  or  democracy,  till  finally,  woin  out  by  the  anxiety  the  ruin  of  the  country 
and  ot  his  priTste  affidm  created,  he  d.  in  London  in  1647.  John,  his  eldest  son, 
was  created  a  Baronet  in  IGOl,  and  was  grandfather  of 

Sir  John  Perceval,  Bart.,  created,  in  1715,  Baron  Perceval  of  Burton,  Co.  Cork; 
in  1788,  Viscount  P^roeval,  of  Kanturk,  in  the  same  county ;  and  in  1733,  Eabl  of 
Egmot.  He  d.  ill  1748;  having  m.  as  mentioned  nbove,  Oatherine,  dwghter  of 
Sir  Philip  Parker  a  Morley,  by  whom  he  was  father  of 

JoHK,2nd  Eabl,  created,  in  1762,  a  Peer  of  Great  Britain,  In  the  title  of  Babon 
LovBLL  and  Holland  of  Enmore.  Co.  Somerset.  He  was  b.  Feb.  1711,  and  d, 
20  Dec.  1772  ;  having  m.  1st,  15  Feb.  1737,  Lady  Catherine  Cecil,  2nd  daughter  of 
James,  5th  Earl  of  Salisbury,  by  whom,  wlio  <l.  iV.  Aug.  1752,  he  had  issue,  Johk- 
James,  3rd  Eabl,  his  successor;  the  Hon.  Edward  i\ie«  val,  who  was  h.  19  April 
1744,  and  d.  13  Feb.  1829;  bavinfj  m.  25  July  1775,  Sarah,  dau^'hter  of  John 
Howarth,  Esq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  'iO  April  1808,  he  had  four  d.iughtei-s,  the  sur- 
vivor of  whom  will  be  found  in  the  Peerage  Volume.  The  Karl  had  also  by  his 
fii-st  marriage  one  daughter,  Lady  Catherine,  h.  20  Feb.  ll  Wy,  d.  June  1782,  wife  of 
the  Ist  Lord  Newborough.  He  »».  2ndly,  2G  Jan.  1756,  Catherine  3rd  daughter  of 
the  Hon.  Charies  Compton,  and  sister  to  ChaHes,  7th,  and  Spencer,  8th,  Earls  of 
Nor-thampton,  by  whom,  who  was  created,  in  1770,  a  Peeress  of  Ireland,  by  the  title 
ot  Baroness  Arden,  of  Lohort  Castle,  Co.  Cork,  and  d.  11  June  1784,  he  was  father  of 
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1  CIUMr1e8>Georgo,  Lord  ArUcii. 

2  Lady  Mary.  H.  16  July  1758,  d,  17  Sept.  1889  j  htving  M.  8  April  178t,

8ld  Lord  Balmerinoch,  his  son  and  heir,  eucoeeded  to  an  istate  ruined  by  his 
father's  expenditure  on  behalf  of  the  Covenanters,  and  still  further  reduced  aAer  the 
Bestoration,  by  fines  imposed  for  his  own  eomplianee  under  the  usurpation,  and  for 
nonconformity.  He  succeeded  to  the  title  and  estates  of  bis  uncle.  Lord  Coupar,  in 
1669,  and  d.  in  1701,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  only  narviving  son,  John, 
4th  Lord  Balmerinoch,  who  d.  in  1736.  Hu  was  succeeded  bv  his  eldest  son  John, 
5th  Lord,  who  dying  without  issue,  6  Jan.  1746,  was  succeeded  by  his  only  avfifiiw 
brother,  Arthur,  Gth  and  last  Lord  Balmcrinoch.  This  nobleman  had  been  engaged 
in  the  rebellion  of  1715,  had  obtained  a  pardon  at  the  earnest  intercession  of  his 
father,  so  late  as  the  year  1733,  and  was  again  engaged  in  the  army  of  the  Pre- 
tender when  he  succeeded  to  tlie  title  of  Lord  Balmt'riuocli  by  tlie  death  of  his 
brother,  and  was  taken  prisoner  a  few  weeks  ailerwards,  at  the  battle  of  Culloden.

^naXi,  at  Glenlivat,  in  1594 ;  but  on  the  icing's  advancinff  against  them,  the 
two  Ems  besought  and  obtained  permission  to  go  abroad ;  ami  VtM  Earl  of  Erroll 
being  onco  more  pardoned,  in  151)6,  retTirned  Home,  and  henceforth  continued  a, 
peaceable  and  loysl  sulyect  till  his  death,  in  1G31.

Jambs,  who  succeeded  his  great-aunt  as  14th  Eabl  of  Ebboll. 
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Hit  LotAdupdcrivM  lutpitenuil  daaeeni  from  BolMrt,  tiinuun«d  Boti>»  fiwm  tlie 

iairness  of  his  complexion,  sou  of  Simon,  the  brother  of  Walter,  1st  Tli^h  Steward 
of  Sootkad  (from  whom  Hyrang  the  iiojal  Hoiue  of  Stuart) :  10th  in  doKsent  I'rom 
litm  WW  BoBMT  Boyd,  m  ^muurnoek,  who  wai  eraited  »  of  PmUMiiMii  by 
the  title  of  L<iRu  BoYU,  in  1459;  in  1  U)0  lie  was  np{X)int^  one  of  the  Council  of 
JK^encv  durine  the  minority  of  Jambs  III.,  aiid  in  1466,  Oorernor  of  the  kingdom 
of  Seotlaod,  tiU  the  Sovereign  came  of  age.  In  1469,  however,  the  King's  mind 
beiDg  alienated  from  himaew  and  family,  he  had  recourse  to  arms,  bat  was  over^ 
powered ;  lu«  brother  Alexander  was  taken  and  beheaded,  but  the  Lord  RtyJ  liim- 
self  escaped  to  England,  and  d.ai  Alnwick  in  1470;  hisestato^  and  lionuurii  bminu> 
forfeited.

William,  10th  Lord  Hoyd,  croatp'1,  in  KWl,  Earl  of  Kilinamod-;  bt»  tl.  in 
March  1G92,  and  u-<as  succeeded  by  his  sou  William,  2nd  Kabl,  who  in  May 
the  aame  year.  William,  8rd  Ea1Ii»  his  sou,  succeeded,  and  was  so  zealous  in  the 
cause  oi'  till  ]r  1  ine  of  Hanover,  that  when  the  rebellion  of  1715  broke  out,  he 
joined  the  liLiug's  army  at  the  head  of  5U0  volunteers,  and  brought  with  him  in 
arms,  in  the  same  eanse,  his  eon  William,  Lord  Boyd,  though  but  eleven  yean  of 
age.  The  same  Lord  Boyd  having,  in  1717,  suceeeded  bis  father  a.s  Ith  Earl, 
unfiartunaiely  in  his  maturer  years  adopted  aontrarv  principles,  and  joiaiiMp  the 
Plretender^a  array  in  1745,  was  taken  priaooer  at  Cnllocum,  attainted  and  beheaded  on 
Tower-bill,  to<,'etber  with  the  Lord  Halmerinoch,  18  Au{,'.  1718.  His  honours  were 
forteited :  he  m.  the  Lady  Anne  LivingsUme,  through  whom*  as  above  stated,  the 
Sarldom  of  ErroU  passed  to  hia  eon, 

James,  Lord  Boyd,  14th  Eabl  of  Ebuoll,  celebrated  for  the  extraordinary  size 
of  his  stature  and  the  symmetrical  proportions  of  his  figure,  his  manly  grace  and 
strength,  and  the  accomplishments  of  nis  mind  as  well  as  of  his  person.  Horace 
Walpole,  in  adverting  to  the  Coronation  of  Oboboe  III.,  malua  the  following 
^remark.ible  obnervation  eoneerning  this  nobleman:  "On*  there  was,  the  noblest 
ligure  I  cvei-  saw,  the  High  Constable,  of  Scotland,  Lord  i^iiiuU  ;  as  one  saw  him  ia 
a  space  capable  of  confakinin<;  him,  one  admired  him  ;  and  it  added  to  the  energv 
of  his  person  thrd  m  o  considered  him  acting  so  considerable  a  part  in  the  very  hall 
where,  so  few  years  ago,  one  saw  his  father.  Lord  Kilmarnock,  condemned  to  the 
block."  He  was  b.  20  April  1726,  and  d.  3  July  1778,  having  been  twice  married ; 
1st,  15  Srpt  1740,  to  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Alexander  Locklmrt,  Esq  ,  Lf»rd 
Covington,  who  d.  2  May  1761;  and  2iully.  10  Aug.  1762,  to  Isabella,  daughter  of 
Sir  ^liam  Can*,  Bart.,  who  d.  8  Kov.  1606.  Hb  Lordship  had  issue  by  the  fint 
marriage  only  one  datighter  ;  by  the  2nd,  besides  geveml  rhildren  who  d»  yonng, 
and  nine  dai^fhters  who  lived  to  maturity,  the  three  sons  following :

WilliaM'Qeoboe,  17th  Eabl,  K.T.,  for  whom,  with  his  issue,  see  the  Peerage 
Volume.  He  was  created,  in  1831,  a  Poor  of  the  United  Kingdom,  by  the  title  of 
Baron  Kilmarnock  of  Kilmarnock,  Co.  Ayr,  and  dying  19  April  1816,  was  followed 
by  his  only  son, 

Willtam-Habby,  present  and  18th  Eabl,  and  22nd  hereditary  Lord  High 
Constable  of  Scotland ;  in  virtue  of  which  office,  the  Earl  of  ErroU  is  by  birth  the 
first  subject  in  the  Kmgdom  of  Scotland  after  the  blood  Royal,  and  at  such  takes 
precedence  of  all  other  officers  in  that  kingdom,  and  carries  the  sword  of  state 
before  the  Sovereign,  on  whose  right  hand  he  ridcH ;  which  high  privilege  waa 
accordingly  exercised  by  the  17th  Earl  w^hen  King  Geobok  IV.  visited  Scotland  in 
1822.

Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Thb  Hon.  Thomas  Ebskikk,  4th  son  of  Henry-David,  10th  Earl  of  Buchan, 
having  distinguished  himself  beyond  his  cotemnoraries  by  his  exquisite  eloquence 
at  the  English  bar,  was,  on  being  appointed  Lord  High  Chancellor,  created  in  1S()0, 
Baron  Erskine  of  liestormel  Castle,  Co.  Cornwall.  Ho  was  b.  21  Jan.  1750,  m. 
1st,  29  March  1770,  Frances,  daughter  of  Daniel  il(x>re,  Esq.,  who  d.  22  Dec. 
1805 ;  and  2ndly,  Sarah  Buck.  By  his  Ist  marriage  his  Lordship  had  the  issue 
stated  in  the  Peerage  Volume;  and  d.  17  Nov.  1823,  when  ho  was  succeeded  by 
his  eldest  son, 

David-Montagu,  2nd  Lobd,  for  whom  and  his  numerous  issue  see  also  the 
Peerage  Volume;  he  d.  20  March  1855,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 
Thomas- Am EBicus-MoNTAOu,  present  and  3rd  Lobd. 


ESSEX,  EARL  OF.  (Capbl.) 

Peer  of  England. 

His  Lordship  is  descended  from  an  ancient  family,  Loixis  of  the  Manor  of  Capel, 
Co.  Suffolk,  for  many  generations  before  John  Capel,  Esq.,  of  Stoke  Neyland  in 
that  county,  whose  2nd  son,  Sir  William,  was  liord  Mayor  of  London  in  1503,  and 
ancestor,  in  the  Cth  degree,  of  Abthub-Capkl.  created  in  1641,  Babon  Capbl  of 
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Hidham,  Co.  Hertford.  From  the  firttt  iodicatiun  of  a  civil  war,  he  devoted  him- 
■•If  and  his  fortunes,  m  the  lenate  and  in  the  field,  to  the  service  of  the  Crown; 
an<l  at  length,  when  all  the  other  garrisons  were  loat,  and  all  the  royal  armies  dis- 
persed, hie  Lordahip,  joining  his  forcee  with  thoee  of  Ueoige  Goring,  Earl  of 
Nbrwidi,  and  Sir  Gluirlee  Lnoaa,  for  the  porpoae  of  making  a  laat  effort  for  the 
rpscne  of  the  Kinj^.  was  besieged  in  Colrhester,  which  he  vie,'  ironsly  defended  for  ten 
weeks,  till,  atler  sutfering  the  utmost  extremities  of  famine,  thev  were  compelled  to 
anrrmder,  under  articles,  it  is  tmo,  for  the  town,  bat  for  tiMoasiTW  to  tht  mon^  of 
Ihe  conquerors.  Mercy  they  found  not}  Sir  Charles  Lucas  and  Sir  George  Li«le 
were  shot  upon  the  spot,  notwithstanding  tiie  spirited  remonstrances  of  the  Lord 
Capel.  He  was  himself  reserved  for  no  better  fitte;  bnt  being  oommitted  to  the 
Tower,  he  lived  to  learn  the  iniquitous  execution  of  his  RoyaJ  master,  and  beiBf 
shortly  after  brought  before  the  tribunal,  miscalled  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  was 
condemned  to  suffer  death,  and  was  de<»pitated  in  Old  Palace  Yard,  Westminster, 
9  March  1648 — ^9;  leaving  behind  him  a  reputation  on  which  I^rd  GUtTCOdiOII 
remark.-*,  "  Whoever  shall  atW  him  deserve  best  of  the  Enj^lish  nation,  he  can  never 
think  hinwelf  undervalued  when  he  shall  hoar  that  his  courage,  virtue,  and  fidelity  is 
liid  in  tiio  balance  with,  and  compared  to  that  of  the  Lord  Capel."  Sir  Henry  Capd, 
his  second  son,  was  created  in  1692,  Baron  Capel  of  Tewkesburj',  Co.  Gloucester; 
but  djing  without  issue  iu  1696,  at  Dublin  Castle,  in  the  exercise  of  the  office  of  Lord 
iMoteoant  of  Ireland,  the  title  beoame  extinct. 

Abtittr,  2nd  Lord,  eldest  son  of  the  Ist  Lord  Capel  of  Hadham,  was  created, 
in  1661,  Viscount  Maiden,  Co.  Essex,  and  Eabl  of  EssBX.  He  was  of  the  popular 
party  in  the  Psrliamentanr  struggles  of  tbenign  of  CsAUU  IL;  was  aeeosed  in 
1683  of  high  treason,  with  the  Lord  Rusfell.and  committed  to  the  Tower,  where  he 
was  found,  a  few  days  ailerwards,  with  his  throat  out :  a  raysterioos  transaction, 
whieh,  though  mneh  inTesti^ated,  has  never  been  Mtisfiietorily  eloeUhted. 

Aloebxox,  2nd  EaBI,  bis  only  surviving  son  and  successor,  d.  in  1602,  and  was 
•nooeeded  by  bia  onlj  mm,  Wzllum,  3rd  EiAL,  to  whom,  in  174d,  ■ueoeeded  hia 
only  son, 

Wiseiam-Anke-Hollis,  4th  Eabl;  he  was  b.  7  Oct.  1732,  m.  1st,  1  Aug.l7S4 
Aiaees,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  (with  her  sister  Charlotte,  wife  of  the  Hon. 
Capt.  Robert  Boyle  Walsingham,  and  mother  of  the  late  Baroness  do  lios)  of  Sir 
Charles  Hanbury  Williams,  by  Lady  Frances  Coningesby,  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
Thomas,  Earl  Coningesby,  and  co-heir  by  her  mother  of  the  Barony  of  Ros,  who  J. 
19  July  1769 ;  and  2nd'ly,  3  March  1767,  Harriet,  daughter  of  Colonel  Thomas 
Bladen,  who  d.  12  March  1821 ;  for  his  Lordship'e  iame,  br  both  marriages,  aie 
the  Prfiraqc  Volume.    He  d.  5  March  1799,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

Gbobob,  5th  Eabl,  who,  inheriting  the  estates  of  the  Earl  Coningesby, 
aaenned'  the  addHioiud  eumaine  of  OovmUBT}  he  li.  witiumt  imui  S8  Apnl 
1839,  and  having  survived  hit  nest  brother,  the  Hon.  John-Tfaomaa  Oapel,  wm  a«c» 
ceeded  by  his  nephew,

13  Sept.  1520;  entered  of  Gt ay's  Inn  in 
the  21st  year  of  his  age,  after  an  academical  education  at  Cambridge,  and  married 
three  months  afterwards  to  Mary,  sifitcr  of  the  erudite  Sir  John  CndM,  Preceptor 
to  Kint^  Edwabd  VI.  Throu'^'h  tin-  inflnence  of  hif  brother-in-law  he  was  appointed 
Secretary  of  State  by  the  Protector  Somerset ;  he  shared  the  faU  of  that  distinguished 
nohkmaa,  and  waa  for  aorne  monliia  a  priaooer  in  the  Tower ;  bnt  was  replaood  in 
his  oflRce  of  Secretarj-  of  State  by  the  Duke  of  Northumberland  in  the  latter  end  of 
King  Edwabd's  reign,  ihiring  the  eneaing  reign  of  Mabt  his  reUgious  opinions 
held  him  at  a  dfatanoe  tm  Court,  hat  he  was  recalled  by  Queen  miiiBsra  on 
her  accession,  and  again  appointed  Secretary  of  State.  He  was  created  Babon 
BrBOHi  rr  in  1571,  and  in  1572  was  appointed  Lord  Hin^h  Treasurer.  This  great 
xtatcftmau  havinj^  rctauied  to  the  hist  the  favour  and  contidence  of  his  Ko^  al  Mistress, 
and  diapiajed  an  unshaken  rectitude  imd  profoond  sagidty  in  the  admmiatration  of 
the  government,  il.

The  iianio  of  IVllew,  originally  Pflleii,  is  of  Xurman  extraction  ;  and  after  the  ter- 
miiKitioii  of  the  last  war  in  France,  u  branch  of  the  family,  NtiU  existing  in  Nor- 
mandy, and  retaining  the  French  ortho<rraph^,  claimed  kindred  with  the  galknt 
Admiral  whose  name  and  exploits  were  familiar  to  all  Frenchmen,  tendering  hiii 
armorial  bearings  in  proof  of  the  consanguinity.  Tradition  assupas  the  neighbourhood 
of  St  Midiad*B  Mbnnt,  in  Cornwall,  a>  the  place  where  tiie  'VMOOont's  ancestors  first 
landed  in  England  and  established  tliemselves  till  the  beginning  of  the  17th  century, 
and  this  tradition  derives  confirmation  from  a  family  tomb  in  Breage  parish,  and  the 
possession  to  the  present  day  of  an  estate  in  that  part  of  the  country.  The  first  of 
thfl  house  of  whom  any  particulars  arc  handed  down  waa  a  Royalist,  living  during 
(he  great  lebellion  at  Plymouth,  where  his  lovaltv  was  so  obnoxious  to  the  republican 
niub,  that  he  was  personally  assaulted  and  his  liousc  plundered  by  them ;  the  only 
aitide  of  ▼ahie  aavad  was  a  small  piece  of  plate  bearing  tlie  date  1645.  This  g«n- 
tlenutn's  son  was  a  naval  Captain,  and  father  of  Humphry  Pellew,  an  extensive 
shipowner,  and  possessed  of  an  estate  of  2000  acres  in  Maryland,  on  which  the  town 
of  Annapolis  Boyal  is  since  built.  The  title-deeds  of  thu  estate  still  remain  in  the 
family,  but  the  fact  of  three  brothers  Pellew  havinj:^  served  their  Sovereign  agiuust 
the  revolted  colony,  precluded  all  ho^)e  of  their  retaining  any  more  substantial  pro- 
pertyin  it.  Mr.  itumphry  Pellew  built Flnahing, in Comwiul.Uidndingthe prcaent 
Manor  House.  He  d.  in  1721,  having  m.  in  1G92,  Judith  Sporum,  of  Pengelly,  by 
whom  he  had  six  sons  and  five  daughters ;  three  of  the  sons  d.  unm. ;  Israel 
Ifiaa  TreAiBia ;  Thomaa  m.  Wu  Whittaker,  granddaughter  of  Tiaeottnt  Fanoonberg, 
by  the  daughter  of  Oliver  Cromwell ;  but  Samuel,  the  youngest,  was  the  only  son 
who  leit  descendants.  He  d.  in  1705,  having  m.  in  1752,  Constancoj  daughter  of 
Edward  Langford,  Esq.,  and  by  her  (who  m.  Sndly,  Mr.  Woo^,  and  «f.  81  Jan.

Ellen,  daughter  of  (teorge  Gilmore,  Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  son,  Edward,  a 
Captain  in  the  Life  Guards,  b,  15  July  1793,  killed  in  a  duel  at  Paris,  with  Lieut.

The  2nd  son.  Sib  Edwabu  Pellkw,  G.C.B.,  Admiral  of  the  llcd,  and  Vice-

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in  1780,  ami  in  1782  a  Po.'-t  Captiiiii,  havin<;  already  signalized  himself  in  iheoom- 
inaud  oi"  thv  liaolutiun  cutter  uf  12  guns  by  the  capture  of  the  Dutch  privateer, 
the  Flushitig,  of  14  gUBl.  Early  in  the  French  revolutionary  war  he  took  the 
frigate  Cleopatra,  oi  -A  very  superior  force  to  the  whieh  he  commanded  ;  lie 

waa  created  a  liaronet  in  1796,  and  the  abilities  and  zeal  which  he  continued  to 
display  to  the  end  of  the  %var  obtained  for  him  the  honours  of  the  Peerage ;  he  was 
created  Baron  Exmouth  of  Cannontci<:n,  Co.  Devon,  in  1811,  and  finally  Viscount 
EzMOUTH  as  aforesaid,  atler  his  gallant  bombaidment  and  destrttction  of  the  fleet 
and  arsenal  at  Algien  in  1816.  Ha  was  h.  19  April  1767,  m.  28  Hay  1788,  Snaaanah, 
2nd  daughter  of  James  Frowd,  £m.,  of  Knoylr.  Wilts,  by  wlioni,  who  d.  20  Oct. 
1837,  be  had  the  issue  stated  ia  UM  Peerage  Vvlume.  llus  Lordship  d,  23  Jan. 
1888,  and  was  snooeeded  by  liis  eldast  son, 

Powsoll-Bastabd,  2na  Viscount,  wlio  dying  also,  the  2nd  l>cc.  of  the  same 
year,  waa  followed  by  his  eldest  sod,  Edwabp,  the  pnaent  and  3xd  Viscount.

Am  TwODua  FxiBFikX  of  Denton,  employed  by  Queen  Elizabeth  in  diplomatic 
affairtt,  especially  in  her  intercourse  with  the  King  of  Scotlund ;  and  afterwards 
ci-eat^  a  Peer  of  Scotland,  by  the  title  of  Bakoic  Faibfxx  of  Caineix)n,  in  1027; 
lour  of  his  younger  sons  were  killed  in  anns  alooad  in  the  year  1621,  two  in  the 
Palatinate,  one  at  Rochelle,  and  one  in  Turkey.  His  2nd  son,  the  UioiL  aad  Ber.

ment as  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Coart  of  Common  Pleas.  He  was  brought  up  to

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Grant,  from  whom  the  pedigree  of  the  Earl  of  Seafield  and  Lord  Qleneig  is  aninter- 
niptadly  deduced,  wm  Shenff  of  InremM. 

Hi*  son,  Dominus  Laurcntin?  dc  Grant,  is  witness  to  an  extant  deed,  dated  1258. 
This  Laorence  had  two  sons.  Sir  Jolm  and  Kaiph,  who,  fi^mW  attached  to  the  intertst 
of  Brace,  aeainak  Baliol,  jdned  ih«  Imft  Sir  WtlKam  wallaee  {n  defenee  of  tiio 
liberties  of  tneir  country,  and  were  at  leqgtil  carried  prisoners  by  King  Edwabo  I. 
to  London,  from  whence  they  were  liberated  apon  bail  in  1297.  From  Sir  John, 
the  elder  of  these  brothers,  proceeded  through  seven  nnlntemipted  male  descents, 

John  Grant  of  that  Ilk,  who  being  a  good  poet,  obtained  in  the  family  archives, 
the  sirname  of  ike  Bard.

His  Lordship  is  dwcended  from  Egbertus  Coigniers,  of  the  Norman  family  of  that 
name,  whose  son  Ro^er,  Lord  of  Hoton  Coio^nier8,  marrjing  Mai^ret,  only 
daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Richard  Norton,  of  Norton,  Co.  York,  aasumedher  name. 
Sixtn  in  descent  from  them  waK  Richard  Norton,  Esq.,  of  Norton ;  he  was  one 
of  the  Council  for  the  North  temp.  Hknby  VIII.  and  Edward  VI.,  Hi^h  Sheriff 
of  York,  10th  Elizabeth,  and  m.  Suson,  daughter  of  Richard  Lord  Latimer,  and 
granddaughter  of  Ralph  Nevill,  Earl  of  Westmoreland,  by  Joan  his  wife,  daughter 
of  John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster.  Mr.  Norton,  in  1569,  joined  with  the  Earls 
of  Northumberland  and  Westmoreland  in  that  rebellion  against  Queen  Elizabeth, 
in  which  they  proposed  to  restore  the  ancient  religion  of  the  countrj'.  It  was  soon 
suppressed  by  the  Queen's  forceti,  and  many  of  the  principal  malcontents  were  con> 
victed  of  treason  and  attainted.  Among  them  were  this  Richard  Norton,  his 
brothers,  Christopher,  Alannaduke,  and  Thoma.s,  his  eight  sons,  and  son-in-law.  Sir 
Thomas  Markenneld.  Seventh  in  descent  from  him  waa  Sir  Fletcher  Norton,  of 
Grantley,  who  was  bred  to  the  bar,  and  having  served  the  office  of  Attorney -Genenil 
to  the  King,  was  elected,  in  1769,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons,  which 
honourable  office  he  continued  to  fill  till,  in  1782,  he  waa  created  a  Peer  by  the  title 
of  LoBD  Gbantley,  Baron  of  Markenfield,  Co.  York.

Sib 
CnARLES,  15th  LoTiT>,  who  (L  without  issue  in  1G79,  and  Hbnry,  16th  Lokd,  who 
was  created  Viscount  Longueville  in  161)0,  aud  d.  in  1704.  Talbot,  17th  Lobd, 
hia  aon  and  soooeasor,  waa  cveatad  In  1717,  Earl  of  Soaaaz.  He  <!.  in  1781,  laaTin^ 
two  sons, 

1  Geobob-Auou8TU8,  18th  Lobd,  and  2ud  Earl  of  Sussex,  who  d.  without  issue 
in  1768^  and

EoBFBT  North,  who  d.  in  1170,  w.is  father  of  Thomas  North,  Esq.,  of  Walk- 
riiighaui,  Co.  Notts,  which  Thomas  was  grandfather  of  Edward,  Ist  Lord  North, 
Kummoned  to  Parliament  in  1554,  and  hi^h  in  the  favour  and  confidence  of 
Henky  VI 1 1.,  from  whom  he  received  considi'iable  prants  of  land.  He  continued 
to  hold  ottice  under  Edwabd  YI.  and  C^ueen  Mahy,  although  he  was  one  of  the 
Cooncil  who  siened  the  letter  to  that  Qaeen  whonin  Vbmy  auKnowledffed  the  Lady 
dano  drey  for  the  lawful  Sovcreij^n.  lie  d.  in  1564^  and  was  succotHli'd  I>y  liia  son 
Boger«  2Dd  Lord  North,  to  whom,  in  1600,  saooeeded  his  grandaon  Dudley,  (tton  of 
Job),  his  eldeat  aon ;)  this  Dudley,  3rd  Lord  North,  was  tnooeeded,  m  1666,  by  hit 
son,  Dudley,  Uh  Laid  North,  wlio  d,  in  1677»  IwTing,  bcddiM  other  ifiiit^  the  two 
sons  followiug, 

1  Charh's,  who  having  m.  Katheriiu',  daufjhter  of  William,  Ist  Baron  Grey  of 
Werke,  wan  summoned  to  Parliament  as  liaron  Grey  of  Holiest  m,  in  1673,  suc- 
ceeded his  lather,  in  1077.  as  5th  Lm  J  Ni  rlli,  and  d.  in  1H!M>,  when  he  wa.s  succoede<l 
by  his  son  William,  Glh  Lord  North,  and  2iid  Lord  Grey  ol  l{ollii*ton.  He  entered 
the  annv,  and  i*ose  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-General,  having  served  under  the  Duke 
of  Marlborough  in  all  his  canipaijrn^-  In  the  battle  either  <»('  Hwhset  or  Wenheim 
he  had  his  right  hand  shot  oil'.  He  d.  without  issue  in  173-1,  when  the  iiaronj  of 
Orey  of  Bolleston  became  extinct,  but  that  of  North  derolTed  on  FBijrcn,  8rd 
Barok  (IriLFOBD,  grandson  of  his  next  brother, 

2  Siu  Fbaiccis  Nobth,  who  havbg  with  the  highest  reputation  passed  through 
various  gradations  of  legal  offices,  was  appointed,  in  1682,  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great 
Seal,  and  in  1683  was  created  Babon  Guilford,  of  Guilford,  Co.  Surrey.  Called 
to  the  Privy  Council  with  no  other  patronaire  than  that  which  his  own  talents  and 
sound  politiail  principleti  hud  acquirt-d  him,  his  advancement  does  honour  to  the 
judgment  of  Charles  II.,  b^  whom  alone  it  was  ctl'ected.  Steady  in  his  loyalty  to 
the  Crown,  vft  firm  in  his  disnitpiobution  of  the  unprincipled  men  and  incasiircH  of 
Uis  times,  the  niu  asiness  of  bis  mind,  after  he  accepted  the  custody  of  the  Great  iSeal, 
nd  more  e8i>ecially  after  the  aeeewion  of  Jambs  II.,  hastened  his  end,  and  he  d.  in 
Sept.  1G85,  leaving  behind  him  an  exalted  eharaeter  for  learning,  integrity,  and 
Christian  piety,  which  is  admirably  portrayed  in  the  memoii's  of  his  life,  written  by 
Mr.  Roger  North,  his  brother.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Fbancis,  2nd  Loku, 
to  whom,  in  1729,  followed  his  i>onp 

FiiANnf,  Hrd  LoKP,  who  also  Kuccceded  in  17Mi,  n.s  7th  Lord  North,  and  was 
created  Kabl  of  Gi  ilfobd,  in  1752.  He  d.  in  171)0,  leaving  two  sons,  Frederick, 
Lord  North ;  <ind  Brownlow,  Bishop  of  Winchester  (for  whmn,  with  his  issue,  see 
the  Peerage  Vu/uinc),  father  of  the  prcscTit  E.VHL,  and  was  succeedetl  by  his  eldest 
son,  Fb£D£BICK,  2nd  Kabl,  X.G.,  better  known  as  Lord  Nortli,  having  held  the 
leitts  of  Government  for  trwelre  years  as  Prime  Minister,  while  benring  his  fleer's 
leeond  title.  His  administration  was  imfortunato,  and,  afler  a  vain  efTbrt  for  its 
support  by  a  most  unpopular  coalition  with  his  vehement  opponent,  Charles  Fox, 
it  sank  at  length  before  the  rising  brightness  of  Mr.  Pitt's  talents;  and  this  truly 
admirable  nobleman  retired  to  grace  with  his  wit,  dieerfUness,  and  rirtucs,  the 
domestic  hearth.

Colonel  John  Lindsay,  7th  son  of  the  5th  Earl  of  Balcarres,  who  ff.  6  March  182^5; 
and  three  sons,  successively  Ki£L8  of  Uviuobd,  whoall  d.  without  surviving  issue 
male ;  they  were :

The  Kight  Honourable  Sta.NDI5U  U'(Iuady,  hi.s  eldest  son,  was  brongfct  tip  to 
tha  bar,  and  after  passing  with  honour  tbrou<,'h  the  fvions  gra<lations  of  lop^al  pn- 
ferment,  presided  for  several  years  as  Chief  Baron  in  tlu-  Irish  Court  of  Exciiniu.'r.

Feom  the  Ilamiltons  of  Innerwick,  a  branch  of  the  aucicnt  family  of  Hamiltou, 
aflenmdB  Pukes  of  Hmuilton,  of  which  the  Mnqniiof  Aborcorn  the  present 
male  representative,  descended  Sib  Thomas  Hamiltox  of  Priestficld,  who,  Loin<^ 
bred  to  the  bar^  was  admitted  advocate  in  1587,  and  appointed  a  Ixtrd  of  Session  in 
150%  W  tile  title  of  loid  Brome^ni;  hewn  aflenmJs  Lord  Clerk  Register  of 
fleoflBui  ami  SorTptiiry  of  State,  and  wns  raised  to  the  dignity  of  the  Pet>ra«;o  in 
1613,  hj  the  titio  of  Lord  Binning  and  hjn-^.  Bebg  tubseqaently  Lord  President 
of  the  Gent  of  Sesribn,  he  wis,  in  1619,  adttnoed  to  the  rank  of  Em  of 
Melrose,  and  in  1627  changed  that  title  for  IIaddixgtox,  by  patent,  retaining 
tli  '  r<  rmor  precedence,  lie  (/.  in  1037,  and  was  succeeded  ly  his  eldest  s^on, 
TitoM  AS,  2iul  Earl;  siding  with  the  Covenanters  in  the  civil  war,  be  was  appointed 
O'lonel  of  one  of  their  regiments,  and  was  killed  in  1<>10,  ly  the  exj)Iosion  of  a  oon* 
tiulerable  magazine  of  gunpowder  in  the  Castle  of  Dunghws,  which,  dcmoli»hing  ono 
of  the  castle  walls,  buried  him,  and  numerous  other  persons,  in  its  ruins.  He  lelt 
two  •one,  1  Tbovas,  3rd  ISasl,  who  d.  withont  issue  in  1<M0 ;  and  3  JfoHii,  4th 
Eabl,  who  was  succeeded,  in  infiO,  by  bis  only  son  Cftarles,  5th  Kvni..  Ho  w. 
Maigaret,  in  her  own  riglit  Coontens  of  Kothes,  eldest  daughter  of  John,  Duke  of 
Botn«,  nA  by  her,  who  d.  in  170D,  had  two  sona,  John  and  ThoraiB.  John,  the 
eldest  son,  succeeding  to  the  Er\r!(loni  of  Rdthe?,  resigned  that  of  Haddinarton,  which 
was  re-granted  to  his  brother  Thoma.'^,  <U1i  Eabl  of  Haddisgtox.  The  Ilarl  of 
Rothes  had  eight  sons ;  and,  dying  in  1722,  was  succeeded  by  hid  eldest  son  John, 
9lilliri  of  Rothes,  who  d.  in  1767,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  JdiOf  10th  Earl, 
OB  whose  de-ath,  in  177:^.  l-.is  sister,  Jane-Ell/.abctb,  became  Countess  cf  Hothes; 
hot  his  uncle,  the  lion.  Andrew  Leslie,  8th  son  of  the  8th  Earl  of  KotliC.^,  becauio 
heir  male  rad  representative  of  the  1st  Earl  of  Haddrogton.  He  d.  however,  in 
1776,  and  as  all  bis  brothers,  the  eldest  oidy  excepted,  had  done,  he  d*  tliMII.,  and 
the  JSarl  of  iladdingtun  again  became  the  heir  male  of  bis  house. 

^OXAS,  0th  EiBi,  raooeeded  his  fiither,  aeeording  to  the  new  amngentent  of 
theentaO,  in  1685.  He  zealously  supported  thi'  Tnaty  of  Union;  on  the  breaking 
out  of  the  rebellion  of  1715,  appeared  m  arms  in  defence  of  the  house  of  Hanover ; 
and  was  wounded,  and  had  a  horse  shot  under  him  at  the  battle  of  SbcrifTmuir.  He 
afterwards  became  remarkable  ini-  Iiin  cxtenahre  plantations,  :in<l  other  improve- 
ments on  bis  estates,  and  d.  in  173<3,  having  survived  Charles  Lord  Binning,  hia 
ddest  son,  who  d.  in  1733,  leaving  two  surviving  sons,  viz.,

Peer  of  Scotland  and  of  Great  Britain, 

Thb  first  ancestor  on  record  of  the  illustn'ons  Ifonsc  of  Douolas  appears  to 
Theobald  the  Flemhig,  to  whom  the  lauds  of  Douglas  were  granted  iu  IIGO. 
Archibald,  hirt  graudson,  was  father  of| 

1  William,  who  continued  the  line. 

2  Andrew,  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Morton. 

Sir  WiOinii  Dbuglas,  snnumed  ''The  Hardy,"  mm  of  iho  abovo  William,  swors 

fealty  to  King  Kdwabd  I.  in  1291,  baft  was  in  anns  against  hitn  as  governor  of 
13erwick,  when  Eowabd  invaded  Scotland  in  1296.  Ho  was  then  compelled  to  sur- 
render the  town  upon  capitulation,  and  agaiu  swore  fealty  tu  Edwabd  ;  he,  howeyer^ 
joined  Sir  William  Wallace  the  following  vear,  for  whidi  his  estate  waa  laid  wast^ 
and  his  wifo  and  children  carried  off.  Having  afterwards  himself  made  hin  sub- 
mission to  EuwABD,  ho  was  sent  to  England,  and  d.  at  York  in  1302.  He  lell  three 
Bones  the  good  Sir  James;  Hugh,  of  whom,  though  he  succeeded  to  the  family 
possessions,  little  mention  is  made;  and  Archibald,  who  carrie<l  on. the  line. 

Of  the  good,  and  it  may  be  added  the  great,  Sir  James  DougLis,  it  is  impossible 
to  speak  snffioiently  in  so  coneiso  a  history  as  tiie  prc^nt.  ^is  illostrioas  Fwbiott 
the  companion  and  frit  nd  of  Kiii;^'  Robert  Bbuce,  is  to  be  traced  in  all  the  sigiul 
actions  of  this  eventful  time.  In  the  decisive  battle  of  Banuockbum  he  took  a 
prominent  part;  and  a  varie^  of  minor  engagements,  besides  the  surprise  of  the 
EngUsh  ^larrison  in  Douglas  Gietle,  the  taking  of  Koxburi;})  Ciustlc  and  the  town 
of  Berwick  by  escalade,  bear  witness  lo  his  military  talents  and  valour ;  and  Scot- 
land being  cleared  of  the  English  invasions,  England  itself  was  destined  to  record 
his  prowess.  In  13U»,  he  routed  the  Archbbhop  of  York  at  ^litton,  near  Borough- 
bridi^'e ;  in  1322,  forced  tlie  English  eanip  at  HyUuul,  in  Yorkshire,  and  put  its 
defenders  to  Uiglit ;  and  in  another  invasion,  when  he  headed  2u,iX)0  men,  he,  with 
two  hundred  Horsemen,  forced  his  way  in  the  night  to  the  Royal  tent,  in  the 
English  camp  at  StanlioiK)  Park,  and  narrowly  missed  securing  the  jwrson  of  King 
EowAJiD  III.  BoB£AT  Bbucb,  ou  his  death-bed,  in  132U,  rcouested  Doughis  to 
earry  his  heart  to  Jerusalem,  and  deposit  it  in  the  sepulchre  or  our  Saviour.  Sir 
James  set  out  with  his  precious  charge,  but,  passing  through  Sjiain,  could  not  resist 
the  temptation  of  joining  in  battle  with  the  Moors  on  behalf  of  Alphonzo  XL,  King 
of  Castile  and  heim.  ^eing  the  enemy  wavering  and  about  to  give  way,  he  threw 
the  casket  whioh  contained  tiie  heart  of  his  lioyal  master  towaids  them,  exclaiming, 
"Pass  thou  onward,  aa  thou  wert  wont — Douglas  will  follow  tlue  or  die  I"  The 
Moors  rallied,  and,  overwhelmed  by  hupcrior  nuwibers,  Sir  James  l)oiigla.s  fell,  and 
his  body,  together  with  the  heart  of  the  King,  were  re-conveyed  to  Scotland.  He 
d.  in  133i\  nnm.f  but  an  ill^timato  son,  Archibald,  finallj  carried  on  the  lino  of 
Earls  of  DuugUw. 

He  was  snooeeded  by  his  nest  brother,  Hugh,  who  <2L  inthont  issue;  but  Archi- 
bald, his  younger  brother,  became  Regent  of  Scotland  in  the  minority  <»r  David  II., 
and,  in  pursuance  of  the  war  with  England,  led  an  armv  to  Halidon  Hill,  where  his 
forces  were  totally  defeated,  and  himself  morfadlr  wounded,  living  only  long  enough 
to  lu>  made  prisoner;  he  (/.  m  1333.  William,  his  son,  obtained  the  family  estates 
in  1312,  by  the  resignation  of  his  unele  lhiL,'h.  With  hereditary  hostility  to  the 
English,  he  fed  the  war  upou  the  borders,  and  in  April  1350  concluded  a  truce  with 
the  Earl  of  Northampton,  Lord  Warden  of  tlie  Marclies,to  continue  till  Michaelmas, 
that  ho  might  have  timA  to  go  oa  »  pilgrimage.  In  pMung  through  tnuot,  ho

was  present  in  aid  of  King  Jonx  at  the  battlo  of  Poicfior?,  nnd  being  wonnded, 
was  carried  off  the  field  by  his  attendants.  In  the  iolluuiiig  February  he  was 
created  Earl  of  DoogUui,  and  continued  to  make  war.  generally  with  suooeas,  upon 
the  English  on  the  borders,  till  his  death  in  138  t.  He  waa  twice  married  :  1st,  to 
Miu^ret,  s«i&ter  and  heir  oi'  Thomas,  13ih  EatI  of  Marr,  by  whom  he  had  a  Hon, 
James,  2nd  Earl  of  Douglas  and  15th  Earl  of  Man',  and  a  daughter ,  Isabel,  who 
inherited  the  Earldora  of  Marr  on  the  death  of  her  brother.  The  Earl,  before  his 
second  marriage,  appears  to  have  made  a  settlement  of  ike  Earldom  of  IktuglM, 
failmg  the  israe  nuue  of  his  no,  fhe  9iid  Earl,  upon  Ardiihald,  the  iUegitimate  ton 
of  the  good  Sir  .lames  I^ouglas.  He  tn.  2iully,  Lady  JTargaret  Stewart,  Countess 
of  Angus,  sister  and  heir  of  Thomas,  3rd  Earl  of  Angus,  and  relict  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Thomas,  13th  Earl  of  Marr,  bv  whom  he  had  an  only  son,  Geobge, 
who,  on  his  mother's  resignation,  obtauied  a  grant  of  ths  BBrld<im  of  Aiigna  iu 
1389,  and  was  the  let  Eabt,  of  ANors  of  this  family. 

James,  his  eldest  son.  Earl  of  Douglas  and  Marr,  succeeded;  Fordun  ci\\h  him 
"  Miles  aoerrimus  et  Anglis  semper  intei^tii^simus he  made  an  incursion  as  far  as 
the  gates  of  York,  and,  with  the  rest  of  liis  sjMjil,  brought  ofT  in  one  of  his  skirmishes 
the  banner  of  Henry  (Hotspur)  Lord  Percy,  which  he  proposed  to  elevate  on  the 
wnnaok  of  his  eatfb.  Thb  hniiight  Percy,  with  a  large  rorce,  after  him,  and  the 
battle  of  Otterbo  urn  ensued,  19  Aug.  1388.  The  utmost  exertions  of  valour  \v(  ro 
displavedon  both  sides,  and  Douglas  fell,  mortally  wounded,  "thanking  God  that 
few  of  hh  anoektora  had  died  in  chambers bnt  his  Tictory  was  complete,  and 
Hotspur  made  jprisoner.  He  m.  Margaret,  eldest  cbuigbtei*  of  King  Kobbbt  II., 
but  had  no  surviving  issue  by  her  ;  the  Earldom  of  Marr  devolved  on  bis  sister,  that 
of  Douglas,  by  tlie  already-mentioned  settlement  orobably,  ou  Archibald  Douglas 
the  Grim,  Lord  of  Gidloway,  tiie  illegitimate  son  or  the  good  Sir  James.  This  Earl 
himi^elf  lefl  two  ilkgitimato  ^ouf,  William,  aaoestor  of  the  house  of  Qneensbenyi 
and  Archibald,  of  the  Douglasses  of  Cavers. 

Pity  it  is  that  our  limits  utterly  preclude  a  digression  of  suitable  length  on  the 
various  fortunes  of  this  powerful  and  warlike  fiMiiiIy  under  the  descendants  of  Archi- 
bald the  Griro,  3rd  Eari  of  Douglas ;  sometimes  seated  at  the  summit  of  the  political 
system,  with  idl  but  the  r^gal  title,  swaying  the  destiiiua  of  the  kingdom ;  some- 
times suffering  under  the  axe  of  the  executioner.  7he  title  pessed,  in  an  inorediblj 
short  space  of  time,  through  seven  inheritors. 

Archibald,  3rd  Earl  of  Douglas,  d.  in  I  leaving  two  sons :  Archibald,  4th 
Eirl,  and  Jamtw,  7th  Earl.  Archibald,  4th  Earl,  </.  in  battlo  in  France,  in  1424, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  Archibald,  5th  Earl,  who  d.  in  1439,  leaving 
two  Kons:  William,  6th  Earl,  and  J^avid  his  brother,  both  beheaded  in  l-JriO,  when 
the  elder  was  but  seventeen  years  of  age.  James,  7th  Earl,  2nd  son  of  the  3rd 
Earl,  suceeeded,  and  d.  in  l  ii3,  leaving  six  sons,  all  cut  off  without  posterity,  viz., 

1  William,  8th  Earl,  killed  in  1'152,  receiving  his  firiit  wound  from  the  baud  of 
"King  Jaxbs  11. 

2  James,  9th  and  last  Earl. 

3  Archibald,  Earl  of  Moray. 

4  Hn^,  Earl  of  Ormond. 

5  Sir  John  Dou^as,  Loird  of  fielTenie. 

6  Henry,  a  priest. 

At  length  the  whole  inheritAnce  was  loat  through  the  necessity  under  which 
Jambs  IL  Ihund  himself,  in  1455,  of  deciding,  by  force  of  arms,  wheikher  himself  or 
his  too  pcvvcrful  .--nbject,  whom  he  had  ofiei! 1  I'eyond  hope  of  reconciliation, 
shotUd  rule  the  kingdom.  The  haughty  rebel,  James,  9th  Earl  of  Douglas,  at  the 
head  of  40,000  men,  bade  defiance  to  an  equd  number  of  the  Royal  troops ;  hirt  his 
arrogance  offended  his  principal  supporters ;  the  Lord  Hamilton  set  the  example  of 
desertion }  a  nanic  spread,  aua  sudoenly  Douglas  found  himself  in  front  of  the  ICing's 
army,  with  Kn  own  liereditary  foraes  only.  He  fied  with  precipitation,  and  eses^ 
imprisonment  and  death,  but  his  titles  and  estate's  were  cleclared  forfeited,  nor  did 
James  disband  hi.«?  troop*  fill  every  portion  of  the  Douglas  domains  were  in  his  pos- 
session; thus,  as  witli  a  biroke  of  magic,  sank  for  ever  the  power  of  this  great 
ikmily.

When  age  and  infirmities  had  j^own  upon  him,  ho  aooompanled  Jameb  IV.  in  his 
frtal  expedition  to  England  in  1513;  and,  remontitraiii^  against  the  impmdenoe 
of  joining  hattio  witli  t!ic  Eni^lisli  army  at  Fltxlden,  w.as  answered  by  the  Kin^r, 

Aiigus,  if  you  are  afraid,  jou  uiaj  go  home."  The  ail'ront  w&«  mtpwdonable.  llie 
Rvlleft  the  fidd  with  tear*  of  imlii^riiatMn,  bat  eommaaded  He  two  cMeet  ooRt, 
vnfl:  all  hi»  followm,  to  a!jide  th<'  tvent;  they  fell  in  the  battle  with  200  ^jitlenien 
of  their  name,  and  the  Earl  d.  iu  the  following  jrcar.  Uts  two  sons  killed  at  Floddcu

1  George,  Master  of  Angus,  father  of  Archibald,  6th  Eabl,  and  of  Sir  George, 
whose  eldest  son,  David,  succeeded  as  7th  Kakl;  and  his  2nd  son,  James,  Earl  of 
Morton,  after  being  many  years  Rt^ent  of  Scotland,  in  the  minority  of  James  VI., 
auifcrcd  death  u;[X)n  tlic  scatTold  in  16B1,  for  a  supposed  participation  in  the  marder 
of  King  Henry,  K'Toro  the  pommenrement  of  his  Re^enry;  he  rf.  without  issue. 

2  Sir  William  i>oujjla.s,  of  Gk-ubervie,  father  of  Sir  Ai-chibald,  and  grandfather 
through  him  of  William,  9th  Earl,  and  of  James,  ancestor  of  the  late  Sylvester, 
Tjord  Gienbervie,  so  created  in  1800,  and  whose  tit!^  becanu"  rrftnct  by  his  death 
without  surviving  issue  in  1823 ;  Harriet,  the  widow  oi  his  only  son,  the  Hon. 
Frederick-Sylvester- North  Douglas,  who  d.  wHfaoat  usne  in  1819,  Meune  tiie  wife 
of  tlie  Hon.  Colonel  Henry-Hely  Hutchinson;  ^  tlif  Vteraejc  Vofvmc,  title 
DoNOUOHMOBB.  The  said  James  Doujdas  wa.H  ako  ancestor  (through  a  younger 
eon  of  hb  gnndwii,  Robert  Bishop  of  Dnmblme)  of  William  Dotigias,  Esq.,  of 
Brigton. 

Under  Arcuisau),  6th  £a&l,  grandson  and  heir  of  the  5th  Eabl,  the  house  of 
Angus,  nearly  succeeded  to  the  power  and  splondoor  of  the  former  Earls  of  Don^Haa. 
He  m.  Margaret  of  England,  Queen  Downier  of  Scotland,  widow  of  King  JiMSelY., 
and  mother  of  Jambs  V.,  in  whose  minority  he  was  continually  struggling  agunet 
the  authority  of  the  Re^ut  Duke  ol  Albany,  and  finally  overUirew  in  1626,  by 
declaring  tJie  Kind's  miyority  at  the  a<^  of  fourteen  years.  From  tlienc(>forth  he 
himself  f^overned  m  James's  name  for  two  yparf.whon  the  ronng  King.makinf?  his 
escape,  issued  a  proclamation  of  forfeitun?  aj^iust  Anj^ns  and  his  family,  and  levied 
an  army  to  put  it  into  execution,  and  the  Earl  wa.-^  obliged  to  retire  into  England; 
but  on  .T  a^tt^'s  death ,  in  1542,  he  returned  to  Scotland,  and  obtained  a  reversal  of 
the  sentence  of  forteiture.  He  waa  mainhr  instrumental  in  obtaining  the  victory  of 
Aneram-^Trir  agatmt  tiie  Bnglisli,  and  ioaght  with  very  diffefeat  ibrtane  hi  tlie 
battle  of  Piv'  ii  .  in  1317;  be  d.  in  155R,  without  hmc  male,  leaving;  1  y  iViv^  Queen 
Dowager  an  ouly  daughter,  Lady  Mar|;«ret,  wife  of  Matthew  Stewart,  Earl  of 
Lennox,  modier  of  Hmry;  Lord  Dsnilej,  in  lier  nght  Lord  Dongias,  and  grand- 
mother, through  him,  of  Jamps  T..  Kin<;  of  Grrat  Ibitiin. 

Datid,  7th  Earl,  succeeded  his  uncle,  and  d.  in  1558.  He  wait  sncoccded  by 
his  only  son,  Archiiiau),  8th  Eabl,  who,  after  the  execution  of  his  uncle,  the  Regent 
Morton,  wa«  twice  in  rriicttion,  and  once  attainted,  but  obtained  a  revocation  ot  the 
net  ot  attainder.  He  Boooeeded  to  the  £aridom  of  Mortim»  and  d»  in  IfiBB,  withooit 
surv  iving  issue.

WiLLiAK,  10th  Kail,  enga^'od  with  tlio  Eiirl.s  of  EitoI  and  Hnntley  in  a  troa- 
sonable  eorreHpondenoe  with  the  Kin^  ot  8paui,  ibr  the  puntoM  of  muring  the 
Bomaa  Ctttbuhc  religioti  in  SroUaitd,  but  was  [lardoned ;  and  retiring  Mune  yms 
aftwwMdi  to  a  monasti^n'  in  France,  d.  there  m  1611,  hmnmgt  bewtkn  other  iMOi 
WlLXUM,  nOi  Eari  .  1st  M  vRt»iT'i^  of  DorGLAs,  hid  «ue<*.«»<»«or,  and  Sir  Jaroefi, 
evtated,  in  I'Ui,  Lord  Mur4iii<r^touii.  n  titlo  which  dMomided  liiiiuterruptodly  frcna 
fkther  to  son,  to  Charlert,  5th  Lord,  who,  in  totil  lack  of  landtnl  property,  ad  not 
n'-uTTif'  it ;  he  entered  intx)  thv  ivlwllioii  of  1745,  and,  h/uvr  tuken  prisoner,  was  put 
upon  his  trial  aa  Charles  Douglas,  Kbq. ;  but  pleadii^  hie  Peerage,  and  {Korinff  uia 
title  to  it.  ibe  trial  vaa  pat  off,  ind  nm  ronnMd.  Ha  ww  the  iMt  nile  of  hia 
{amily.  and  Ut  oriy  4iig|iter  flwiwiiq;  tiie  title  ifUr  hk

Wtiliak,  11th  Eart>,  was  matal  MASQrm  oC  DotroLilr  Md  Bans  of  jlhet^ 

nethy  and  Jedburgh  Forest,  in  1G33  ;  he  joined  Bfontrane  after  bie  VMlBiyef  KiUyth 

in  1(>45,  but  escaped  from  the  rovit  at  Philii.liaui,'!!,  and  t^oon  ftfterwardi»  wpitnlatcd 
with  the  ruHufj^  powers,  lie  «/.  in  1  <>«')<►.  liavhij;,  aiaang.st  otlier  issue,  had  the  three

lietween  the  Duke  of  Uamiltofi,  aa  heir  male,  wd  Aidillnld,  kle  Loid 
Douglas,  OA  the  reputed  son  of  Sir  John  Stewart,  Btrt>,  of  Qraadtolty,  bv 
th«'  Lady  Jane,  only  sister  o(  (lie  Oulcc  of  Douglas.    The  titles  were  ad- 

i'udgcd  to  thu  Dl'ki:  of  Hamilton,  now  become  chief  of  this  illiuitrious 
louse;  but  the  estates  passed  to  Archibald  Stewart,  Esq.,  as  nephew  and 
heir  of  thf  lui  M  the  Duke  of  Douglas,  and  lie  was  created, in  1790,  l?-r<'n 
Douglas  i>t  i>oui(iai»  CaaUe,  which  Peerage  was  enjo^'cd  successively  by 
Ilia-three  wme,  ^rahibaid,  llie  Sad  Lord;  XSuirke,  9ta  Lnrd;  and  Jamea* 
4th  Lord;  mtU  tbe  death  of  the  laa^  6  April  1957.  when  it  became 
€xtinet.

SiK  James  Kamiltok,  6th  in  descent  from  Bit  CKIbert,  the  first  of  the  family  of 
Hautltoit  who  aettied  in  Scotland,  and  whoso  pe^gree  is  given  under  the  Idrqula 
of  Abibcobn,  was  ercatt  d  Lono  Hamilton  in  11 1^,  and  apj>enr3  to  have  pos^c'^s.:^ 
considerable  power  and  iullucnce.  It  was  an  aflrout  ofl'erod  by  the  haughty  Earl  of 
Douglas  to  this  nobleman  that  caused  him  to  return  to  his  allegiance  to  Jam  i  s  II., 
and  jiroduced  the  defoi'tion,  in  one  night,  of  all  the  other  chiefs  composing  llio 
rebel  armpr,  and  the  consequent  total  overthrow  of  the  Douglas  family.  He  d.  in 
1479,  harmg  m.  Mary,  eldmt  daughter  of  King  Jams  If.,  and  widow  of  Tliomte 

Boyd,  Earl  of  Arr  iti.  t  v  whom  he  had  one  s<,n.  .Tamks,  created  Eaul  of  Aukan  in 
1503;  he  was  in  France,  commanding  the  iScotch  troops  sent  to  the  aid  of 
LonuB  Xn.,  when  King  Jivm  lY.  waa  killed  at  Flodden,  and  returning  imme- 
diately to  Scotland,  was  a  competitor,  thou^jh  unsuccessfully,  with  the  Duke  of 
Albany  Cor  the  Regtmcy;  he  d.  in  15*29 ;  and  w.as  ?ncceed«'d  b}^  his  eldent  .son, 

Jamfs,  2nd  Earl,  who  was  declared  by  Act  of  Parliament,  on  the  death  of  King 
Jamks  v.,  in  1512,  to  be  next  in  succession  to  the  Crown,  Regent  of  the  Kingdom, 
atid  tutor  to  the  infant  (^ueen.  One  of  the  fii"at  statutes  passed  under  his  Kegency 
was  an  act  allowing  the  reading  of  the  Bible  in  the  vulgar  ton^e.  Tlic  failure  of 
the  treaty  of  mami^  with  England,  which  led  to  a  ^festsTictive  war  Wtwtvn  the 
two  nations,  induced  the  Scots  to  send  the  young  Queen  to  France  for  her  rdi  :  -  it  ion, 
in  1648;  and  on  this  occasion  the  Hegent  had  the  title  of  Duke  of  Chatelherault 
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upon  htm.  In  1664  lift  ndgned  the  regency  into  the  hiodi  of  Ifiuy  of 

Lorraine,  the  Quocn-mothcr.  TTf  opposed  the  mnrriafje  of  the  young  Queen  with 
Lord  Darnleyf  and  thereby  so  much  offended  tlio  uew  King,  tliat  he  was  forced  to 
fly  into  France,  in  1666,  and  to  fmnrai  there  till  recalled  by  M^t  in  1M9,  with 
the  commissiou  to  act  against  the  Regent  Moray  anil  lier  rebol  Kiibjet-ts,  na  Lieu- 
tenant*General  oC  the  kingdom  Hot  her ;  but  Moray,  getting  possession  of  his  person, 
committed  him  to  the  (krtto  of  Edinburgh,  where  he  remained  till  the  Bcttent's 
daatiu  He  aflerward»  eahnitttd  to  the  Kogeui  MortoOi  and  in  1674  He  k(t 
fenr  sons,  vh.,

2  John,  1st  Masqcis  of  Haxilton.

LoBB  John  Hamii/ton  was  banished  by  the  Regent  Morton,  after  the  death  of 

his  father,  the  Duko  ofChatvlherault,  for  his  fidelity  to  Queen  Maby  ;  but,  entering 
Scotland,  with  other  banished  noblemen,  in  1685,  he  coUected  a  ibrcu  sufficient  io 
besiege  the  King  in  Stirling  Castle ;  an  aeoommodation  was  then  agreed  upon,  and 
all  acts  cntbrced  agdnst  the  liouse  of  Hamilton  and  their  partifiann  were  reseindod. 
Lord  John  was  created  Mabquis  of  Hamilton  in  1599,  and  d.  iu  IGOI^  when  he 
was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  James,  2nd  Uabquis,  K.Q.,  orrated  •  Peer  of 
England  in  1619,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Innerdale,  Co.  Cumberland,  and  Bazl  of 
Cambriilgc,  and  d.  in  1625.    He  lefl  two  sons, 

1  James,  his  successor,  Iht  Duke  of  Haxultok. 

2  William,  who  was  created,  in  1631),  Earl  of  Lanarlc,  Lord  Maohanahire  and 

Polniont,  and  sueoeedcd  liis  brother  as  2iid  Dl'KF. 

James,  3rd  Mabquis,  K.G.,  obtained  in  1013  a  patent,  creating  him  Dukk  of 
HaXIltok,  Marquis  of  Clydesdale,  Earl  of  Arran,  Lanark,  and  Cambridge,  Lord 
Aven,  Polmont,  MachansTiire,  and  Innerdale,  remainder  to  the  heirs  mule  of  liis 
body,  which  failing,  to  his  brother  William,  Earl  of  Lanark,  and  the  heirs  male  of 
hie  Dody,  remainder  to  the  eldest  heb  female  of  the  let  Dues  of  Hamilton,  re- 
mainder to  his  noare:<t  heirs  whatsoever,  bearing  the  nnmr-  and  annfs  of  Hamilton. 
With  the  consent  of  Chablbs  I.,  he  led  a  body  of  6000  men  to  the  assistance  of 
OostaTns  Adolphns  in  Germany ;  landed  at  the  mouth  of  the  Oder  in  Aug.  1631 ; 
contributed  greatly  to  the  victory  of  Leipeic;  but,  being  recalled,  quitted  the 
Swedish  army  iu  ^pt  1632,  shortly  before  the  battle  of  Lutzen,  where  Gustavus  fell 
in  the  arms  of  rictory.  He  continued  high  in  the  King's  confidence,  but  does  not 
Appear  in  any  public  employment  till  his  appointment  in  1638  to  be  Lord  High 
CoTinni>-sioner  for  the  affairs  of  ilic  Scottish  Church.  Thin  year  the  Scottish 
Covenunt  was  adouted,  and  Episcopacy  abolished  by  the  General  Aiuembly,  and 
Charles,  determinea  Oft  reducing  the  Scots  by  force,  gave  the  command  of  thetroopa 
destined  for  this  purpose  to  (lie  Marquis  of  flamilton.  Nothing  of  consequence  was 
effected,  and  the  ICiu^,  by  Hannliou'ti  advice,  purchased  a  peace,  by  conceding  the 
points  at  issue.  Owing  to  the  rivalship  between  him  and  the  Marquis  of  Montrose, 
he  was  imprisoned  by  the  King  during  a  part  of  the  grand  rebellion  which  shortly 
luUotved,  but  being  released  in  April  101(3,  by  the  surrender  of  Mount  St.  Michael 
in  Cornwall,  to  the  forces  of  the  Parliament^  he  haatened  to  afford  what  aaaiatanee 
he  could  to  the  Royal  cause,  but  hu  efforts  were  greatly  neutral:/  l  by  his  zeal  for 
the  Presbyterian  profession.  He  commanded  the  Ibroes  sent  by  tlie  Scotch  nobility 
fbr  the  renef  of  tne  King  m  1648,  but  being  defeated  at  Praiton,  aunendend,  in 
August  that  year,  to  the  Parliament  General,  Lambert,  under  articles  which  pro- 
vided for  the  lives  of  himself  and  his  troops,  lie  was  spared,  however,  only  to 
witness  the  murder  of  hie  Sovereign,  soon  after  which,  by  his  heroic  deatli,  he  set 
the  seal  to  that  fidelity  that  had  been  sometimes,  though  unjustly,  oonsideied 
equivocal.  He  was  beheaded,  in  defiance  of  the  express  terms  of  his  capitulation, 
on  the  9th  of  March  1649.  He  had  three  sons,  who  all  d.  young,  as  did  his  eldest 
daughter;  two  younger  daughters  surTived  him — viz.,  Lady  Ankb,  aftern'ards 
DrcHBSS  of  llAiriLTON,  and  Lady  Susan,  m.  to  John,  7th  Earl  of  Cassillis.  He 
was  succeeded  by  his  brother  William,  Earl  of  Lanark,  and  2ud  Dukb ;  the  Earl 
of  Lanark  made  his  escape  from  Oxford  in  Dec  1643,  when  his  brother  waa  arrested, 
and  ioined  the  Scotch  Covenanters  ;  he  was  one  uf  the  Commissioners  sent  by  the 
rebels  to  treat  with  the  King  at  2«icwark  in  1646,  but  his  oudcavours  towards  con' 
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ciUadon  were  rain.  When  his  brother  marchc*!  into  Englainl  for  the  rescue  of  the 
Kiiig  in  1648,  h«  was  a{>poiuted  Commaodei:-iu-Chi«r  of  the  anajr  in  BcoUand,  and 
dbr  fin  dMfth  of  Cbabus  I.  went  abroid  ta  wait  npoii  Csisus  11. ;  he  nu«ed  a 
troop  of  bone  to  assist  the  latter  on  hix  expedition  into  England,  and  received  a 
wound  in  the  battle  of  Worcester,  of  which  he  d.  a  few  days  anerwHrd",  I'i  Sept. 
1651,  in  the  36th  year  of  his  age.  lie  also  hifl  no  issue  male,  but  had  live 
daugikters,  fiiar  of  whom  lived  to  marr}*. 

ittje  titles,  aocorJinf^  to  the  terms  of  the  natent  of  1643,  reverted  to  LjlDT  Anxb, 
eldest  daufjhtor  of  Jamks,  li»t  Dlke,  the  elder  of  these  two  brotht  rs ;  she  w.  Lobo 
William  ])ouGLA!i,  wbOM pedigree  has  been  deduced  above,  2ud  mn  of  William, 
1st  MAntjvis  of  DocoLAS,  ana  who  had  been  himself  ercat.il,  in  1646,  Karl  <>f 
Selkirk,  Lord  Daer  and  Shortcleuch;  he  as-tumed  on  his  marriage  tho  surname  of 
HjUiiLTOir,  and  in  1600  he  was  eren^  Dtrb  of  Hamiltok  for  life ;  inKIBS^liere* 

Xed  tlie  titles  of  Earl  of  Selkirk,  LonI  Daer  and  Shoifi  lfueli,  to  King  James  VII., 
bestowed  them  bj  patent  on  his  3rd^  sou.  Lord  Charles  UataUton,  with  re- 
mainder to  all  his  joon^  sons  and  thdr  naue  male.  In  1089  he  was  choaen 
Prer^ldent  of  (he  Coiwcntinn  Parlianu'nl  at  Edinhuri^h.  which  dirlared  the  throne 
vacant,  and  tendered  the  Crown  to  the  rrinoe  and  Princestf  of  Orange.  He  d.  in 
16iM;  his  Duchess  surrived  him  till  17l6t  hat  nmde  a  snirender  of  her  titloi,  in 
1098,  in  hxwt  of  her  ddMt  son.

His  Lordship 
took  a  principal  part  a^inst  th  lioyitl  authority  iu  tlh'  troubles  tlmt  ensued,  till, 
having  been  one  of  the  cumuiuMioaers  sent  to  treat  with  the  King  in  the  itsle  of 
Wuht  in  1647,  th«  nwult  of  that  treaty  proved  to  bim  and  lib  oolleagucs,  tlie  Barls 
of  Lauderdale  and  Lanark,  thai  the  partv  now  in  power  in  England  had  ulterior 
objects  in  which  the  Scottijih  nation  would  never  acquiesce,  and  the  engagement  for 
the  King's  rescue  was  immediatelv  proposed  and  adopted ;  the  Earl  oi  Loudoun 
concarrod  in  it,  but,  dissatisfied  with  his  associates  and  their  plan^,  soon  withdrew. 
After  the  defeat  of  Chables  II.  he  retired  to  the  IIij;lilunJs,  and  joined  Tiord 
Glenoaim  and  the  lioyaU&t^,  but,  on  their  dispersion,  submitted  to  General  Muuiw. 
HedLiniet^H. 

Jajces,  2nd  Easl,  his  eldest  son,  not  concurring  in  the  measures  of  Government 
under  Cclabum  II.,  went  abroad,  and  d.  sA  Lejdeu  in  1684.   Two  of  his  sons  le£l 

1  HuoH,  3rd  Eabl,  his  suwessor;  he  obtained  a  confumation  of  his  titles,  with 
remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  remainder  to  the  heirs  whatsoever  of  the 
body  of  the  1st  Earl.  He  d.  in  1731,  and  his  only  son  and  snocessor  John,  4th 
EiitL,  who  served  in  the  tmy  with  ereat  dbtinction  against  the  rebels  in  174'),  and 
commanded  in  chief  the  army  opnosea  to  the  FreTieh  in  America  in  the  yean  175&'7| 
d.  without  issue  in  1782,  when  tue  issue  of  bis  lather  became  extinct. 

2  Lieut. -General  Sir  James  Campbell,  of  Lawen;,  served  in  the  army  under  the 
Duke  of  ilarl borough,  and,  by  his  f^alhuitry,  contributed  si^^nally  to  the  successful 
issue  of  the  battle  of  Malplaquet.  He  was  killed  in  the  battle  «>t  Fontenoy,  where 
he  commanded  the  British  none,  80  April  1746.  His  only  son,  James-MuMi 
succeeded  as  5th  Earl;  he  was  h.  11  Feb.  1726,  m.  30  April  1777.  Flora,  eldest 
daughter  of  John  Maoleod,  Esq.,  who  d,  before  him,  2  Sept.  17S0.  He  d.  28  April 
1786,  leaviii^  an  only  child,  Flora>Miire«  Conntesa  of  Londonn,  h.  %  Sept.  1780, 
d.  0  Jan.  ISPbO;  having  m.  12  July  1804,  FBAVCXa  Bawdon-l  last  in  ^^s,  list  Marquis 
of  IIasting5,  as  statecT  above.  The  Marquis  \vm  distinguisht  d  by  his  brilliant 
administratiuu  iu  India  a&  Govemor-Generul  and  CouuDander-iu-C'liief.  He  d. 
28  Nor.  1826,  having  had  issue  by  the  Countess,  besides  the  daughters  noticed  in 
the  Peerage  Volume,  Francis-George-Anpi?tus,  Lord  Kawdou  and  Mauchline, 
b.22  Jan.,  d.  13  Feb.«  1807;  and  an  only  surviving  son,  Geoboe* Augustus- 
Fbancis,  2nd  MABQUii»  who  succeeded  his  father  in  that  title,  and  his  mother  in 
the  Earldom  of  Loudoun  ;  and  by  his  marria|p  with  the  Lady  Barbara  Yelverton, 
Baroness  Grcjr  de  Ituthyn,  for  which  and_  its  issue  see  the  Foeraae  Volume,  will 
probably,  in  his  posterity,  add  another  ancient  Barony  to  those  already  merged  nnd^ 
the  coronet  of  Hastinf^s.  He  d.  13  Jan.  IS  tl,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 
Paulyn-Eeginald-Skblo,  3rd  Marquis,  who  d.  unm.  17  Jan.  1851,  when  his 
next  brother  HB2iBY*WxY8FOBi>-CHAfiL£8-PLAKTi.O£2iET,  present  and  4th  Mab- 
QFUi,  waa  hia  aocoeaMir. 

William,  Baron  Boibbaui,  sununoned  to  Parliament  by  writ  in  1368,  m.  Isabel^ 
ddeat  t£  the  two  danghtera  and  oo>heira  of  John,  3rd  Mroa  Mons  %  hia  Barony 

and  the  moiety  of  the  Barony  of  JToels,  were  inherited  by  his  givat-granddaughter 
IkUtnxeia  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  William,  3i'd  Lord  Butreaux ;  she  in.  Kobert, 
M  Baron  HvirasifomD  (by  writ  1426),  son  and  heir  of  Walter,  l.^t  liord  Hunger- 
ford,  by  Catherine,  co-heir  of  the  other  moietv  of  the  Barony  of  Mucls,  being  the 
daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Pevereli,  by  Marr^aret,  daughter  and  co-heir 
of  bir  Thonia.s  Court^^nay,  by  Muriel,  2ud  daughter  and  co-heir  (with  her  sister 
Isabel  mentioned  above)  of  John,  3rd  Baron  Mokls. 

Robert,  2nd  Baron  Hungcrford,  had,  by  Mar<i;aret,  l>:\ronc!<s  l?>treaux,  his  wife, 
a  son  and  heir,  Robert,  otli  Baiou  Butreaux,  and  ard  Baron  Hungerlbrd,  who  was 
also  anmmoned  to  Parliament  in  1445,  as  Baron  MoLIKSS,  in  right  hie  wifo 
Aiianore,  da\i<,'hter  and  heir  of  William,  Lord  Molinea*  Thomas,  their  son,  leit  an 
only  daoghter  and  heir,  Mary,  who  m. 

Bdwabv,  8nd  LoiD  Hjkvernet,  son  and  hdr  of  William,  Lord  Hastingii,  sum- 
moned to  Parliament  by  writ  in  1461.  George,  liaron  Botreaux,  Hun^erford, 
i^lolines,  and  Hastings,  their  son  and  heir,  was  created  Earl  of  Huntingdon  m  1.529. 
Francis,  his  sou,  2nd  Earl  of  Iluutiugdon,  m.  Katheritte,  eldest  daughter  and  co- 
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heir  of  Henry  Pule,  Lord  Moktagv  ;  they  had  two  soniy  Henrj,  3rd  Earl,  K.G., 
who  d,  without  iisne  in  1696 ;  and  G«orge,  4th  Earl,  who  raooeeded  his  brother, 

anil  was  succoc<lof1  in  1G(>4  hy  his  pranilsnn  und  heir,  Henry,  5th  Earl.  He  m. 
Elizabeth,  3rd  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Ferdinando,  6ih  Earl  of  Derby  and  6th 
Baron  STAVtvr,  also  WUh  Baron  Strang,  being  heir  of  George  Stanley,  nm  woA 
heir-apparent  of  Thomas,  1st  Earl  of  Derby,  and  himself  summoned  to  Parliament 
OB  Lord  Strange,  in  right  of  his  wife  Joanna,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  John,  11th 
Lord  Strange  of  Knock^,  grandson  and  heir  of  John,  9th  Lord  Strange,  by  Maude, 
3rd  daughter  and  co-heir  of  John,  2nd  Lord  Moliun.  Through  the  descendants  of 
this  5th  Earl  ami  Elizabeth  Stanley,  the  Baronies  of  Botreaux, llungerfonl,  Moline^, 
and  Hastings  continued  merged  in  the  Earldom  of  Huntingdon  till  the  death  of 
Fhmda,  10th  Earl,  in  1789,  when  they  were  inherited  by  Eniabath,  his  sister  and 
sole  heir,  maternal  ancestor,  as  before  shown,  of  the  present  I^Iarqiiis;  who  is  also, 
by  the  iutermarriages  related  above,  co-heir  of  tlie  Baronies  by  writ  of  Sti-ange  of 
Knockyn  (12910,  Stanley  (1456),  and  Montagu  (1533),  heir  M  one  uoiety,  and  co- 
heir of  the  other  moiety  of  the  Barony  of  Moels  (bj  writ  1299),  and  co-hmr  of  one 
moiety  of  the  Baronv  of  Mohun  (by  writ  1299). 

His  Lordship  is  also  the  eldest  co-heir  of  George,  Duke  of  Clarence,  next  brother 
of  King  Edward  IV.,  and  of  the  fanufict  of  Neville,  Earl  of  Warwick,  and  of 
Monta^ni,  Karl  of  Salisbury,  being  heir-general  of  Franris,  2iid  Earl  of  Huntingdon, 
by  his  marriage  with  Katherinc,  eldest  daui^hter  and  co-heir  of  Henry  Pole,  Lord 
Montagu,  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Kichard  Pole,  K.(t.,  by  Mar:,'aret  Plantagenet, 
Countess  of  Salisbury,  sister  and  heir  of  Edward,  Earl  of  Warwick,  and  daughter 
of  Ueorge,  Duke  of  Clarence,  by  Isabel,  daughter  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  liiuhard 
Neville,  Eail  ot  Warwick  (in  right  of  his  wife  Anne,  heir  of  her  broUier  Henry, 
Duke  of  Warwick,  and  co-heir  of  her  mother  Isabel,  Baroness  Despencer  and 
Burghersh),  son  of  Richard  Nevill,  Earl  of  Saliabury,  by  Alice,  daughter  and  sole 
heur  of  Thomas  Montagu,  Earl  of  Salisbtuy. 


HASTINGS,  BARON.  (Astlbt.) 

Peer  of  England. 

Thb  family  of  Astley  or  Estley,  as  it  is  written  in  the  earliest  records,  appears  among 
the  Barona  of  England  in  the  reign  of  Hvvbt  If.  Philip,  who  was  Baron  de  Estley 

by  tenure  in  1105,  was  succeeded  b}'  his  son,  Thomas,  who  was  liviufj  in  1220; 
Walter  de  Astley,  his  son  and  successor,  was  amongst  those  Barons  of  whom  King 
John  exacted  thiU^  scutagc  for  military  service  in  Poictiers,  which  was  the  firstcause 
of  their  rebellion  against  him. 

Thomas,  hiH  son,  joined  the  ronfederacy  of  the  Barons  under  Simon  de  Montfort, 
Earl  of  Leicester,  ai^'ainst  Kin:;  Henhy  III.,  and  was  killed  witli  that  leader  in  the 
battle  of  Evesham  in  12()k  This  Thomas  had  two  wives;  by  the  1st.  Joan, 
daughter  of  Eniald  de  Bois,  he  had  a  son,  Andrew,  summoned  to  Parliament  in 
1295  as  Baron  dc  Astlev,  which  Baronv  continued  in  the  male  line  only  through 
four  generations,  and  on  the  death  of  William,  4Ui  Lord,  without  mido  issae,  devoid 
on  his  only  daughter,  .lane,  by  whom  it  was  carried  into  the  faniily  of  Grey,  and 
was  forfeited  by  the  attainder  of  Henry  Grey,  Duke  of  Suffolk,  in  1555.  The  2ud 
wifb  of  Thomas  de  Astley  was  Edith,  daughter  of  Piter  Constable,  of  Melton  Con- 
stable, Co.  Norfolk,  by  whom  he  was  father  of  Ilalj)h  de  Astley,  whoso  descendants 
inherited,  and  possess  to  the  present  time,  the  patrimony  of  his  mother's  family  in 
Norfolk. 
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From  this  B«Ui  desocmdodf  in  the  ninth  veneration  lineal  male  heirs,  Isaac 
Asiley,  Eaa.,  of  Hill  Mcvton  «nd  Htlton  Coiwtable,  whoae  eldett  waa,  Thomaf, 

carried  on  tiic  direct  line;  and  his  2nd  son,  Sir  Jawb  Astley,  a  ruithful  soldier  of 
King  Cbabljm  I.,  S«[geAnt-M^jor-General  of  the  IC^al  Army,  and  Govei-nor  of 
OxTwd  and  Blading,  wait  created  a  Peer  bj  his  Bpjral  Maiter  in  1644«  by  the  title  of 
Baron  Astley  of  Reading;  he  </.  in  1651,  and  hia  title  beOilBe in  1088, On 

tho  dcaih  of  his  grandson,  Jacob,  the  3rd  Raron. 
TlioauiiH  Astley,  the  elder  brother  of  Jacob,  1st  Lord  Astley,  left  three  sons, 

1  Sir  Krancis,  who  A  without  issue. 

2  Sir  Isaac,  who  succeeded  his  brother,  was  n*cated  a  Baronet  in  1641,  and  d, 
without  issue  in  1659,  whoi  the  title  became  extinct. 

8  Sir  Edwud,  who  m,  hia  oonsin  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  the  lei  Lord  Aetley,  and 
at  length  heir  to  her  nephew,  Jaiob.  the  3rd  Lord,  by  whom  he  had  issue, 

Jaoob,  created  a  Baronet  in  ItKK),  who  was  followed  in  1729  by  his  son.  Sir  Philip, 
end  in  1739  by  his  mndscm,  Sir  Jaoob }  tiie  latter  m.  Luej,  nid  daughter,  and  at 
length  00*heir  of  Sir  Nicholas  L'Estrange,  Bart.,  in  whom  was  vested  the  co*heir8hip 
of  the  Baronies  of  Camoy»  and  Hastings,  to  both  of  which  Sir  Jacob  Astley,  the 
pre.'Jcnt  Peer,  has  been  declared  by  the  Ilouse  of  LoixU  to  have  inaUe  out  hiti  title  &h 
co-heir.  Sir  Jacob  was  snoo^t^  in  17i30  by  liis  son.  Sir  Sdward,  and  ho  in  1802 
by  hb  son,  Sir  Jacob-Henry,  the  fifth  Iknaiot,  whose  marriage  and  issue  will  bo 
found  in  the  Peerage  Vulume.  He  c?.  in  1817,  and  was  sucoeraed  by  his  eldest  son, 

1^  Jacob,  the  6th  Baronet  and  pre.^ent  Peer. 

A  Buccc^aiou  of  eight  Barons  of  Hastings,  in  lineal  descent,  commencinn;  with 
William  do  Hastiogs,  Steward  to  King  He>'BY  I.,  brings  the  annids  of  that  ancient 
home  to  the  aammona  of  ita  nnnesenttttive  to  Parliament  in  1290,  in  the  person  of 

John,  8th  Baron  by  tenure,  and  the  0th  in  l  •  <  ut  fronj  the  first-mentioned  \VlIIiam 
de  Hastings.  This  Jomf,  Ist  Babon  by  writ  of  summons,  was  twice  married,  and 
by  his  first  wife  had  a  e<m  and  daughter ;  by  hia  2nd  a  son,  namely, 

1  John,  2nd  Lohd,  whose  son,  Lawrekce,  3rd  Lobo,  was  created  Earlof  FSMn« 
broke  in  1339,  which  title  deseendid  to  his  son,  Jonx,  Ith  Lohd,  and  his  grand- 
son, John,  5th  Lobd,  and  became  extinct  on  the  death  of  the  latter  in  1389,  when 
tlie  whole  posterity  of  the  2iid  LoBD  became  extinct.

He  was  followed  in  five  successive  generations  by  Reven  of  his 
male  posterity,  who  should  all  have  borne  this  title;  John,  tlie  last  of  these,  d.  in 
1542.

Elizabeth ,  m.  Hamond  L'Kstrange,  Esq  ,  of  Hunstanton,  Co.  Norfolk ;  her  great- 
grand&on  and  iieir,  Sir  Nichohw  L'Kstrange,  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1629.  He  f». 
Axautt  eldest  daughter  and  at  length  co*neir  of  Sir  Edward  Lewknor,  who  himself 
was  a  co-heir  of  the  Barony  of  Camoys  (see  that  title),  and  by  her  had  issne,  Sir 
Hamond  and  Sir  J^ficholaa,  successive  Baronets.  The  latter  was  lather  of  Sir  Nicholas, 
the  4ih  Baronet,  who  d.  ht  1794,  leaving  iarae,

Philip  Allen,  E.sq.,  who  d.  in  1775  ;  and  3rdlv,  3  June  1777.  to  Anne-Isabella,  only 
danghter  of  the  late  Thomas  Moock,  Eiiq.,ana  sister  of  Charles  Stanley,  1st  Viscount 
Mooek,  wlu)  d.  96  Jnly  1851.  Hia  Loidship  had  by  theee  three  marriages  the 
numerous  issue  described  in  the  Perrarfc  Tufin/w,  anioii<^  whom  are  two  soii^.

Tks  gallant  Admiral,  Sib  EnWABD  Hawkg,  K.H.,  who  was  raised  to  the  Peerage 
in  reward  of  his  naval  services,  waa  son  of  Edward  llawke,  E?*!.,  Harrist«'r-at-Law, 
\fr  Elizabeth,  relict  of  Colonel  KuthveD,  and  daughter  of  Xatlianiel  Bladen,  Esq. 
tius  Lordsliip  was  b.  11  March  1716;  entered  early  into  the  Navy,  and  having

Tbib  Une  of  Wynnei  is  e^  to  be  descended  from  e  cadet  of  Gwydyr.  who,  in  eon* 

secjuence  of  some  family  misunderstiuulini^,  left  Wales  in  the  lOth  century,  and 
settled  in  London.  Sir  William  Segar,  Garter,  in  the  reigns  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
and  King  Jambs  I.,  is  conridered  to  have  testified  to  the  fact  of  this  descent,  by- 
exemplifying  to  Qeorge  Wynne,  of  London,  who,  as  Draper  to  Queen  Elizabrth, 
obtained  a  patent  of  arros  in  1(5411.,  the  armorial  ensigns  of  Wynne  of  (Iwydyr. 
This  Georae,  the  first  of  the  English  branch  of  whom  mention  is  ibund,  d.  in  1610. 
His  son,  Edmund  Wjhm^  Esq.,  «•  Maiy,  M»  of  Sir  Robert  Berkeley,  one  of  the 
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Judges  of  the  King's  Bench,  and  d.  in  1645 ;  leaving  issue  by  her,  Qeorge  Winn, 
Esq.,  who  WW  H^h  Sheriff  of  Lincoln  in  1G57,  and  a  zealous  adherent  to  the 
Boya!  cnuse,  as  proved  by  a  receipt  still  extant  in  this  family,  signed  by  a  deputy 
on  behalf  of  the  exiled  Prince,  ailerwards  King  Chables  II.,  and  dated  the  "  Vth 
day  of  July  in  the  24  years  of  ye  Reigne  of  our  Royal  Father  the  Kin^,"  flNMn 
wlueh  it  appears  that  he  contributed,  with  his  brother  Rowland,  2000  guilders,  a 
•am  perhaps  not  inconsiderable  in  those  days,  and  certainly  not  advanced  without 
Mrkms  psnonal  rnk,  towards  the  support  of  what  might  lunre  hen  oonsidered  a 
hopeless  cause.  He  was  created  a  Baronet  in  lBf>0,  and  (t.  in  1607,  leavin;^,  bosiJcs

Sib  Gbobob  Wimm,  who  was  b.  in  1725,  bred  to  the  Law,  called  to  the  bar  in 
1765,  and  appointed  the  English  Baron  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  in  Scotland  in 
1761 ;  he  succeeded  to  the  estates  of  Mark  Wiim,  Esq.,  of  Little  Warley,  Co. 
Essex,  in  1763,  and  to  those  of  his  maternal  cousin,  Charles  Alhuison,  Esq.,  in  1776 ; 
wan  eraated  a  Baronet  England  in  1776,  and  Lobd  Hbadlst,  Baron  Alhmson 
and  Winn  of  Aghadoe,  Co.  Kerry,  in  1797.  For  his  marriage  and  issue  see  the 
Feerage  Volume;  he  d.  in  1798,  and  was  succeeded  bv  his  eldest  son  Chablrs- 
AuursoK,  2nd  Lobd,  who  dying  without  issue,  9  AprU  1840,  was  followed  by  his 
nephew,  CBAius-AiiLuiBoir,  preaent  and  8rd  Lobd.

Elizabbtu.  Brave  and  accomplished,  but  vebemoat  and  imprudent,  the  short  and 
brilfiaat  career  of  thia  distrnganhed  neUeman,  wilk  its  tm\y  cataatrophu,  in  too 
well  known  to  need  relating  here.  Hie  was  attainted  and  l)eheaded  25  Feb.  1601, 
in  the  34th  year  of  his  n^e,  in  xr^nnt^nmn*  of  bis  raf^b  attempt  to  excite  the  citizens 
of  London  tu  rcbelliuti,  aud  to  the  iucousolable  uiilit;tit>u  of  the  (4'i^''^ii»  ^^li"  ^^.t  a 
short  time  survived  the  &tal  event.  His  only  son,  Robert,  4th  Viscount,  and 
3rd  Earl  of  Essex,  was  restored  in  bbxxl  and  honours  in  1003.  His  unfortumito 
marriage  at  tho  age  of  fourteen,  with  Lady  France  Howard,  eldest  daughter  of 
Tboma.s,  1st  Earl  of  Suffolk,  who,  after  a  series  of  disgracefhl  intrigues,  was 
divorced  from  bim,  and  m.  Robert  Kerr,  Earl  of  Somersi  t,  the  unworthy  favourite 
of  King  James  I.  (see  title  IiOTHIan),  led  to  his  secession  Irom  Court^  and,  except 
two  campaigns  in  the  Pahtinaie,  where  he  commanded  a  regiment  nuaed  hy  him- 
self, he  lived  in  retirement  till  the  breaking  otit  of  the  great  Civil  War.  II  tliea 
accepted  the  command  of  the  rebel  army,  and  lived  only  long  enough  heartily  to 
desire  the  remedy  of  the  evils  lie  had  assisted  to  produce.  The  republicans,  to 
iriiom  noble  birth  and  ariatooEaiacal  privileges  were  highly  unaooeptable^  made  va- 
grateful  returns  for  the  pcrviees  of  the  Earl  of  Essex,  and  no  resij^ed  his  command, 
in  oonseauence  of  the  sell-denying  ordinance,  in  April  KJlo.  He  d.  in  ItUi),  w  hen 
theEarluom  of  Ei»sex  beeame  extincl }  the  l>aronies  of  Ferrers  of  Chart  ley  and 
Bourchier  fell  into  abeyance  between  his  two  sistern,  Lady  Frances,  ^\  ife  of  William

created  Babon  Hill,  ot  Almarcz  aiid  of  ilawkestone,  Co.  Salop,  in  1814 ;  again  in 
1816,  Baron  Hill  of  Almarcz,  and  of  Uawkeatone  and  Hardwick,  Co.  Salop,  with 
remainder,  failing  his  issue  mole,  to  the  issue  male  o£  his  late  elder  brother,  John 
Hill,  Esq.,  of  llawkcstonc,  (leccused ;  and  in  IS  12.  on  rcpigninj:^  tlio  command  of 
the  army,  which  he  luul  held  since  1828,  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  V18COUNT

JPeer  of  Great  Britain, 

Hekry,  Isl  LoBD,  was  younger  brother  of  Stopheu,  1st  Earl  of  Xlchester,  ami  his 
heii-^  male  arc  in  remainder  to  that  title.  Profuse  and  dissipated  in  hi«  vouthj  ailer 
squandering  his  patrimony,  and  spending  some  years  abroad  to  entricnle  Umitlf  from 
his  embarrasements,  Mr.  Fox  returned  to  hi.s  native  country,  took  hit)  .scat  in  Pai-IIa- 
ment,  and  soon  displayed  his  oratorical  abilities  as  the  political  opponent  of  William 
Pitt,  al  ter  wards  the  celebrated  Earl  of  Chatham.  Sometimes  ui  oiiioe,  but  more 
frequently  in  oppo!>itiou,  Mr.  Fox,  however,  laid  the  foundatum  of  wealth  and  great- 
ness for  his  family;  he  m.  2  May  1741,  Lady  Geohoiana-Caholine  Lennox, 
eldest  daughter  of  Charles,  2nd  Duke  of  Kichmond,  who  was  b.  27  March  1723, 
created  in  1762  Baboness  Holland  of  Holland,  Co.  Lincoln,  and  d.  24  July  1774. 
Mr.  Fox  was  himsi  If  cioatod,  in  1763.  Basos  HoxaiAliJ>«of  Foxley*  Co.  Wilti^and 
d.  1  July  1774,  leaving  throe  sons,  viz.,

Maldrcd,  whose  sou  by  her,  Cospatrick,  Eml  of 
Nofthamberland,  retired,  on  the  Normaa  oonauest,  int^  Scotkuul.  He  left  threo 
8ona;  of  wIkmb  Dolphin,  the  eldest,  Lord  cf  Baby>  in  England,  was  •aoMtor  of  A« 
Neviles,  extinct  Earls  of  Westmoreland,  Slc.,  and  now  Earls  of  Aberjfavcnny ;  and 
Cospatrick,  the  youngest,  who,  with  hi*  descendants,  are  styled  Earls,  was  grcat- 
grandlatber  of  Waldave,  Plarl  of  Duubai',  which  titlo  was  boiue  by  his  nude  heirs 
tfll  it  was  forfeited  in  1  by  George,  11th  UnA,  whom  male  deaoendauta  bMuae 
gtiiact  in  the  reign  of  Queeu  Mauy.

8  John  Home,  ot  Wliiterigge,  anoeetor,  in  the  6th  degree  of  direct  pitemal 

descent,  of  Jame?.  :}rd  Earl. 

Alkxakdbb,  2iid  Louu,  eldest  son  of  the  Master  of  Home,  succeeded  Ixis  grand* 
fidiier.  He  was  a  nobleman  of  considerable  political  importinee,  and  had  the  chief 
guidance  of  afTair^  \n  the  reig^n  of  James  IV.,  whoee  oonetant  fafoar  he  etgorped* 
Ue  d.  in  1506.   His  two  eldest  sons  were, 

1  AimvDSB,  8rd  Losp,  who,  with  the  Earl  of  Hantlr,  led  the  van  of  the 
Scotti.'<h  unuy  at  FlodJcn,  dispersed  the  Eiirjlish  force  opposed  to  hira,  and  wa.s  one 
of  the  few  Scottish  nobles  who  escaped  the  carnage  of  that  disastrous  day.  He 
afterwards  joined  the  party  of  the  Queen-mother  and  her  husband,  Angus,  and 
embiaoed  the  English  mterest  in  opposition  to  the  Regent  Albany ;  he  made  his 
peace,  however,  in  March  151G,  and  venturin;^  to  Court  in  tl)e  followin;:^  September, 
upon  the  strength  of  a  treaty  with  the  Kegent,  was  ancsted,  tried,  and  executed 
Ibr  high  treason,  8  Oet.  1616,  leaving  no  male  issue. 

2  Geokoe,  Ith  Lobd,  succeeded  his  brother,  and  obtained  a  re-ntoration  of  his 
honours  and  estates ;  he  (2.

behalf  of  the  King,  to  the  buttle  of  Lanj^side,  and  is  said  to  have  dccid'  (1  t^o 
fortune  of  the  day  by  the  snperiority  of  his  border  spearmen  over  the  letts  practiited 
warrion  to  whom  were  opposed ;  he  was  wounded  b  the  fiwe  and  1^  in  the 
conflict.  His  Lordship  aA,(>rwards  withdrew  his  support  from  the  Regent  Moray, 
and  held  out  the  castle  of  Edinburgh  for  the  Queen  a^'ainst  the  King's  arms ;  but 
was*  coniiKjlled  to  surrender  in  May  1573,  and  vvu^  convicted  of  treason  in  Parliament, 
in  October  following,  but  it  appears  was  not  executed,  for  he  d,  II  Aug.  1573.  He 
was  succeeded  by  hts  only  son,  Alexander,  Gth  Lobd,  who  was  created  in  1605, 
£abl  of  Home,  with  remainder  to  hiii  heirn  male  whatsoever;  his  isMue  male  failed 
in  1638,  on  the  death  of  James,  2nd  Eabl,  his  son,  when  the  titles  devolved  on 

James,  3rd  Eabl,  descended  from  the  above  John  Home,  of  Whitoriggs.  He 
joined  tlie  association  in  favour  of  King  Coables  I.  in  1641,  and  the  engagement  to 
Btteni|it  that  Monaifbh's  rescue  in  1648,  havinff  at  that  time  the  oommiuid  of  the 

I?or\viclvshlre  regiment  of  foot.  He  </.  in  1600,  leaving  three  Hons,  8ucces(<ive  Earl^, 
viz.,  Alexandeb,  4th  Eabl,  who  d.  in  1674;  James,  5th  Eabl,  who  d.  in  l6S7t 
both  without  issue ;  and  Chables,  Gth  Eabl,  who  d.  in  1706,  leaving  three  sons,

2  riic  lion.  James  Home,  of  Aytou,  who  forfeited  his  estate  for  engaging  iu  the 
T  1  llion  of  1715;  he  d.  0  Due.  1704,  having  m.  Janet,  daughter  ofZerubabel 
Haig,  E.sq.,  by  whom,  who  rf.  21  Oct.  1777,  I,  ims  father  of  Marion,  the  2nd  wife  of 
Alexai«drb,  9th  Eabl  of  Home,  and  ot  Jane,  who  m.  Dr.  James  Hunter,  and  d, 
in  May  1837. 

3  The  Hon.  George,  who  d.  20  Sepi  1777,  and  his  widow  in  Oct  1796  j  leaving 

two  daughters,  both  deceased. 
Axxxanosb,  7th  Eabi.,  was  oommitted  jnisoner  to  the  C^sstle  of  E^bnrgh,  on 

suspicion  of  being  concerned  in  the  rebelhon  of  1715,  in  which  his  brother  was 
involved,  and  was  released  only  on  the  expiration  of  the  Act  for  suspending  the 
Habeas  Corpus  Act ;  he  .  in  1720.  Of  his  six  sons,  two  only,  successive  Earls  of 
Home,  survived  the  age  of  in&n^ ;  he  was  succeeded  hy  hu  eldest  surrinng  Mm, 

William,  8th  Kai?l,  who  was  efficiently  active  in  the  servi-'o  of  the  government 
during  the  rebellion  of  1745;  he  d.  williout  issue  in  1761,  and  was  succeed  by 
his  brother, 

Alkxandkb,  9th  Eabl,  a  Clergj'raan  of  the  Church  of  England,  who  was  three 
times  married;  Ist,  to  the  Hon.  Primrose  Elphinstone,  2nd  daughter  of  Charles, 
9th  Lord  Elphinstone,  who  d,  in  childbed,  18  Bsc.  1759»  leaving  issue ;  2ndly,  to 
Marion,  eldest  daught^^r  of  his  unci*",  the  Hon.  James  Home,  who  d.  without  issue, 
30  Oct  1763;  and  3rdly,  10  Feb.  1768,  to  Abigail-Browne,  dangbter  and  heir  of 
John  Bam^,  E«q.,  who  d.  5  Feb.  1814  His  Lordship's  issne  are  described  in  the 
Peerage  Tolumc.  He  d.  B  .Oct.  1786,  and  was  swcceede*!  by  his  only  surviving 
son,  Ai  FXAvnKH,  l^\h  Eart  ,  nj;  %vlio:>ie  decease,  21  Oct.  1811,  liis  honours  desoendsd 
to  his  eldest  sou,  (J 0SfAXiiicjv.-Ai«i:;xA>' deb,  the  present  and  11th  Easl.

MOMd  a  oonsiderable  landed  property  at  the  period  of  the  civil  wars.  Alexander 
Hood,  of  MooterlOD,  Ob.  Donet,  m.  Blkabeth,  daughter  of  tho  B«r.  Mr.  Beach, 
and,  Ix'sidos  a  son,  Arthur,  in  holy  orders,  who  d.  unm.,  had  the  two  sons  followini*', 

1  Alexander,  who,  by  bis  wife  Anne  Way,  wad  father  of  Samuel  Hood,  Esq.,  of 
Kingsbury,  Co.  Donoi}  Iw  in.  Anne,  daughter  of  James  Bern,  of  Wetibur}', 
Co.  Wilta,  by  whom  ho  had  three  sons,  viz., 

1  Arthur,  Lieutenant  of  the  Pomona,  lost  in  a  hurricane  in  the  East  Indies.

Feer  of  Scotland  and  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

John  DE  Hopb  ia  aaid  to  have  corac  into  Scotland  from  FraiK'o,  in  th<^  r.'tinue  oi 
]iagd«ieo,  Queen  of  James  V. ;  he  was  grancUiither  ot  ilcarv,  a  couaidcruble  roer- 
dnal^  wkoM  aldnt  ton,  Thomas,  eontaaned  the  line  in  Soottand,  and  hie  jroancer 
son,  Henry,  was  ancestor  of  the  opulent  family  of  Ho|»e  of  Antardm,  of  whiA 
deaoend  the  Hopes  of  De^eue,  Co.  Soney. 

Thomas,  the  eldeafc  son,  waa  bred  to  the  bar,  and  Knng  to  aea  two  of  hia  eons,  Sir 
John  Hope  of  Crtti«jhall,  and  Sir  Thomas  Hope  of  Kcrso,  on  the  Bench,  while  he 
was  himself  still  an  Advocate,  he  had  the  privily  granted  him  by  the  Court  of 
Session,  of  wearing  his  hat  while  pleading,  it  being  judged  unbecoming  that  a  father 
ihould  a})pcar  unoovered  before  his  cliilaron.  lie  was  create  a  Baronet  in  1C28, 
and  d.  in  1646.  Sir  Jnlm,  his  ekU'st  Hon,  vtbr  ancestor  of  Sir  Archibald  Hope  of 
CSraighall,  the  present  iiaronel,  and  imdoubltiid  chief  of  this  family.

Their  eldest  son,  John,  d.  before  his  father,  and  Fbbdbbick- 
AuGUsrrs,  his  son  and  eventual  heir,  4th  Earl  of  Bristol,  inherited  the  Baronj, 
which  descended,  on  his  death  in  1803,  to  his  great-grandson  and  hm  general, 
Chablbs-Auoustus  Ellis,  the  present  Lobd,  who  is  son  of  Charles  liose  Ellia, 
let  Lord  Seafind,  by  hie  narriage,  as  above,  with  tho  Hon.  EUabetb-GSatherine- 
Caroline  Hervey,  only  daughter  and  heUT  of  Jdm-AngOftui,  Loxd  Hervqr*  ddcat 
son  of  the  4th  Earl  of  Bristol. 

Tb»  XanraJa  of  Briatol  and  hia  femily  are  nert  in  remainder  to  the  Barony  of 
Hofwand  de  Walden,  After  the  issue  of  the  pceeent  Lord  and  of  his  brother. 
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24  Feb.  1774;  and  3rd\y,  17  April  1777,  Anna-Marf^etU,  daughter  of  Amos 
Meredith,  Esq.,  and  widuw  of  Barlow  Trecothick,  Esq.;  she  d.  13  June  1801, 
without  isflue.  The  Vinoount  d.  21  March  1820,  leaving  iusuo  by  his  two  first 
marriages : — see  the  Peerage  Volume.  His  eldest  son,  by  the  Ist  marriage,  the 
Hon.  Penn  Assheton  Curzon,  d.  before  him,  having  m.

Sir  Scrope  How,  Knt.,  eldest  son  of  John  How,  Esq.,  was  created  in  1701, 
Baron  of  Clenawley,  Co.  Fermanagh,  and  Viscount  Howe,  in  the  kingdom  of 
Ireland.  He  d.  in  1712,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  Edmund-Scrope,  2ud 
Viscount,  who  d.  in  173o ;  he  was  father  of 

1  Geobgb-Auoustus,  3rd  Viscount,  who  d.  unm.  0  July  1758. 

2  Richard,  4th  Viscount,  K.G.,  the  gallant  and  successful  Admiral ;  a  series 
of  brilliant  naval  services  were  rewarded,  in  1782,  with  a  Peerage  of  Great  Britain, 
by  the  title  of  Viscount  Howe  of  Langar,  Co.  Nottingham ;  and  he  was  further 
created,  in  1788,  Babon  Howb,  of  Langar,  aforesaid,  and  Earl  Howe,  with  re- 
mainder of  the  liarony,  iailing  his  issue  male,  to  his  daughters  and  heirs  male  of 
their  bodies  respectively.  His  Lordship  m.  10  March  1768,  Mary,  daughter  of  Chi- 
verton  Hartopp,  Esq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  9  Aug.  1800,  he  had  issue  three  daughters  : 
CHABLOTTK-SopniA ;  Mary-Juliana,  d.  unm. ;  Louisa-Catherine,  wj.  1st,  John- 
Denis,  Ist  Mar(^uis  of  Sligo,  and  was  mother  by  him  of  the  2nd  MarquL*!,  whoso 
male  issue  are  in  remainder  to  this  Barony ;  2ndly  Sir  William  Scott,  afterwards 
Lord  Stowell.  The  Earl  </.  5  Aug.  1799,  when  the  Earldom  and  English  Viscounty 
became  extinct,  the  Irish  titles  devolved  on  his  next  brother,  William,  5th  Viscount, 
and  the  English  Barony  on  his  eldest  daughter  Chablotte-Sophia,  the  lato 
Babonbss.

William  Fox,  Esq.,  of  Farley,  Cu.  WUts.  who  d.  in  1752,  by  his  wife  Eluubeth, 
daughter  of  Thomas  PkTey,  Esq.,  of  Pldtfinrd,  Co.  Wilts,  had  two  sons, 

1  John,  who,  having  been  engaged  in  the  Rojal  cause  during  the  grand  rebclliun, 
escaped  from  the  battle  of  Worcester,  and  retired  to  France  till  the  Restoration, 
after  which  he  wa-t  employed  in  the  household  of  King  Chables  II.,  till  his  death 
in  1672.    His  male  issue  failed  about  1699.

This  noble  fknXiy  Is  of  Norman  origin,  and  oane  into  England  with  WiUf  am  the 

Conqueror.  Sir  Nichohus  de  Villiers,  a  rmiowiiud  warrior,  who  was  seated  at 
BrooKeaby,  in  Leicestershire,  followed  King  Ej>wabd  1.  in  the  Crusades,  and  in 
commemontion  of  them  assnmed  the  Cross  of  St.  Oeorgc,  charged  with  Uto 

escallop  shells,  for  his  coat  of  arms,  which  has  been  ever  since  borne  by  Ixia  descen- 
dants. Sixth  in  descent  from  him  was  Sir  John  VilHers  of  Hroolo-sliy,  who,  in  1487, 
\v;u»  distinguished  for  his  valour  at  the  battle  of  Stoke,  against.  Lunibert  Sininel 
and  the  Earl  of  Lincoln,  when  he  <  (»nnnanded  some  forces  raised  by  himself  in  aid 
of  Kin^'  Henby  VII.;  lie  wa-s  Esquire  of  the  body  of  that  King,  and  a  Knight 
of  the  Bath.  His  graud^son,  Sir  Ueorge  Villiers,  who  d.  in  1600,  was  father  of 
five  sons,

of  his  person  and  address,  rose  to  a  height  of  power  i)erhai)s  never  ]X)nsfleied  bj  SIIJ 
other  British  siibject,  and  enjoyed  the  favour  and  confidence  of  two  successive 
sovereigns  to  a  degree  to  which  history  can  probably  present  no  rival  instance.  In 
161G.  he  was  created  Baron  of  Whaddon,  and  Viscount  Villiers ;  in  1617,  Earl  of 
Buckingham,  with  remainder,  failing  his  issue  male,  to  two  of  his  brothers;  Mar- 
quis of  Buckingham  in  1018,  and  Duke  of  Buckingham  and  Earl  of  Coventry  in 
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1633.  In  1618  he  wm  aiipdiitod  Lord  Hi^  Adminl  of  Englmid.   Nothing  eould 

exceed  the  attachment  oxprc^scd  towards  lain  hy  Kin^  Jamfs  I.,  wliloh  the  Duke 
r^aid  with  that  familiarity  and  even  disresipeet,  which  perhaps  was  rather  agreeable 
than  otbenme  to  the  King ;  certain  it  \»,  at  least,  that  it  never  diminished  his 
inflaenoe,  while  to  the  Prince,  afterwards  Charles  I.,  his  conduct  was  respectful  and 
snbmisKire,  a  prm)f  th.it  the  Duke  understood  the  characters  of  both  Monarchs,  and 
knew  how  to  shape  hi:i  conduct  to  suit  their  respective  foibles.  "  He  was  of  a 
noUe  nttan/*  says  the  Earl  of  Clarendon,  **  snd  gencnme  dispoeition ;"  his  per* 
Bonal  coura^  was  fully  disj)layt:*d  in  the  command  of  the  armamont  with  which  lie 
made  a  <^weot  upon  the  isle  of  Khe,  althoujgli  the  expedition  turned  out  unibrtu* 
nately ;  and  npon  the  whole,  though  he  oeitainlT  took  oexe  of  his  own  Ibrtanee,  end 
])r  irnf-ti  I  Ills  relations  to  places  of  profit  and  honour,  it  does  not  ajijx^ur,  notwith- 
standing that  he  was  represented  by  the  ParUtunent  as  the  public  <;riovance  of  the 
nation,  that  any  very  serious  nusdeoMBnoiir  can  he  laid  to  his  charge,  which  is  oer< 
tainly  a  lavourable  circumstance  in  weighing  the  chaiucter  of  an  individual  untt* 
pectedly  exalted  so  far  above  his  original  simcre,  hononrable  as  that  doubtless  was, 
and  exposed  to  such  great  temptations.  JIc  was  assassinated  when  preparing  to 
embark  on  a  new  expedition  to  Rochelle,  in  1G28,  ^ed  thirty-six  years.  He  had 
m.  Lady  Kathennc  Matinci-s.  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Francis,  nth  Earl  of  Rutland, 
whom  she  afterwards  Huax'eded  as  Baroness  de  Ros,  and  by  her  left  a  son  and 
inooessor,  George,  2nd  Duke  of  Buckingham ;  and  she  was  afterwards  delivered  of  a 
second  m  n,  Lord  Fmncis  Villiers,  who,  engaging  w-Ith  the  Earl  of  Holland  in  Ifi  t^t, 
to  raise  some  forces  for  the  rescue  of  King  Charles,  fell,  in  the  20th  year  of  his 
age,  in  a  ekmnidi  with  the  rebels  near  Kingston-upon>Thaaiee,  resting  his  haek 
against  an  elm,  after  his  hoi-se  had  been  killed  under  him,  and  fighting  most 
valiantly  against  a  hopeless  superiority  of  numbera.  His  brc>t)icr  the  Duke,  wh<i 
was  bat  iust  retumca  from  his  travels,  was  also  in  the  fight,  and  behaved  with 
great  galunhy ;  but  finding  all  lost,  had  the  good  fortune  to  escape  to  London, 
whence  he  joined  the  Prince  of  Wales  in  Holland.  He  was  received  with  great 
favour bv  the  Prince,  who  now  soon  became  King,  and  continued  with  him  till  aft«r 
the  hattfe  of  Worcester,  in  which  he  fought  at  the  King's  right  hand  with  exemplary 
valour;  and  having  secuied  his  Majesty's  retreat,  was  himself  taken  prisoner  with 
the  Earls  of  Derby  and  Lauderdale,  and  many  ^utlemen,  but  contrived  to  escape 
while  his  captors  were  employed  in  plundering  hm  nobfoMSOeiateaj  he  again  reached 
T[  11  ml  in  safety,  and  soon  after  rejoined  the  King.  Returning  afterwards  to 
England,  he  m.  the  daughter  and  sole  heiress  of  Thomas,  Lord  ifairlax,  notwith* 
standing  which  aUianoe,  Tie  was  again  taken  np  as  a  malignant,  and  oomuiitted  to 
the  Tower  in  Aug.  1658,  but  released  in  July  1669 ;  and  on  the  4th  of  May  1660 
had  the  whole  of  his  estates  restored  to  him  by  a  resolution  of  both  houses  of  Par- 
liament. On  the  King's  triumphal  entry  into  London  on  the  29th  of  the  same 
month,  he  rode  with  General  Monk  hazaheaded  before  his  Majesty.  From  this 
time  his  credit  at  Court  became  nearly  an  great  as  that  of  his  father  had  been  before 
him;  but  his  talents,  though  more  versatile,  were  not  equal  to  sustaining  the  favour 
he  had  acquired,  and,  gradually  loeing  the  ati'eetions  ut  tl  King,  he  lost  also  tiie 
respect  of  the  people,  and  having  survived  his  Royal  Master  little  nu  re  than  two 
years,  d.  almost  in  poverty  in  a  cottage  in  Yorkshire,  in  1687,  a  striking  example  of 
the  mntahility  of  finrtiine.  He  left  no  issue,  and  all  his  titles  expired  withldm, 
aotcept  that  of  Baron  de  Ros,  which  fell  Into  abeyance.

Having  thus  slightly  touched  upon  the  exlraordinair  fortunes  of  that  branch  of 
the  House  of  Yilliers  so  highly  distinguished  under  the  title  of  Buckingham,  the 
history  of  the  family  must  revert  to  Sir  Ed^v;1rd,  the  2nd  son  of  Sir  Geoi«e  Yilliers, 
and  elder  brother  of  the  1st  Duke  of  Buckingham ;  he  was  not  includea  in  the  re- 
▼errion  of  that  title,  hnt  m.  RirlMra,  eldest  daughter  of  Sir  John  St.* John,  and 
nirre  of  Oliveb  St.  Joitx,  created  ViscouxT  CiK.iNDiso.v  in  Ireland,  with  re- 
mainder to  the  heirs  male  of  this  Barbara.  They  had  four  sons,  of  whom  Willlim, 
JoRH,  and  0IOBOB,  were  euooesnTdy  VisoorvTa  0BAVDi8Oir,  and  the  male  line 
of  the  latter  failed  in  1766,  on  the  death  of  his  grandson  and  succes.sor, 

JoHX,  5th  YiscouNT,  who  had  been  created  Earl  Grandison  in  1721,  which  title 
became  extinct,  and  the  Yisoounty  devolved  on  the  Earl  of  Jersey,  descended  irom

Countif«  of  Desmond,  Kerry,  and  Cork.  He  m.  Thoma»ine,  sister  of  Sir  Nicholas 
Bacon,  and  aunt  of  Francis,  the  great  Lord  Veruluni.  Lord  Chancellor  in  the  reign 
of  QueiMi  Elizabeth,  by  whom  he  was  father  of  Sir  Nicholas  Browne,  of  Totteridge

His  Lordship  derives  the  chief  of  his  nroperty,  and  with  it  his  elevation  to  the 
Peerage,  fioni  hia  daaoent  ftom  iha  aormul  fimdlj  of  Bich,  who  for  several  gene- 
titwna  mtliaUUeof  Eailof  WiniML  19m  gcattneaa  of  thit  family  oviginatad 
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with  Richard  Rich,  who,  as  Solicitor-General  to  King  Henbt  VIII.,  obtained  an 
unenviable  distincti(jn  by  the  duplicilj  of  his  conduct  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
Chancellor  Sir  Thomas  More;  ho  w.v»  afterwards  created  Baron  Rich  of  Leczo,  in 
Xo'i7,  and  became  Lord  Chancellor  in  the  ftame  year ;  lie  d.  in  lo66 ;  and  was 
nieeMded  his  son  Robert,  2nd  Lord  Rich,  who  was  employed  by  Queen 
Elizabeth  in  Franco  and  Trehuul ;  he  d.  in  1581.  His  son  and  Kuccessor,  Robert, 
3rd  Lord  Bicbj  was  created  liUrl  oi'  Warwick  in  1018,  and  d.  the  same  year,  leaving

Pmt  qf  Qrtat  Britain, 

This  is  an  ancient  family  in  Lancashire,  of  which  Jordan  Kenyon  was  Lord  <tf 
Kenyon,  in  the  parish  of  VVinwick,  in  the  time  of  Hexby  III. ;  but  this  property 
was  carried  ont  of  the  family  by  an  heire&s.  The  branch  which  continued  the  male 
line  was  afterwards  resident  at  Park-head  near  Bfaukbum.  till  ito  representative, 
Roger  Kenyon,  Esq.,  settled  at  Peele,  in  consequence  of  his  marriage  with  Alice, 
daughter  and  heir  of  George  Rigby,  Esq.,  of  Peele.  Thomas,  a  younger  son  of  this 
marriage,  removed  into  Flintahire,  early  in  the  last  century,  on  h»  marriage  with 
Katherine,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Luke  Lloyd,  Esq.,  of  Bryn,  Co.  Flint,  and  il 
in  1731,  leaving  a  son  Lktvd,  who  m.  Jane,  daughter  and  oo-heir  of  Robert 
Bddome,  Eeq.,  of  Eagle  Hall,  Go.  Chester,  with  whom  he  obt«bed  the  maosMo 
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and  estate  of  Gredingion,  in  Flintshire;  he  d.  in  1773,  leaving  two  sons,  Llotd, 
the  1st  Lord,  who,  by  hit  nuHrria^  with  his  eousin  Mary,  3fd  daaghin  ^  Qeatge 
Kenyon,  Esq.,  of  Pcolc.  re-united  the  two  pfiaciptl  htiodm  of  tiie  fiunil^i  nd 
Boffer,  who  m&rried  and  left  issue. 

Sin  Llotd  l^nnroir,  the  eldest  eon,  grandfirflier  of  the  presmt  Lord,  h.  5  Oet 
17<^,  was  bred  to  the  Bar,  and  after  passing  with  honour  through  the  subordinate 
legal  offices,  was  appoint'.nl,  in  1788,  Lord  Cliief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  King'a 
Bench.  His  profound  le^l  erudition,  his  inflexible  integrity,  his  spirit  of  firmness 
in  the  administration  of  lustioe,  and,  above  all,  his  unpt  t  cedented  zeal  in  the  cauite 
of  morality  and  virtue,  nave  acquired  for  him  a  character  which  will  always  bo 
considered  as  one  of  the  fiiirest  ornaments  of  the  Knglish  liench ;  he  was  appointed 
Master  of  the  Rolls  and  created  a  Bart,  in  1784;  and  in  1788,  on  his  appointment 
as  Chief  Jtist ice,  was  ci-eated  Lord  Kenyox,  T^nron  of  (5redin;,'ton,  Co.  Flint; 
having  survived  his  eldest  son,  the  lion.  Lloyd  Kenj^on,  whose  death  affected  him 
BO  de^y  that  it  is  supposed  to  ham  aceelerated  his  own ;  he  <l.  4  Afnil  1808, 
having  m.  16  Oct.  177.3,  as  above  stated,  his  cousin  Mary  Kenyon,  who  d.  8  Aug. 
1808.  They  had  three  sons ;  the  Hon.  Lloyd,  the  eldest,  6.  22  May  1775,  d.  unin. 
16  Sept  1800 ;  the  Hon.  Thomas,  3rd  son,  will  be  found,  with  his  marriage  and 
issue,  in  ^  Peerage  Volume ;  the  Snd,  but  eldest  surviving  son,  QlOBOE,  2nd 
Lord,  succeeded  his  iather,  and  waa  amooeeded,  26  Feb.  1866,  by  his  bod,  Llotp« 
present  and  3rd  LoBD.

William  Browne,  Esq.,  a  descendant  of  the  same  family,  settled  in  Ireland  in  tlie 
time  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  His  son  and  heir,  Richard  Browne,  Eifq.,  of  tiie  Neele, 
CSo.  IfM^o,  lost  his  life  in  an  affray  with  the  native  Irish,  in  the  execution  of  his  duty 
as  Hign  Sheriff  of  the  Connty  of  Jlayo,  to  which  ofhee  he  was  the  first  person 
appointed.  He  d.  unm..  and  was  succeeded  by  his  nephew,  Josiah,  whose  son,  John 
Browne,  Esq.,  of  the  Neale,  Co.  Mayo,  was  OW«fced  »  Baronet  of  Nova  Scotia,  in 
1632.  He  wa^  fnthor  of  Sir  Qeoxge,  his  siiooesaor,  end  of  John,  firom  whom  the 
Marquis  of  Sligo  is  descended.

The  4th  in  descent  from  him 
was  John,  Baron  of  Stoke  Courcy,  who,  serving  Kmg  Hsnsy  II.  in  his  Irish  wars, 
conquered  the  province  of  Ulster,  and  was  created  Earl  of  Ulster,  but  having  fallen 
under  the  displeasure  of  King  John,  was  deprived  of  his  Earldom,  and  oonnned  in 
the  Tower  of  Ixindon  for  a  year,  during  which  time  it  wa.s  that  Philip-Augustus, 
Kin^  of  France,  proposed  to  refer  to  the  arbilrutiou  of  single  combat  the  disputea 
anbaiating  between  we  IVenoh  and  Bngliah  Crowns,  and  named  hia  champion ;  to 
meet  whom  King  JoiiN  thought  no  snbioct  of  his  of  sufficient  strength  and  valour 
except  the  impriiioned  Earl  of  Ulster;  he  spumed,  however,  the  proposal,  allying 
the  ugraUtn^  of  tiie  King  for  hia  paat  aamoee ;  hot  waa  at  length  prevailed  on,  for 
the  honotur  of  the  nation,  to  take  up  the  Frenchman's  gauntlet.  So  great,  however, 
was  his  strength,  and  so  sui)erior  his  stature,  that  the  French  Champion,  at  the  last 
charge  of  the  trumpets,  net  spur.s  to  his  horse  and  fled,  leaving  the  victory  to  the 
Eail  of  Ulster.  Km^  Philip,  desirous  of  seeing  some  proof  of  the  Earl's  reputed 
atnogth,  a  helmet  of  excellent  proof  wa.s  laid  on  a  block  of  wood,  which  the  Earl 
cleft  asunder,  and  with  the  same  blow  struck  so  deep  in  the  wood,  that  no  person 
present  hut  himself  could  withdraw  his  sword.  The  King  would  now  have  restored 
his  Kail'lnin,  wliich  was  held  hru'k  I13'  Hu<i;li  de  Lacy,  who  refused  to  surrender  it, 
and  JhLing  John  could  only  accede  to  the  Earl  the  permission  to  repair  to  Ireland  to 
reconquer  it  for  himself;  at  the  same  time  granting  to  him  and  lua  heirs  male  the 
priTilege  of  appearing  covered  in  the  presence  of  the  Kings  of  England,  which  the 
Barons  of  Kingsale  exercise  to  this  day.  Contrary  wind^  prevented  his  aucceedtng

His  descendant,  Sir  William  Keith,  was  created  Earl  Marischal  in  1442,  which 
title  was  forfeited  by  the  attainder  of  George,  lOth  Earl,  in  1715.

Otu'  OtTald  Fitz-Maurico  entered,  a.s  next  heir  male,  uj>on  the 
family  estates,  and  would  probably  luivc  kept  possession,  but  that  the  Lord 
Thohas's  nnne,  knowing  where  to  tintl  him,  set  out,  accompanied  by  her  daughter, 
on  the  journey,  at  that  period  both  difficult  and  tedious ;  she  sailed  from  Dingle, 
landed  on  the  French  coast,  traversed  that  country,  tuid  reached  Milan  in  Raf'et y, 
hot  died  on  her  Journey  homewards.  Loud  TnoHAS,  after  mndi  trouble ao(l  oppo- 
sition, obtained  his  Pcira^'e  and  estate.  lie  did  uot,  however,  linld  it  moie  peace- 
ably than  had  been  usual  with  liis  ancestors.  The  EngUsh  Governor  holding  him 
in  some  snspieion,  intercepted  the  pnmsions  destined  for  his  eastle  6t  Lhmaw,  and 
scarcely  allowed  him  the  means  of  subsisting  his  household,  which  .so  provoked  his 
Lordship,  that  he  rose  in  arms,  and  was  with  some  difficulty  subdued ;  out,  through 
the  interoesmon  <^  the  Earl  of  Ormonde,  obtained  his  pardon;  he  d.  in  151)0. 
Patrick,  17th  Lobd,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  wa^jed  a>ntiniiul  war  against 
the  English,  and  having  pulled  down  his  castle  of  BeauUeu,  lest  it  shouM  (lill  into 
the  hands  of  his  enemies,  d.  in  IGOO,  of  grief  for  the  loss  of  his  castlo  ul  Lixnaw, 
which  was  taken  by  surprise.  Thomas,  18th  Loud,  his  eldest  son,  •UccceiU  J,  and 
continued  in  rebellion  to  tlic  end  of  the  reifrn  of  (^iuen  Elizabeth,  whose  Lieu- 
tenants reduced  Lifitowcli,  his  lastrcuiuiuing  cattle,  took  possesbion  of  all  his  estates. 
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aiid  drove  hiia  out  ut'  Kaiy ;  he  watt  excluded,  with  the  Earl  of  Desmond  and  a 
few  others,  from  every  uct  of  grace  issued  during  the  ret^  of  Elizabeth,  but 
obtiiued  a  full  pardon  from  Kinsr  James,  with  the  rMtontioaof  hit  estate*.  He 
d.  in  1630,  and  was  suuceeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

Patrick,  19th  Lord,  who  d.  in  1661.  William,  his  eldest  wm  and  suooeisort 
20th  Loud,  d.  in  1C97,  leaving;  tlirec  Fon?,  viz..

Anne,  only  dangbter  of  the  cele- 
biatod  philosopher  and  mechanician,  Sir  William  Petty,  JT  IV  Ri-«  <  .  taiy  for  Irilaml 
to  Oliver  Cromwell,  who,  in  that  capacity,  hkkU'  a  inimito  .survey  i  all  the  I'uileiled 
aadorown  lands  of  Ireland,  and  acquired'  a  large  iurtuno  by  the  p  r-  .  nt^a^c  allowed 
upon  the  sun-ey ;  she  was  sister  nml  lieir  of  Henry  Petty,  created  Earl  of  Shel- 
burne  in  1719,  on  whose  death,  without  surviving  issue,  in  1751,  the  title  became 
eaetinct.  The  Eabl  of  Ebbst  had  by  her,  besides  otiher  isene,  two  sons, 

1  William,  2nd  Eart,,  father  of  FnANCis-TnoMAS,  3id  Eart.,  who  succeeded 
him  in  1747,  and  on  whose  deaths  without  Issue,  4  July  1618,  his  titles  devolved  on 
his  ooiuin,  the  present  Maninis.

William,  2nd  Earl  of  Shelburne,  is  well  known  in  the  politics  of  the  early  part 
of  the  reign  of  Geoboe  III.,  liavinj^  f«)r  a  short  titne  guided  the  helm  of  the  State ; 
he  was  displaoed  by  the  coalition  ot  North  and  Fox,  and  never  afterwards  held  any 
diare  in  the  admmiatratioD.  Havin<<  m.  Lady  Sophia  Carteret,  6th  daughter  of 
John,  2nd  Earl  Granville,  sou  of  tlcorge,  1st  I^ord  Carteret,  by  Lady  Gnioe  Gran- 
ville, created  Countess  of  Granville,  aunt  and  co-heir  of  William-Henry,  3rd  Earl  of

Peer  of  Mngland  ami  of  Scotland. 

Hi8  Grace  derives  hia  descent  from  Sir  Edward  Osborne,  eldest  son  of  Bichard 
Oibome,  by  Jane,  daughter  of  John  Bronghton,  Escj.,  of  Broughton.  He  was 
apprenticed  in  his  youth  to  Sir  William  Hewit,  one  ot  the  most  considerable  mer- 
chanta  in  London,  whose  only  ehild,  Anne,  he  had  tho  good  fortune  to  save  from 
death  in  her  infancy.  The  nursemaid  playing  with  the  child  at  an  open  window  of  hin 
house  on  London  Jhid^'c,  accidentally  dropped  it  from  her  ann.n  into  the  Thames; 
young  Osborne  leaped  instantly  into  the  river,  and  brought  the  infant  .safe  to  land. 
She  grew  up,  and  was  given,  with  a  large  esUito,  in  mairiage  to  her  preserver.  Ho 
was  Knighted  in  1582,  when  Lord  lixjor  of  London,  and  d,  in  loUl.  Sir  Hewit 
Osborne,  his  son,  d.  in  1611,  leaving  a  son,  Sir  Kdward,  created  a  Baronet  in  1G20; 
lie  was  Vice-President  of  the  Coniicil  in  the  North  to  CHiJiLES  I.,  under  tho  £u-l  of 
Stafford,  and  on  the  breaking  oat  of  the  great  nbellioii,  wa«  appointed  Lieiitenaiit* 
General  of  the  King's  forees  there. 

Sib  Thoilas,  hia  son  and  successor,  a  zealous  loyalist,  co-operating  in  the  restora- 
tioo,  lUkd  amnd  officea  of  tniat  in  the  admfniatration  under  CSABiiBa  IT.,  till  he 
rose,  in  1673,  to  the  post  of  Lord  High  Treasurer.  lie  was  created  in  the  same 
year  Baron  Osborne  of  Kiveton,  Co.  York,  and  Viscount  Latimer  ot  Danby,  being 
deaoended,  thvongh  hta  mother,  a  danghter  of  Thomas  Walmsley,  Esq.,  from  the 
Neviles,  formerly  Barons  Latimer.  In  1671  he  was  further  created  Earl  of  Danby, 
Co.  York;  and,  in  1675,  made  a  Peer  of  Scotland,  by  the  title  of  Viscount  Dum- 
blane.  He  was  accused  of  treating  with  France  for  a  ix'nsion  for  the  King,  and 
baaaoie  highly  onpopiriar}  was  impeached  of  high  treason,  and,  notwithstanding  the 
precaution  or  procuring  a  pardon  under  the  (Jroat  Seal,  a  bill  of  attainder  was 
brcmght  in  by  the  Commons,  and  the  Earl  of  Danby  was  committed  to  the  Tower, 
where  he  remained  for  five  ymrs,  when  he  was  admitted  to  baiL  He  afterwards 
took  an  active  part  in  brin£,'in;;  about  the  Revolution,  and  was  in  gri'^it  credit  with 
King  William  and  Queen  Mast,  by  whom  he  was  created  Mart^uia  of  CanuarUien 
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in  1689,  and  advanced  in  1694  to  the  digni^  of  Dukb  of  Leeds— having  thaa»  in 
his  own  penon,  from  a  simple  Buronet,  pawed  through  all  the  gniditiool  of  the 
Peerage  to  it«  summit.

The  earlieat  aneertor  on  teoord  of  the  ftmilj  of  Coke  is  William  Coke,  who,  in 
1206,  was  of  Doddingloa»  Co.  Norfolk.  ^  Prom  him  descended  Robert  Coke,  Esq., 
of  Mileham,  Co.  Norfolk,  who,  by  Winifred  his  wife,  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
William  Kni^htley,  of  Morgrave-Knightley,  Co.  Norfolk,  was  father  of  the  justly 
celebrated  Chief  Justioe  Sur  Edward  Coke,  on  whom  Camden,  in  hia  "  Britannia, 
has  left  thf!  following  panegyric : — "  At  Godwicke  is  a  small  seat,  made  great  by  the 
ornament  it  received  from  the  famous  Sir  Edward  Coke,  Knt.,  aperiKiii  of  admirable 
parte }  than  whom,  aa  no  one  ever  applied  himself  closer  to  the  study  of  the  common 
law,  80  never  did  any  one  understand  it  better.    Of  which  he  fully  convinced 
England,  by  his  excellent  administration  for  many  years  together,  whilst  Attorney- 
Genenlf  and  by  eneating  the  office  of  Lord  Chief  Jostice  of  the  OfwiwiiOB  Pkea 
widlflie  greatest  wisdom  and  prudence.    Nor  did  he  give  less  proof  of  hia  abilities 
in  hie  eommeutaiies  unon  our  laws,  whereby  he  has  nighly  obliged  both  hia  own 
age  end  posteri^.''  mrldward  wBsbometMilflheniitt  1540;  he  waebredtothe 
bar,  and  m  1592  was  appointed  Solicitor-General  to  Queen  Elizabeth  ;  Attorney- 
General  in  1593 ;  he  was  knighted  by  Kiog  JAiixa  I.  in  1603,  apoointed  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  1606,  and  Lord  Chief  Justioe  of  the 
Kinc^H  Bench,  1613,  when  he  wan  also  sworn  of  the  Privy  Council.

The  numerous  families  bearing  tho  name  of  Leii^h,  wlio  are  seated  ohieilv  in  the 
counties  of  Lancaster  and  Chester,  generally  descend  from  A^es,  the  daughter  and 
heir  of  Richard  de  Leigh,  great-grandson  of  Hamm,  Lord  of  High  Leigh,  in 
Cheshire,  where  his  family  had  been  seated  before  the  Conquest.  Tin-  said  Agnes 
d.  in  the  reign  of  Edwabd  I.,  leaving  her  inheritance  amongst  her  children  by  her 
three  husbands,  Bichard  de  Lyme,  William  YenaUes,  and  Ralph  de  Hawarden. 
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Tbomaii  Imt  son  by  the  Ist  marriage,  w  ho  took  the  Auraame  of  Leigh,  and  Ralpht 
her  son  Djr  the  3rd  Ina^riaf^^  (liviiK>U  Iwtween  them  the  nedicty  of  High  Leigh. 

By  her  second  husband,  William  W  nabh's  of  Hradwell,  2rul  son  of  Sir  Willi.im 
Venables  of  Kinderton,  whoae  ancestors  came  into  £nglaQd  with  Wiujam  the 
Conqueror.  th»  had  •  aoo,  Jolm,  who  Mniwd  the  Btmtof  Leigh  i  6th  in  duBint

WAiffn  Vm>Oms  ww  OtsteUini  of  Wnlsor  in  Iho  idin  of  Wiusam  tiio 
OoooMror,  hot  geoeohigists  axe  disagreed  as  to  hia  pedigrae,  whioh  soae  deduoo 
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from  Otho,  a  noble  from  Ilaly,  who  came  iutu  ^QgLand  with  that  King,  and  others 
from  Othoere*  a  powerful  Lord  in  the  reign  of  iJfved,  whose  nnoetttor  was  of  Nor- 
wpf^an  orif^ln.  This  Walter  Fit  z  <  >tlior  was,  however,  ancestor,  by  his  sons  William 
and  Gerald,  of  the  families  ot  W  indoor,  now  represented  in  the  female  line  bjr  the 
Earl  of  Flymontii  $  and  of  Fits-Gerald. 

Gerald  was  father  of  Maurice,  from  whom  the  Piike  deioeildl«  and  of  WiIIiaill» 
anoettor  of  the  Marquij  of  Lanadowne. 

This  Mavrico  ntB-Gerald»  the  fideat  aon»  wat  one  of  tiio  adTentorcn  who,  in 
1169,  undertook  the  conquest  of  Ireland  under  the  guidance  of  Richard  Strongbow, 
Earl  of  Pembroke.  He  obtained  large  grants  oi  lands,  among  which  was  the 
Sarony  of  Oflaley,  ibr  his  good  ser\'icc«,  and  assumed  the  title  of  Lord  Ofialey ;  lie 
(f.  IB  1177.  Hb  eMeat  eon,  Qxbald,  was  created  Basoir  of  Offalkt  in  1905,  and 
dying  in  the  same  vonr,  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Maurice,  2nd  Lokd.  He  was 
Lord  Justice  of  Ireland,  and  on  the  defection  of  liicliard  Marshal,  Karl  of  Pern- 
broke,  from  the  cause  of  King  John,  he  waged  battle  with  him,  in  which  the  Earl 
was  defeated  and  slain.  The  Lord  OfTaley  also  obtained  several  victorle'?  over  the 
Irish  Prinoe«.  Ho  d.  in  1257,  wd  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  Thouas,  'itd 
IiO>i>,  who  d.  in  1260,  and  was  auoeeeded  hy  his  eldest  son  John,  4th  Lobd,  who 
\va.<!  killed  in  1*2^1,  with  his  brother  Maurice,  and  Maueice  his  eldest  son,  in  a 
battl  '  Calian  in  Desmond,  against  Maccarthv  More.  His  said  eldest  son,  Maurice^ 
lea  a  fion  then  nine  months  old,  Thomas,  6tK  LoiD.  The  4th  Lord  had  eereral 
other  t<nis,  of  whom  Gilbert,  his  2nd  son,  was  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  CSars. 
Thomas,  wL  L^^Ttn,  d.  in  1296,  leaving  two  sons, 

1  John,  7th  Lobd,  }n»  successor. 

2  Maurioe,  created  Earl  of  Desmond.  This  Maurice  possessed  oonriderable  powor 

and  influence,  and  refusing  to  obey  a  stlininons  to  Parliament,  he,  once  of  hh  own 
aathoiitr,  and  again  in  ooiuunction  with  the  Karl  of  Kildare,  aommoned  a  Parliament  ^ 
in  opposition  to  that  eidled  by  the  Lord  Jnstioe  in  Dublin ;  ho  showed,  howerer, 

he  had  received  injury  from  the  Lord  Justice,  and  had  influence  sufficient  to  procure 
his  removal.  Ue  levied  ooigne,  livenr,  and  blaok-rents,  alter  the  Irish  fiuhioo,  and, 
makmfir  *  distinetion  between  El^HiMB  of  blood  and  EngUsh  of  birth,  ahnost  sepa- 
rated himself  from  the  English  government.  In  tliis  proceeding  he  was  much  out- 
done by  hb  posterity,  who,  flourishing  through  six  generations  and  sixteen  sue- 
cessions,  continually  increased  their  power  and  greatness  by  enoroaehroents  upon  the 
rights  of  c^oveniment,  till  at  length  they  acquired  and  retained  the  >f  i  an  i;.-  puvileg^, 
that  the  Karls  of  Desmond  >^linuld  never  conip  to  rxny  Parliament  or  Grand  Council, 
nor  within  any  walled  town,  bat  ut  their  ow.i  will  and  pleasure.  Waging  Irequent 
war  against  the  State,  they  were  sometin  iccessful  and  sometimea  overpowered ; 
one  of  them,  Thomas,  8th  Earl,  was  beheaded  in  1167,  but  his  estates  ana  honours 
were  restored  to  his  son  James,  9th  Earl.  Gerald,  16th  Earl,  one  of  the  greatest 
snlgeets  in  Europe,  was  attainted  in  1582,  and  forfeited  his  prodigious  estate,  which 
commanded  nearly  four  counties,  his  lands,  whereupon  were  several  stron<j  castles, 
extending  110  miles  in  lenj^.  His  son  James,  17th  Earl,  was  restored  in  blood 
and  bononrs,  but  4f.  wtss.  m  1001,  and  with  him  «aded  the  acknowledged  Kne  of 
the  Earls  of  Desmond.  The  father  of  the  16th  Earl  had,  however,  hy  a  former 
marriage,  a  son  Thomas,  older  than  Gerald,  his  succet^or ;  this  Thomas  he  dis- 
inherited, and  his  son  James,  on  the  death  of  the  17th  Earl,  assumed  the  title,  bat 
d.  in  the  Tower,  without  issue,  in  1608 ;  his  brother  John  was  afterwards  called 
Earl  of  Desmond,  and  left  an  only  son  Gerald,  called  also  Earl  of  Desmond,  an 
officer  m  the  Imperial  ai-my,  who  a.  in  Germany  in  1632,  without  issue,  aud  was 
the  last  who  bore  this  title. 

Jorrx,  7th  Lord  Ottalev,  ohlcr  brother  of  the  1st  Earl  of  Desmond,  having  a 
Dersonal  quarrel  with  William  Vesey,  Lord  ot  Kildare,  Lord  Justice  of  Irehmd,  laid 
his  complaints  before  King  Edward  I.,  and  challenged  Vesey  to  single  oombttt. 
The  latter,  not  approving  tnis  mode  of  settling  the  fniestion,  took  refujje  in  France, 
when  the  Xing  save  iudgment  in  favour  of  the  Lord  Oflaley,  and  gianted  to  him 
the  Lordship  of  Kildare  and  divers  other  hmds  thus  forfeited  by  Vesey ;  in  May 
1316  he  was  created  Eael  of  Kildare,  and  d.  in  September  the  sai  jo  y*  ir.  lie 
was  siicoeeded  by  his  son,  Thomas*  2od  Eabi^  who  a.  in  1328,  leaving  two  sons. 
BicsASD,  8rd  Easl,  the  eldest,  sneceeded  hb  fiUier,  ai^  d,  at  twdve  years  of  age, 
in  1329,  leaving  the  title  to  his  only  surviving  brother  Mavbice,  4th  Eabl,  Lord 
Justice  of  Ireland.  That  nobleman  d.  in  1390,  and  was  sneceeded  by  his  son 
Qbrald,  5th  Eajbl,  to  whom,  in  1410,  succeeded  his  son  Juuv,  6th  Kakl;  he  c/^ 
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in  1427,  and  woh  succeeded  by  his  tton  Thomas,  7th  Euti,,  Lord  i)eptiiy  of  Ic^kod, 
who  d.  in  1478,  when  his  son  Qbbaid,  8t1t  BABfc,  Boeoseded. 

The  liv^^>^  of  all  these  nobler  were  pt^scd  in  continual  war*,  s'tuRtirae*  witii  the 
Irish  Chictlains,  and  sometimes  with  the  English  Government,  witli  various  surccss, 
of  course,  but,  upon  thcwhole.witli  progressively  increasing  power,  till  this  Gebalu, 
8th  Eabl,  became  so  formidable  thut  the  Kin^  of  England  considered  that  tho 
safest  mean.'*  of  rotainiufj  him  and  the  whole  of  the  ir  Iri.^h  conque!«ts  in  subjection 
would  be  to  delef;ut«  their  authority  to  him.    He  was  accordingly,  at  several  times, 
for  thirty-three  yeai-s,  chief  govenioc  o|  Ireland,  and  once,  in  that  cai>acity,  levied 
actual  war  arrainst  Kiiit^  llE>riY  VII.,  in  aiil  of  tlic  lm|wstor  Lainbtrt'Siinnol. 
professing  to  be  the  Karl  of  Warwick,  son  of  George,  Duke  of  Clarence,  brotlier  of 
King  Edwakd  IV.,  whom  Henrjr  reUdned,  nt  thw  time,  a  doM  piriaotier  hi  the 
Tower.    The  Earl  of  Kildare,  Lora  Deputy,  aasistod  at  tlie  roronation  of  (lii.^  yonth 
by  the  name  of  King  Edward  VI.,  which  was  performed  with  great  solemnity,  in 
1487,  W  the  Arehbwhop  of  Dnblin,  in  Chrut  Cbtudi,  Dublin,  in  presence  of  many 
Anglo-Irish  nobles,  who  entertained  a  particular  regard  for  the  Prince  thus  repre- 
amted,  from  his  having  been  bom  amongst  them  when  his  father  was  deputy  of 
Iidand.    The  whole  island  followed  the  example  of  the  capitul,  and  not  a  sword  was 
niwd  on  behalf  irf  Hhwy's  crown;  but  when,  emboldened  by  thU  snecess,  they 
ventured  on  au  inva-^ion  of  En^'land,  a.s>istt'<l  by  two  thousand  Germans,  fn(  !iis)n"<l 
by  the  I>nchess  of  Burgundy  aud  .'iomo  English  uiuloontents,  the  army  thus  raised, 
and  commanded  by  the  E:u*l  of  Lincoln,  experienoed  %  total  defeat  at  Stoke,  in 
Nottin<(hamshiri'  ;  Laniln'rt  Siinnrl  wa.s  taken  ])risoner,  and  the  Earl  of  Lincoln, 
^rether  with  Thomas  Fitz-Gerald,  Uhancellur  of  Ireland,  brother  of  tho  Eari  of 
Kudaie,  was  killed.   Sir  Richard  Edgocumbe,  comptroller  of  the  King's  hoosehold, 
was  now  .^ent  into  Trelaiul  to  receive  anew  tho  oaths  of  alle^'ianee  and  fidelity  ;  a 
general  amnesty  was  granted;  the  Earl  of  Kildare  made  bis  submission ;  with  many 
oUmt  of  ihe  ohief  nobles  he  was  required  to  attend  the  King,  who,  after  laying 
Wfure  them  all  the  particnlars  of  the  imposture,  a.s  confessed  by  Siiunel,  and  re- 
proachinz  them  that  they  would  at  last  crown  apes,  dismissed  them  all  with  aasu- 
nnees  of  his  favour  upon  their  future  good  behaviour,  and  continued  the  Earl  of 
Kildare  as  hu  Deputy.    It  was  not  lon^,  however,  before  cause  of  fresh  snspicion 
arose  on  ♦he  appearance  of  Perkin  Warbeok,  eountcrfeitin^  Uichard,  Duke  of  York, 
and  the  Eiu-i,  as  a  known  adherent  of  the  House  of  York,  was  removed  from  his 
bighofioe.   He  now  fell  into  ^me  very  irre^lar  proceedings;  was  attainted  of 
hif;^h  trenson,  and  Win  motto,  "  Croin  a  Boo,"  with  others  of  a  similar  nature,  used 
by  some  powerful  families,  were  suppressed  by  law.    lie  was  agaiu  summoued  to 
England  to  answw  for  the  various  misdemeanours  he  was  alleged  to  have  com- 
mitted.   When  aceusjd  before  the  King  and  Council,  of  burmn^  the  church  of 
Cashel,  and  expected  to  defend  himeelf  against  the  charge,  he  not  only  confessed 
the  fart,  bat  averred  that  he  shoold  never  nave  burnt  the  cnnroh  had  he  not  believed 
the  Archbishop  \vii»  in  it.    While  tlie  Council  was  astonished  at  the  boldness  of  this 
declaration,  the  King  professed  himself  convinced  that  a  man  of  so  open  a  character 
conld  not  be  guilty  of  the  oonspiraeies  diai^^  against  him ;  hot  the  Rshop  of 
Meath,  his  chief  accuser,  continumg  to  urge  against  him  sundry  important  matters, 
the  Earl  waived  the  inquiry  by  asserting  that  he  was  not  sufficiently  learned  to 
answer.    The  King  thereupon  retniired  him  t«»  ehoo.-^e  a  counsellor,  to  which  he 
consented,  provided  he  was  allowed  to  command  the  services  of  the  good  fellow  he 
should  name;  tho  King  assured  him  that  he  should,  addin;?,  it  behoved  him  to 
choose  very  good  counsel,  for  he  doubted  his  cause  was  very  bod.    "I  will  choose," 
»aid  the  Earl,  "  the  best  counsel  in  England,"  and  named  the  King  himself,  who, 
pleased  with  the  freedom,  undertook  the  cause.    The  Bishop  still  pcr.-^everln^  in  his 
complointa,  concluded  with  the  observation,  "  You  see  what  a  man  he  is,  all  Ireland 
cannot  rule  him."  '"Then,"  replied  the  King,  "  it  ismert  thathe  mb  all  Ireland  :** 
and  so  tenninated  this  curious  investig^ation.    The  Earl  was  fsent  baclv  to  Ireland, 
restored  to  his  honours,  estate,  and  vicer^al  oommand>  and  thenoefiirtb  conducted 
Inmself  as  a  loval  snlgect,  expending  his  lestleMnees  upon  the  Irish  in  hostility  to 
the  English  pale,  over  whom  he  ^'ained  several  important  victories,  his  very  name 
being  described  as  more  terrible  to  the  Irish  than  an  army.    In  the  year  lllX),  he 
received,  as  a  present  of  great  rarity  and  value,  from  Germany,  six  hand-guns  or 
Utiskets,  with  which  his  guard  were  armed  when  they  stood  sentinels  before  his 
residence  of  Thomas-Court.    He  wx«<  continued  by  Kin,,'  IfKNUv  VIII   it?  his 
office  of  Deputy,  and  d.  in  1513,  from  the  effect  oi  a  wound  he  had  received  in 
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h&iiU  soaio  tiuio  boforo,  aguiiist  tho  0  iiJorci«  ol  Leix.  in  iii^^  uiore  advancedjflarg, 
repenting  of  \m  former  outragM  agamst  feligion,  he  Tebailt  the  dmnh  of  €m1mI» 

which  he  had  fonr.eiiy  burnt. 

He  was  succeeded  by  hk  w)n  Gkbau),  9Ui  Eabl,  who  was  appointed  Deputy  of 
Treland  in  his  fath«r^s  nKiin,  and  was  eminenllj  eaooeeafiil  in  reducing  the  Irish  to 
subjection  ;  bciii;;,  however,  vehemently  opposed  by  the  jealousy  of  the  Anglo-Irish 
nobilitjr,  he  was  superseded*  io  1619|  by  the  appoinimeufc  of  Thomas  Howard,  Karl 
of  SiirraT,  to  be  Lord  LievtoDant  of  Ireumd.  A  great  feud  breakiDg  oat  between  hiia 
and  the  Butlers,  with  the  Earl  of  Ormond  at  their  head,  his  Lordship,  who  had  bwn 
reinstated  in  his  office  of  Deputy  in  1524,  wa'^  Miminoned  to  England  in  1526,  and 
committed  to  the  Tower  till  he  sliould  clear  himself  of  the  otfencea  imputed  to  hiA 
by  Ormond  ;  CardimJ  Wolsey  being  opposed  to  him,  it  was  not  till  1630  that  he 
obtained  his  relent  nnd  ret  urned  to  Ireland.  Here  hecontinuwl  bin  hostilities  against 
the  Irish  chicis  and  the  jiutlers,  and  was  again  appointed  Luid  JJtputy  in  1532; 
bat  hb  prooeedings  tending  rather  to  embroil  the  ctiuntr^'  than  to  its  good  govern- 
ment, ho  was  a;:r<'^in  rcquircl  to  repair  to  Kaj^hnul,  with  porniission  to  name  a 
Depiity  in  his  absence.  He  appointed  his  son,  Thomas,  Lord  Otlaley,  to  this  impor- 
tant offiee,  end  departed,  fnnnshinif  all  bia  castlea  with  artillery  and  munition  of 
Av  ir  lit  of  the  King's  stores.  This  act  beinj]^  construed  as  an  intention  of  levying 
war  against  the  King,  and  his  aflairs  in  Enghmd  wearing  an  unfavourable  appear- 
nnee,  a  report  wat  spread  in  Ireland  thidi  flie  Barl  was  beheaded,  and  that  the 
same  fate  was  intended  for  his  sou  and  brothers ;  the  Lord  Offaley,  rcsit,'nlniu:  his 
government,  cnt.  red  into  open  rebellion,  laid  siege  to  Dublin,  engaged  and  deteatcd 
several  dtitachmcnts  sent  to  its  aid,  and  maintained  a  fierce  war  for  several  months, 
but  was  at  length  totally  defeated  near  Nmmi,  made  prison*  v,  and  with  his  five 
uncles  sent  to  England,  where  all  six  were  execxittnl  at  Tybarn,  2  Feb.  1536. 
The  Earl,  his  father,  d.  before  him  in  the  Tower,  in  Dec.  1534,  oppressed  with 
grief  at  the  tidings  of  his  inconsiderate  rebellion,  and,  with  his  son  and  brothen» 
was  attainted  of  high  troaaon,  by  Aet  of  ParliaiiMiit»  in  Mi^  1680.  Ha  left  thiit 
sons,  viz.,

Geeald,  11th  Eaul,  being  but  lOvears  of  nge  at  thu  time  of  his  father's  death, 
was  preserved  from  the  enmity  of  Kmg  Hinrt  VIII.,  by  the  care  of  his  female 
relatives  and  of  his  tutor,  Thomas  Lcrerona,  J  i-  fu!!)  r'«  foster-brother;  but  etrict 
search  being  made  for  him  in  Irt  Uind,  he  wns  conveyed  to  the  Coniiuent,  and  wan- 
dered trom  Court  to  Gkmrt,  ivquixitions  from  England  for  his  sanreoder  still  follow- 
ing him  ererywhero,  till  at  length  Cu^inal  Reginald  Pole,  a  near  relation  of  his 
mother  (tho  Ladv  EUzabcth  Urey,  daughter  of  Thomas,  Marquis  of  I^MrseU,  sent 
Ifar  him  hito  Itahf,  and  took  ehaiga  of  the  completion  of  hit  ednoation.  After  tho 
denth  of  Hexby  VIII.  he  retttrncd  to  Ent,dand,  obtained  from  Edt^  at^d  VI.  a 

Santot  part  of  his  estates}  and  ou  his  benefactor  C^iual  Pole's  restoration  to 
e  eountiy  by  Queen  IfiBT't  accession,  was  reinstated  in  all  his  honours^d 
estates.  I  a  tho  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  tlio  act  of  attainder  against  his  fattier, 
brother,  and  uncles  was  repealed.  He  proved  a  faitliful  servant  of  the  Crown,  and 
was  extiremel^  active  in  snjipi  eiising  its  Iri.sh  oppoueuUi.  Ho  iu  1585,  having  had 
three  sons*,  vix.,

HiB  Lordship**  family  ia  originally  from  France,  where  Albert  Clement*,  one  oT  his 

ancestors,  is  Haid  to  have  been  a  Marshal  in  1183.  His  desceiKlanU  were  aettled  in 
the  oounty  of  Cavau  iu  Ireland,  at  the  period  of  Cromwell's  usurpation. 

Boboi  Clements  was  attainted  by  the  Irish  Parliament  convoked  by  King  JavM 
II.  in  1689,  but  was  restored  to  his  estatct*  in  Cavan  on  the  establishment  of  the 
goTemmrnt  of  King  William,  and  appointed  Deputy  Vire-Trensurcr  of  Ireland. 
He  m.  Mary,  eldest  duu;^'hter  of  Tlicopliilus  Saiidford,  Esq.,  uii  ancestor  of  the 
Lords  Moimt-Sandl'uid,  hy  wliom  he  had  threo  sonH,

LEVEN  AA^D  MELVILLE,  EARL  OP.  (Lb8LII-Mm.viu.b.) 

Peer  ^  Scotland, 

Galvbid  de  Maleville,  who  fuunded  the  church  of  Melville  in  the  reign  of  Malcolm 
IV.,  is  the  first  of  this  family  on  record,  but  whether  of  Aug]o-Norman»  or  aa  it  ie 
said  by  some,  of  Hungarian  origin,  is  not  ascertained. 

Sir  John  Melville  of  Raith,  14th  from  him,  was  one  of  the  first  who  embraced 
the  reformed  religion.  Afe  the  time  of  the  war  between  King  UuiBX  VIII.  and  the 
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Scottish  govemnicut,  in  the  minority  oi'  Queen  Mabt,  all  correaiwndenoe  being  lur- 
iMdden  ttrtween  ih«  two  kingdomt^  ft  latter  firom  ibis  Sir  John  ICelnHe  to  his  wm, 

wlio  was  in  Enfrluiul  for  his  education,  was  intercept  oil,  and  the  Catholic  party  then 
in  power  had  him  taken  up,  and,  upon  this  trifling  incident,  teied  and  executed  lor 
higu  treason  in  1549.    He  lefl  several  sons,  of  whom  the  three  eldest  were, 

1  John  Melville  of  Raith,  his  sucoeasor,  grandiather  of  JoBK,  Srd  LoBD,  who 
WR9  ancestor  of  all  the  Earls  of  Mtl villi'. 

2  Sir  Robert  Melville  of  Murdocaniy,  a  Pn\y  Councillor  to  King  James  VI. ; 
he  Wfta  appointed  Ambassador  to  Ensrland  in  1562,  and  again  in  1587,  to  endeavotir 
to  prevent  the  cxecntion  of  Queen  Mart.  He  dischari^ed  that  eommii^sion  with 
such  fidelity  and  zeal,  that  Queen  EuxiBBTIZ,  highly  ottended,  tiireotened  his  life, 
and  would  have  imprisoned  him,  bat  that  his  colleague,  the  Master  of  Gray,  had 
sufficient  influonce  witli  lur  to  prevent  this  violation  of  the  international  law.  He 
was  created,  in  1610,  Babon  Mkltillb  of  Monymail,  with  remainder,  failing  his 
iame  male,  to  the  heirs  male  of  John,  his  elder  hrotiter.  He  d,  in  1021,  leaving  one 
ion,  RoBEUT,  2nil  TjOBD,  who  d.  without  issue  in  IC^V^. 

3  Sir  Jaines  Melville  of  Hailhill,  Co.  Fife,  the  well-known  ambassador  from 
Habt  to  ELIZ.VBBT1I,  a  Privy  Councillor  to  James  VI.  Ho  d.  in  1617,  leaving 
male  issue. 

JoTiv,  3rd  Loud,  son  of  John  Melville  of  Raitli,  and  grandson  of  John,  elder 
Lrotlu  r  of  the  l&t  Lord,  succeeded,  on  the  extinction  of  the  lualu  issue  of  the  Ist 
Lord,  according  to  the  provisiona  of  the  patent ;  he  d.  in  1643,  and  was  aveeeaded 
by  his  son  Gbobgb,  4th  Lobd.  Firmly  attached  to  the  Presbyterian  worship,  and 
w^uy  with  the  onpression  to  which  that  profession  was  subjected  during  the  reisn 
of  Chables  IL,  ne  waa  in  London,  holdmg  some  ohmdestine  interaoorae  with  the 
Duke  of  Monmouth,  wlien  tlie  detection  of  the  Ryehouse  Plot  warned  him  to  make 
a  timely  escape  into  Holland ;  thence  he  accompanied  the  Duke  of  Monmouth  on 
his  firtal  expedition  into  England  in  1685,  and  had  again  the  good  fhrtana  to  eacape 
on  the  discomfiture  of  that  enterprise.  He  returned  to  England  with  Kinff  William  : 
his  forfeiture  was  rescinded,  and  his  estates  restored;  he  was  created  in  1690,  Eabl 
of  Mxltillb,  Viscount  of  Kiroaldy,  Lord  Raith,  Monymail,  and  Balwearie ;  and  he 
continued  high  in  favour  and  office  to  the  end  of  that  Monarch's  life,  when  he  finally 
retired  from  public  bu!9iness.  He  d.  in  1707.  His  marriacrp  with  the  heiress  of  the 
Earldom  of  Leveu  brought  tlmt  title,  of  which  some  account  must  now  be  given, 
into  hia  family. 

Seventh  in  decent  ^m  George  Leslie  of  Balquhain,  4th  son  of  &ii- Andrew  Leslie 
of  Bothea,  ancestor  of  the  family  of  Lerile,  Earla  of  Bethea,  waa  AunuvDVH 

Leslie,  Ist  Eahl  of  Lbvek,  so  created  in  1G41,  with  remain fler  to  his  heirs  what- 
soever. Ue  early  embraced  the  profession  of  arms,  and  by  that  excellent  judge  of 
nSitary  iMli^,  GiTfTATUB  Adolpkts,  King  of  Bvaden,  was  promoted  to  tlie  imk 
of  Field- Marshal,  for  his  eminent  services  in  the  German  wars.  He  continnedf 
alter  thut  King's  death,  in  the  service  of  Queen  Christina,  reaping  glory  from  his 
successful  enterprises,  till  invited  into  Scotland  in  1639  by  the  Covenanters,  to  take 
the  command  of  ihdr  rebellious  army;  he  stormed  the  Castle  of  Edinburgh,  and 
brouf^ht  the  forces  assembled  at  Dunse  Law  into  the  most  efficient  state  of  military 
discipline,  but,  by  the  paciiiaitiuu  whicU  cuiiued,  both  parties  agreed  to  disband. 
The  peace  was,  however,  of  short  duration ;  a  fresh  army  was  raised ;  General  Leslie 
was  nppoinle'l  ( 'oramander-in-Chicf ;  he  inradcd  Enjjlnnd  in  Aug.  1640,  rnutcd  the 
royal  army  at  New  bum,  and  obtained  militurjr  possession  of  the  counties  ol  i!^orth> 
umherland  and  Durham ;  a  ceMation  of  hostihties  was  agreed  upon,  and  n  treaty 
followed,  which  was  ratified  in  1641,  and  General  Le.'^lie  was  created  Lord  Balgony 
and  £ajii»  of  Lbvbv.

Katherino,  Baroness  Willoughby  do  Eresby,  widow  of  Charles  Brandon,  Duke  « 
Suflblk,  and  daughter  and  heir  of  Williniu  Willoughby,  7th  Lord  Willoughby  dc 
Eresby.  This  Lady,  being  a  zealous  8ii|i|iurter  of  the  Keturmation,  had  so  much 
cause  of  alarm  when  the  persecution  of  the  Protestants  becanw  a  Ikfowite  meaaure 
with  the  advisers  of  Queen  Mabt,  that  Mr.  l^crtio  found  it  necesswry  to  make  with 
her  a  precipitate  &icape  to  the  Continent,  and  tliey  suH'iTi'd  the  severest  hardships 
during  their  compfdsory  travels.  The  Hansi'tuwn  of  Wosel  afforded  them  the  pro- 
teotion  they  requested,  ami  tluMv,  in  a  liired  lod<^ing,  thuir  son  and  heir  was  born, 
who,  from  the  oircurostunces  ut  his  parents  at  the  time,  received  the  name  of  Pero* 
fpvo».  They  were  aoon  afterwardfl  compelled  to  quit  theur  retreat,  in  consequence 
of  learning  that  a  desii^  was  on  foot  to  sfizc  them  at  Wesel,  ami  thoy  sought  rcfufje 
in  the  tmitories  of  the  Elector  Palatine,  where  they  lived  in  obscurity  till  their 
neMa  of  jMrocnring  the  neoesaariet  of  liib  nearly  failed  them ;  in  fhia  maergency, 
it  fortunately  oojurred  that  Sioisif  UND  II.,  King  of  Poland,  heard  of  their  distress, 
and  hospitably  invited  them  into  his  dominions,  where  he  maintained  them  in  secu> 
rity  and  ease,  till  the  death  of  Queen  Maby  enabled  tliem  to  return  to  their  country. 
Mr.  Bertie  d.  in  1582,  having  survived  his  lady,  on  whose  death,  in  loSO,  her  ion, 
Perogrine,  claimed  and  was  allowed  the  Barony  of  Willoughby  do  Eresby.  He  was 
much  in  tavoui-  with  Queen  Elizabeth,  served  with  distinction  in  her  armies,  and 
attained  the  rank  of  General ;  he  d.  in  1601,  having  m.  Vmtjt  dangbtar  of  John 
Vere,  Earl  of  Oxford,  by  whom  he  w.'us  Hither  of 

BoBBAT,  10th  Lord  Willoughby  de  Eresby,  K.G.,  his  snoceasor.  In  1625,  Lord 
Bobflrt  faihorited  ftooi  his  eoaain,  Henrr,  Imh  Earl  of  Oxibid,  the  heraditarj  offiaa 
of  liOrd  Chamberlain  of  En^jland,  which,  from  the  rei:^n  of  IIkxby  II.,  had  been 
poWMiflti  \a  Uu^  ancient  and  noble  family,  and  in  162(>  was  created  EABLof  Luri>> 
nr.  On  «o  hraildng  oot  fba  dvil  war,  ho  was  appointed  Gonend  of  fho  Bonjud 
forces,  received  his  death  wound,  and  was  made  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Edgehill, 
23  Oct.  1612,  and  d.  the  same  night.  Two  of  his  eight  lona  alao  foU  in  the  King's 
service  before  this  fatal  war  was  brought  to  a  close. 

Montagu,  2nd  Eabl,  his  eldoit  ton  and  successor,  was  taken  nriioner  at  Edge- 
hill,  in  a  fruitless  attempt  to  rescue  his  father,  and  received  on  this  occasion  from 
King  Chaulbs  a  letter  of  condolence,  expressive  of  his  Majesty's  high  regard  for 
the  deceased  Earl's  maraory,  and  grief  for  hia  loss.  Afler  several  months'  impriwm- 
inent,  Earl  Montagu  was  liberated ;  he  commandt^  the  Kini^'s  guards  in  several 
bnttlea,  and  was  wounded  at  Naseby.  He  attended  upon  the  King  to  the  last ;  and 
when  ho  (bond  thai  ilie  rebela  aotnaDy  intended  to  mnrder  their  sovereign,  ho,  the 
T)uke  of  Richmond,  the  Marquis  of  Hertford,  and  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  offered 
themselves  to  suifer  in  his  stead,  as  the  Counsellors  \\  \\o  had  advised  all  the  measurea 
imputed  to  Um  aa  oiuninai.  llieir  magnanimous  prui>osition,  however,  answered 
noother  purpose  thas  liiaitof  procuring  tnem  the  melancholy  satisfaction  of  interring 
his  remams.  He  continued  to  reside  in  England  during  the  interregnum,  strictly 
watched  by  the  party  in  ix)wer ;  and  after  the  restoration  was  elected  a  Knight  of 
the  Garter,  the  only  favour  he  receivc<l  from  the  ('rov.  ii.  lie  (/.  in  1666,  havmg  m.

Hnjjh,  was  created  Baron  of  Coleraine,  in  Ireland,  when  onl}-  19  j  oars  of  age, 
by  Kins  Chablbs  I.  He  attended  that  Monarch  throughout  tite  Civil  Wars, 
supplied  him  with  money,  and  gave  up  to  hit  me  for  a  Rc^  Oarrimm  his  seat  at 
Longford,  Co.  Wilts,  which  was  afterwards  taken  and  plunaered  by  the  rebels,  his 
other  estates  also  being  sequestrated  and  wasted.

England,  in  hopes  of  rendering  her  tome  assistance  there ;  the  Lord  Hunsdon  and 
the  Earl  of  Susacx,  in  retaliation,  demolished  the  aistle  of  Femihirst,  and  laid  wi^te 
the  adjacent  count rr.  Ho  joined  tho  ^Mllant  Kiil<;ilily  in  ilio  d'-ffTT-o  of  the  castle 
of  Edinburgh,  whithci  he  removed  the  charter  chfi»t  ol'  hii*  fuuulv,  which,  on  the 
saiTMkder  of  the  fortress  to  the  Rei^cut  Morton,  was  wiaad  and  never  recovered* 
Ho  was  tlicn  olli;,^  to  take  refujje  in  Fi-ance,  but  was  permitted  to  return  with  a 
full  pardon  as  iioon  as  Jaues  YI.  assumed  the  reins  of  Govemmeni  In  1585, 
faoving,  as  Warden  of  tiio  middle  marches,  met  the  Bngliah  Warden  on  thu  bunl«rt» 
a  fray  took  placo,  in  which  Sir  Francis  Russoll,  son  of  tlie  "Karl  of  Bedford,  waa 
killed}  he  waa,  to  appease  Queen  Elizijbbth,  committed  to  ward  in  Aberdeen, 
wheto  he  dL  in  1686.  His  y.>ungest  wn  wm  the  odobrated  and  infinaona  faTtmrite 
of  Kin?  J.vMK.t  r.,  Robert  Kerr,  created  Yisco mt  Rochester  in  1612,  an !  E  ivl  of 
Somerset  in  1613 ;  impriaooed  in  tha  Tower,  and  convicted,  in  1616,  of  the  murder 
of  Sir  TboDun  Overbnry,  tnit  pardoned  in  1624;  he  d.  without  ime  nude,  in  1646, 
having  m.  Lady  Frances  Howard,  the  divorced  wife  of  Robert  Devereux,  Earl  of 
Essex.  The  eldest  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Kerr  of  Feniihirst,  and  elder  brother  of  the 
Earl  of  Somerset,  was  Sir  Axdbbw,  created,  in  1622,  Lobd  Jbdbuboh,  with 
remainder  to  his  heirs  male.  Ih)  d.  in  1028  without  issue,  and  HM  succeeded  hfljf 
his  next  brother,  Sib  James,  2nd  Lom> ;  he  d.  in  1645,  and  H-n«  «»nwcdo<l  bv  his 
son  RoBEBT,  3rd  Lobd,  who  obtained,  in  1670,  a  charter,  liantin|^  the  title  to 
WilUom,  Loid  Newbottle,  eldest  son  of  Robebt,  4th  Eabl,  afterwards  MabquU 
of  liOTHiAN,  anJ,  after  liim,  to  the  eldest  son  of  the  Eiarl  of  Lothian,  for  the  time, 
as  a  distinct  Peerage  tor  ever.  He  d.  in  1692,  when  the  male  line  of  Sir  John, 
eldest  Mm  of  the  Sbem  Sir  Andrew  Kerr  of  Femthint»  beMme  exttHci,  and  tho 
B  irony  devolved  on  the  said  Williau,  Lord  Kowbottlo,  ddMi  Mil  of  BOBltf,  4lth 
Eajil,'  aAerwarda  Irt  MAB<iUi8  of  Lothiajt. 

8  Bobert  Kerr,  of  Ancram,  d.  in  1688 ;  his  son  and  sncooMor,  WiHtm,  wm 
;ussa~sinuted  in  1590,  by  Robert  Koit,  the  younger,  of  Cessford,  when  the  disputes 
about  seniority  between  the  houses  of  C^j^ford  and  Fernihirst  were  at  the  highlit 
Sib  RoBEBT  Kbbb,  bis  eldest  son,  was  gentleman  of  the  bedchamber  to  JS^IC 
Chables  I.,  by  whom  he  was  creati>d,  in  1633,  Eabl  of  A^rcBUM,  Lord  Kerr  of 
Nisbet,  Long  Newton,  and  I)olphini,r>ton,  with  remainder  to  Ids  issue  rnale  by  his 
2nd  marriage,  failing  v.  hich  to  las  heirs  male.  He  was  faitliful  to  hif*  Koyal  master 
throughout  all  his  troubles,  and,  after  hia  awrder,  was  compelled  to  take  rrfllge  in 
Holland;  there,  havliii;  sacrificod  all  his  means  in  his  Sovereign's  cause,  he  passed 
the  remainder  of  his  days,  in  solitude  and  poverty,  all  hia  afflictions  being  aggravated 
by  the  reflection,  that  his  favourite  sou,  thu  Earl  of  Lothian,  had  taken  np  arma  in 
oppo>i!tion  to  the  sacred  <  in  which  ho  hiflualf  waa  ao  aevenly  Bufltong.  Ho

William,  Eabl  of  Lothiak,  the  eldest  son,  from  the  commencement  of  the 
diHierenoes  between  the  King  and  Parliament  manifested  great  zeal  for  the  Covenant, 
ud  was  engaged  in  all  the  actions  of  the  Scotch  army  till  1643,  when  he  was  sent 
on  a  nn'.ssion  to  France,  and,  on  his  return,  repairt-d  to  Oxford  to  give  an  account  of 
his  emba.*^^y  to  the  King;  here  he  was  arrested  on  an  unfounded  suspicion  of 
treachery,  and  oonfined  rar  eereml  numfha  im  Briatol  Caitle.  In  the  fidlowing  year' 
he  wia  joined  with  tho  Mavqaia  of  AigTU  in  owBmaad  ef  tho  £>rces  seattooi^oeo 
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Montrose,  but  soon  surrendered  hu  comroisnon.  In  1648  be  protested  agaiiut  the  - 
enf^gement  for  the  rescne  of  the  Kmg,  but  as  •con  as  the  proposition  for  briii<^ing 
his  Mfljrsty  to  trial  booamo  known,  lie  was  one  of  the  commissioners  sent  from 
Scotland  to  reuionstrate  against  anv  violence  or  indiirnitv  bein^i:  committed  uiKm 
his  sacred  person.  On  his  return  he  received  the  twuiKs  of  Parliament  for  hu 
honest,  though  ineffectual,  efforts,  and  for  the  solemn  protest  of  abhotTence  and 
detestation  which,  in  the  name  of  the  Scottish  nation,  he  had  made  against  the 
mooeedings  of  the  English  rulers,  and  was  soon  after  disnatdiod  to  invite  Emg 
Chables  II.  into  Scotland.  He  d.  in  1675,  leaving,  by  the  CorNTESS  of  Lothuk, 
his  consort,  besides  other  issue,  a  son  Charles,  ancestor  of  the  Kerra  of  Abbotrule, 
■till  eristing  in  the  male  line;  and  hh  eldest  son  and  har, 

RoBKBT,  who  succeeded  his  mother  as  Ith  Earl  of  Lothian,  and  his  uncle, 
Charles,  2nd  £arl,  as  3rd  iilarl  of  Ancrum.  He  was  created,  in  1701,  Mabquis  of 
Lonrriir,  and  d.  m  1708.  Williav,  2nd  Makquis,  hit  ddeet  son  and  euooeasor, 
a  lilx'rtine  and  without  religion,  was,  however,  a  patriot,  and  an  active  suinporter  of 
the  revolntion  in  1688.  lie  d.  in  1722,  and  was  succeeded  by  bis  eldest  son, 
William,  3rd  Marquis,  whose  2nd  son,  Lord  Robei-t  Kerr,  a  Captain  in  tbe  King's 
■nny,  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Culioden.  The  3rd  lilarquis  i^.  in  1767,  and  was 
■necec<1(  <l  by  his  cltle>*t  son,  William-Hknby,  1th  Mabquis.  He  commanded  the 
cavalry  on  tbe  letl  w  'w^  of  the  Royal  aruiy  at  the  battle  of  Culioden  when  bis 
brother  fell,  and  he  d.  in  1775. 

William-John,  his  eldest  son,  5th  Mabquis,  succeeded ;  he  was  J.  13  March 
1737,  and  ;;».  9  June  1703,  Elizabeth,  only  daughter  of  Chichester  Fortescue,  Eh}., 
bj  Elizabeth,  eldest  daughter  of  Richard,  Lord  Momington,  who  d.  SO  Sept.  17^. 
His  i8^llo  by  hor  arc  doscribod  in  tlie  Peerage  Volume,  The  Muqitis  If*  4  Jwi. 
1815,  and  was  succeeded  bjf  iiis  eldest  son, 

W1X.UAX,  6th  HABQvn,  wbo  was  raised  to  tbe  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom 
by  the  title  of  Baron  Kerr  of  Kerrshenu'b,  in  1821 ;  ho  was  b.  4  Oct.  176i,  vi.  Ist, 
U  April  1793,  Ladv  Harriet  Hobart,  eldest  daughter  of  John,  2nd  Earl  of  Buck- 
ingbiunebire,  tmmeaiatety  on  tbe  dtnolntion  of  her  former  marriage  with  Armar* 
Lowry,  let  Earl  of  Belmore ;  she  d.  li  July  1805,  and  his  Lordship  vi.  2ndlj, 
1  Dec.  1806,  Lady  Harriet  Montagu-Seott,  4th  daughter  of  Henry,  3rd  Duke  of 
Buocleuch  and  Queensbcrry,  who  d.  18  April  1833.  For  the  issue  of  both  marriages 
•ee  tlie  Peerage  Volume ;  he  d.  27  April  1824,  and  was  succeeded  by  \\\^  eldest  son, 

JoHN-WiLLiAM-RoBEUT,  7tb  RQUi?,  who  was  also  followed,  on  his  death, 
14  Nov.  1841,  by  his  eldest  son,  WiLLiAM-bcuoMBBRO-KoBEUT,  present  and  8th 
Maiqvu. 


LOUTH,  BARON.  (Plunkeit.) 
Peer  ^Ireland, 

This  ancient  family,  of  which  Lord  Louth  is  the  chief,  is  of  Danish  extraction.  Sir 
Hugh  de  Piunkcttcame  from  England  into  Ireland  in  the  reign  of  King  Henby  II., 
and  wax  ancestor  of  John,  living  in  the  reign  of  Hekbt  III.,  who  had  two  sous,

heir,  and  grandfather  of  Walter  Pluukett  of  Bewbqr,  wbo  was  sheriff  of  Louth  in 
1409,  and  «.  in  1 136.  His  eon  and  beir,  Walter,  was  aneoeiairely  ibilowed  by  bis 
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son  Walter,  his  grandsou  Sir  John,  and  his  great  graDd»oii,  Sir  Patrick  Plunkett  of 
Kilfaraii,  Beirley,  and  TUanstan,  Sheriff  of  Loutb  in  1497.   U«  d.  ia  1606. 

SiB  Olivek  Prr.vKKTT,  of  Kilfaran,  his  son,  was  created  Bahox  of  Lorxn,  Co. 
Iiouth,  in  1541 ;  he  was  saoceeded  hy  his  son  TnoMXS,  2nd  Lomd,  who  d.  in  1574, 
IflMring  hro  nona  :  PAmcK,  8id  Loiv,  bit  eldeafc  won  and  ■ooBenor,  d.  wifthoui 
issue  male  in  1575,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  brother  Oliver,  Ith  Loan,  who  d, 
in  1607.  and  waa  aaooesaively  followed  in  uninterrupted  patwual  descent  bj  ais 
generatkoa  of  Barons  to  Olitbs,  lOUi  Ijobd,  who  ■noooMed  in  1764,  tna  d,  4 
March  1763,  having  m.  Mai^aret,  daughter  of  Luke  Nettorville,  Esq.,  by  whom, 
who  d.  in  1787,  he  had  iaaue  n?e  aona  and  two  daaghten,  of  whom  two  aoua  only

LOVAT,  BARON.  (Fbaseb.) 

Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Tub  alTmity  of  the  family  of  Lovat  with  that  of  Saltonn  is  undoubted,  although  it 
cannot  be  accurately  traced.  The  first  ascertuned  ancestor  of  Lord  Lovat  is  Simon 
Fra8er,who  with  his  brother  Jaiucs  fell  at  the  battle  of  Halidon  Hill,  19  July  IS^. 
The  received  opinion  is  that  these  brothers  were  the  Miis  of  Sir  Alexander  Fra?er, 
slain  at  Duplin  (see  the  title  Saltuln  in  this  Volume),  by  his  marriage  witii  Lady 
Mary  Bruce,  sister  of  Kmg  BoBBBT  I.  Bat  thu  is  incon.sistent  with  the  fact  u])on 
record,  that  thi.s  Simon  Fra.«<er  was  a  married  man  in  1.330,  si«  Sir  Niel  Campbell  of 
Lochow,  the  Ist  husband  of  the  Lady  Mary  Bruce  d.  in  1316.  It  is  thurclbre 
probable  that  he  waa  the  brother  rather  than  the  son  of  the  above-mentioned  distin- 
guished chieftain. 

He  left  an  infant  son  Hugh,  who  is  st^'led  Dominus  de  Lovat,  and  is  supposed  to 
have  been  created  a  Peer  of  Tto-liament*  m  1431,  by  King  Javbs  I.,  with  whom  he 
was  in  ^^reat  favour.  He  J.  in  ItlO,  andwjw  siiccceded  by  his  son  Hu^h,  2nd 
Lord,  aud  he  in  1460  by  bis  son  Hugh,  3rd  Lord,  father  of  Thomas,  4th  Lord,  who 
d.  in  1624.  His  eldest  son  Thomas,  Master  of  Lovat,  was  killed  at  Flodden,  9  Se|)t. 
1513,  unw.,  and  he  was  succeeded  by  his  2nd  son  Hugh,  5th  Lord.  His  Lordship 
was  the  Queen's  Justiciary  in  the  North,  and  wan,  with  his  eldest  son  Hugh, 
Ma.<tier  of  Lovat,  killed  in  a  bloody  encounter  with  the  Macdoualds,  in  which  not 
more  than  ten  on  both  ndes  remained  alive,  at  Lochlochy  in  Invemes8-ahire«  8  June 
1511.

Ho  d.  without  issue,  and  was  suoceedetl  by  his  brother, 
the  Hon.  Archibnld-Cumpboll  Frasor,  who  d.  in  l>ec.  1815,  without  surviving  issue 
male;  and  all  the  male  descendants  of  Huuh,  7th  Lord,  having  diortly  aftetwaids 
berome  r  rdvrt,  dip  reprcsi-ntfition  of  fho  iainily  devolved  on 

TuoMAs-Ai  KXANDini  FiiASi.u,  the  liih  iil  descendant  and  heir  male  of  Thomas 
Fraser  of  Knockie  and  Strichcn,  2nd  son  of  the  6th  Lord,  on  wljora,  in  1837,  King 
William  IV.  was  pleased  to  confer  the  dignity  of  a  Peer  of  the  United  Kinprdom, 

the  title  of  Babo5  Loyat  of  Lovat,  in  the  Co.  of  Inverness.  Uia  Lordship  has 
smee  verified  his  descent  to  the  satisfiietion  of  the  Honse  of  Lords,  who  in  tSom* 
mittee  of  Privi!e;,'os,  11  Anij.  lRo7,  roiwrled  to  her  ^laji  ^ty  that  Lord  Lovat  had 
sustained  his  daim  to  the  Lovat  Peerage  in  iSootland,  created  in  16^

Petei2.  1st  LOBD  Kino,  was  son  of  Jeronio  King,  u  triule.suian  ol  thu  ciU  of 
Exeter,  but  of  good  family  in  the  eoonty  of  Somerset,  by  a  sister  of  tho  great  John 
Locke.  Having  made  such  great  progress  in  his  studies,  while  destined  only  to  suc- 
ceed to  his  iiUhcr's  business,  as  to  excite  the  admiration  of  his  illustrious  uncle,  he 
was,  in  twrsnoMS  of  his  adviee,  adBHrod  to  coattnve  his  sdneation  at  tiie  Univorsitj 
ofLoyden;  he  afterwards  entered  at  the  Inner  Temple,  where,  besides  attaining 
ffreat  distinction  in  his  profeesion,  ho  acquired  considerable  reputation  bjr  the  mih* 
fleation  of  some  theological  works.  Ha  was  diosen  Baooider  of  Lond<m  in  170B, 
apponitcd  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas  in  1714,  and  was  canstitutcd 
Lord  Hi^'h  Chancellor  in  1725,  when  he  was  also  created  LoBD  KiSQ,  Baron  of 
Ockham,  Co.  Surrey.  Having  resigned  the  seals  in  Nov.  1738,  in  consequence  of 
a  paralytic  attack,  be  d.

Or  thb  ancient  fian9j,  which  u  said  to  be  of  Saxon  origb,  wu  Sir  John  de  Bin^iam, 
who  was  seated  at  "Bin^'hrini's  Melcomb,  Co.  l>or5(«t,ia  tiie  ttOga  ofHsVETL  ^rom 
him  descended,  in  the  time  of  King  Uexst  Vlll., 

Robert  Bingham,  whose  eldest  son  Robert  oontinned  llie  Hne  at  HeloomV,  whidi 
still  exists ;  his  2iid  f=on,  Sir  Kichiird,  w;is  one  of  Q\ieen  Elizabetii's  military 
council ;  having  greatly  distinguished  himself  in  the  command  of  some  troops  sent  to 
quell  the  insurrection  m  Ireland,  he  wu  appointed,  in  1598,  Marshal  or  Ireland 
and  Governor  of  Irtfaiater,  and  d,  at  DaUin  aoon  aftar,  loafing  an  onlj  dan^teri 
and  his  4th  son, 

George,  accompanied  his  brother  Sir  Richard  into  Ireland,  nnd  was  Governor  of 
Sligo,  where  he  was  killed  about  the  year  1596  by  Ensij^n  Ulick  Burgh,  who  »ur» 
rendered  tlie  Caftle  lo  O'Donnel.  He  had  issue,  Sir  Henry  IJinj^hani,  of  Castlcbar, 
Co.  Mu^  o,  eldest  son,  created  a  Baronet  of  Nuva  ^cutiain  1032 ;  and  Jolin,  youngest 
ton,  ancestor  of  Lord  dumonia.

His  Lordship  is  the  only  son  of  John-Singleton  Copley,  Esq.,  Royal  Academician, 
an  artist  of  great  merit,  well  known  by  his  nistorical  composiUons,  the  best  of  which 
have  been  engraved :  Major  Pierson,  by  Heath;  Gibraltar,  bySharpe;  and  espo- 
eially  tlie  Death  of  Lord  Chatham,  by  Mtftolosd.  Tlie  lirfAar  ia  ft  aplendid  composi- 
tion, forming  the  best  and  most  dignified  representation  we  possess  of  that  august 
assembly,  over  which,  probably,  the  aitist  had  little  suspicion  that  his  own  son  was 
destined  one  day  to  preside.  He  d.  at  an  advanced  age,  9  Sept.  1815,  having  as. 
the  daughter  of  Ricnard  Clarke,  Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  issue  three  sons  and  three 
danghten;  of  whom  two  sons  and  one  daughter  d.  infai;^.

Garaener  Green,  Esq.,  of  Boston  in  Araenca,  and  the  oaHj  marrMnft  ton  i*  the 
pmient  Peer,  Sir  John-Singleton  Copley,  wlio.  having  nsisscd  through  the  offices 
of  Sofioitor  and  Attorney-General,  was  a<{vanced  from  the  Mastership  oif  the  Rolls  to 
be  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Great  Britain  in  1827,  and  was  at  the  same  time  created 
Babok  Ltndhtjbst  of  Lyndhont,  Co.  Hants;  he  resigned  the  Great  Seal  in 
1830,  but  subsequently  twice  resumed  it,  and  held  it  for  the  third  time,  during 
the  Premiership  of  Sir  liobcrt  Peel,  from  1841  to  18-i6.  The  Nestor  of  tlie  Upper 
House,  his  Loraship  continues,  at  the  age  of  86,  to  influence  his  peers  by  the  depth 
and  wisdom  of  hia  reaaouing,  and  not  nnfiraqneDtiy  to  atartle  them  by  the  power  o£ 
hia  eloquence.

Thomas  de  Westcote,  a  descendant  of  this  Henry,  m.  Elizabeth,  heires!i  of  Thomas 
de  Luttleton,  of  Frankle^  in  Worcestershire,  and  assumed  her  surname,  tliough  their 
three  younger  hods  continued  the  family  name  of  Weatcote.  Their  eldest  son  waa 
the  famous  judgop  Sir  TbeMaLiyttlatoii,  who  ^10  1481.

Tieted  of  high  treoaon,  yuNif^h  the  eridenee  against  him  amonated  anlj  to  Mi  having 
joined  the  conspiratorii  at  Drurv  Hnuse,  towards  the  rlosc  of  a  trea.Honable  consulbi- 
tion.  He  was  oondenuicd  to  die,  but  the  interest  of  Sir  Walter  lialeigh,  said  to 
Iwvo  baan  proenred  by  •  aooaidtndihi  bribe,  wni  his  tifb  form  few  moBtha.  and  he 
rf.  of  disease  in  the  King's  Bench  prison,  in  lO)!.  All  his  estates  were  forfeited,  but 
King  James,  soon  att«r  his  accession,  willing  to  ingratiate  himself  witji  the  people* 
who  retained  great  regard  for  Essex's  memory,  restored  them  to  his  widow  and 
family.  Murid,  his  widow,  dauf,'litc'r  of  Sir  Thomas  Bromlev,  survived  him  eight- 
aiid-twenty  years  ;  disencumbered  his  e.state.s  from  the  debts  Iier  husband's  political 
enterprises  Iiad  creat(>d,  and  had  the  good  fortune,  or  prudence,  to  breed  up  her 
children  in  tha  refinrmed  religion.    Her  eldest  mn. 

Sir  Thomas,  wns  created  a  Baront-t  in  161S  ;  lie  was  active  in  ilio  c:m<o  of  King 
Chables  I.,  and  a  member  of  the  Oxford  Parliament,  but  was  taken  prisoner  by  the 
rebels  at  Bewdley  in  1648,  and  aoufined  in  the  Tower  of  London  tul  1648«  within 
which  period  his  cst.ito.'^  were  sequestered  by  Parliament,  and  his  lionso  :it  Fran1;lcy 
burnt  to  the  ground  by  Prinos  Kupert,  who  had  garrisoned  it  for  the  King,  lest,  on 
hia  being  compelled  to  abandon  it,  the  enemy  ahoild  take  tha  aaino  advanta^  of  it 
He  d.  in  16-19.  His  son  and  heir.  Sir  Henry,  was  arrestetl  by  Cromwell  in  1C51, 
and  confined  for  seventeen  months  in  the  Tower,  on  suspicion  of  a  design  to  subvert 
the  Govanunant,  a  large  quantity  of  arma  havmg  been  diaeoverad  in  a  privafta  room 
in  his  houa  aft  Ha|^.  Ho  dL  m  1609^  ktimg  no  iaane^  and  waa  aoooaedad  by  h^ 
brother, 

Sir  Charles,  who  was  not  laaa  diatinguiahad  for  hia  »al  in  the  Royal  cause,  during 
tha  aontinnanoe  of  the  civil  contests.  He  was  in  the  town  of  Colehester  whan  il 
w«a  baaieged  by  tha  rebal  fbroaiy  and  on  ita  anrrendar  escaped  to  Franee.  Ha  waa 
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made  prisoner  in  1669,  on  the  miscarriage  of  Sir  tieorge  Booth's  attempt  upon 
fi^wsbary;  Imt  Ittkog  tliortly  after  rcltanfl,  wm  employgd  bj ih*  SitM^  m  Ida 

mcdimn  of  communication  witli  those  fricndn  in  En;^lun(l  who  bo  materially  facili- 
tated the  gKtJt  work  of  Baatoration.  He  held  oiHce  under  Government  durinjer  tha 
nSffim  of  CRAmm  II.  and  Jaxm  IT..  Imt  resigned  hia  emplojmenta  at  tkt  Bero* 

lution,  rather  than  take  another  oath  of  allegiance.  He  d.  in  1714;  having  tn. 
Christian,  2nd  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Tomplc,  l?art.,  and  sister  of  Richard,  l»t 
Yiacount  Cobham,  whose  titles  of  Viscount  and  Ijaion  Cobham  are  entailed  on  her 
and  her  issue  male,  foiling  the  \»»\ic  male  of  her  ehkr  sister,  Hester,  afterwards 
created  Countess  Tcmplo,  tne  wiff  of  Richard  Grenville,  Esq.,  from  whom  the  Dukp 
of  Buckingham,  now  ViiM^ount  Cobham,  descends.

This  nobleman,  whoso  "  History  of  England"  will  be  his  proudest  and  moat 
tndnring  monnineDt,  and  who,  although  his  pubUe  aervieea  inent  leeognitiMB,  waa 
ennobled  chiefly  a.^  a  graceful  tribute  to  his  literary  tmnm,  ia  deaoanded  Awn  tbt 
ancient  family  of  Macanlay  in  the  Island  of  Lewis. 

The  Ber.  John  Macanlay,  his  Lordship's  grandftfther,  was  Ifinister  of  Oafdraa, 
Dumbartonshire,  and  father  of

The  8th  in  deeoent  fWm  him  waa  Sir 
TSOMAS  Parker,  who  rose  to  the  office  of  Lord  High  Chancellor  in  1718,  having 
been  constituted  Lord  Chief  J  ustice  of  the  Queen's  Bench  b  1710,  and  on  the  demise 
of  her  Majesty,  one  of  the  Lords  Jnaticea  pendin)^  the  arriral  of  King  Gkoroe  I. 
He  was  created,  in  1716,  Baron  Parker  of  Macclesfield,  Co.  Chester;  and  in  1721, 
Visconnt  Parker  of  Ewelme,  Co.  Oxford,  and  Eahl  of  Macclbsfikld,  Co.  Chester, 
with  remainder,  failing  his  issue  male,  to  his  daughter  Elizabeth,  wife  of  William 
Heathcote,  Esq.,  and  her  issue  male :  in  consequence  of  which  limitation.  Sir 
William  Heathcote,  Bart.,  of  Hursley,  heir  male  of  the  Raid  Lady  Elizabeth,  is  next 
in  succession  to  the  Earldoin,  after  the  existing  nialc  descendants  of  the  1st  Earl, 
who  are  described  in  the  Feeraqe  ]'uluine.  A  numerous  family  of  Heathcotes  also 
descend  in  the  male  line  from  the  said  Lady  Elizabeth,  and  are  in  rcmaintl<  r  to  the 
titles.

Donald,  the  4th  son,  bat  eldest  by  the  second  marriage,  sucoeeded  by  appointment 
to  the  Loidihip  of  the  lalei;  and  waa  fiither  of  Alennaar,  Lord  of  the  filea,  whoao 

mother  was  sole  heires.s  of  the  kingdom  of  Bos?.  He  levied  war  against  King 
Jamss  I.,  and  bamt  the  town  of  Invemeis,  but  was  totally  defeated  by  the  King 
in  Iiochaber,  in  1489 1  on  his  hnmble  sabmissiou,  however,  his  lifi»  was  spared,  with 

forfeiture  of  his  honours  and  estates,  which  were  restored  in  1431.  His  son  John,  Earl 
of  Ross,  having  carried  on  a  treasonable  correspondence  with  Edwabd  IV.,  King  of 
England,  again  forfeited  them  in  1475;  he  also  was  pardoned,  and  obtained  a 
renewed  ohuier  of  his  estates,  and  the  title  of  Lord  of  the  Islee  to  l  i  .  If  and 
the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  failing  which,  to  Angus  his  natural  son,  on  the  extinction 
of  whotie  descendants  the  title  was  suppressed.  From  Hugh,  his  brother,  2nd  son 
of  Alexander,  Earl  of  Ros^,  the  oth  in  descent  (all  Donalds)  dying  without  iasnev 
was  succeeded  by  his  nej)hew,  Sir  Donald  Macdonald  of  Slate,  who  was  created  a 
Baronet  of  Nova  Scotia  iu  1G25,  and  d.  in  164:3.  Sir  James  Macdonald,  his  son, 
joined  the  Marquis  of  Montrose  in  1645,  and  sent  some  troops  to  the  assistance  of 
CitAnLEs  II.,  when  lie  niarahed  tnto  England  in  1661;  he  il.  in  1078.  Sir  Donald,

Tn  finmd«r  of  tiie  {UortrioM  fimfly  of  Montigii  wm  Drogo  do  Mbntomifei,  ono  of 

thosp  noble  warriors  wlio  came  into  Enf^land  with  William  the  Conqueror;  he 
obtained  considerable  grauta  of  land  in  the  county  of  Somerset.  Sixth  in  descent 
firom  him  ww  Bimon  de  Montaonte,  summoned  to  Parliament  in  1900;  he  was 
father  of  William  Lord  Montacuto,  and  grandrather  of  William,  created  Earl  of 
Salisbury  in  1337,  to  the  beauty  of  whose  Countess  Catherine,  daughter  of  William 
Lord  Gr:mdi.^on,  the  gallantry  of  King  Edward  III.  dedicated  his  noble  institution 
of  the  Garter.  He  was  father  of  William,  2nd  Earl,  K.G.,  grandfather  of  John, 
3rd  Earl,  and  <;reat-grandfathpr  of  Thoma",  4th  Earl  of  Salisbury,  K.G.,  a  series  of 
heroea  of  whose  exploits  the  annals  of  our  history  are  the  immortal  records  i  the 
4th  Eail  d.  in  1428,  and  his  only  daughter  and  heir,  Alice,  carried  this  Earldom,  lij 
nuurriage,  into  the  family  of  Neville.  It  wa.i  forfeited  by  the  attainder  of  her  son 
Biehard  Neville^  the  gnreat  Earl  of  Warwick  and  Salisbury,  K.G.,  in  1471,  and  his 
oldaot  dMUjhter,  iMdm,  hanrin^  mtrriod  George  Dake  of  Claienoe,  brother  of  King 
Edwabd  IV.,  the  honours  of  this  powerful  house  at  lenj^th  expired  in  a  daughter  of 
the  blood  Koyal,  Margaret  Plantagenet,  Countess  of  SMiabnry,  their  daoghter  and 
erentnal  heir,  who  vas  emied  CmnteM  of  Siliibarj  in  UU,  attainted  in  1689, 
and  beheaded  in  1641,  baiTing  n  mimeroae  innio  Cj  her  hnshaad*  8ir  Bieherd 
Pole,  K.G. 

The  sub«tequent  family  of  Montagu  descended  from  Simon,  a  younger  brother  of 
John,  8rd  Earl  of  Salisbury.  Sir  «iohn  Montagu,  summon od  to  ]\irli:inncnt  in  the 
rei^s  of  Edward  III.  and  Richahd  II.,  m.  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Thomas  IVIonthermer,  and  hence  the  coat  of  Monthermer  became  constantly  quar- 
teriKl  with  MoiitagQ.  Tho  eon  of  this  marriage.  Sir  Simon  Montagu  of  Houghton, 
Co.  Northampton,  was  ancestor  in  the  Oth  de^^ree  of  Sir  Edward  Montagu,  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  of  whose  influence  in  that  assembly  King  Hemby  YlU. 
hid  eo  high  an  opinion,  that  requiring,  aooording  to  the  arbitrary  tenure  of  hie 
government,  the  immediate  passing  of  a  bill  of  subsidies,  whioh  the  Commons  went 
unwiiiine  to  grant,  he  thus  addressed  Sir  Edward  Montagu,  who  was  kneeling 
hdbre  hnn :  "  Get  my  bill  to  pass  by  sndi  n  time  to-monvir,  or  fhb  heed  of  yowe 
(laying  his  hand  upon  Sir  Edward's  head)  shall  he  off."  Sir  Edward,  considering 
the  duiger  in  which  he  stood  under  so  imperious  a  Prince,  exerted  himself  so  efiec- 
taallr,  that  the  Inll  peeeed  by  the  tine  appointed.  In  1687  he  was  oomtitnted  Lord 
CSiief  Justice  of  the  King's  Bench,  ana  d.  in  1557.  Edward  Montagu,  Esq.,  of

Admiralty.  He  d.  without  surviving  issue  male  iu  1772,  when  all  Uiti  honours 
beoame  9^inct. 

Edwahd,  2nd  Eari,  of  JfANcnESTKn,  eldest  son  of  the  Ist  Earl,  wan  called  up 
to  the  Uouiie  of  Peers  in  his  lather's  lil'etiiue,  the  title  of  Lord  ELimbolton ;  aoa 
was  to  fbrward  in  the  firat  roeumw  of  opporitioa  to  the  Khig*i  Qoferpmeot,  tiii^ 
he  was  accused  by  the  Attorney-General  before  the  House  of  Lords  of  high  tre.ison, 
ftt  the  nine  time  with  five  members  of  the  House  of  Commons.  The  impeachment 
&iled«  and  the  Lord  Kunhblton,  who  toon  after  succeeded  his  father  as  Eari  of 
HandiMter,  took  the  comm^tml  of  the  Parliamentarv  axmj,  and  was  soocessful  in 
all  his  actions  agaiiiHt  the  Royal  troops.  Cromwell,  however,  his  Lieut, -Oeneral, 
taking  advantage  of  tlie  lirst  check  his  arms  experienced,  in  the  King's  relieving 
Donnmgton  Castle,  alter  the  battle  of  Newbury,  preferred  an  accusation  againn 
him  beiorethe  llousi*  of  Peers,  in  ItUt,  of  having  been  backward  in  reducing  the 
King's  power;  this  had  no  immediate  cH'uct,  but  the  self-denying  ordinance  of  the 
following  yeai',  by  removing  from  commands  in  the  army  all  the  members  of  eithw 
House  of  Parliament,  relieved  Cromwell  of  .1  General  who  had  hitherto  Ikh-u  a  great 
check  upon  his  ambitious  prdecta.  His  Lordship  was  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Lords,  and  in  that  capacity  used  his  ntmost  endeavonrs  to  bring  ahont  a  padfleation 
ujwu  moderate  terms ;  but  after  the  murder  of  the  King,  he  never  again  sat  in  Par- 
liament till  the  convention  of  Peers  in  April  1660,  when  he  was  i^in  called  to  the 
chair,  and  the  restoration  of  Kins  Chablis  II.  was  voted.  As  First  Commissioner 
of  the  Great  Seal  and  their  Spedcer,  the  Earl  of  Manchester  was  anointed  by  tho 
House  of  Lords  to  offer  their  eongratulationa  to  his  Majesty  on  his  joyful  entry 
into  London,  which  he  did  in  a  memorable  speech  addres;^ed  to  the  Kinff  in  toe 
ban(]^ueting-house  at  Whitehall,  on  the  90th  of  May  16€<^,  and  reoeivea  n  moat 
gracious  reply.    He  d.  in  1671,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

AoBBBT,  3rd  Eabl,  who  d.  in  1682.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Chablss, 
4th  Eabi;»  who  was  created,  un  1719,  Dvn  of  BLln chbstbb,  and  d.  iu  1722,  leaving 
two  sons,  William,  his  successor,  2nd  Duke,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1739;  ana

1792,  with  remainder  to  the  said  David,  7th  Viscovkt,  who  succeeded  hun  as  2nd 
Eabl  in  1793 ;  his  marriageo  and  issue  are  fully  deaeribad  in  the  Pwragt  Volume, 
He  d.  in  1796,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,

hxA  son,  2u(l  Earl,  was  created  Marquid  of  Dorchester  in  1&43,  which  title  became 
extinct  on  his  death  in  1680,  but  the  Earldum  devolved  on  Robert,  3rd  Earl,  grand* 
ion  and  heir  of  Williaiu,  the  Mai-auis's  next  brother;  he  d,  in  1688,  and  VM  aOO- 
cosslvely  followed  by  his  two  brothers,  William  and  Evelyn.

tiiree  danghten,  the  eldest  of  whom  was  the  celebrated  Lady  Marv  Wortlev-Mon* 
tagu,  and  one  son,  William,  Earl  of  Kingston,  who  </.  in  1713,  while  his  father  waa

waa  Ambasiuador  to  the  C<n\rts  of  Denmark  and  Sweden  ;  he  d.  in  1718,  leaving  one 
■on.  Sir  Philip,  Kuif,'ht  Mai»hal  of  the  Palace,  who  d.  in  1767.  Philip  Meauowsi, 
Beq.,  who  n/Lady  b\ances  Pierrepont,  sister  and  heir  of  Evelyn,  Duke  of  Kingston, 
was  the  3rd  son  of  Sir  Plkilip.  liaii.  in  Aug.  1781,  Waving  by  Lady  ^num^  bo- 
aides  other  issue, 

CSABLBS,  the  lat  Eabl  Majntxss,  who  succeeded  to  the  estates  of  the  Duke,  hia 
uncle,  on  the  death  of  his  Grace's  widow,  Elizabeth,  Duchess  of  Kingston,  in  Oct. 
1788,  when  he  assumed  the  name  of  PiBBBBPOirT.  lie  was  created  Baron  Pierre* 
nontof  Holmo-Pierrepont,  Co.  Notts,  and  Yiaeoont  Kevark  in  1796,  and  Bau 
Mi^vEBs  in  1806 ;  he  d.  in  1816,  aad  WW  Mweoadad  If  hia  oldsli  Mm,  GBABUt* 
Hbbbbet,  present  and  2ud  Kibu 
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MAJi  AND  KELLIE.  EARL  OF.  (EBSJCiJiii.) 
Peer  of  Scotland, 

Hbnby  De  Ebsktnb  was  proprietor  of  the  Barony  of  Erskine  on  the  Cly<3c  in  the 
reign  of  Albxa^dxb  II.  The  6th  from  him  was  Sir  Thomas  Erskiue,  whose  mar- 
riage with  Janet,  only  diUd  of  Sir  Edward  KM,  Mariaehal  of  Scotland,  Vr  Chria- 

tiaii,  ilau'^hter  of  Sir  John  Mcnteith,  by  Lridy  Elyno  ^Tar,  danghtor  of  Gratncy, 
11th  Earl  of  Mar,  eventaally  brought  the  Earldom  into  his  family :  his  son  Sib 
HossBT  asamned  the  title,  and  ahoiild  have  been  17th  EasL,  but  did  not  obtun 
possortsiun  of  the  EarlJoni ;  and  the  date  from  which  hit*  descendants  take  preoe* 
denoe  as  Earls  of  Mar,  uccordine  to  a  charter  granted  by  Queen  Maby,  to  JoHir, 
5th  Lord  Ebbkixe,  and  who  should  have  been  6th  Earl  of  this  family,  obliges  us  to 
reckon  Thomas,  Ibt  Lord  Ebskime,  son  of  this  Sib  Robebt,  as  the  1st  Eabl. 

The  origin  of  this  Earldom  is  lost  in  antiquity.  Marticus,  the  Ist  Earl  on  record, 
flourished  in  the  reign  of  Malcolm  Canmorc;  this  male  line  failed  in  1377,  by  the 
death  of  Thomas,  13th  Earl,  whose  sister,  Margaret,  succeeded,  and  by  William, 
Earl  of  Doufjla-H,  had  issue  James,  Earl  of  Douglas,  and  15th  Earl  of  Mar,  who  d. 
without  issue  in  1388,  and  Isabel,  who  succeeded  her  brother;  she  tn.  lA,  Sir  Mal- 
oolm  Drummond  of  Drummond,  who  d.  in  1403 ;  and  2ndly,  Alexander  Stewart, 
natural  son  of  Alexander,  Earl  of  Btichan,  1th  son  of  King  Robebt  I.  The  Countess 
d,  without  issue  in  1119,  when  the  Earldom  should  have  devolved  on  Sib  Kobbbt 
Bbocihs,  of  right  17th  Earl,  the  heir  of  line  as  above  stated;  bat  Kuag  Jjjm  I., 
then  reigning,  desirous  to  sap  the  foundations  of  a  formidable  aristocracy,  wax  en- 
deavouring to  unite  the  ancient  Earldoms  to  the  Crown,  and  seized  this  opportunity 
to  reqnire  a  anrrender  of  the  Earidom  of  Har,  from  Alexander  Stewart,  widower  m 
the  Countess.  Alexander,  conscious  that  he  posscpj^ed  at  best  but  a  life  interest  in 
the  Earldom,  resigned  it  to  the  King,  who  r^anted  it  to  him  and  his  heirs  male. 
Upon  his  death,  withont  iasoe,  in  14S6,  Sir  Robert  EnldiM  daimed  the  titie,  hat 
was  prevented  from  taking  the  estates,  on  pretenooof  the  ninority  of  King  James 
II.  On  his  coming  of  age,  the  cause  was  heard  in  Parliament,  and  the  Earldom 
decreed,  in  1457,  to  the  King,  under  various  pleas,  of  which  the  chief  was  his  right 
as  legal  heir  to  Alexander,  the  last  Elarl,  who  was  a  bastard.  The  Earldom  waa 
afler  some  years  bestowed  on  John,  3rd  son  of  King  James  II.;  then  on  Cochrane, 
a  favourite  of  King  Jaxss  III. ;  next  on  Alexander,  3rd  son  of  Kin^  James  III., 
and  lastiv  on  James  Stewart,  Prior  ot  .St.  Andrews,  a  natural  son  of  Km^  Jambs  V. 
At  length  the  rightful  proprietor,  John,  Lord  Erskine,  obtained  permission  from 
the  Crown  to  have  the  question  respecting  the  succe.ssiun  to  the  dignity  re-tried, 
andt  ailer  a  lapse  of  one  hundred  ana  thirty  yearn,  obtained  a  verdict  in  his  favour; 
upon  which  the  Queen  granted,  in  15t>5,  a  charter  to  him  and  his  heirs  of  the  Earl- 
dom  of  Mar,  with  precedency  from  the  year  1457 ;  against  which  clause,  the  Earls 
of  Mar  haT6  alway*  proteeted,  avemug  it  to  he  &e  most  ancient  Earldom  of 
Scotland. 

Sir  Thomas  Erskine  of  Erskine  was  father,  as  before  stated,  by  Janet  Keith,  at 
length  hehreee  of  Mar,  of  Sib  Bobbbt  EBsxtHB,  who  dumed  (3ie  Barldora,  atid 

should  hav(!  been  1st  Earl  of  this  family ;  he  d.  however  in  1453,  before  the  Par- 
liament had  finally  decided  againat  him,  leaving  a  son,  Thomas,  who  was  dispos- 
aeued  of  it  by  the  decree  of  1467,  but  had  the  title  of  Lord  Brskfaie;  as  however 
the  precedency  of  this  title  dates  from  that  decree,  this  Thomas,  Lord  Erskine, 
bbumI  be  reckoned  aa  1st  Eabl.  He  was  snooeeded  bj  his  onij  son,  Albxakdxb, 
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2nd  KxKh;  whose  son,  Robert,  3id  Eaiil,  w.is  killed  at  the  huttiu  of  Floddeii 
9  Sept.  1618,  Hw  son  and  •uccestior,  Johk,  Ith  Kabl,  was  entrusted  with  the 
keeping  of  the  vonn;,'  King  James  Y.,  whoso  favour  ho  always  ri'tained  ;  lie  d.  1552; 
hU  eldest  son,  Robert,  Master  of  En^kine,  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Pinkie  in 
1547,  in  hU  fkther's  lifetime,  tnd  his  M  son,  Thomw,  Master  of  Erskine,  Am- 
bassador to  England,  also  d.  bofuro  lilni  ;  his  3nl  s^on  .loiTX,  succeeded  him  ;  and 
his  4th  son,  Sir  Alexaader,  was  father  of  Sir  TaoKAS,  created,  in  1603,  Baron  of 
Dirlcton,  in  1606,  Viaoount  of  Fentoun,  and  in  1610,  BABLof  Kstlis,  all  with 
remainder  to  his  heirs  male  whatsoever.  He  was  ancestor  of  all  the  s\iccctKling 
Earls  of  Kellie,  till  his  male  issue  became  extinct  in  1829,  by  the  death  of  M  ktu  i'EN- 
Kellie,  10th  Earl,  when  the  Earl  of  Mar,  as  next  heir  ninlo,  s\KctrdL-d  to  his 
titles.  John,  5th  Earl  of  Mab,  obtained  the  recognition  ot  liiis  right  from  Queen 
Mary  and  the  Parliament.  Bping  Oovevnor  of  the  Castle  of  Edinburgh  at  the  period 
of  the  birth  of  Kin^  James  VI.,  his  mother,  Qiuvn  Maby,  desirous  to  put  the 
castle  into  the  hands  of  the  Earl  of  IJothwcll,  offered  to  commit  the  young  Prince 
to  the  f;sfo[1v  if  till'  y.A'A  of  Mar,  provided  lie  wonld  surrendiT  the  Castle.  The 
Earl  consented  to  tiicsc  conditions,  and  conveyed  the  Royal  child  to  the  Castle  of 
Stirling',  of  which  also  he  waa  the  Keeper ;  peremptorily  refusing  to  yield  him  ujp 
again  to  Bothwell,  who  used  both  artifice  and  force  to  recover  i)ossession  of  Ins 
person*  but  in  vain ;  the  Earl  of  Mar  thus  effectuallj  preserving  from  the  power  of 
this  ambitions  man  a  life  of  so  much  importanoe  to  tlie  Seottish  nation  ut  that 
unquiet  period,  and  from  which  have  sprung  all  the  succeeding  Kings  of  Great  Bri- 
tain. Tnc  Earl  was  uhoeeu  Regent  of  Scotland  on  the  death  of  the  Regent 
Lennox,  but  d.  in  the  following  year,  1572,  leaving  to  his  snecessor,  John,  6th 
Baxii  the  custody  of  the  young  King's  person.  The  latter  joined  the  Ruthven 
conspiracy  in  1582,  for  obtaining  possession  of  the  King,  who  had  now  some  years 
since  asi-unicd  the  ruins  of  Government,  and  for  this  was  attainted,  but  restored 
by  act  of  Parliament  in  1585.  He  accompanied  the  King  into  England  in  1603, 
and  continued  in  favour  to  the  end  of  James's  reign.  He  d.  in  1631,  having  had 
a  grant  of  the  Barony  of  Cardross  to  himself,  his  hell's  and  assigns,  which  he  as- 
sigiud  accordingly  to  Henry,  his  8rd  ton,  and  his  bein  male.  li»  left  ei^t 
sons,  viz.,

•noeeeded  by  his  brather  Jamb^,  13th  JiiAiiL ;  and  he  was  succeeded,  ia  1786,  fav 
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hb  eldest  son,  Johh-Fbhtcis,  14th  Ejibl,  to  vrhom  the  titles,  ibrfinted  hf  the 
attainder  of  John,  lOtli  Eaul,  in  1716,  were  f^raciously  restored  under  his  late 
Mnjcsty,  King  Geosoe  IV.,  by  Act  oi'  l*arliamcnt  in  1821.  lie  was  h.  in  1741, 
and  d.

HABLBOfiOUGH,  DUES  OF.  (Spbvcbb-Chvbceiu.) 

Peer  of  England. 

To  dilate  upon  the  servioes  of  Johiy-Chuschill,  the  first  and  great  Duks  of 
IIaubobouoh,  K.G.,  wbidi  «>  long  aa  the  British  namo  and  iiatioB  last  will 
NIBain  among  our  proudest  remcmbrancea,  is  the  province  of  the  British  historian, 
and  is  a  theoie  to  which  so  limited  u  space  aa  could  bo  here  allotted  to  it  would  be 
altogether  insufficient;  takuig  it  then  for  granted,  that  his  merits  are  well  known 
to  every  reader,  it  need  only  oe  observed,  that  ho  waa  deriTed  from  a  very  ancient 
family,  of  which  Ro^er  de  Courcil,  a  noble  Norman,  came  into  En^'land  witli 
William  the  Conqueror,  and  obtained  from  that  Monarch  grants  of  lands  in  tlie 
We.st  of  England.  Fourtacnth  in  de^tcent  from  this  Kogcr.  waa  Sir  Wittafcan 
Churchill,  who  pull'ered  from  sequestration  in  the  grand  rebellion  as  a  strenuous 
partisan  of  the  Royal  cause.  He  d.  in  1688,  having  had  a  nomeroua  issue  by  his 
wife  Blinbflth,  dragblar  of  Sir  John  Dnko,  Burt,  of  Aaho,  in  DevouliiN^  al 
which  place,  in  consequence  of  the  ruin  of  her  husband's  fortune,  all  her  children 
were  boro.  JoHM  Chu&chili^  tho  2nd  but  eldest  surviving  son  of  this  familyt 
waa  the  hero  whose  talents,  <M  and  military,  raiaad  hin  to  ilM  bighatt  raiuc 
aniongi>t  the  subjects  of  his  native  coiintry,  and  acquired  liiin  an  immortal  fame 
throughout  Europe.  He  m.  Sarah,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Richard  Jennintrs  of 
Sandridgo,  Co.  Hertford — a  lady  of  gi'eat  abilities  and  cxcewive  haughtinest.^,  whose 
inUuence  for  some  years  held  the  mind  of  Queen  Aknk  almost  in  bondage,  and 
enabled  her  to  be  eminently  serviceable  in  promoting  the  political  views  of  her 
huaband  at  home,  while  he  was  conquering  the  enemies  of  the  country  abroad. 
Other  influence  however  arose,  which  at  length  incited  the  Queen  to  cast  off  the 
anlgection  in  which  her  haughty  favourite  had  held  her,  and  the  downfall  of  the 
Marlborough  and  Whig  pauly  waa  the  result  The  Doehesa  d,  18  Oct.  1744.

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awtod  Ewl  of  Mariborough,  Co.  Wilts,  in  1689 ;  Mtrqi^  of  BUoidferd  aad  Ihm 

of  MABLBOHoi-(iH,  in  1702.    After  the  deuth  of  his  only  bod,  all  his  Englixh 
honours,  with  the  i\Ianor  of  Woodstock  and  house  and  land«  of  Blenheim,  wore,  by 
Act  of  I'arliumeiil,  in  1706,  settled  on  kis  daughters  acooidiug  to  tkeir  ittttuority  of 
birth,  and  their  issue 
by  his  t  ld»^«t  daughter, 

Henrietta,  DucRisa  of  MjLBLBORorr.n,  wile  of  Fi-ancis,  £arl  (iodolnhin  ;  sho 
iL  24  Oct.  1733,  huviiii^  survived  her  only  son,  William,  Marquis  of  lU  and  ford,  who 
M.  26  April  1720,  Mariu-Catlierine,  dau-htor  of  Peter  D'Jouf^  of  Utrecht,  aiul  7. 
without  uaue,  ii4  Aug,  17^1,  She  lelt  two  daughters :  Henrietta,  m.  to  Thonia<i 
Pslham  HoIIm,  Dolce  of  Heweulle;  and  ytuj  toThonaw  OibonM^  TkHn  of  Leeda. 
As  the  Ehii-hess  left  no  snrvirin;,'  issue  male,  the  inheritance  passed,  liccording  to 
the  Act  of  ParliaoMnty  to  tbo  eldest  tou  of  her  uext  sister,  Anne,  Countess  of 
SiuidflriiDd)  wbo  wtt  henclf  deoMaad. 

The  ancestors  of  the  family  of  Spencer  were  of  noble  dep^  in  Nonnand  v  b+^fore 
the  Conquest.  Robert  le  Despencer,  one  of  the  Barons  who  came  into  England 
witii  WuiiAM  the  Coiimit  ror,  was  Steward,  orDM|MDeir,  to  that  Monarch;  his 
successors,  William  and  Thurstan,  enjoyed  the  same  office  under  Klnf*  IIknbt  I., 
and  from  it  the  family  derived  a  surname  which  sneedily  became  famous  in  the 
Sngliah  amitla.  Hugh,  the  1st  Baron  le  Deapencer,  by  writ  of  summons  in  1264, 
was  grent-grandsoji  ot"  '!'lnrN-f  ;  ho  ivr\.s  appointed  Grand  Justiciary  of  Enir'nn'l 
bv  the  Baiona,  in  or)}x)^«nion  to  King  Hkney  ill.,  and  was  killed  at  the  battle  of 
Evesliatn  in  1265,  fighting  under  Simon  de  Montfort,  Bar!  of  Leieeater,  agabat  Ibe 
assertors  of  the  Koyal  autliority.  He  ^Y:ls  m.  -  ^d^d  by  his  elde&t  son,  Hngh,  2nd 
Lord  Despencer,  created,  in  132:2,  Earl  of  Wiiichetiter ;  and  who,  with  Hugh 
DaHpeneef  the  younger,  his  »on.  Earl  of 'Oloaceater  (in  right  of  hie  wife,  Alianore, 
eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Gilbert  de  Clare,  Earl  of  Clloucester  and  Hereford, 
«nd  niece  of  King  Edwas]>  II.),  ooei^y  so  larjgo  a  space  in  the  history  of  tliat 
reign ;  both  the  most  powerful  persona  of  their  time,  possesaors  of  tiie  greatest 
estates  in  £ngland,  and  the  unhappy  favourites  of  an  unliappy  Monaroh.  How  far 
the  unpopular  raeasnres  of  King  Kdwaku  rtiight  bo  attributed  to  these  ministers, 
bistoriuui*  must  decide;  but  cortaiik  iL  is  that,  with  gratitude  not  always  the  conae- 
qnenoe  of  court  favour,  they  faithlully  adhered  to  their  Royal  master  throngh  alltke 
vicissitudes  of  his  fortune.  Both  were  put  to  death  in  1320,  by  the  Barons  in  arms 
agaiust  the  Crowu,  without  even  the  form  of  a  trial — the  iatlur  in  October,  having 
been  delivered  to  his  enemies  by  the  ganiaon  of  Bristol,  which  city  he  was  holding; 
for  the  Kin?:^;  and  the  «on  in  November,  after  n  stout  defence  of  the  Castle  of 
Caerfili,  which  he  at  length  sui'i-eudertni  upon  capilulatiuu,  expre&sly  guaranteeing 
the  safety  of  his  life.  Hugh  Despencer,  his  son  and  heir,  was  summoned  to  nurlia* 
ment  by  King  Edwabd  III.  in  13^8;  he  J.  without  issue  in  1349,  and  wn-;  st-r- 
oeeded  ))y  his  nephew.  Sir  Edward,  K.Q.,  son  of  Edward,  the  Earl  of  Glouoettter's 
younger  son,  who  waa  veatorad  in  blood,  and  by  Sfiatbeth,  ^hnglitar  and  aoie  beir  of 
Bartholomew,  4th  Baron  Buri^bersh,  left  one  son.  Thomas,  Cth  Baron  le  Despencer, 
who  obtained  the  reversal  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  by  which  his  anceators,  the 
Sarh  of  Winohealer  waA  Ohmoester,  had  been  attdnted,  after  Iheir  de«lba,  and  waa 
created,  in  1397,  Earl  of  Gloucester ;  he  owed  his  elevation  to  King  RicnAnD  11., 
and  continued  his  allegiance  to  that  Monarch  after  the  superior  fortune  of  Hinbt 
IV.  had  driven  him  from  the  throne.  He  took  qp  arms  for  that  Pi'ince's  restora> 
tion,  in  conjunctioil  with  many  other  nobles;  but  Henrv  obtained  a  premature 
knowledge  of  the  con^pirncy,  met  them  with  an  in-eslsfimo  force,  and  the  Earl  of 
Gloucester,  who  had  taken  rcfugt;  at  ihitttol,  wa*  given  up  by  tlic  citizens,  attainted 
and  beheaded  in  1400.  He  left  an  infant  son,  Kichard,  OD  whose  death,  in  141d^ 
the  male  descendants  of  the  1st  Baron  Ic  Despencer  became  eximet,  Xbe  Itenmy 


From  lit-HVoy  le  Desnenccr,  brotlier  of  Hugh,  the  lat  Baron,  and  also  great- 
gmndson  of  Thurstan,  the  patriarch  of  this  family,  descended,  in  the  18tl>  decree, 
Sib  liOBiBBT  Spenceb,  created,  in  iiiO'S,  Babon  Sf£>'CEE  of  Wormleighton.  He 
d.  in  16S7,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

William,  2nd  Loud,  who  (7.  in  1030.    Henbt,  his  son,  3rd  Lobd,  waa  created 
Easl  of  SuMDBBLASo  in  1(}43.   Though  a  very  young  man,  he  had  heartily  em- 
barked in  the  eanie  of  Kbs^  Csaxibs  I.,  and  loat  bis  life  in  the  battle  of  Newbnry, 
20  Sept.  1G13,  being  thou  but  twenty-three  years  of  age.    He  left  an  infant  son, 
£ofiS£T,  2nd  Eaal,  K.Q.,  vho,  on  attaimng  the  age  of  maturiW,  waa  employed 
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some  ^'cars  on  foreign  embassies,  and  recalled  in  1079,  to  take  the  chief  lead  in  the 
administration  at  home ;  from  tliis  time  he  retained  hid  office  of  Secretury  of  State, 
almost  without  intonnission,  till  no.tr  the  close  of  the  reif^^n  of  James  II.  His 
public  lile  ia  luaikcd  with  so  many  intUuiccs  uf  cliangc  of  policy,  and  apparently  of 
ehan^  of  principle,  that,  though  his  abilities  were  confessedly  great,  historv  does 
not  hold  him  in  much  respect.  King  William,  thou<^h  he  did  nut  employ  nimin 
administration,  trusted  him  prirately  as  a  political  partisan,  and  ho  (/.  in  17u2. 

He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Cuables,  3nl  Eakl,  K  G.,  who,  as  already  noticed, 
m.  Lady  Anne  C'hurcliill,  2nd  daus,'htt'r  of  tlie  Lst  l)uke  of  Marlborough.  Under 
the  patronage  of  his  father-in>inw,  he  wai>  introduced  in  a  diplomatic  character  at 
aevenl  foreign  court*,  and  was,  in  1706,  appointed  Secretary  of  State.  He  did  not, 
however,  long  enjoy  this  ofRro.  for  the  Dulce  of  Marl  boron  j^li's  power  kooh  after 
began  to  give  way  under  the  Torj'  influence  which  marked  the  latter  jeans  of  Queen 
Ankk.  He  resigned  in  1710»  bat  was  re^appobted  under  King  (iEOBOB  J.»  and 
held  foi  a  tsiioi  1  time  the  Situation  of  Pre^iident  of  the  Council ;  he  a.  in  1722,  leaving, 
as  noticed  above,  by  Anne,  bis  CouotoM,  three  surviving  sons,  viz.,

The  family  of  Skeffington  deriyes  its  name  from  Skeffington  in  Leicestershire, 
where  Simon  Skeffington  was  seated  in  the  time  of  Kmg  Edwabd  I.  His  lineal 
descendant,  Sir  William  Skeffington,  was  created  a  Baronet  in  162G,  und  was  ancestor 
in  the  4th  degi'ee  of  Sib  John  Skeffington,  who  M.  the  daughter  and  heir  of  the 
1st  Viscount,  and  succeeded  as  2nd  Viscount  Massareene.

Tradition*  gives  to  this  faniily  for  ancestor  a  German  of  distinction,  who  accom- 
panied (^ueen  Mur^'aiit,  the  wile  of  Malcolm  Canmore,  from  Hungary,  and  obtained 
Rom  that  Prince  a  grant  of  the  Bsnmy  of  Methren  in  Perthshire,  from  which  hli 
descendant*  assumed  his  surname.  The  first  of  tln  in  upon  record  is  Patrick  de 
Methven,  proprietor  of  the  lands  and  Barony  of  Mcthven  in  the  reign  of  King 
Albxaxdfb  hi.  Eighth  in  descent  from  him  was  John  do  Methven,  who  having 
iM't  ii  :i  zealous  promoter  of  the  Reformation  in  Scotlatid,  found  it  prudiut  to  rttlr« 
to  Eti^jland  during  the  administration  of  Cai-dinal  IJeatou  in  the  minority  of  Mary, 
Queen  of  Scots.  He  was  well  received  by  Queen  Emkadetii,  who  prellrn  d  his  son 
Paid  to  a  Prebend  in  the  Cathe<lral  of  ^V'ells,  which  led  to  the  .settlement  of  his 
descendants  in  tlie  West  of  England.  Paul,  tho  gi-andson  of  tho  I'cv.  Paul 
Mcthven,  had  two  sons,  of  whom  Anthony  was  ancestor  of  the  present  Lord,  and 
John,  the  eldest  son  and  h«r,  was  Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland,  a  Privy  Councilknr, 
and  Ambassador  to  the  Courts  of  Sitain  and  Portugal,  in  tho  roii^tis  of  William 
III.  and  Queen  Aune.  Uis  only  surviving  son,  Sir  Paul  Methuen,  K.B.,  a  man  of 
ettraordinary  accomplishments  and  singnlar  integrity  and  merit,  was  also  at  various 
times  Amba-ssador  to  tlio  Courts  of  Portugal  and  Spjiin,  and  administen  d  many  of 
the  first  offices  of  State  during  the  reigns  of  WiLLUML  III.,  Queen  A2iSE,.and  the 
two  first  Georges,  and  d.  unm.  in  1757.  *

Of  an  ancient  family  which  appears  to  liave  been  seated  in  Yorkshire  as  early  as 
the  12th  <»ntnry ;  and  which  nad  been  ennobled  in  two  of  its  branches  previous  to 
the  creation  of  the  present  Earldom. 

Thomas  Savile,  living  in  the  13th  century,  had  two  sons,  Sir  John  and  Sir  Honri'. 
Sir  John,  the  eldest  son,  was  ancestor  of  Sir  George  Savile,  who  was  created  Baiou 
Savile  of  Eland,  and  Viscount  Halifax  in  1668,  Earl  of  Halifax  in  1679,  and  Mar. 
quis  of  Halifax  in  1682;  all  which  titles  became  extinct  in  1700,  by  the  death  of 
his  son  and  heir  William,  2nd  Marquis  of  Halifax ;  of  John  Savile,  created  Baron 
Savile  of  Pontefract,  Co.  York,  in  1628,  in  which  title  he  waa  snooeeded  by  hia  son 
Thomas,  who  was  created  Viscount  Savile  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland,  and  Earl  of 
Sussex  in  England  in  164-1,  all  which  titles  became  extinct  in  1671,  by  the  death  of 
his  son  James,  2nd  Earl  of  Sussex;  and  of  the  Baronets  of  Thornhill  in  Yorkshire, 
which  title  was  created  in  1611,  and  beoame  extinct  in  1784,  by  the  death  of  Sir 
George  Savile,  to  whoae  eatatea  the  pnwent  Earl  of  Scarborough,  hia  nephew,  haa 
succeeded.

MONTROSE,  DUKE  OP.  (Gbaiiam.) 

Peer  of  Scotland  and  of  Great  Britain. 

Tnis  noble  family  traces  its  descent  from  William  do  CJiMliam,  who  nettled  in  Scot- 
loud  in  the  reign  of  King  David  1.,  and  obtained  from  Itim  the  lands  of  Abercum 
and  Dalkeith ;  from  hia  eldest  eon  Peter,  eeveral  famili^  of  Grahams  descend ;  and 
9th  in  descent  from  John,  his  second  M»n,  was  Sir  Wiiliain  fJraham  of  Kincardine, 
whose  eldest  sou  Alexander  wasiatlier  of  Patbick,  created  iiarou  Uraltamin  1445; 
and  hia  5th  son.  William,  was  aaeflstor  of  Lord  Igrmdoeh. 
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PiTKiCE,  1st  LoBD  Qbahau,  d.  in  I46d,  and  was  suceeeded  by  his  sou, 
WiLUAM,  2nd  LoBD,  wbo  d,  in  1472,  and  was  succeeded  by  huton, 
WiLLiAU,  3rd  LoBD,  created  in  1505,  Eabt.  of  Montuosk,  and  killed  at  tlia 
battle  of  Flodden,  9  Sept.  1513.   Uis  son,  William,  2nd  Eabl,  succeeded  him,  and 
A  in  1S71;  be  ontfivra  Mr  eldert  ton  Robert  Lord  (kvham,  who  fell  mt  the  bettle 
of  Piukie,  10  Sopt.  15  i7,  and  to  whom  was  afterwards  bom  a  posthumous  son, 
John,  who  succeeded  hu  grandfather  as  3rd  £abl.    He  was  appointed  Viceroy  of 
Bootland  in  1604,  and  d.  in  1608,  when  he  was  succeeded  b^  his  eldest  son, 
John,  4th  £abl,  who  d.  in  1626,  and  was  followed  by  his  only  son, 
James,  5th  Eahl,  and  1st  Mabquis,  K.O.,  mmmonly  called  the  Great  Marquis 
of  Montrose,    lie  waa  b.  in  1G12,  aud  couipleted  hi^  educatiuu,  alter  his  i'utlier'a 
daetll*  with  great  diligence ;  first  great  proticiency  in  the  learned  languages, 

nndf^r  ]>!eceptors  in  his  own  house,  ana  afterwards  spending  several  years  abroad 
in  ucquiriog  the  modem  langu^ig^,  and  all  the  polite  exercises  of  thd  age.  He 
ictnrned,  remarkable  for  his  aocompli^lnnents  and  the  nunety  of  his  knowledge,  but 
was  not  received  at  Court  with  all  thf  distin  tion  he  expected  ;  this  rebufT,  actin^^ 
upon  a  vehement  character,  led  him  into  opposition  to  the  tiovemraent,  and  he 
was  at  first  among  the  moat  sealona  anpportera  of  the  Covenant ;  he  fonght,  atwaye 
with  sueces-s,  in  several  engagements;  but  the  principles  of  his  associates  oeing  little 
in  unison  with  his  ardent  and  chivalrous  temper,  he  abmdoned  the  cause,  and 
reUred  to  hit  own  reaidenoe,  some  prirate  riraliatp  with  the  Harqnia  of  Hamilton 
preventing  liis  iniinediately  enlisting  in  the  King's  service.  However,  in  1643,  he 
waited  upon  the  King  at  Oxford,  was  favourably  received,  created  Marquis  of  Mont> 
raae,  and,  from  that  time,  devoted  all  the  energies  of  his  great  mind  to  the  supooxt  of 
tile  Royal  cause.  No  enterprise  was  too  pHeriTous,  no  exertion  too  arduous,  ibr  hia 
spirit  an  1  intrepidit}*.  With  what  undisciplined  troops  the  influence  of  his  nam© 
nrocured  hun,  he  defeated  large  armies  sent  against  him,  and  witli  little  assistance 
Dom  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  his  exploits,  and  no  resources  beyond  it»  he 
maintained  a  desultory  vrm-  in  the  North  of  SScotland,  till  the  unparalleled  "urcesses 
of  his  arms,  and  the  coulidenoe  they  inspired,  placed  him  at  the  head  of  a  cooiiider- 
able  ftfioe,  with  which  he  was  enabled  to  march  aonthwards,  and  even  to  oblam 
temporary  po^segeion  of  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow.  Had  the  King's  affairs  now 
been  in  a  state  to  aflbrd  eilectual  aaaistanoe,  Sootland  would  doabueea  have  been 
rednced  under  the  Royal  avthorii^;  but  MontttMe*!  euergetio  dbaraeter  prompted 
him  to  advance,  aii  l  tl;i  nature  of  the  troops  lie  led  on,  rendering  them  liable  to 
total  diaperaioo  on  the  Erst  check,  he  was  surprised  and  defeated  at  Phillipbaugh, 
on  his  march  towwda  England,  13  Sept.  1645,  and  compiled  almoat  alone,  to 
take  refuge  in  the  north.  His  exertions,  however,  soon  placed  him  at  the  head  of 
another  army,  but  a  command  from  the  King,  who  was  now  a  prisoner  to  the 
8cottbh  rebels,  caused  him  to  disband  it^  and  he  retired  to  the  contiuent.  At 
Bmeaela  the  melancholy  tidings  of  his  Sovereign'a  fate  reached  him,  and  he  imme> 
diately  repaired  to  the  Hague  to  offer  his  services  to  Chables  II.,  who  gave  him 
a  commission  to  act  as  his  Lieutenant  in  Scotland,  and  procured  him  the  assistance 
of  six  hundred  Gormana.  With  these  he  hmded  in  Orkney  in  the  spring  of  1650, 
and  his  army  speedily  increased  to  1400  men.  He  then  marched  southwu^, 
but  was  met  at  Invercharrou,  and  totally  defeated  by  btrachan,  on  the  27th  of 
AonL  He  was  himaelf  betrayed  by  Macleod,  of  Assyn,  ui  whoae  heoie  he  bad 
talcen  refuge,  and  delivered  to  Geii;T;il  Leslie,  who  conducted  him  to  Edinbunrh, 
where,  with  erei;^  imaginable  indignity,  ho  was  put  to  death,  meeting  tbeinsiuta 
cfbia  eneroiea  witii  a  mlmneaa  and  magnanimity,  and  his  end  with  an  unfeigned 
cheerfulness,  which  true  religion  and  the  consciovisness  of  a  good  cause  only  could 
impart.  He  was  hanged  on  the  21st  of  May  1650,  at  the  age  of  38.  To  this  short 
sketch  of  the  hero's  career,  must  be  added  that  he  disphiyed  eminent  proofs  of  an 
elegant  ^nius ;  he  s{M>ke  eloquently,  and  wrote  graoeftdly  and  perspicuously,  and  * 
few  of  his  small  metrioal  piflOSB  have  been  preserred,  which  exhibit  taste  and  true 
poetical  imagination. 

He  led  bat  one  aurviving  son,  James,  his  succesaor,  2nd  Mabquis,  who  d.  in 
1669,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  James,  3id  Marquis  ;  he  d.  in  IfiSi,  when  his 
son  Jakes,  4th  Mabquis,  succeeded,  aud  was  created,  in  1707,  DcKEof  Moktbose, 
Marquis  of  Graham  and  Buchanan,  Earl  of  Kineardme,  Yiscount  of  Dundaff, 
Ix)rd  Aberruthven,  Mugdock,  and  Fintrie,  all  by  patent,  with  remainder  to  the 
heirs  male  of  his  bo^,  failing  which,  to  the  eld<»t  heir  female  of  his  body  without 
division.  He «!.  in 1742.  Janes,  Marquis  Graham,  lua  eldest  boo,  d.  in  hie  infamy  j 
Mid  ShmA,  Harquia  QnihaiB,  his  Sod  soiiy  having  been  created,  in  1728,  Sari  and 
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Baron  Graham  of  Belford,  Co.  Northumberland,  in  the  Peerage  of  Gi^t  BiHitiii, 

with  remainder  to  lii-^  br(»ther»,  Loitls  William  ami  Oporpe  Graham,  d.  nUo  More 
him  in  1731;  Lord  George,  his  youngest  son,  ii.  unm.  in  1747:  and  William, 
Mavqui;)  Gndiani^  the  onljr  toirhror,  who  had  enooeeded  to  hie  brottier*s  Brityi 
r.^  rnLTf ,  ;^lso  succeeded  his  father  as  2ii(l  Dtkr;  hi^  *2><  Oct.  1712,  T<.idy  Luojr 
Manners,  2nd  daughter  of  John,  2nd  Duke  of  Uutlmd.  and  by  lier,  who  d.  18  .Itme 
1788,  had,  beBidea  his  eon  and  auccepwr,  a  dauijlit«  r.  Lady  Lucy,  b.  Jnly  1751, 
d.  \.\  VA\  1770;  havhig  m.  13  dune  1771,  Aivliibald  Douglas.  K^i',  after- 
wards 1st  Lord  Douglas,  sco  the  Pccrafjr  W, I  time,  rxd'tirt.  TIm'  Duke  rf.  23  Sept.

Peer    Scotland  and  ^  Great  Britain, 

The  Earl  descends  from  the  same  ancestor  as  the  Earl  of  Castle-Stuart,  viz., 
Walter,  legitimated  Fon  of  Sir  James  Stewart,  1th  son  of  .Murrloi-k.  Duko  of 
Albany,  3rd  son  of  Kin*;  Uobert  II.  Andrew,  Lord  Avaudiiie,  son  oi  Walter,  was 
filther  of  Andrew,  8rd  Lord  Avandale,  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Castle^toart ;  and  of 

Sir  James  Stewart  of  Beath.  who.-'e  son,  Siu  James  Stewart.  wa.s  created  Lonn 
DouM  in  1581;  bis  son,  James,  2nd  Lued,  m.  Lady  Elizabeth  Stewart,  eldest 
dan^ter  and  oo-heir  of  the  Regent,  JiHSS  Bvbwabt,  ereated,  fai  1661,  Baii.  of 
Moray,  natural  son  of  King  Jamts  V. ;  npon  this  marriage  the  Lord  Doun 
assumed  the  title  of  the  Eaql  of  Moray  ;  he  was  killed  in  an  attack  made  on  his 
house  by  the  Earl  of  Huntly,  durinj^  the  troubles  raised  in  the  North  of  Scotland 
by  the  robi'llidii  of  Francis  Stewart,  Earl  of  Jiotlnvell,  and  Jambs,  3rd  Earl,  his 
son  by  the  Lady  Elizabeth  Stewart*  obtained,  in  1611,  a  charter  ot'  the  £arldoin  to 
himself  and  his  heirs  male. 

HSMBT,  2nd  son  of  the  Ist  Lord  Doun,  and  brother  of  the  3nd  Earl  of  Mora^, 
was  created,  in  1011,  Baron  of  St.  rolmc,  with  retnainder  to  his  heii-s  male;  hia 
only  sou,  Jjlues,  2nd  Lord,  succeeded  him,  and  was  succeeded  bv  his  cousin, 

Jamis,  Srd  But  of  Mosat,  who  d.  in  1688.  Jamss,  4th  Babi.,  his  only  eon, 
•ucceeded  him,  and  was  father  of  Alexandkii,  5th  Earl,  and  of  Arehilwdd,  from 
whom  descends  Stuart  of  Dunearn ;  he  was  succeeded,  in  1053,  by  his  eldest  son, 
Alexander,  5th  Earl,  who  d.  in  1700.  James,  Lord  Doun,  his  eldest  son,  d. 
before  htm,  and  Charles  and  FnANCis,  his  younjjer  sons,  wcmv  sueivssive  Earls. 
CriARLEs,  6th  Earl,  d.  without  issue  in  1735,  and  Francis.  7th  Earl,  (l.\n  1739; 
his  eldest  son,  Jauss,  8th  Eael,  succeedeil  him ;  ho  d,  in  1707,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  eldest  aon, 

Frantis,  Ofh  EvRL,  who  was  created,  in  1700,  Haron  Stoarf  of  Cnstle-Stti.irt, 
Co.  Inverness,  iu  the  Peerage  of  Great  Britain;  he  was  ft.  11  Jan.  1737,  and  d. 
28  Aug.  1810;  by  hia  marriage,  28  Jnne  1768,  with  the  Hon.  Jane  Gray,  eldest 
danghtvof  Jdm,  12th  Lord  Gray,  who  d.  19  Feb.  1786,  he  had  issue,  besides  a 
yonnf^cr  son  and  a  daughter,  who  Ixjth  d.  voun<?,  Jami>s,  Ix)rd  Donne,  d.  11  July 
1770;  John,  Lord  Doune,  b.  11  Feb.  1708, "rf.  unm.  0  July  1791;  Hon.  Archibald, 
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the  4th  son,  b.  2  Feb.  1771,  cl.  30  Oct.  1832 ;  having'  »i.  17  March  1793,  Cornelia, 
youngext  daughter  of  Sdnniiid-lfortoR  Pleydell,  of  MQbonrne-St. -Andrew, 
Co.  Dot-bet,  and  by  her,  Jih»  d.  1  Maa-h  1830,  he  had  the  ihsuo  given  in  the 
Peerage  I  ^olume ;  Lady  Grace,  (/.  23  March  lSli6»  bAving  m.  10  July  1789,  Qeoc:ge 
Dougla-s,  Esq..  of  Cavers,  Co.  Roxburgh ;  and 

Francis,  loth  Eaql,  his  3rd  son  and  8ucc<^s&or,  twin  with  his  joanger  brother, 
Archibald.   He  d.  12  Jan.  1848»  when  hit  tUUtt  toDt  FBAvas,  prcMDt  tad  11th 
succeeded  him. 


Edmund  Pabkbb,  £aq.,  of  an  ancient  family  in  Devonshire,  who  wa«  tieaied  at 
Noriih  MoHoR,  in  that  Comity,  Hi  1611,  wav  tnooeaded  by  hin  gindaon  Kdnwiad, 

son  of  his  oldest  son  John,  wlio  bofore  him.  Edmund,  tlu'  ;^'i  aiulHOJi.  left  thirteen

The  family  of  Cowley,  or  Colley,  removed  from  Rutlandshire  into  Ireland  in  tlio 
reisa  of  King  Usmbt  YIII.  Walter  CoUojr  was  Solicitor-Oeneral  fur  Ireland  in 
1537.  Tbe  7th  from  him  waa  Bickabd  Collct,  Esq.,  who  being  appobtod  hmr 
tofhe  estates  of  his  cousin,  Garrett  Wesley,  or  Wellesley,  Esq.,  oC  l);in^n  Castle, 
Co.  Mcath,  took  the  name  of  Wbll£8LB¥.  Ue  waa  created  Babon  Mobnimgtox, 
of  Momington,  Co.  Meath,  and  d.  in  1768.  He  waa  succeeded  by  his  only  son, 
Gahbett,  2nd  Lobd,  who  waa  created,  in  1760,  Viscount  Welleslev  of  Danga'n,  Co. 
Meath,  and  Eabl  of  Mobninoton.  Tie  was  h.  ID  .Tuly  1735,  d.  2'2  May  1781, 
having  m.  6  Feb.  1759,  the  Uoo.  Anne-iiili  Trevor,  eldest  daughter  of  Arthur,  1st

Abchibald  ni  Dotolar,  grandson  of  Theobald  the  Fleming,  the  first  known 

ancestor  of  the  House  of  DouEflw,  had  two  sons,

Sir  John  Douglas  of  Dalkeith,  had  two  sons,

James  Douglas,  Lord  Dalkeith  and  Aberdour,  was  created  £arl  of  Mobton  in 
1468.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Johv,  8nd  Eabl,  to  whom  toeoeeded  hi*  eon 
James,  3rd  Eart.    He  d.  in  without  issue  male,  having  obtained,  in  1513, 

a  Royal  Charter  of  the  Earldom  in  favour  of  his  son-in-law,  James  Douglas,  brother 
of  iMvid,  7th  Earl  of  An^n^ ;  Darid  Douglas,  his  brother  (afterwards  7th  Earl 
of  Angus)  ;  George  Dou^'hi-i  his  fathrr;  Arc  hibald,  0th  Earl  of  Anj^iis ;  Richard 
Douglas,  brother  of  the  Eurl  of  Morton  himself;  besides  several  other  substitutes 
and  their  heirs  male  respectively.  In  consequence  of  this  settlement,  the  Earldom 
devolved  upon 

Jambs  Douglas,  4th  Earl,  son-in-law  of  the  3rd  E  vkt,  son  of  George  Dini.rlas 
of  Pittendriech,  grandson  of  Gleorge,  Master  of  Angus,  and  brother  of  David,  7th 
Barl  of  Allgae.  He  was  the  principal  actor  in  the  murder  of  Rizzio  in  1566,  and 
was  in  consequence  obliged  to  fly  the  kingdom.  The  iiiflucnce  of  the  Earl  of  IJoth- 
well,  however,  obtained  bis  pardon  in  the  same  3'ear,  and  on  his  return  he  refused 
to  concur  with  Bothwell  in  the  proposed  murder  of  Lord  Damley.  In  1667f  ho 
entered  into  the  ansociation  for  the  aefenco  of  the  royal  infant  James,  whom  the 
malcontent  nobles  had  just  proclaimed  Xing,  was  appointed  in  the  November  fol- 
lowing Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Scotland,  and  in  1668  commanded  the  van  of  the 
King's  army  in  the  battle  of  Langside.  In  1572,  on  the  death  of  the  Earl  of  Mar, 
the  office  of  liegent  of  Scotland  wiis  conferred  upon  him,  and  he  administered  the 
Qofemment  in  tiie  name  of  King  Javbs  TI.  till  1678,  when  he  reaigned  tin 
Regency  into  the  hands  of  the  young  King.  Still,  however,  retaining  an  authority 
in  the  state  which  no  other  person  had  influence  or  ability  sufficient  to  wrest  from 
him,  his  poKtieal  enemies,  seemg  no  other  means  of  riddbg  themaelTes  of  his  asoen* 
dancy,  accused  him  in  Parliament  of  being  a  party  to  the  murder  of  Lord  D  irnley, 
and  obtained  his  condemnation,  which  was  immediately  followed  by  his  execntionf 
2  June  1581.  He  died  with  the  penitence,  resignation,  and  flOOWigB  of  n  0Nift

mutability  of  furtunc.  lie  Icfl  no  le^iimate  hsae,  and  bv  liis  attainder  his  Earldom 
was  forfoitt  il.  He  had  obtained,  in  ll^i,  a  new  charter,  by  which  the  Earldom  was 
entaiii-tl,  iailing  his  issup  inalc,  on  An-hiVialtl,  SlIi  Enrl  of  An^jus;  William  Douf^las 
of  Lochlevon  ;  Francis  Dougla;*  of  Lon};nitli'.ry  ;  William  Douglas  of  Whittiii{jfliaiiie, 
Willuun  Douglas  and  James  his  brother,  sods  ot  the  deceased;  Richacd  I)ouglaa, 
-brother  of  the  3rd  Earl  of  Morfon  ;  ami  tlu'  lu-irs  inalo  of  Uieir  bodien  respectively ; 
failing  which,  to  his  own  legitimate  heirs  male  fur  ever,  iini  in  consequence  of  his 
forfeiture,  John  Lord  Maxwell,  grandson  of  tlie  3rd  Earl,  tbrougfa  his  2nd  dm^isr, 
obtaim-il,  in  Jime  15S1,  ;i  (  luuf.  r  of  llio  Eiirl<lom ;  a  general  act  of  indemnity,  how- 
ever, passed  in  15bo,  and  a  letter  of  rehabilitation  of  Jameti,  Earl  of  Moi-ton,  issued 
under  the  Clreat  Seal,  whieh  deprired  Lord  Maxwell  of  h»  title,  by  restoring  the 
rights  of  the  heir  of  entail. 

Akcuiuai.I),  8th  Earl  of  Angus,  and  iith  Eakl  of  Mobton,  succeeded  as  the  next 
substitute  in  the  entail  of  1561,  but  d.  without  surviving  issue  in  1588,  when  the 
Earldom  devolve<l,  according  Ut  Ute  same  charter,  on  Sib  William  Douulas  of 
Loelilcven,  Cth  Eakt,  dc^c^'ihlcd  from  Sir  irt'iu  v  Douglas  of  Lochli'ven,  mentioned 
above  as  youngii  hou  of  Sir  Juhn  Douglas  of  Dalkeith.  Sir  William  Douglas  of 
Lochleven,  eldest  son  of  the  said  Sir  fUnuy,  was  father  of  the  heroic  Eliialwth 
Douglas,  maid  of  hnnonr  fo  Qunen  Joanna,  wiff  of  Km<j;  .Tami's  T  ,  who,  running 
to  secure  the  door  of  the  iioyal  apartment  against  the  inlrutiiuu  of  the  assassins  of 
that  King,  unable  to  find  the  bar,  thrust  her  arm  into  its  place,  but  in  vain  ;  the 
munli'ivrs  broke  lu  r  anu,  forced  their  wav  throuj^li,  and  accomplished  their  bloody 
purpose.  Sir  William  was  succeeded  bv  his  eldest  son.  Sir  Henry,  whose  son, 
Robert  Douglas  of  Lochleven,  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Flodden,  m  15191  He 
was  followed  by  his  son  and  gnndson,  both  8ir  Bobecti.  The  latter  fell  in  the 
battle  of  Pinkie,  in  1547. 

Sib  WitJ^iAM,  his  son,  suooeeded,  and  was  the  same  mentioned  above  as  successor 
to  the  5th  Earl.  Queen  Maby  was  committed  to  his  custody  at  Lochleven  Castle, 
in  1566.  He  d.  in  16<J(),  and  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson  William,  7th  Eabl, 
only  son  of  his  eldest  son  Ilobert,  who  was  lost  at  sea,  on  his  vuv  a^i:  to  Holland,  in 
1684,  before  his  father's  aooession  to  the  Earldom.  This  Earl,  l)ciore  the  breaking 
out  of  the  great  rebelHnn.  was  <w  ni'  the  richest  subjects  in  the  kingdom.  Espousing 
the  Jloynl  cause  with  zeul,  he  a<lv<iuceii  considerable  sums  tor  itti  support,  disposing 
for  that  ])iii  po6e  of  the  noble  property  of  Dalkeith  and  otiior  estates,  to  the  value  of 
no  less  than  KyXfXX)/'.  ScxjU  ot  yearly  rent.  On  the  entire  failure  of  the  Hoyal 
arms,  he  letired  to  Orkney,  and  d.  there  in  1648.  liis  eldest  son,  Uobert,  succeeded 
as  8th  Eabl,  and  d.  also  in  Orkney  in  1649.  His  son  Williaw,  0th  Bail.,  d. 
without  survirinjj  issue;  in  1681,  when  the  title  devolved  on  Jam  its,  lOth  Eabl, 
second  son  of  the  7Ui  Earl.  He  d.  in  1686,  and  was  father  of  Jambs,  11th  Eabu 
Bobbbt,  ISth  Babl,  and  GloxaJi,  13th  Eabl.  The  two  fixmer  d,  num.,  ikt  Sal 
in  1715.  and  the  second  in  1730.  0boK0I|»  13th  Zutt,  d,  in  1739,  and  w«a  ano- 
eeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

James,  14th  Eabl,  who,  being  in  Franco  in  1746,  was  impnsoned  in  the  Bastille 
for  reasons  never  avowed,  with  his  wife  and  child,  and  a  sister  of  the  Countess 
travelling  with  them,  but  after  three  mouths'  ronfincinenf  they  were  released  and 
jM.ruatted  to  proceed  to  England.  He  sold  his  large  property  in  Orkney  and  Zetland 
to  Sir  Laurence  Dundas,  was  elected,  in  1764,  President  oi  the  Royal  Society,  and 
d.  in  1768,  having  nr.  1st,  Aj,'ath;i,  dauf^liter  nrid  heir  of  James  Hallyburton,  K-t;  , 
who  d.  12  Dec.  1748;  and  2ndiy,  2i>  Juiy  1765,  Bridget,  eldest  daughter  oi  isir 
John  Heathcote,  Bart.,  who  d,  2  If  arch  1805.  He  had  a  son  and  a  daughter  bj 
each  marriage,  viz.,

This  family  is  denominaUil  frum  its  ancient  residence,  the  Manor  uf  EUgeoomb^  in 
Stvonsiiire,  whenee,  in  the  reign  of  Edwabd  III.,  William  de  Edgecomb  removed 
to  Cotehele,  in  Cornwall. 

His  ^cat-jxnmdson,  Sir  Kiuhard  Edgecumbo,  was  a  person  ol'  nolo  in  the  reipfns 
of  Edwabd  IV.  and  IIichabd  III. ;  he  joined  Henry  Stalford,  Duke  of  Hucking- 
ham,  in  his  rebellion  against  the  latter  monarch,  and  was  redoeed,  after  its  sup- 
pression, to  great  extremities;  lie  had  the  good  fortune  to  escape  to  IJrittaiiy,  to 
the  Earl  of  liichmond,  in  whose  suite  he  returneil  to  England,  di.splayed  great 
intrepidity  at  the  battle  of  Boswortb,  and  was  taken  into  the  household  and  con- 
fidence of  the  new  King.  On  the  suppression  of  the  Karl  of  Kildarc's  rebellion,  ho 
waa  sent  into  Ireland,  to  receive  thc^  renewed  allegiance  of  the  Irish  nobility,  and 
perfbrmed  that  difficult  oommiasion  with  great  good  fortnne  and  address.  He  was 
afterwards  frequently  employed  in  political  c<niinii>  iot.s  l>y  Henky  VII.,  and 
obt.ained  from  tnat  monarcu,  in  rewaru  for  his  many  imix)rtaut  services,  large  grants 
of  land  ill  Devonshire  and  Cornwall.  He  d.  in  1189,  and  bis  estates  devolved  on 
his  eldest  son, 

Sir  Piers  Edgecuinbe ;  he  was  mnde  a  Knight  Banneret  by  Uksry  VIII.  in  his 
expedition  into  France,  lor  his  gallant  behaviour  at  the  battle  of  the  Spurs.  He  d.  in 
1530;  Sir  Richard,  his  son  and  heir,  built  that  splendid  mansion  at  Stonehouse,  in 
Devonshire,  called  Mount-Edgeeumbe,  of  wliieh  it  is  recorded,  that  the  Duke  of 
Medina  Sidouia,  the  Commander  of  tlio  Armada  sent  for  the  iuTa«ion  of  England, 
observ  ing  from  the  sea  its  noble  situation,  fixed  npon  it  for  his  own,  in  his  inwndcd 
division  of  his  conquest ;  the  choice,  at  least,  was  creditable  to  liis  taste.  His  great- 
grandson,  Colonel  Piers  Edgecmnbe  of  Muunt-EUgecurabe,  tirmly  attached  to  the 
Church  and  Kin^,  endeavoured  to  support  both  in  uie  ciyil  wars  to  the  otmoet  of 
his  power  and  lortune ;  so  great,  indeed,  Wiis  the  emnitj  df  the  popolar  leaders 
against  him,  that  Sir  Alexander  Carew,  of  Anthony,  in  Cornwall,  was  trie<l  at 
Guildhall,  condenuied,  and  1  eliculed,  solely  upon  a  eliarge  of  Ci)r responding  by  letter 
and  personal  conference  wi'Ji  C'ulonel  Edgccumbc;  ho  d.  in  16601  Hit  eldest  son. 
Sir  Richard  Edgeouinbe,  K.H.,  who  J.  in  KISS,  was  father  of 

KiCiiABD,  created,  in  1742,  Baeon  Edglcuaide  of  Mount-Edgecumbe,  Co. 
Devon ;  he  cK.  in  17M,  and  was  snooeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Rtcrabd,  Sod  Lobd, 
who  d.  unvi.  in  1761,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  brother,  (Ikobok,  3rd  LoRD;

Lancashire,  before  the  Conquest,  a  manor  and  estate  which  contiTUic-*  to  tlie  present 
day  in  the  possession  of  his  posteritv.  From  him  descended,  in  the  direct  male 
fine,  8ir  John  de  Pennington,  who  being  steadily  attached  to  the  House  of  Lan- 
caster, received  and  concealed  King  Henbt  VI.  at  his  castle  of  Muncastcr  in  Cum- 
berland, in  that  Prince's  llit^ht  I'rom  the  victorious  YorkiHts,  after  the  battle  of 
Hexhara.

be  fiumd  ;  he  m.  1st,  Jane,  eldest  dauifnter  and  ro-hoir  of  Colonel  William  Mercer, 
grandson  of  the  2nd  Lord  I^airne,  and  by  her  had  an  only  daughter,  the  present 
Baroium.  He  was  created,  in  1797,  Baron  Keith,  of  Stonehaven  Marbdial,  in  the 
Peerage  of  Ivelmid,  with  remainder  to  his  only  daughter,  Margaret  Mercer,  and 
her  issue  male;  and  was  further  created  Baron  Keith,  of  Stonehaven  MarischaljCo. 
Kincardine,  in  the  Peerage  (i(  the  United  Kingdom,  in  1801 ;  and  in  1803,  Baron 
KriTTT  of  Banlieath,  Co.  DuniViarton.  in  the  Peeracje  of  the  t'liitod  Kin<^dom,  with 
remainder,  tiailing  his  issn*-  maU",  to  his  only  daughter,  Wargaket  Mebceb,  and 
her  issue  male.  Hie  Lordship  2ndly,  Hester-Maria,  eldest  danghter  and  oo>heir 
of  Ilcni  v  Thrale,  Esq.,  by  whom  lie  ]\iv\  a  second  dau<,'liter  :  see  the  Peerage 
Fulume.  Iu  1814,  he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity^  of  Yincount  Keith,  which  title, 
as  well  as  the  Barony  of  1801,  became  wtinet  on  nis  death  in  1823 ;  when  hie  eldest 
daughter,  Margabbt,  the  present  Baroness,  succeeded  to  the  Barony  of  1803,  and 
to  the  Irish  Peerage;  nhe  ali>o  inherited,  in  1H37,  the  Barony  of  Nairne,  on  the 
death  of  her  maternal  relative,  WiLLIAM,  Gth  LoRU. 
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NAPIER,  lUlION.  (NAPiJiB,) 
JPeer  of  Scotland. 

From  John  de  Xnpior,  who  swore  fealty  tn  King  Epwabd  I.,  in  1296,  descended, 
in  the  llih  degree,  John  Napieb,  of  Iklerciiutoun,  the  celebrated  author  of  the 
logirHlimt,  who,  after  ftiiihinif  hia  atadiea  afc  the  tTnirvntty  of  81.  Animn,  and 

makini:  the  tour  of  Europo,  returned  to  ln's  Ikhiso  in  Mi  iThit«toun,  where  he  resided 
in  privacy  and  retirement,  ckielW  iuliabiting  a  amall  room  at  the  top  of  the  tower,  and 
devoting  nis  lifis  to  the  study  or  the  holy  S<-riptiire«  and  of  niathematies,  and  here  he 
OOnatructed  the  loguritlinis.  lie  wiim  looked  upon  by  the  common  people  as  a  warlock, 
and  even  the  superior  cla0j>es  entertained  ideas  of  his  poMesiting  a  Kuperhumau  saga- 
city, and  i^pliea  to  him  fur  the  resolution  of  doubts  which  were  beyond  the  reach 
of  iJie  Oldnuunr  powers  of  man.  It  is  probable,  indeed,  that  he  amused  himself  by 
encouragin<?  the  popular  U^ief  of  his  skill  in  necromiiqrf  that  he  might  be  the  leM 
interrupted  in  his  meditations.    He  d.  in  1G17. 

Sib  Abchibald  Napieb,  hin  son  and  heir,  was  created  Lobd  Napieb  of  Mcr- 
chistoun  in  lfi'27,  with  roniainder  to  bin  lu-irs  nmle.  Ho  a  sifter  of  the  great 
Marquis  of  Montrose,  and  taking  a  decided  part  iu  i'avour  of  the  lioyal  cause, 
was  imprisoned  hy  the  Covenanters,  with  Ms  son,  the  Master  of  Napier,  and  othera 
of  his  family,  in  Holyrood  House,  whence  the  Master  effected  his  escape,  and  joined 
the  Marquis  of  Montrose ;  the  rest  of  the  family  remained  in  closer  condnement,  tirst 
io  the  Castle  of  Edmbn^,  and  afterwards  in  the  prison  of  Lhdithgow,  wheneethqr 
were  liberated,  by  the  Master  of  Napier,  after  Jlontroso's  victory  of  Kilsyth.  Lora 
Napier  acoomnauied  the  Marquis  to  the  south,  aud«  afier  the  deieat  of  Philliphaugh, 
eeoaped  with  bim  into  Athotl,  where  he  if.  hi  1648. 

Ilis  son,  AficniBALD,  the  gallant  Master  of  Napier,  (succeeded  an  2nd  LoBD,  and 
devoted  himself,  with  inilimited  attachment,  to  the  fortunes  of  hi«  heroic  uncle.  II« 
fortified  the  Marquis's  house  at  Kincardine,  and  stood  a  sic^e  against  the  army  of 
General  Middlcton  and  a  train  of  nrtilleiy,  till  the  failure  of  water  and  provisions 
rendered  capitnhition  necessary,  wlaii  lie  e'^e.'!pod  before  the  surrender  ol"  the  frarrison, 
and  rejoined  Montrose,  He  went  abroad  witli  him,  when  the  Xing  recalled  hirt  com- 
mission, and,  arter  the  unfortunate  i!«^uo  of  his  second  expedition,  continaed  in 
Holland  till  his  own  death,  which  ti  <ik  j  laoe  before  the  Restoration  in  IHOO. 

Abchibald,  drd  Lobd,  his  sou  and  successor,  being  the  la.<«t  heir  male  of  the  1st 
Lord,  procured,  in  1677,  an  extension  of  the  patent  of  Peerage  to  Ha  three  sisters, 
with  reniaitider  to  the  heir  male,  failing'  which,  to  the  eldest  heir  female,  without 
division,  of  each  of  them  respectively.  The  issue  of  Jane,  the  eldest  sister,  failed 
in  her  son,  8tB  Thomas  Nicaotaow,  4th  Lobd, -who  snceeeded  his  nncle  in  1688, 
and  (/.  iDim.  in  1080  ;  and  Slary,  the  yoinigest  sister,  d.  unin.  ;  Maboabet,  the  2nd, 
became  5th  Uabosbss;  she  ;n.  John  Urisbane,  Emj.,  and  had  an  onl}' daughter, 
Elizabeth,  who  m.  Sir  William  Scott,  Bart.,  of  Thirlestane,  son  of  Sir  Francis  Scott  , 
created  a  Baronet  in  1666,  and  10th  in  paternal  descent  from  Arthur  Scott,  of  How- 
paisley  in  Eslidale,  a  jonior,  it  is  pteenmed,  of  the  &mil^  of  Boott  ti  Boookraoh. 
Their  son,

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NEWBOROUGJI,  BAKON.  (Wykn.) 
Peer  of  Ireland. 

Tnis  ancient  Welsli  family  alloj^cs  its  descent  from  three  of  the  Chiefs  who  were 
heads  of  the  fifteen  tribea  of  North  Wales.  In  the  male  line  from  Collwyn-ap- 
Tangno,  Lord  of  Ardudwy,  who  resided  at  Harlerh  Castle,  then  called  Hrownwer'g 
tower,  and  was  ancestor  of  the  Wynns  of  IJodvean ;  and  in  two  female  lines,  from 
Cilmin-Drocd-l)du,  ncnhew  of  Slervin,  King  of  Man,  and  patriarch  of  the  family  of 
Glyn  of  Glynn-Llifon,  liia  residence  is  said  to  have  been  on  the  site  of  tho  principal 
seat  of  that  family ;  and  from  Marchadd-ap-Cynan,  to  whom  the  Wynnes  of  Melai 
trace  their  pedigree. 

John  Wynn-ap-IIu^h,  Standard  Bearer  in  the  attack  on  the  city  of  Norwich,  by 
which  the  formiuable  insurrection,  headed  by  liobort  Ket,  in  1519,  was  suppressed, 
was  rewarded  by  King  Edwabd  VI.  for  his  s^-rvices  on  that  occasion  with  the 
Island  of  Bardscy,  in  tlie  county  of  Carnarvon,  which  is  still  in  possession  of  the 
family. 

Fillh  in  descent  from  him  was  Sir  Thomas  Wynn  of  Bodvean,  created  a  Baronet 
in  17-12,  he  m.  Frances,  daughter,  and  eventually  heiress,  of  John  Glynn,  Esq.,  of 
Glyn-Llifon,  Co.  Carnarvon,  and  by  her  had  issue,  Sir  John  Wynn,  Bart.,  his  suc- 
cessor. He  m.  Jane,  daughter  and  hoir  of  John  Wynne,  Esq.,  of  ^lelai,  Co.  Den- 
bigh, and  by  her  was  father  of 

Sir  Thomas,  3rd  Baronet,  who  was  created,  in  1776,  B\bon  Newbobouoh;  he 
d.  in  18()7,  and  was  sncceoded  by  his  eldest  surviving  son,  TnoMAS-JoHN,  2nd 
LoBD,  who  d.  unm.  in  1832,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  onlj'  brother,  SpBKCBB- 
BuLKBLBT,  present  and  3rd  Lobd.

Peeress  of  Scotland. 

Sir  Jave9  LivixosToy,  a  Royalist  of  untainted  principles  and  honour,  was  created, 
in  16-17,  Viscount  of  Nowburgh,  and  in  1660,  by  King  CnARi.ES  II.,  with  whom  he 
had  resided  abroad  during  the  period  of  his  exile.  Earl  of  Nbwburgh,  Viscount  of 
Kinnaird,  and  Baron  Livingston  of  Fiacraig,  with  remainder  to  his  heirs  whatsoever. 
He  d.  in  1670,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  Chables,  2nd  Eabl;  and  he,  in 
1694,  by  his  only  daughter, 
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Chablottb-Mabia,  3rd  Countbbs.  She  m.  Ut,  Thomas,  eldest  son  and  heir  of 
Hu^h,  Lord  Clifturd,  by  whom  she  had  two  daughters,  I^y  FranceH,  whoc/.  untn. 
in  1771,  and  Lady  Anne,  wlio  quitted  the  kinijtLun,  anil  tn.  Ist.  Count  Malioni,  and 
2ndly,  Couut  Curio  St.  iSevuriuo,  butli  Ituliun  nublciueu ;  by  thu  2nd  hhe  had  no 
tiaiw;  she  d.  28  April  1793,  leaving  bv  her  1st  marriage  an  only  daughter,  Cecilia, 
f>.  at  XapKs  in  D(x-.  1740,  Asd  ».  ill  1767,  to  the  FruMe  Ginstiaiani  of  Borne,  bjr 
whom  slie  left  iHsue,

The  li«ai'l  was  executed,  and  his  title  and  noble  estates  Ibrfcited,  which  have  since 
been  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  Qreenwich  llospitaL  Cliarles,  his  brother,  then 
only  twenty-one^  wm  taken  at  Preston,  tried  for  hi^h  tnoeon.  and  condemned,  but 
contrived  to  escape  out  of  Newjjate.  He  ri'tire<l  to  ranee,  and  on  the  yount,'  Che- 
valier's landing  in  Scotland  in  1745,  embarked  to  join  him  on  board  the  Mtspcruurc 
privateer,  and  was  taken  by  the  8kmrmn»  man-of>w«r,  and  thereupon  cummittrd 
to  the  Tower,  and  beheadeil,  in  pursuance  of  his  former  sentence,  H  Dee.  17ir>,  Ho 
left  issue  by  the  Countess  of  Newburgh,  three  sons  and  lour  daughters,  of  whom  the 
two  yonngest  sons,  and  the  three  eldest  daughtan,  d,  %nm.  She  d,  4  Aug.  1766, 
Mid  was  sueceeded  by  her  eldest  Hon.  .1  amks>SabTHoi.ombw,  4th  Eabi.,  on  whose 
death,  in  1786,  his  <mly  surviving  issue  wae  AVYHOHY-JAMEe,  5th  KAJti^,  who  d, 
in  1814,  when 

FBAxris-EYUE.  the  0th  EAnr.,  succeeded,  being  eldest  son  of  Franeis  Eyre,  Esq., 
by  Lady  Mary  Roddille,  tlie  ith,  but  only  m.  daughter  of  the  3rd  Countess  by  her 
2nd  marriage.  He  assamed  the  title  under  the  sanction  of  the  concurring  o^nniona  of 
two  eminent  Counsel  that  the  heir  of  the  elder  daughter  being  an  alien,  and  inca|>able 
of  inheritance,  the  dignity  devolved,  as  a  matter  of  right,  u|M)n  the  heir  of  the 
younger.  He  (/.  23  Oct.  1827,  and  was  followed  by  his  eldest  son,  JoHK-TiioMAS, 
7th  K  iiu. ;  to  whom,  22  3Iav  183d,iiiooeeded  his  only  brother  Fbancis,  8th  Bami*. 
On  iiis  deatli  15  Oct.  lSo2,  lh<'  titles  were  enjoyed  l>y  his  sister.  Lady  Dorothy, 
9th  CuuMTKSs,  who  was  b.  13  Julv  1788,  m.  21  July  1836,  Colonel  Charles  Leslie, 
of  Balqnain  and  Fottemear,  Aberdsenshire,  but  dying  without  issue,  22  Nov.  1853, 
the  honours  were  su))|)osed  to  he  r.r/'/;?ri',  till  the  UioUM  of  IiBlde  in  C(HBmtttee  of 
Privileges,  30  J  uly  1868,  allowed  the  claim  of

William  de  Villa.  Tancuedi,  Chamberlain  of  Normandy,  had  three  aone  t  Oibeit, 
Benebald,  and  William,  who  all  accompanied  William  the  C  n  iueror  into  England. 

The  male  line  of  Osbert  failwl  in  12.S3.  Among  other  lands  graiitetl  by  William  to 
Eencbaid,  was  the  Loidship  of  Clinton,  in  Oxtbrdshire,  from  which  his  descendantu 
todc  their  samame. 

The  6th  fai  deoeeat  fipom  Benebald  waa  John  deCllatoB,  aunmoned  to  Parliaineiii 
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by  writ  1299;  from  which  ])oiicHl  it  is  observable  that  his  male  descendaaU  have 
aat  uninterruptedly  as  Pcoih  of  Pailiainnit  to  the  present  day;  and  that  oonse- 
qucntly,  with  the  exception  of  the  familio-i  of  lk'il<oley  a-.ul  Neville,  they  are  the 
oldeKt  mcmbei's  of  the  House  of  Lords  in  tho  paternal  line.  The  iamil v  of  Oour- 
ti  nay,  luiw  Earl  of  Devon,  is  entitled  to  a  siniilar  (Ustiiu  tion,  but  it*  iiusKMrtQiMt  in 
the  16th  centurv  proiluced  a  lonpr  intorniission  of  its  rii,'hts. 

To  John,  1st  Lord  Clinton,  succeeded  in  direct  p«iternal  descont,  a  line  of  eight 
Lordi*,  all  men  of  oonsidernble  note  in  their  time,  and  Bume  of  them  particularly 
distinguished  for  the  cominamis  rntnisted  to  tlif-ni  in  tli*^  French  and  Scottish  «tirs, 
and  for  their  zeal  on  behali  ot  the  House  of  York,  in  the  civil  contests  for  the 
Crown. 

Edwaup,  8th  Lord  Clinton.  K.G.,  was  thirty  j-oars  T/ord  High  Admiral  of 
England ;  an  elevation  to  which  he  arrived,  not,  waa  freauently  the  cose  in  thoM 
timefl,  as  the  dtw  meed  of  hia  birth  and  power,  bnt  thvongh  a  Mfiw  of  active  and 
imiK)rtant  scrviiv;*  in  naval  command.  Queen  Elizatikth  conferred  on  him.  in 
1672«  the  dignity  of  Kasl  of  Lincoi.m.  He  d,  in  and  was  soooeeded  by  hia 
eldest  son, 

Hexby,  2nd  Earl,  who  was  also  highly  esteemed  by  Qnccn  Kltz  vukth,  and 
towards  the  close  of  her  reign,  was  one  of  the  nohlcmen  whom  she  employed  to 
seize  the  Earl  of  Essex  in  his  house.  He  d.  in  1616,  leaving,  besidet  other  issue, 
three  sons,  viz., 

1  TnoM  is,  3rd  Eaht  .  who  <?.  in  1019,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 
TuEoruiLUs,  4th  HkHh.  lie  took  part  with  the  Parliament  against  King

for  hi.s  services;  the  Commons  tmpcachinf*  him  of  luL'h  treason,  for  endeavouring  to 
promote  a  treaty  with  tho  King.  He  d.  iu  10G7,  and,  having  survived  his  son 
Edward,  was  succeodrnl  by  his  trrandson  Edwabd,  5th  BiJtL,  and  12th  Ijord 
Clinton,  K.Q.,  on  whoso  death  withont  issue  in  1(592,  the  anei^iit  I'-  rony  fell  into 
abeyance  between  his  auut^,  the  daughters  of  Theophilus,  ith  Karl,  and  is  now 
possessed  by  the  heir-general  of  Lady  Arabella,  the  4th  daughter,  and  the  onlj  one 
whose  descendants  survive.  The  Earldom  devolTed  ou  VuiXOlB  Cliitton,  6th 
Eabl,  his  cousin  and  heir  male. 

3  Sir  Edward,  whose  elde!«t  son,  Bobert,  «i.  and  d.  without  issue;  and  hw  Skid 
son,  Franci.^,  woa  father  of  FflAJfcis,  who  suceeeded  ns  6th  E.\bl. 

3  Sir  Henry  Fynes-Clinton,  who  had  five  sons,  of  whom  ouly  Norreys,  the  3rd 
son,  left  male  issue.  This  Norreys  had  six  sons.  The  five  younger  left  no  known 
issue,  but  Norreys,  the  eldest  son,  was  father  of  another  Norreys,  who  il.  in  1764, 
leaving  hy  Martha,  daughter  of  —  Thompson,  Esq.,  two  sons,  viz.,  the  late  Bev.

Fynes-Clinton,  Esq.,  d,  13  Nov.  1827.  leaving  by  Emma,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Job 
Eiioueh,  Esq.,  who  d,  15  Aug.  1831,  Henry  Fynes*ClintoD,  Esq.,  and  the  other  issue 
stated  in  the  Peerage  Volume.

Thb  family  of  Toler  was  originally  of  Norfolk,  and  nttled  in  Ireland  dwing  the 
troubles  ot  the  reign  of  Ciiaklfs  I.,  when  an  ancestor  of  the  Earl,  a  sncceasful 
soldier  of  Cromwell's  army,  obtained  a  grant  of  lands  in  the  county  of  Tipperary, 
and  settled  at  Beediwood.  *  His  desscendaata  diftingaiihed  tbeniaelvei  bj  ueir  at* 
tachment  to  the  cause  of  William  III. 

Daniel  Toler,  Esq.,  of  Beechwood,  m.  Letitia,  daughter  of  Thomas  Otwaj",  Esq., 
of  Castle  Otway,  and  left  two  sons,  Daniel,  and  John,  the  Ist  Eabl  of  Nobbvbt. 

Daniel,  the  eldest  son,  succeeded  at  Beech  wood,  m.  Rebecca,  daughter  <tf  FmiI 
Minchio,  Esq.,  and  d.  in  1796,  leaving  three  daughters,  his  co*heirs,  viz.,

Jomr  ToUB,  Esq.,  the  aeeond  son,  entered  npon  the  profeation  <^  the  law,  and 
aoqiUKd  a  great,  though  somewhat  eceentrii-,  reputation  as  Attorney-General  during 
the  horrors  of  the  Irish  Rebellion  of  1798,  and  allerwaxds  for  many  yean  as  Chie^ 
Jnatiee  of  tiie  Court  of  Cmnmon  Pleas.  On  his  elevation  to  the  Beneh  in  1800,  he 
was  created  Baron  Norbuiy  of  Ballyorenode,  Co.  Tippi  rary,  and  on  hi';  retirement 
fiom  it  in  1827,  was  advanced  to  the  titles  of  Viscount  Ulandine  of  Glandiue,  King's 
County,  and  BiuiL  of  KosBUBT,  with  remamder  to  hia  &d  aon,  Heotor-Jofiii- 
OnhMD  Toler,  and  hiebdni  nudA.  He  m.  Gbaob,  danghtar  of  Heetor  OMham,  Eiq., 
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n  dosconrlant  from  the  family  of  Montrose,  by  lils  marriage  with  Gr&cc,  daughter  of 
£obert  Maxwell,  Esq.,  brother  of  John,  Ist  Lord  Faruham.  This  ladv,  while  her 
husband  was  still  only  Solicitor-General  of  Ireland,  was  created,  in  1797»Baboiibm 
NoRWoop,  of  Knock. ilton,  Co.  Tiiipomry,  and  d.  in  1822,  when  she  was  succeeded 
by  her  eldest  son,  Damkl,  2nd  Louu  iVuuwuoD,  who  also  succeeded  his  father  as 
2nd  Lord  Norbary,  in  1831,  when  the  Earldom  and  Yisoounty,  aooofdlng  to  the 
limitation  in  tho  patent,  dovolvoil  on  H  ECTon-tJRAitAM.  the  2n<l  pon  of  the  Ist  Earl, 
and  2nd  Easl  ot  Nokbuby.  The  Earl  also  succeeded  to  the  Baroutes  of  Norwood 
and  Norbrny  on  the  death  of  his  elder  biotber  in  1888.  He  was  aiaaituiiited  on 
his  own  groundii  3  Jan.  1839,  and  suooaeded  bjUi  ddeat  eon, 
HscTOB,  present  and  3rd  Kxml,

Margaret,  eldetit  daughter  of  Thomas  de  Mowbray, 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  son  of  John,  4th  Lofd  Mowbray,  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir 
of  John,  Lord  Segrave,  by  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  of  I'homaM  de  Brothcrton, 
Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  Earl  Marshal  of  England,  6th  son  of  King  Edward  I.  On 
the  di'utli  of  John  Mowbray,  5th  Duke  of  Norfolk,  grandson  of  John,  3rd  Duke, 
brother  of  the  above  Margaret,  the  I'ar.  nii  s  i>i'  .Mowbray  and  Segrave  devolved  OH 
Annt'.  bis  only  daughter  and  heir;  who  dying  without  is.sue,  they  lull  into  abeyance 
bttwteu  liie  lu'irs  of  her  two  greiit  aunts,  viz.,  this  Margaret,  wife  of  Sir  Kobert 
Howard,  and  Isabel,  wiA)  of  James,  Cth  Loid  Berkeley.  The  Barony  of  Mowbray 
was  called  out  of  abeyance  in  1639,  in  favour  of  Hbnby  (7th  Duke  of  Norfolk  by 
descent).  Earl  of  Abundkl,  Subkey,  and  Nohfoi.k.  The  sou  and  heir  of  Sir 
Bobert  Homnd  and  Margaret  his  wife  was 

John  Howabd,  K.G.,  summoned  to  Parliament  as  Baron  TToward  in  l  t70,  and 
created  hereditary  Earl  Marshal  of  England  and  Di  ke  of  iS'oBFOLK  in  1483  j  he 
was  high  in  the  favour  of  King  Edwabd  IV.,  and  filled  Tarione  oiBoes  of  trusfc 
and  honour  flnon^'bout  the  reign  of  that  Monarch,  and  of  Bichakd  III.  He  lost 
his  Ule  in  the  caubc  of  the  latter  Prince  at  Uie  battle  of  Bosworth-tieid,  in  1485,  and 
was  anbaeqaently  attdnted  in  Henry  YII.'s  1st  FsrUament,  and  hia  hoBonrt 
forfeited. 

Thomas,  2nd  Duke,  K.G.,  his  eldest  son,  was  created  Earl  of  Surrey  in  1483, 
at  the  same  time  tiiat  his  Mher  waa  created  Dnke  of  Korfolk.  He  fought  with 

mat  valour  at  the  battle  of  Bo.sworth,  but  was  made  prisoner,  attainted,  and  con- 
Uied  fat  thrcevears  in  the  Tower,  but  afterwards  liberated  by  Hbuby  VII.,  re- 
atored  to  the  Earldom  of  Surrey  in  1489,  and,  distinguished  by  that  Ifonardi's 
confidence,  lu-ld  flu*  bigbcht  oflkes  under  bis  <jovernment  and  that  of  King  Hknbt 
VIII.  Ue  was  Earl  Marshal  and  Lord  High  Treasurer  of  England ;  in  1513,  he  had 
the  command  of  tfaa  anny  which  waa  aasemUed  to  meet  the  Scotdti  iuTasion  under 
King  James  iy*,aiid  on  the  Otb  of  Sei>t.  obtained  ibilgveat  nd  decisive  victory  at 
Flodden,  in  which  the  Scots  Kingand  fo  manv  of  hw  nobles  lost  their  lives.  In 
memorial  of  this  victory,  Hxnbt  VlII.  granted  to  the  Earl,  as  an  augmentation  to 
his  arms,  the  inescutcheon  chaiged  with  a  demv  lion  within  a  double  tressure  florv 
counter  florv,  which  ia  borne  bjr  all  his  deaoendants  anon  the  hend  in  their  ahialdL 
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la  Uie  fidlowing  year,  1514,  he  had  a  renewed  patoii  of  the  Dukedom  of  Norfolk, 
and  d.  in  1S84  This  Bake  had  ten  sons,  of  whom  only  three  h»ft  hnme,  viz.,

2  Lord  Edmund  Howard  (3rd  son).  Marshal  of  the  Horse  in  the  battle  of  Floddeu- 
iield ;  he  was  laihir  of  Qqmii  Caihflriiw,  fith  wife  of  Hbhst  YIIL,  of  three  sons, 
w  ho  all  d.  withmt  iMiM,  and  of  km  other  danghten,  all  nianiad  to  prifate 

gratlemen. 

3  Lord  William  (9th  son^,  K.G.,  ancestor  of  the  preseut  Earl  of  i:Itiin;^i:iatii,  and 
of  tho  tsUnef  Satb  of  Kottmgham  and  Sflinghain.  See  title  KtwaewM,  in  thia 

Vohime. 

Thomas,  liis  eldest  son.  3rd  Duke,  was  appointed,  in  1513,  Lord  Admind  of 
Ba^bttid,  and  acUng,  as  was  then  usual,  in  a  nouitavy  capacity  both  by  sea  and  land, 
commandixl  in  tho  Xorth,  afjatnst  the  Scotch  many  years  in  his  father's  lifetime, 
beariog  then  the  title  of  Earl  of  Surrey,  to  which  he  had  been  created.  He 
was  appointed  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland  in  1521,  in  which  station  he  served  with 
great  iiistinrtion,  and  resigiied  it  in  1623;  in  that  year  he  was  raised  io  the 
oMfse  of  Lord  Treasurer,  and  at  the  oommenoement  of  the  next,  wan  a^^in  invested 
with  the  command  of  an  army  against  the  Scots,  which  he  held  at  the  period  when, 
by  his  father's  decease,  he  liLL  inii  Duke  of  Norfolk;  lie  iva-  nfter\vard>i  ontnistod 
with  other  impwtant  employments  in  the  service  of  King  Uenbt  VIII.  At 
length,  that  tynnnleal  Pmiea  beoon&ig  jeahma,  towaida  the  doae  of  hfa  reign,  of 
the  Duke's  great  pov^  cr,  winch  he  imaorincd  ini<;lit  be  dangerous  to  his  infant  suc- 
oesaor,  having  borne  no  good  will  to  the  Ikmily  since  the  ^^aoowerj  of  the  dissolute 
naanert  of  (^thorine  Howard,  hia  fifth  wife  and  the  Dnke'a  nieoe,  beibra  her  mar- 
rla^e.  and  perhapii  urged  on  b}'  the  Earl  of  Hertford  and  the  Protestant  party,  who 
were  desirous  of  arro^itiDg  to  themselves  the  chief  authority  under  the  expected 
minority,  caosed  him  and  Ha  ddeat  aon  Henry,  Earl  of  Snrroy,  the  most  aooom- 
plished  nobleman  of  his  time,  and  one  of  the  earliest  English  poets,  to  be  attainted  on 
the  most  frivolous  pretences ;  and  the  aged  Duke  had  the  misery  of  seeing  his  son 
beheaded,  narrowly  escaping  the  same  fate  himself  by  the  opportune  dcatli  of  the 
King.  He  remained,  however,  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower  till  tho  accession  of  Queen 
Maby,  who  liivrated  him  nn  the  day  of  lier  first  entry  intu  London  in  1553,  and, 
witliout  aay  pardon  or  rcititutiuii  iu  blood,  allowed  his  titles,  and  put  liira  in  posses- 
sion of  his  estates.  He  raised  two  hundred  horse  and  six  hundred  foot  for  the  sup- 
pression of  Sir  Thomas  Wy  at 's  rebellion ;  but  these  forces,  after  dcfeatinc^  Knevet, 
who  was  on  his  way  to  join  Wyat,  deserted  from  him,  and  went  over  to  tlio  rebels. 
He  eootinned,  however,  his  services  in  the  suppression  of  the  insurrection,  and  when  it 
was  accomplished,  refirefl  to  hi.s  wat  in  Noriolk,  aivl  ^  there  in  1654, having  seen  the 
reigns  of  eight  £ngii«ih  i^uv  ereigns.  He  had  two  soiib  wiio  survived  their  infancy,  vis. :

Thok AS,      Dtncs,  K.Q.,  was  employed  by  Queen  EtTflJLBVrat  in  the  early  part 

of  her  reign  as  Lieut.-General  of  the  North  ;  and  this  office  bringing  him  into  fre- 
quent communication  with  the  leading  men  of  the  Scotch  nation,  some  of  them 
mdoced  him  to  enter  into  nitrides  with  Queen  Habt  for  her  restoration  and  mar- 
xiage  with  him.  These  were  discovered  by  Elizabeth,  and  the  Dnkc  promised  to 
cease  all  correspondence  with  MjiliT,  but  being  a^am  detected  in  similar  plots,  was 
brought  to  trial,  found  guilty  of  high  treason,  and  beht'iicU'd  in  1572,  being  then 
only  thirty-six  years  of  age,  and  his  honours  forfeited.  That  he  was  ambitious  of 
this  Royal  alliance,  and  pursued  it  with  imprudent  zeal,  is  beyond  all  question,  but 
his  ambition  aimed  at  no  injuiy  to  his  sovereign,  and  liis  character  is  in  all  olln  r  re- 
apaeta  eminently  loyal  and  lionourable.  He  was  marrit-d  before  the  death  of  his 
mndikther  to  Mary,  daughter  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  Hexry  Fitzalan,  19th 
Sail  of  Abukdkl,  who  d.  in  1657,  at  sixteen  years  of  age,  in  childbirth  of  her  only 
aon  Philip,  afterwards  Eabl  of  Ahundbl.  He  «».  2ndly,  Margaret*  dangbter  and 
aob  heir  of  IhoBMS,  Lord  Andliey  of  Walden,  who  also  d. »      rears  nfter  her 
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marriage ;  he  m.  again  iu  IG&G,  aud  was  a  third  time  left  &  widoirrr  in  the  following 
year.  Ilia  male  issue  were,

The  Earldom  of  Anitnlel  was  granted  in  1139,  hy  the  tenure  of  the  ca.«tle  of 
Arundel,  to  Queen  Adeliza,  widow  of  King  Hknky  1..  who  m.  William  de  Albini, 
in  her  right  Earl  of  Arundel.  From  them  desccmlcd,  iu  the  male  line,  the  Kubse* 
qucnt  Earls  of  Arundel  to  Hi70U  db  Albini,  5th  Eabl,  their  grandson,  on  whose 
death  this  Earldom  devolved  on  his  nephew,  John  Fitealax,  Lord  of  Clun  and 
Oswaldestre,  whose  male  line  failed  in  1579,  by  the  death  of  Henby,  19th  Earl, 
Mary,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  this  19th  Earl,  m.,  as  before  mentioned,  Tiioni.ts, 
■1th  l>uke  of  Norfolk,  and  by  him  was  mother  of  Pnitir,  who,  hut  for  his  father's 
attainder,  would  have  bct'u  5th  DuKE;  he  succeeded  his  crandfitthcr  iu  157'J,  a.^ 
80th  Eabl  of  Abundel,  and  was  through  life  distinguished  by  that  title.  Equally 
unfortunate  with  his  predecessors,  he  was  twice  taken  up  on  suspicion  of  tieasfniable 
practices  for  the  restoration  ui'thu  liomiiili  worship;  and  at  length  having,  when  in 
the  Tower,  expressed  some  satisfaction  in  the  prospect  of  the  Spanbh  invasion,  from 
which  he  hoped  his  lil>eration,  he  was  tried  for  high  treafion  nnd  condemned.  The 
Queen,  Bndiitg  that  all  the  charges  proved  agaiuiit  him  had  reference  to  his  religion 
only,  did  not  execute  the  sentence,  but  detained  him  in  the  Tower,  where  he  d.  under 
attain  t  r  i:i  1595,  after  more  than  ten  years*  ixnprlsonnient. 

Thomas,  K.G.,  his  only  i>on,  by  descent  6th  Vvkh  oi  Kobfolk,  did  not  at  fust 
bear  any  other  title  tluin  Lord  Maltravers,  in  consequence  of  tiie  attainder  of  his 
father;  but  was,  by  Act  of  Parliament,  in  1003,  restored  in  blootl,  and  to  all  the 
honours  forfeited  by  his  father,  alt^o  to  the  title  of  Earl  of  Surrey,  and  the  Baronies 
wUch  had  been  possessed  by  his  grandfather,  the  4th  Duhe  of  Norfolk.  He  waa  a 
great  promoter  of  the  fme  arts,  and  the  first  collector  of  paintings  and  sculpture, 
especisily  of  the  antiquities  of  Greece  andBome,  amongst  our  nobility  ;  his  purchase 
or  flie  celebrated  Anmdel  Marbles,  presented  by  his  grandson,  Hbmby,  9th  ]>usb, 
to  the  University  of  Oxford,  afforded  important  additions  to  modem  knowledge  on 
the  chronology  of  Greece.  When  the  disputes  between  the  King  and  Parliament 
became  so  senous  aa  to  threaten  s  citiI  war,  the  Xml  left  the  country,  spent  some 
yoars  in  foreign  travels,  and  d.  in  IGIO.  By  Act  of  Parliament  in  1H27,  the  Paro- 
nics  of  Fits- Alan,  Clun,  Uswaldestre,  and  Maltravers,  were  annexed  to  the  Earldom 
of  Arundel,  and  with  it  settled  upon  this  Thomas  Uowabd,  Eabl  of  Abundbl 
and  SuBHEY,  and  the  heir3  male  of  his  body,  failing  which,  to  the  heirs  of  his 
body;  remainder  in  like  manner  to  his  uncle,  Lobd  William  Howabd  (from 
whom  descends  the  Earl  of  Carlisle),  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  the  said  Thomas, 
Eabl  of  Abundel  and  Subbey.  He  was  also  created  Eabl  of  Nobfolk  in  1644. 
He  m.  AUthea,  daughter  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  Gilbert,  7th  Earl  of  Shrews- 
bury; 12th  Baron  Talbot,  1331:  12th  Baron  Furuival,  1295;  and  IGth  Baron 
Strange  of  BbMkinan^  1308}  all  17  writ.  He  had  issue  bj  her,  berides  four  otlier 
sons  who  f^  V7nn., 

1  litMi  V  -i  liiiDEJiicK,  his  successor,  Eabl  of  Abvndel.  Suubey,  and  Nobfolk, 
who  also  succeeded,  in  right  (tf  his  mother,  to  the  Baroniea  of  Furnival,  Strange, 

and  Talbot. 

2  Sir  William  Howard  m.  ^lary,  sititcr  and  heic  of  Henry,  4th  Baron  Stafford, 
(firom  the  creation  of  that  Barony,  by  Act  of  ParHament  in  1647,  in  favour  of  Henr^-, 
son  and  heir  of  Edward  Statlbrd,  Duke  of  Buckingham  and  Earl  of  StalFord, 
attainted  and  beheaded  iu  1521),  was  with  her  created  Baron  and  Baroness  iStailbrd, 
in  Sept.  164(],  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  their  bodies  $  and  waa  himsdf advanced 
to  the  dignity  of  Viscount  Stafford  in  Novi  nihcr  of  the  same  year.  He  was  accused 
iu  1678  of  beiu^  concerned  in  the  Popish  plot,  convicted  on  Oates's  evidence,  and 
beheaded.  His  itnne  male,  afterwards  Earls  of  Stolfiwd,  failed  m  1762 ;  and  his 
attainder  having  been  reversed  in  1824,  the  Barony  of  Stafford  devolved  upon 
his  heir-genend,  Geoip^-William  Jemingham-Staflbrd,  tlie  8th  Baron,  by  desoent.—- 
See  SVAPFOBD  for  a  more  iull  account  cff  the  anocessora  of  tiiia  fiunilv. 
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IlKifRY-FRrDERicK,  the  eWc^f  -  i,  who  should  h.ue  lorn  7th  Duke,  svuireded 
hu  father  m  KutL  of  Amvxdei.,  Subrey,  and  Norfolk.,  llu  wan  ciUled  to  the 
Houw  of  Feert  u  fiuron  Mowbray,  in  1639 ;  and  tteadilv  adhered  to  the  King, 
both  iu  his  ParliaiMiitary  conduct  and  by  servinf^  as  a  voluntt«r  in  his  annv,  till 
8ummone<I  iu  101^  to  join  hid  father  in  Italy.  \\c  was  at  r.uliut  with  his  father 
at  the  period  of  tin-  Eurl's  death  iu  thutyear,  vvhou  he  icturued  to  Eugl.uid,  and, 
finding  the  King's  a£Gun  in  a  despmte  "condition,  mode  a  composition  with  tho 
Parliament  for  i\n^  m-nvery  of  liis  estates,  which  had  been  confiscated,  and 
retiring  wholly  Irom  public  lUe«  d.  iu  IGo'Z.  Amongst  bia  malo  Isauo  were  thu  fiv« 
sons  following,

of  b&B  Castle  of  Warwidc  Irf  ' William  the  Ooirovnoa.  He  asemned  tiie  name  of 

Conpton,  from  his  Lonlslnp  of  Corapton,  in  WarwickHhire. 

Sir  William  Compton,  13th  in  descent  from  Alwyne,  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
renovated  fortune  of  his  family,  by  the  faroor  of  King  Hbnbt  TITT.,  in  whose 

household  ho  had  been  bred  in  the  quality  of  Pii<,'e,  frotn  the  Kintr's  diihlhootl  and 
his  own.  lie  d.  in  1528.  Sir  Uenn'  Comptou,  his  gi*andsoD,  was  summoned  to 
Pkrliament  as  Baron  Compton,  in  1672,  and  d.  in  1689.  William,  his  son  and 
heir,  2nd  BaroD»K.O.,  was  created  Eabl  of  Nobthami  tox  in  1618.  He  obtained 
a  great  fortune  with  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Spencer, 
Lord  Mayor  of  London,  and  d.  in  1630,  leaving  an  only  son,  Spbvcbb,  2nd  £abl, 
vrho,  from  the  fust  a]i]>t':irance  of  hostility  to  King  CuABLEs's  Government,  devoted 
himself  to  its  support  in  Parliament,  and  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War, 
repaired  to  hia  Majesty's  standard  at  Nuttintrhani,  with  a  force  of  2000  of  the  best 
disciplined  troops  that  were  in  the  army  at  the  battle  of  Edge  Hill.  He  secured  the 
arms,  ammunition,  and  garrisons,  in  the  counties  of  Warwick,  Stafford,  and  North- 
ampton, and  held  those  three  counties  in  subjection  to  the  Kin^,  till,  on  the  19th  of 
March  1643,  he  fell  in  the  battle  of  Hopton  Heath,  in  whicli,  with  about  1000 
soldiers  under  his  coramand,  he  roijted  a  lorce  of  more  than  double  that  number 
under  Sir  John  Gell.  He  left  six  son.s,  of  v.  houi  tlie  live  olde.st  were  fis  actively  and 
sealoualy  engaged  in  the  Boyal  cause  throughout  that  unhappy  war  as  he  had  him- 
self been  in  its  commencenu  iit.  Sir  William,  the  Did  son,  thoufrh  liberati^  after 
having  been  made  pri.>^oner  at  Colchester,  into  which  town  lie  had  thrown  himself 
and  his  fbllowem,  as  the  lust  place  in  which  he  could  serve  his  master,  kept  a  con- 
stant correspondence  with  the  King,  and  from  that  time  to  the  Bestoration,  there 
wa^i  no  loyal  plot  nor  pretended  plot  in  which  he  w.is  not  engaged.  Henry,  the  6th 
aon,  waa  too  yonng  to  bear  arms  during  the  Civil  Wars,  and  was  bre<l  to  the  Church, 
and  being  Bishop  of  London  in  the  reign  ot  .lASiKS  II.,  provetl  himself  as  zealous  in 
the  defence  of  the  Protestant  Church  as  hits  lather  and  brothers  had  been  iu  support 
of  the  Throne. 

J.\MF*».  3rd  Earl,  the  eldest  son.  continued  to  exert  his  utmost  abilities  in 
support  of  tlie  sinking  cause  of  Royalty  till  uothintf  further  could  be  done,  when 
he  waa  admitted  to  compound  for  hia  eatatea,  ana  lived  in  retirement  till  the 
Beatoration.  He  d.  in  16H1.  leaving  two  sons,  (Jiokgf,  Ith  Earl,  his  successor, 
and  Sir  Spencer,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons,  created,  in  1727,  Baron  Wil- 
ningtoo,  and  in  1780,  Yiaoonnt  Peremcnr,  and  Svl  of  Wilinbgton.  Ho  d,  wnm, 
in  1748. 
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Geobge,  4th  Eabl,  the  tldost  son,  d.  in  1727,  leaving  three  sons,  vir., 

1  Jamss,  5th  Eakl,  and  Gth  Baron  Compton.  lie  tn.  Elizabeth,  13th  BoroneM 
Ferrors  of  Chartley,  granddaughter  and  heir  of  Robert,  Ist  Eail  Korrcrs,  and  12th 
Baron  Ferren  of  Chjurtley.  She  d.  in  1741,  and  the  Earl  in  1754,  when  the  Baronies 
of  Femn  of  Ctmrtley  and  Omnptoii  became  united  in  thmr  only  tnrfiving  ehild, 
Charlotte,  wife  of  Georijfo,  Ith  \  iscounl  and  1st  Marquin  Townshend,  and  are  now 
in  abeyance  between  the  son  of  Lady  Harriet  f  crrers  and  Lady  Elizabeth  Boultbee, 
daughters  c^her  Mm,  tlio  2nd  Huqut  Townsliend.

The  Earl  d.  in 
831,  and,  having  lost  his  eldest  son  George,  Lord  Boaehill,  in  hie 
sixteenth  year,  a  midshipman  on  board  the  Blenheim,  beenog  Ad- 
miral Troubridge's  flag,  when  she  sank  in  the  Indian  Sees  in  Feb. 
1807,  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  stirviving  son,  WlLLiAM*HoPX- 
TOUN,  present  and  8th  Eabl. 
2  Patrick  Carnogy  of  Lour,  Co.  Forfar,  ancestor  of  the  only  existing  collateral 
branch,  descended  Irom  the  first  Earl  of  Northesk,  J.  in  1723,  having  been  father  of 
twen^  idiildren,  most  of  whom  d.  unm.    .1  uhls,  1 1th  son,  was  ancestor  of  a  number 
of  Camegys  in  llie  County  of  Forfar  ami  elsewliere.

KO&THUMBEfiLAND,  DUKE  OP.  (Pbmt.) 
Peer  ^  Or&ai  BfMn, 

Ths  fiiel  anoeator  of  the  original  house  of  Per^  was  Mainfred  de  Percy,  a  Danish 

nobleman,  who  settled  in  Normandy  before  the  conquest  of  that  province  by  Duke 
Bollo.  The  Gth  from  him  waa  William  de  Percy,  suruamed  Alsgernon.s,  or,  with 
the  wUikeri,  who  came  into  England  with  WllLIAlf  the  Conqueror,  and  obtained 
large  grants  of  lands  in  the  counties  of  Lincoln  and  York,  the  latter  being  part  of 
the  forfeited  estates  of  Cospatrick,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  a  S«xon  nobleman, 
wlioae  deagfater  Bmma  he  married,  and  who  having  levied  war  nnauooeesfuUy  against 
the  Normans,  was  obliged  to  fly  into  Scotland.  His  male  line  was  continued  in 
Enghmd  bv  the  house  of  Kevilie,  oud  in  Scotland  by  that  of  Dunbar,  Earls  of 
Dimbar  ana  Mardi,  now  repreeented  faj  the  SkI  ndTHmntt  WilUam  de  PeMtr  wae 
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fouider  of  the  fatnoofl  Abbey  of  St.  Hilda  in  ¥ork»hire,  and  d.  about  lO&d.  AlaOf 
hii  son  and  heir,  was  father  of  WiUUnn,  who  havinf  sunrhned  fear  mbi,  left  Ue 

Inrge  pntrlmony  <o  he  dividnd  botworn  two  iljuii^liters*.  his  co-heirs,  tho  La<l_v  Maud, 
01.  to  WUliam  dc  Pkceti:*,  Earl  of  Warwick,  without  idsoe)  and  the  Lodj  Agnes,  in 
whose  posterity  f  he  whole  Inhei^Mioe  centred. 

She  HI.  .Tosci'liiif  (V'  Louviiiin".  yi>uiit,'cr  son  of  Godfrey  I.,  Duke  of  BraLant,  and 
brother  of  Adeliza,  2nd  consort  of  King  Hbhbt  I.    Ue  aaiumed  the  name  of 
Percy,  and  ohddned  from  Queen  Addiss,  bb  sitter,  a  grant  of  the  honoiir  of 
wortli  in  Sussex,  formerly  a  menjber  of  Arundel,  which  was  afterwards  OOnfifHied  bj 
King  ilsNBY  II.    He  lefl  by  the  Lady  Agnes,  besides  other  issue, 

1  Henry,  who  succeeded  him  at  Pel  worth,  and  d.  before  his  mother,  leaving  a 
ion.  William. 

3  Kichard,  who  nftcr  tlio  death  of  his  father  and  brother  got  possession  of  tho 
inheritance  of  hi»  aunt,  the  Countess  Maud,  and  subsequently  oi"  greiit  part  of  that 
of  his  mother.  He  was  one  of  the  twenty-five  Barons  appointed  in  1215  to  t  nfuroe 
the  observance  of  Mnj^a  Charta.  He  had  long  litigations  with  his  nephew  William 
respecting  the  succt  ssion  to  the  family  possessions,  which  was  at  length  compromised 
after  a  solemn  heariii I,'  Viefore  King HJUIBT  III.  in  person,  at  Kennin;^ton,  in  1234,  the 
estates  hnn^  equally  divided  between  the  two  parties  during  Kicluird's  life,  and  the 
whole  after  his  death  being  secured  to  hid  nephew,  though  Richard  lefl  male  issue 
whieh  fiuled  in  his  gnndmns. 

Henry,  Lord  Percy,  pTf^'i^'^TT^n^'Oi^  of  William,  was  summoned  to  PatlinmcTit  in 
1299.  He  purchased  of  Anthony  Beok,  Bishop  of  Durham,  the  Banmy  of  Alnwick 
in  the  Go.  m  Vorthnmherland.  He  was  appointed  by  IHn^  Bdwabo  I.  Ooremor 
of  Galloway  and  Ayr  in  Scolland,  having  Hi<i:nalized  himself  m  the  Scotch  wars.  He 
d.  in  1315,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Henry,  2nd  Baron  Percy  by  writ,  to  whom, 
in  1S16,  King  EnwiBD  II.  granted  the  hmds  in  Northnraberland  of  FatridE  Dnnhar, 
Earl  of  Dunbar  and  March  (a  male  descendant  of  Cospatrick,  Earl  of  Northumber- 
land, above  mentioned,)  who  having  been  an  adherent  of  £ngland,  had  made  his 
peace  with  King  Robert  Bruce,  and  waa  now  in  arms  against  Edwabd.  He  was 
one  of  the  Barons  who  lei^ied  to  obtain  the  reform  of  abuses  occasioned  by  the 
power  of  the  Spencers,  and  was,  in  1327,  appointed  of  the  Council  to  King 
Edwabd  I  XL  In  1328  he  obtained  a  grant  from  that  King  of  the  Castle  and 
Barony  of  Wafkworth.  He  waa  in  the  battle  of  Halidown  Hill,  and  was  on  ^ 
snbseqtient  day  appoiiit<>d  Oovf-mor  of  Berwirl:  He  continued  to  distinguish  bin- 
self  in  the  wars  both  iti  i'  iau^e  and  Scotland  liil  his  death  in  1352. 

Henrv,  3rd  iKjrd  Pejcy,  his  son  and  successor,  d.  in  1368,  having  m.  the  Lady 
Uary  Plantagenet,  6th  dani;liter  of  Henry,  8rd  Ssviof  Lamasteri  gnmdaoa  of  King 
Hs^^BT  III.,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons, 

1  Henry,  4th  Lord,  and  1st  Earl  of  Northumberland. 

2  Thomas,  K.G.,  who  throughout  the  rei^  of  King  RiCFAHD  II.  was  employed 
in  oihcea  of  high  trust  in  France  and  England,  and  was  a  successful  commander  by 
sea  and  land.  He  was  created,  in  1997,  &rl  of  Woroester.  Hbnby  IV.  appomted 
liini  Ambassador  to  tlie  French  King,  gave  him  a  military  commai  l  in  France,  and 
afterwards  made  him  his  Lieutenant  in  Wales  for  the  sunpression  uf  Owen  Glendour's 
inmnectimi.  Having  never  thoroughly  approved  the  revolntioa  wbidh  plaoed 
Heoij  on  the  throne,  he  took  the  opportunity  of  this  Welsh  war  to  declare  for  the 
righU  of  £dward  Mortimeor,  Earl  of  Maroh«  and  enterbginto  compact  with  Qlendour, 
was  joined  by  the  Ibroes  of  his  brother  and  nephew.  The  bitter  was  biUed  in  the 
battle  of  Shrewsbury,  and  tl-.e  immediate  consequence  was  the  total  rout  of  tliiM 
liitherto  conquering  army.  The  Earl  of  Worcester  was  taken  prisoner  and  beheaded 
soon  afterwards,  in  Jnly  1408.  He  d.  *nm. 

Henry,  Itli  Lord  Percy,  K.G.,  was  distinguished  in  the  French  wars  in  the  reign 
of  King  Kdwabd  III.,  but  was  at  one  time  in  danger  of  losing  his  life  as  a  great 
favourer  of  the  famous  reformer  WickliiT.  Ho  was  created  Earl  of  Northumberland 
in  1377.  In  King  T^ichabd  II.,  with  renuunder  to  his  heirs  general.  About  the 
year  1399,  King  IIictiabd  having  suspicions  instilled  into  him  resiMJcting  his 
fidelity,  sent  him  an  order  to  attend  him,  which  the  Earl  refusing  to  obey,  he  was 
proclaimed  a  traitor  and  banished  the  kingdom.  Upon  this  he  joined  the  standard 
of  Henry,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  not,  as  he  averred,  to  depose  the  King,  but  to  obtain 
a  more  equitable  system  of  guvornmeut.  The  Duke  ot  Lancaster,  however,  was  not 
to  be  rastrained,  and  being  >ucce,ssful  against  King  RicnAin,  chiefly  through  the 
assistance  of  the  Earl  of  NorthundxrlaiKl,]  rsuadedhim  to  acquiesce  m  the  transfer 
of  the  Crown,  bat  the  jealousy  which  so  naturally  subsisted  between  a  Monarch  and 
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time,  eldeai  son  and  heir  of  Robert,  oth  Lord  Poyuings,  bj  writ  iu  1337 ;  this 
maniwe  brougtit  the  Barony  of  Poynlnn:^  to  tho  House  of  Percy,  and,  as  it  has  been 

gssotted,  those  of  Fitz-payne  and  Brv  m  l^o. 

Henry.  4th  Earl  of  Northumberland,  K.G.,  their  non  and  heir,  being  a  minor  sX 
tiie  time  of  his  fathei^s  death,  was  eommitted  a  ^msoner  to  the  Tower,  but  was 

rt'leused  hy  Kinpr  Kdwarp  IV.,  in  1469;  his  futlRT's  attaiiKliT  was  reversed  tioon 
afterwards,  and  the  Earldom  of  Northumberland,  Kurrcndered  bj  John  Neville,  who 
was  created  Marquis  of  Montacute,  was  restored  to  him.  He  was  appointed  Warden 
of  the  East  and  Middle  Marches,  and  as  such  had  the  chief  command,  under 
Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  of  the  army  which  invaded  Scotland  in  1482,  and 
took  the  city  of  Edinburgh.  King  Richard  III.  sent  to  command  the  Earl  to 
attend  him  with  the  forces  of  the  north  on  the  invasion  of  the  Earl  oi'  Kiclnnond, 
and  he  was  on  the  field  of  bnttlo  at  T?os\vorfli ;  but,  mnvillinL:  to  lend  liis  a.^si^lanco 
to  the  King,  withheld  liis  troops  from  enj^aging,  which  acquired  him  the  iavour  ot* 
King  Hbnkt  VII.  He  was  kdled,  in  1489,  in  a  tumult  of  tlie  i>*>opIe,  ex.  ited  by 
King  Hintit's  imposition  of  some  heavy  taxes,  from  wliioh  the  Earl  had  vainly 
endeavoured  to  dissuade  him.  From  Josceline,  hk  iih  t»oii,  de^M^ded  a  branch  of 
Pereys  of  Beverley,  extinct  in  the  senior  line  in  the  4th  generation,  which  continued, 
however,  at  Cambridi,'*-  in  tho  junior  line  much  longer,  but  is  now  extinct;  an 
ancestor  of  the  junior  line  wa^  the  Thomas  Percy  concerned  in  the  Gunpowder  Plot, 
grandaon  of  this  Josceline. 

Ilenr3'-Alf:^mnn,  fjth  Earl  of  Xorthumberland,  K.6.,  elde?.t  son  of  the  4th  Earl, 
was  aUu  Lord  Warden  of  the  Marches ;  he  was  retiowned  fur  the  splendour  and 
hospitality  of  his  mannerof  living,  and  was  a  generous  patron  of  genius  and  learning. 
He  d.  in  1527,  leaviii<^  three  sons,  of  whom  Sir  Ingelnun,  the  yoUDgMt,  d.  irithout 
Intimate  issue  in  1538;  the  two  elder  sons  were, 

1  Hemy-Algemon,  Otii  Eari,  K.G.,  the  happiness  of  whoae  life  waa  overshadowed 
by  an  early  and  ill-fated  pai<3ion  for  the  beaxitlful  Anne-Boleyn,  afterwards  the 
unfortunate  wile  of  King  Hejkby  VIII.  Urged  bj^  the  Koyai  mandate,  the  Earl,  his 
fiither,  compelled  him  to  renonnce  the  choice  of  hu  heart,  and  to  many  a  danshter 
of  tlie  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  from  whom  he  separated  himself  without  havinrj  had  any 
living  issue  by  hor.  The  misfortunes  which  fell  on  the  house  by  the  attiunder  of  his 
next  orother,  from  whom  its  heirs  descended,  so  afleeted  lum  that  his  ooiistitotion 
was  unable  to  support  the  shock,  and  he  (/.  30  June  1537,  the  same  month  that  his 
brother  was  executed,  when  the  Earldom  became  extinct,  on  account  of  the  attainder, 
as  did  the  ancient  Baronies,  by  writ,  of  Percy,  created  in  1299,  and  Poynings  iu 
1337. 

2  Sir  Thomas  Percy,  who,  unfortunately  involvins?  himself  in  Aske's  rebellion, 
in  1530,  wa^  taken,  tried  for  hi^h  treason,  condemned,  and  executed  in  June  1537, 
and  was  afterwards  attunted.  He  left  two  ioob,  Thoatai  and  Heniy,  both  Earls  of 

Northumberland. 

Thomas,  7t)i  Earl  of  Xorthumberland,  K.G.,  eldest  sou  of  Sir  Thomas  Percy,  was 
created  by  Queen  Mabt,  in  1557,  Baron  Percy,  of  Cockermouth  and  Petworth, 
Baron  Poyning^i,  Lucy,  Bryan,  and  Fitz-Payne,  with  remaiiidcr,  i*i  defatdt  of  issue 
male,  to  his  brother  Henry  and  his  issue  male,  and  Earl  of  Isurtluimberland,  with 
the  same  ri  ;ji  i  nder;  the  estates  of  his  family  were  restored  to  him,  and  he  was 
appointed  Warden  of  the  Marches.  Being  a  steady  Catholic,  he  was  disatlected  to 
the  government  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and,  after  the  miscarriage  of  several  con- 
spiracles,  broke  oatinl570  into  open  rebellion,  in  conjunction  with  the  Earl  of  West- 
moreland, for  tho  avowed  purpose  of  restoring  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  in  thiji 
country.  He  was  attainted,  and  having  taken  refuge  iu  Scotland,  was  delivered  up 
by  the  Earl  of  Morton,  and  beheaded  in  1672.  He  d.  without  issue  niale^  bat  left 
frHir  diiughters,  who,  but  for  the  attainder  of  their  father  and  grand&tlier«  WOnld 
have  been  co-heirs  of  the  ancient  Baronies  of  Percy  and  Poyniugs. 

Henry,  8th  Earl,  K.Q.,  fiuseeeded  to  the  Earldom  and  the  Baronies  eraatod  m 
1557,  which,  but  for  the  limitation  of  the  patent,  would  liave  been  forfeited  by  hh 
brother's  attainder.  He  distingiushed  himself  asainst  the  Scots  in  the  reigns  both 
of  Mary  and  Etizabeth,  and  on  his  hrother''B  reoellion,  hdd  true  to  his  allegiance; 
but  falling  under  Hiupicion,  as  a  Romjih  Catholic,  of  having  plotted,  with  Sir  Francis 
Throckmorton  and  Xiord  Paget,  for  the  liberation  of  the  Queen  of  Scuts,  he  was 
committed  to  the  Tower,  where  lie  was  some  time  afterwards  found  dead  in  his  bed, 
shot  in  the  breast  with  three  pistol-bullets,  by  his  own  hand,  according  to  the 
verdict  of  a  coroner's  inquest.  He  m.  Catherine,  eldest  daughter  aud  co-heir  of  Johu 
NeviUe,  4th  Lord  Latimer,  by  the  writ  of  IdSS;  oo-hcmialso  to  one  moioty  of  the 
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ntnie  of  Pivcrr,  and  wm  cfntad,  in  1766.  Earl  Percy  and  Dmrs  of  Nomnnnn* 

lAKD,  and  in  IT^i.  "Rnron  Lonvrtino  of  Alnwick,  with  remainder  to  Algernon  Percy, 
hk  2Dd  iK>n,  who  bucceedud  to  the  Barony  on  his  death ;  was  created  Earl  of  Bever- 
ley in  1700;  and  wm  father  of  the  preaent  Earl  of  Beverley.  The  Di^heaa  d, 
5  Dec.  1770,  and  was  succeeded  in  the  Barony  of  Percy  by  her  won, 

Hugh,  Earl  Percy,  K.G.,  who  succeeded  his  father  as  2ud  Duks  of  Nobthvm- 
BBBi;Ain>,  6  Jime  1786,  and  d.  10  July  1817,  when  ho  wan  eaeoeeded  hy  his  eldeat 
son,  HuoH,  3id  Di  KK,  K.Q. 

Lord  ALGXUioii  Percy,  younger  loa  of  the  2nd  Duke,  was  created  Baron  Prudhoe 
in  1816,  and  ■nooeeding  hia  IwoltMr,  who  d,  without  iasoe,  11  Poh.  1847,  ia  the  pre- 
ienfc  and  4th  DVKI.

TttlT  the  &mily  of  Rnshout  was  originally  English,  appears  from  a  ]^d!gree  certi« 
fied,  in  1652,  by  Henry  Prevost,  Artois  King  of  Arm«,  of  France,  whicli  deduces  its 
origin  from  Thibaut  Kuahaut,  Sieur  de  iioisiuenart,  "  noble  chevalier  Anglois,"  who 
settled  in  France  early  in  the  14th  century.  From  him  descended  Joadlim  Boa« 
hault.  Marshal  of  France,  who  (f.  7  April  1 178  ;  his  eldest  son.  Adolpli,  was  ancestor 
of  the  Lord.s  of  Gainache,  a  noble  family  of  Franco,  of  wliicli  was  TJicholas  de 
Rouhaut,  Lord  of  Gamachc,  a  ProteHtant  nobleman,  who  had  a  narrow  escape  of  his 
life  on  the  memorable  2lth  of  AM;,'n.st  l.')7'2  ;  being  in  attendance  upon  the  Queen  of 
Navarre,  and  Ivim;  Henry,  her  sun,  afterwards  Henry  IV.  of  France,  at  the  Court 
of  Charles  IX.  of  France,  on  occasion  of  the  marriage  of  that  monardi'a  sister  to  the 
King  of  Navarre,  when  the  horrible  massacre  of  St.  Partholomcw  was  perpetrated ; 
this  Nicholas  and  six  other  noblemen  are  mentioned  by  Sully  as  pardon^  by  the 
King ;  and  John,  youngest  son  of  the  Marshal,  was  great-grandiather  of  o^tm 
Rnshout,  who  came  into  England  in  the  reiga  of  Chables  I.,  was  a  merchant  in 
Itfndon,  and  settled  at  May  lards,  in  Essex ;  heil.  in  1653,  leaving  a  son  James,  who 
wiaonatadaBaraiiillaieei.  Ho li. in  1696, lawring two noi, 

1  Sir  James,  his  suooosior,  whoso  calf  mm,  Wht  itaam,  8rd  Btrane^  d.imlTll,tk 
nine  yaars  of  age. 

B  sir  John,  who  suoeoeded  his  nephew;  he  was  leader  of  flie  opposition  to  iho

Castle,  and  one  son,  his  successor, 

Bib  John  Ru8HouT,6th  Baronet,  who  was  created,  in  1797,  Bakok  Nokthwice 
of  Northwick  Park,  Co.  Worcester,  and  d.  in  1800,  whm  he  waa  succeeded  by  his 
eldest  son, 

JoHV,  pcisent  and  Snd  Lobd* 
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OMGLEY,  BAKON.    (H  kxley-Okglky.) 

Peer  of  Irdand. 

RoBEBT  Hexlet,  Esq.,  of  tlie  family  of  Henley,  Co.  Derby,  assumod  the  name  of 
Onoley,  on  succeeding  to  the  estat«?s  of  his  great-uncle,  Sir  Samuel  Oiifrlcy;  and 
was  created  Baju)n  Ojioley  of  Old  Warden  in  1776.  lie  m.  4  May  ITOi.  Frances, 
daughter  and  co-heircfis  of  Ric-hanl  Gosfri^'lit,  Esq.,  of  Lan<rton-lIall,  in  Essex,  by 
whom  (who  d.  22  Jan.  1799)  he  had  the  issue  staled  in  the  Peerage  Volume.  He 
d.  22  Oct.  1785,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldflrt  aoii»  Robebt,  2nd  LoBD,  who  d. 
in  1814^  wImu  his  eldest  ranriviDg  too,  Aobsbt,  pnsaent  and  8rd  IiOBD,  roooeeded.

Roger  de  Onslow,  in  the  reifi^  of  B^KBT  III, 

Richard  Onslow,  Esq.,  iiocorder  of  Loudon  and  Solicitor-General,  8th  in  descent 
from  him,  was  Speaker  <^  the  House  of  Commons  in  tiiereifn  of  Qumii  Blibabbth. 

His  grandson,  Sir  Richard  Onslow,  espoused  tlu-  Ronublican  partv  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  Parliamentary  oisputes  with  iimg  Chablbs  I., 
and  raised  the  regiment  with  which  the  Manmis  of  Winehester's  boose  at  Basing 
was  besieged;  but,  tired  of  all  the  evils  whicli  this  ill-omened  war  brought  in  its 
train,  he  was  one  of  those  fortv  members  whom  the  army  took  into  costodjr  for  having 
carried,  in  Dee.  1648^  b  res(»atk>n  in  Uie  Honse,  *'that  the  Kng^s  answer  to  the 
piopositkms  of  Parliament  was  sufficient  LToiuid  for  them  to  proceed  upon  the  set- 
tlement of  the  kingdom's  peace."  He  had  no  concern  with  the  trial  or  oondemna^ 
tion  of  the  King,  but  was  one  of  the  Select  Committee  who  attended  Cromwell  hi 
10.57,  with  the  petition  of  that  House,  that  he  would  assume  the  title  and  attributes 
of  royalty,  and  aelivered  an  oration  to  enforce  it.  At  length  affected,  together  with 
near^  the  whole  nation,  by  an  ardent  desire  to  promote  the  restoration  of  King 
Chables  II..  he  was,  in  1660,BBMlBfa«r  of  the  Convention  Parliament  which  voted 
his  recal.  He  d.  in  1664,  leavinjj  six  sons.  Sir  Henry  of  Drungewick,  Sussex,  his 
2nd  sun,  was  grandfather  of  Denzd  Onslow,  Esq**  who  by  Anne,  daughter  of  Thomas

daughter  and  oo4ieir  of  Sir  Thomas  Foot,  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  who 
ynm  ermted  a  Baronet  in  1660,  vwith  rraiainder  to  hu  aaid  8on*ui>Iaw,  Arthur 
Onslow,  £Kq.,  and  dying  in  1687,  was  accordingly  succoeded  8ir  Arthur  Oniloir, 
2nd  iWonet.

TTo  wns  of  tho  same  family  with  tho  Counts  of  ^rnirhc  in  Poictou  (of  many  of 
whom  !(}  Bnin  was  the  soubriquet,  alierwards  the  Kurnaiuc),  oni:  of  wlioni.  Hugh  le 
Urun,  in.  l^nhcX  of  Angoulcme,  widow  of  King  John.  Their  ko:i.  \Villi:un  de 
Valence,  Baron  de  Valence  by  tenure,  was  created  Earl  of  l^i  inbroke  by  Kini* 
Henby  III.    His  son,  Ayuier  de  Valence,  was  baron  by  writ  and  afterwards 

Earl  of  Pembroke.  The  earldom,  at  his  decease  in  1323,  beeanie  exiinct.  The 
bnroiiv  is  in  abeyance  between  Hcnry-L'K-lraiit:.'  Slylmian-L'E'tran;:*',  Esq.,  and 
Jacob,  Lord  liiutings.  David  le  ^imn  or  Urownc  I'itz-Stcphen,  nu-ntioued  as  cousin 
of  Hugh,  albraiaid,  ai^d  ffrcat-grandson  of  Geoflrey,  went  to  Ireland  with  Frinee 
John  in  llSo,  and  to  his  descendant  in  the  ith  deprree,  Sir  David  Browne  (kinsnian 
and  heir  male  of  Aymer,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  and  of  Maurice  lo  Brun,  Barun  by  writ 
1813)  knighted  by  the  2nd,  or  Bed  Earl  of  Ulster,  large  poRfteoitions  in  Leiniiterand 
Connaught  were  granted,  after  the  battles  of  Athenry,  in  1310,  and  Dundalk,  in 
1318,  in  which  he  waa  engaged  with  Uichard,  4th  Lord  Athenry,  and  his  brother. 
Sir  John  Birmingham,  1st  Karl  of  Louth.  He  and  his  son  Aymer  built  the  castle 
of  Carra-Browne.  in  Oranmore.  ncnr  (lalway;  but  the  f.i.mily  j-etthd  at  Bally-David 
near  Athenry,  and  did  not  finally  remove  to  Carra-lirowue  till  about  14rli2. 

Daring  the  16th  rndtmr  GealRwy  Browne  of  Cam  Brawm,  7th  in  descent  iVmn 
Aymer,  m.  Madeline,  daughter  and  eventually  heir  of  Maurice  Prendcrjrast.  of  C.is'le 
SuOoQerald  or  Mac-Garrett,  m  the  forest  oV  Kellelion,  from  whom  the  Barony  of 
Clanmanrice,  formerly  CroM  Boyne,  in  the  oo.  of  Mayo,  takee  fix  name.  Sir 
Dominiek  Browne,  grandson  of  (icoflrey,  wa.s  knighted  by  Lord  Went  worth,  after- 
ward Earl  of  Straiibrd,  in  1620}  he  m.  Auaatace,  only  daughter  of  D'Arcy,  Vice- 
President  of  Connaught,  lltii  in  dewMot  from  ITArcy,  m.  to  the  daughter  of  the 
Bed  Earl  of  rioter.  His  »on  Geoffrey  waa  one  of  the  Envoys  from  the  Confederates 
to  Queen  Hknbiktta,  in  1647,  and  afterwards  to  Uie  Duke  of  limine,  in  1650. 
He  was  pillaged  of  a  oonttiderable  nart  of  hi«  estates  under  Cromwell,  and  forced  to 
remove  to  Mayo,  where  the  family  Imvo  sinoe  resided  at  Castlc-Mac-Gairett.  His 
sons  Dominick  and  Stephen  each  held  a  regiment  in  King  James'.s  Fcrvice  at  the 
battle  of  Aughrim.  Colonel  Browne's  sK)n  Geoflrey  planted  mo.st  extensively  at 
Castle-Mac-Garrett  in  IGO  i,  and  lived  fiixty  years  aner.  He  m.  a  danghter  of  the 
ancestor  of  the  present  Lord  Wallscoiirf . 

His  son  Dominick  m.  in  175i,  llenriellii,  dau<,diter  of  Sir  Heurv  Lynch.  Bart., 
of  Carrindulla,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  son,  Dominick  Geoflrey  l^rowne,  Esq.,  a 
Governor  of  Mayo,  for  whom  see  the  Pccrafjc  Vohtme.  In  his  time  in  ISII,  the 
family  mansion,  Castle-Mac-Garrett,  was  destroyed  by  tire,  and  many  ancient  faujily 
doenroents  burnt,  leaving  this  genealogy  necessarily  imperfect.  His  son  Dominick, 
the  pn  scnt  Lotzp,  represented  the  County  of  j\Iayo  in  seven  Parliament-!,  wxs  made 
a  Privy  Councillor  m  1834,  and  created  a  Peer  of  Ireland  in  183(>,  by  the  title  of 
Basok  Obikmobb  and  Bbowne.  of  Carra-Browne  CaaUe,  in  the  County  of  the 
Town  of  Galway,  and  of  Castle-Ill«o>Garrett,  in  the  County  of  Mayo.

1  Robert,  who  was  created,  in  1723,  B\Roy  Walpolk  of  Walpole,  Co.  Nor- 
folk, with  remainder  tu  bin  brotliera  and  their  i.ssno  male,  in  default  of 
which  to  Ut  Iktfaer,  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  K.G.,  and  his  issue  male,  failinfi^ 
wliich,  to  the  issue  male  of  Robi>rt  Walpole,  Esq.,  his  ^andfather.  He 
succeeded  his  father  as  2nd  Earl  of  Orfurd  in  1745.  He  m.  Margaret,  14th 
Baroness  Clinton,  daughter  and  solo  heir  of  Samnd  Bolle,  Esq.,  and  d. 
in  1751,  leaving  by  her,  who  d.  in  17SI,  an  only  son,  GroKOK,  3rd  Earl, 
heir  to  all  their  titles.  He  posaed  many  years  in  a  state  of  mental  aliena- 
tion, and  d.  in  1791,  vhen  tiM  Barany  of  Clinton  devolTed  on  the  hmt^ 
general,  Robcrt>George*'V^liam  T^ftwis,  Esq. }  and  hia  paternal  honours 
on  bis  unole.

the  King  to  appoint  a  King  of  Arms  fur  Ireland,  at  first  cuU^  Ireland,  and  after- 
wards  Ulster,  and  also  gave  lands  for  ever  to  endow  tlie  College  of  Arms.  On  the 
death  of  Henby  V.  he  was  superseded,  but  a^ain  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant  in 
1440 ;  but  removed  ou  account  of  the  jealousy  of  the  Earl  of  tSlirewtibary  and 
other  En^'lish  Lords  in  1440.

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Irish  rebellion 
in  1641,  the  Earl  was  appointed  Lieutenant-Greneral  of  the  King's  forces  in  Ireland, 
and  displayed  the  moot  indetatigabic  activity  «im1  undaunted  r«K>lntion  in  dealing 
with  the  rebels ;  in  April  16*12  he  gained  a  very  jji^rn-'d  victory  over  the  Irish  army 
commanded  by  the  Lord  ilountgarret.  at  KilruBh,  and  was  in  consequence  created 
Man^uis  of  Ormonde.

He  was  then  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland,  and  continued  to  hold  that  high  offioe  till  tnc  desperate  state  of  the 
King's  affairs  in  Ku^'Iand  i^ndered  it  advisable  to  treat  with  the  Parliamentary  Com* 
mlasioner.x,  to  whom,  by  thu  King's  direction,  he  surrendered,  in  1647,  the 
ri'-on^  of  Ireland,  and  immediately  leil  the  kin;^om,  to  join  the  Queen  and  Pnnt« 
ot  Wales  in  Paris.  In  Sept.  174S  he  returned  to  Ireland  to  make  another  ed'ort  ibr 
the  restoration  of  the  Royal  authority,  and  on  reoeiving,  with  inexpressible  grief, 
the  :n*f'lllgence  of  the  murder  of  his  IJoyal  Mn^^ter,  he  caused  King  Charles  II.  to 
be  solemnly  proclaimed,  and  received  Irom  him  the  continuation  of  li'm  Commission 
ae  Lord  I^entenant.  He  used  his  ntmost  ^orte  to  recovex  the  kingdom  to  the 
Royal  authority,  1  lit  lindlng  them  inrlti .  tual.he  again  loftthr  ln?iC-rlom  and  repaired 
to  Paris.  On  the  Kmg's  arrival  there  after  the  deleat  ol  Worcester,  he  was  sworn 
of  fbe  Privy  Comieil,  and  eoDtinnad  from  that  ^ao»  in  attendanoa  npon  hia  person 
or  iu  commissions  for  hini  service  till  the  Kestoration.  He  was  created,  in  1660, 
£aron  Butler  of  Lanthony,  Co.  Monmouth,  and  Earl  of  Breoknook,  in  the  Peerage 
of  England,  and,  in  1661,  Doke  of  Ormonde  in  Irehnd.  He  was  re-«ppointed  Lovd 
Lieutenant  of  Inland  in  ICCl,  and  resigned  that  office  in  IGOS;  in  1077,  he  was  a 
third  time  appointed  to  it,  and  with  difficulty  obtained  permission  to  retire  in  1682;

3  John,  created,  iu  1676,  Baron  of  Agherim,  Vi«count  of  Clonmorc,  and  Earl  of 
Gowran,  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland,  which  titles  became  extinct  bj  bis  death,  witlioufc 
issue,  in  1077. 

Thomas,  Earl  of  Ossory,  K.G.,  «  lik>st  son  of  the  Ist  Duke  of  Obmonde,  was 
chilled  to  Uic  House  of  Lords  in  Ireland,  as  Earl  of  Ossory  in  \iMV2,  and  took  his 
sciit  above  all  l\crs  of  lliat  degree ;  he  was  Lieutenaiit-Ueucral  of  tlje  army  of 
Ireland ;  and  a  Rear- Admiral,  in  which  latter  rank  he  gallantly  commanded  under 
Prince  Rupert,  in  the  three  well-contested  but  irnlecisive  sea-fights  between  the 
English  and  Dutch  fleets  in  1673,  and  in  St'ptember  lioisted  hia  tlag  as>  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  fleet,  in  the  absence  of  Prince  Kupert.  Peace  being  soon  after  con- 
cluded with  Holland,  Lord  Ossory  joined  tlie  Prince  of  Orange,  and  gnined  great 
glory  iu  the  tauipaigu&  in  the  Netherlands.  In  i07l>  he  waa  summoned  by  writ  to 
the  House  of  Lords  iu  Ireland,  as  ])aitm  Bntler  of  More  Park,  and  there  made  * 
splrn  defence  of  his  father's  administration  in  Ireland,  aj^'a in st  the  jealous  accusa- 
tions ol  the  Earl  of  Essex.  He  d,  iu  lObU,  to  tlie  recrct  of  the  whole^  naiion  and 
great  grief  of  his  noble  fttlier,wbo,  however,  supported  hia  hwa  with  nNngnatkmaBd 
dignity.    The  Earl  loft  two  sons,  viz., 

1  James,  2ad  Dukb  uf  Obhonde,  who  succeeded  his  snmdfather.  lie  was 
afarongly  opposed  to  the  desfioHe  measures  of  King  J  AMW II.,  and  was  one  of  the 
first  nobles  who  went  over  to  William  ITT.  He  attended  that  Kinj^  into  Ireland, 
foutfht  in  the  battle  of  the  Boyue,  and  was  ailerwards  detached  to  take  possession  of 
Dublin,  and  protect  that  dty  from  pinnder.  He  afterwards  accompanied  the  Kinff 
into  Holland,  and  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Landen,  after  receiving  several 
wottuds.  He  was  appointed  Lord  Lieiitenaat  of  Ireland  in  1702«  and  lived  there  in 
greater  flplendour  than  had  been  ever  before  known.  In  1711  he  was  appobted 
Captain-General  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  all  the  land  forces  to  be  employed 
abroad,  and  retained  that  distinguished,  and  to  him  most  unfortunate  post«  till  the 
oonelnsion  of  the  treaty  of  U^ht ;  being  withheld  during  the  whole  of  this  time 
from  cxertinf?  liis  courafje  and  abilities,  by  the  express  order  of  the  Queen  and  her 
Council  that  he  should  neither  fight  a  battle  nor  undertake  a  siege ;  obeying  these 
orders,  he  remained  in  a  state  of  inactivity,  notwithstanding  the  remonstraneee  of 
Prince  Eugene  and  the  Allies;  and  when  the  accession  of  King  Geohge  I.  restorecl 
to  power  the  party  opposed  to  the  late  peace,  he  was  impeached  for  high  treaaon  by 
the  Commons,  for  his  conduct  in  the  command  of  the  army,  at  the  same  time  that 
liords  Bolingbroke,  Straflbrd,  and  Oxford  were  impeached  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
treaty.  Party-spirit  was  now  at  its  lieij^ht;  riotous  assemblages,  when  the  Duke's 
name  was  made  a  watchword  of  tumult,  were  common  in  London,  and  '* Ormonde 
and  Hii^diurdi'*  was  n  popular  cry ;  while  the  Duke  htmaelf  was  tiving  in  a  style 
of  open  magnificence,  wliich  contributed  to  inllaine  the  revenge  of  his  enemies.  On 
the  couclufion  of  the  proceedings  in  the  Commons,  however,  ne  saw  that  he  had  no 
chance  of  an  ini}»artial  tml,  and  consulted  hia  own  safety  by  withdrawing  from  the 
kingdom.  An  Act  then  passed  the  two  Houses,  in  August  1715,  requiring  him  and 
Lord  Bolingbroke  to  surrender  by  the  10th  of  Seutcujber,  or  iu  delault  thereof,  to 
attaint  them  of  high  treason;  the  Duke  neglectea  to  do  so,  and  the  attainder  took 
effect;  and  thn?  was  the  ruin  of  an  illustrif^u"  rnmilv  accomplished  by  party-spirit, 
in  the  pennon  of  a  brave,  generous,  and  humane  nobleman,  to  whom  no  crime  was 
imputed  but  that  of  having  obeyed  the  oommands  of  his  Sovereign.  The  Duke  in 
great  indii^naticju  iininediatcly  entered  the  service  of  the  Pretendt  r.  and  thus  closed 
the  door  against  any  I'uture  restoration  iu  his  own  j)ertion;  au  Act  of  Parliament, 
however,  passed  in  lt21  to  enable  his  brother,  the  Earl  of  Arran,  to  purchase  his  estate, 
which  he  arcordingly  did.  The  Duke  cooUniied  to  reside  abroad  till  hia  death, 
without  surviving  issue,  in  1745. 

2  Chablbs,  created,  in  1693,  Baron  of  Cloughgrenan,  Visconnt  of  Tullogh,  and 
Earl  of  An  an,  in  (he  Peerage  of  Ireland,  and  Baron  Butler  of  Weston,  Co.  Hunt- 
instdon,  in  the  Peerage  of  England.  He  was  a  Licutenant-General  in  Iho  armT,aud 
held  under  Queen  Annb  several  nilitarr  offices,  all  which  he  resigned  on  her  death. 
He  would  liave  succet:'dcd  to  the  Dukeuom  on  the  death  of  his  biother,  and  should 
have  been  tbe  14th  Eajii,.  .  Ho  d,  without  issue  in  1758,  when  his  titles  became 
mUnci.  His  catatei  he  entiuled  on  tbe  male  bar  to  the  Etrldopi,  who,  the  male 
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issue  of  the  1st  Duke  being  extinct,  most  be  sought  ibr  in  the  descendants  of  his 

brother, 

Sir  Richard  Butler  of  Kilcash.  Oii  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion  of  1641, 
Sir  Richard  joined  with  the  Irish,  was  a  reputed  Lieut.-General  among  the  rebels, 
and  Governor  of  the  County  of  Waterford,  and  acted  in  that  capacity  with  great 
Tigonr ;  he  (/.  in  1 701 .  His  L Idest  son,  Walter  BoUer,  Esq.,  of  Qanyncken,  d,  the 
jear  before  him,  ieavin<j  two  sons, 

1  Thomas,  who  succeeded  bin  grandfather  at  KilcaAh.  He  was  Colonel  of  a 
ri^iment  of  horse  in  the  service  of  K\u'^  James  II.,  and  d.  in  1738.  John 
BuTLSB,  Esq.,  of  K.ilca:ih,  his  only  surviving  son,  succeeded  to  the  estates  of  the 
Earl  of  Amm  in  1768,  and  should  have  been  the  16tii  Eabl.  He  d.  withoat  iasno 
in  1766. 

2  John  Butler,  Esq.,  of  Garryrickeu,  whose  only  son  SValteb  succeeded  to  the 
estate,  and  ahoold  have  been  16th  Easl.   Hie  only  son 

John  became  Earl  of  Oumondk  hy  the  reversal  of  the  attainder  in  1791,  and 
should  have  been  the  17th  Eakl.  Ho  m.  26  Feb.  1769,  Lady  Anne  Wandesford, 
danghter  and  hehr  of  Jdin,  last  of  the  extiiMt  Eaile  Wansferd.  She  d.  8  April  1880, 
and  the  E;irl  P,.o.  171'-'),  leaving  the  i.'^.sue  dcscribod  in  the  Pcenrqc  Volume. 
Ue  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Walteb,  18th  Ea&l,  who  was  created  Baron 
Butler  of  Lanthony,  Co.  Monmouth,  in  tiie  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom,  in 
ISOl,  ajul  Miirquis  of  Ormonde,  in  Ireland,  in  1816.  He  d.  witliout  issue  in  1820, 
when  both  these  titles  became  extinct,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  the  Earldom  by  his 
next  hvottier,  Jamis,  19th  Eabl,  who  also  was  ereated  a  Peer  of  tiie  United 
Kingdom  in  1821,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Ormonde  of  Lanthony,  Co.  Monmouth,  and 
lfAB4|DII  of  OsJtosDB,  in  InUnd,  in  1826.  For  his  marriage  and  issue,  see  the 
JVsnHw  'Fbl'iMNe.  He  d,  28  May  1838,  when  his  eldest  son  Johk  succeeded  him 
M  Sna  Marqui.^,  and  J.  25  Sept.  1854,  leaving  an  infant  family,  of  whom  the 
ddest  son,  JAMS8-£j>WA£i>-WxLLiAX-THao]iALi>,  present  and  Srd  MAB(tuiB,  is 
his  successor.

William  Lotd,  Esq.,  whose  ancestors  have  been  long  seated  in  the  Co.  of  Car« 
marthen,  was  father  of  Lewis  Loyd,  Esq.,  for  a  period  of  filly  years  head  of  tho 
eminent  banking-house  of  Jones.  Loyd,  and  Co.,  of  Manchester,  and  of  Lothbuiy, 
London,  b.  1  Jan.  1768,  and  d.  13  ^lay  1858.  By  his  first  marriaj^e,  11  Nov. 
1793,  with  Sarah,  danghter  of  .John  Jones,  Es(i.,  he  wa.s  father  of  Samiel-Jonks 
Iiojd,  called  to  the  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1850,  as  Babon  OvERSTONa 
of  Overstone  and  Fotherinfjay,  both  in  the  County  of  North.-impto!).  f.ir  wbnse 
marriage  and  issue,  hce  the  Peerage  Volume.  Mr.  Lewis  Loyd  m.  2udly,  21  Jan. 
1823,  Mrs.  Maiy  Champioo,  who  <!.  1  Feb.  1886.

Earl  of  Leicc-stor  in  71 '\  under  the  Kings  of  Mercifl,)  hu^'l>ilna  of  the  fainous 
Cooniets  Godiva,  bad  by  ber  his  son  and  heir,  Al^,  Eail  of  Mercia,  who  assumed 
the  title  of  Bari  of  the  Baat  Saxona.  He  d.  in  1060,  leaTinff  Earl  Bdiryo.  hie  aan 
and  heir,  who«c  younger  60n  Henry  was  named  DA  TtnpMb  firam  hit  HaOOT  ot 
TeiDide,  near  iiosworui,  in  Leioesiershiro. 

Tenth  in  deseent  tnm  this  Henry  was  Peter  Temple,  Esq.,  of  Stowe,  who  d.  hi 
1677,  father  of  two  sonct. 

1  John,  great-grandfather  of  Richard,  created,  in  1718,  Viscount  Cubbam,  which 
title  is  now  enjoyed  by  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  as  great-grandson  and  heir  of 
Hester,  his  eldest  sister. 

2  Anthony,  whoso  grandson,  Sir  William  Temnle,  was  Secret^iry  to  Sir  Philip 
S\dney,  who  </.  in  his  arms.  Ua  was  afterwards  Secretary  to  uobert,  Earl  of 
lluex,  and  after  the  fall  of  that  favourite,  retired  iuto  Ireland,  to  avoid  the  re> 
FiMitment  of  Sfrrchuy  Ceoil.  nnd  settled  in  that  kingdom.  His  son,  Sir  John, 
Master  of  the  lUtiln  in  Iielaad,  was  the  historian  of  the  Irish  liubellion  of  1641, 
and  il.  in  1677.

More  him  in  17li'),  leaving  an  only  son,  Henry,  2nd  Vi8CM5rNT, 
who  succeeded  liis  grandfather,  and  d.  in  lbU2,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his 
eldest  son  Hbhbt-Johh,  pNMDt  tod  8rd  Yiicom,  tht  lata  Prime  Minister  of 
England.

Peer  of  the  Unitid  Kingdom. 

The  Hon.  Wmux  Hauls,  1st  Lord  Paumuru  of  this  creation,  was  2ud  son  of 
George,  8th  Eari  of  Dalhoarie,  son  of  Oeorge  Lord  Ramsay,  by  Jane,  daughter  of 
the  Hon.  Henry  Maule,  brother  of  the  3rd  and  tth  Earls  of  Panmurc. 
The  very  ancient  ijunily  of  Maule  ia  of  f  xench  extraction^  their  name  being 
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aasuuted  from  the  town  and  Lordahiu  of  Maole,  eight  leagoet  from  Piuis,  which, 
together  with  the  K^jaeentBtitmyof  PtaniniTO»  bm  bekmired  to  the  name  and  Howe 

of  Alaule  for  '100  yeaw,  when  Roircr.  f ho  Ixst  IJaron,  was  killed  in  Hnnjfarv,  fi^'htin^ 
•gainst  the  Turka  in  1398.  Uuarin  do  Maulc,  a  younger  aou  of  thia  £unUr,  aooom- 
pnied  Whltav  the  Conqoeror  into  Eni^land,  utd  ob&ned  (Voin  him  theXordehip 
of  Ilatton.  in  Yorkshire,  mid  other  lands.  His  son.  Robert  de  Maule,  came  into 
Scotland  witli  Kiug  David  I.,  and  obtained  from  that  Monarch  landa  in  Lothian. 
He  d.  about  1190.  Sixteenth  in  deaeent  ftora  hfan  waa 

Patbick  ^il  u  i  i:,  of  Paninure,  who  acoonipanied  Kin^'  .Tamka  T.  into  En^^land. 
He  waa  a  Gentleman  of  the  liedchamber  to  King  Cqables  I.,  whuut  ho  uttcnded 
throngfaont  the  eivil  war,  fought  in  all  the  battles  in  which  the  King  was  engaged, 
and  reuuiined  with  him  in  Im  iin]>risonment  till  ho  wa«  removed  from  him  by  order 
of  the  Parliament,  having  been  creiitctl,  in  IH  W,  Earl  of  Panmure,  and  Lord  Maule  of 
Brechin  and  Navur,  in  the  Peeraj'e  of  Scotland.  Ho  d.  in  lOCl,  and  was  succeeded 
by  hh  eldest  son  Oeorge,  2nd  EaH, who  rttaehed  liitus*  !!'  to ffiiigCHABLSS  II.  while 
any  hope  of  serving  him  nei'mod  to  nniMDy  and  made  hie  peaoo  with  General  Monk 
in  1652.    He  had  three  sons,  viz.,

William  R-imsay,  who  thereupon  assumed  the  name  and  arms  of  Maule  of 
Paomare,  and  was  created,  in  1881,  a  Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom*  by  the  title  of 
Babov  pAirinTBV  of  Brechin  and  Navar,  Co.  Forfar.  For  his  manlasee  end  itsne, 
see  the  Peetuae  Volume.  He  d.  15  April  1832,  succeeded  by  his  elaest  son  Fox, 
present  and  2nd  Lobd,  whose  administration  as  War  Minister  carried  the  Crimean 
campaign  to  a  suooeaaful  dose.

The  nnmo  of  Drummond  claims  derivation  from  the  lands  of  Dr\'mon,  in  Stirling- 
shire, bestowed  by  King  IUalcolm  III.  on  Maurice,  a  HuDKariau,  who  accompanied 
Ida  Queen,  the  Siocoii  lurgwet,  and  her  brother  Edgar  AtheliiM,  to  Sootianai  and 
the  family  trace  to  the  •$ame  Kouroe  their  tmorial  beariiigi»  uiee  ban  mrj,  io 
allnaion  to  this  passage  of  the  sea. 

From  Uanrioe  descended  Sir  Maloolm  Dminniond  in  tiie  reign  of  WntTix 
the  Lion.  IIU  jjrcat-grandson,  Sir  John  Drummond,  though  he  swore  fealty  to 
King  Edwabd  I.,  was  carried  prisoner  to  England  within  »  year  after,  and  released 
only  on  condition  of  eenring  in  the  Fieneh  ware.  Hie  ion  sir  Maloolm,  profitmg 
by  this  example,  adhered  Hteadily  to  Kobebt  Bruce,  and  so  important  were  his 
services  that  King  Edwabd,  on  his  bebg  taken  prisoner  by  Sir  John  S^g^rave, 
offered  oblations  for  the  good  news.  His  son,  another  Sir  Maloolm,  who  d.  about 
13-16,  had  two  sons ;  Sir  ^laurice,  the  younger,  was  ancestor  of  the  Drummond^  of 
Concraig  and  Meggioeh,  now  represented  by  Drammond  of  the  Boyoe,  Qlouoeeter* 
shire. 

Sir  John  Drummond  of  Cargill  and  Stobhall  was  the  cider.  His  daughter  Anna- 
bella  was  the  Queen  of  Robert  III.,  celebrated  for  her  beauty  and  spirit;  and  his 
third  sou, William,  founded  the  line  of  liawthornden,  represented,  iemp.  ChaulesI., 
hf  the  loyal  Poet,  who,  after  u-sing  every  argument  in  nis  writing  to  moderat«  the 
extreme  views  of  both  parties,  d.  at  last  of  f^rii  f  for  his  Royal  master's  end.  This 
branch  terminated  in  a  female  in  1789.  Sir  Makohn  Drummond  of  Cargill  and 
Stobhall,  eldest  son  of  Sir  John,  became  Earl  of  Mar,  in  right  of  his  wife,  Isabel, 
Counteas  of  Mar,  only  dau^ht^  of  Wiliiaio«  let  Earl  of  Douglas  and  Earl  of  Mar, 
but  d.  without  issue  in  1403. 

Sir  John  Drummond,  2nd  son  of  Sir  John,  succeeded  to  CSargiU  and  Stobhall  on 
the  death  of  his  brother,  the  Karl  of  Mar ;  and  was  great-grandfather  of 

Sir  JoBir,  created  Lord  Drummond  of  Careill  in  1471 ;  ne  d.  in  1519,  and  having 
ennrired  his  son  and  grandson,  was  anoceeded  by  his  great-grandson.  WiIUnn»  tiie 
son,  ^faster  of  Drummond,  was  executed  In  1511  for  the  fury  of  his  followers,  who, 
pursuius  a  feud  with  the  Murray**  set  fire  to  the  Church  of  Mony  vaird,  in  which  a 
party  of  their  advemriea  had  taken  rdbg^  and  were  all  bnmt.  Hia  ekhet  ioo« 
Walter,  5Ia:iter  of  Drummond,     in  1518,  leaving  a  son, 

David,  2nd  Lobd,  who  succeeded  his  great-grandfather,  and  was  father  of

Patbick,  3rd  Lobd,  was  succeeded  bv  his  eldest  son.  Jambs,  4ith  Lobd,  who  in 
1605  was  created  Eabk  of  Pbbth,  Lord  Dnimmond  of  Stobhidl  and  Montifex,  to 
him  and  his  heirs  male  whatsoever.  He  d.  in  1611,  and  leavinj^j  no  sou,  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  only  brother,  JoHV,  2ud  Eabl,  noted  for  his  learning,  integrity, 
pmdent  economy,  and  unshaken  loyalty  to  King  Chablbs  throughout  the  troubles 
of  the  civil  wars.  He  and  his  son.  Lord  Drummond,  joined  the  loyal  Scottish 
association,  at  Cumbernauld;  and  paid  its  penalty  in  a  fine  of  5000/.  for  their  share 
in  drum  well's  Act  of  Grace.

.Tamfs,  ttli  Eaki.  ofPi-HTii,  Jjon\  Cliancellor  of  Scotland,  who  br.d  tlio  vcYnitr!- 
tion  of  being  passionately  proud,  was  make  a  Knight  of  the  Thistle,  on  the  revival 
of  the  order,  by  King  Jambs  IT.,  to  who«e  fortunes  he  faiihfVilly  adhered  through 
life.  On  tli.'it  Monnrcli'fi  abdication,  resigning  his  titles  and  estates  in  favour  of  his 
eldest  sou,  he  embarked  to  Ibllow  hia  uiaifter,  but  was  overtaken  at  i«ea  by  a  long* 
boat  foil  of  armed  men,  eeized,  and  thrown  into  the  common  prison  at  Ktrkaldr, 
find  tlKMicr-  trnnsfcrrt'd  to  EJinliuri:l\  Castle.  Beiiii?  liberated  in  1693,  he  u^t-v- 
wardfl  played  a  conapicuouii  part  at  the  Court  of  St.  Ucrmains,  aa  a  Lord  of  the 
Beddiiinber  to  the  ($ama  ana  Oovemor  of  the  Prince  of  Walee.  The  King  orealed 
him  Duke  of  l^-rfli,  which  title,  on  James's  death,  wrs  c(Mifirmed  to  him  by 
Louia  XIV.,  and  adopted  into  the  French  Peerage.

Coplestone  Bamfylde,  a  loyal  subject  to  King  Chablss  I.  during  the  troablea  of 
his  reign.  Ho  was  thrown  iiit^)  piison  aft«r  Cromwell's  death,  for  presenting  a 
petition  for  rights  to  General  Monk  on  behalf  of  the  County  of  Devon,  but  was 
liberaled  on  the  Beatonition,  and  raised  a  fense  for  seeoring  order  and  obedience 
to  the  King's  government  in  the  County  of  Devon.  lie  d.  in  1691,  after  assembling 
all  his  fainuy  round  his  bed,  and  strictly  charging  them  to  continue  fiuthful  to  the 
religion  of  Uie  estabBihed  Chnrdi,  and  to  pay  thar  alliance  to  the  right  hein  to 
the  Crown. 

He  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson.  Sir  Coplestone- Warwick ;  to  whom,  in  1727, 
enoeeeded  his  only  son,  Sir  Bichaid- Warwick,  who  i.  in  1776,  and  «raa  auopeeded  \^ 
his  eldest  son,  Sir  Charles- Warwick  Bamfylde,  5th  Baronet»wlio,bjOatherine,ddeft 
daughter  of  Sir  John  Moore,  Bart.,  had  an  only  aon. 

Sir  Obobob-Wabwxck  BAMyTLcs,  Bart.,  who  raooeeded  him  m  1823,  waa 
created,  ia  1881«  Baknt  Fouimon  of  Fdtimcre,  Oo.  JhfW,  and  is  the  preatait 
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POLWAETH,  BARON.  (Scott.) 
p0tr  Spotkmd, 

HvoH  Scott,  4th  Lord  Polwabth,  to  whom  thU  Peerage  wa«  ndjud^rod  in  1836, 
was  the  11th  posaestor,  in  direct  male  inberitanoe,  of  the  Barony  of  Harden,  in 
Roxburghshire,  and  2l8t  in  lineal  descent  from  Uchtred  Fits-Soott,  a  gentleman  of 
oonHideration  in  tho  reign  of  King  Davio  I.  Sir  Michael  Soot,  6th  in  descent 
from  Uchtred,  killed  at  the  battle  of  Durham  in  1316,  waa  the  common  ancestor,  by 
his  elder  son,  of  the  noble  family  of  Buccleugh  ;  and  by  tho  younger,  of  the  Harden 
bmidi  of  tiio  MdBt  house,  which,  on  the  failure  of  hoirs  male  from  tht  ddflr  ltaii!» 
became  the  male  representative  of  the  ancient  border  family  of  Scott. 

Walter  Scot  of  Syntoti,  the  younger  son  of  Sir  Michael,  lived  in  the  reigns  of  the 
King)}  RoBBRT  II.  and  III.  From  him  descended  in  tho  direot  male  line  five  Sooti 
of  S^'nton,  the  Inst  of  whom.  Walter  Scot  of  S\Titon,  is  mentioned  in  the  writs  of  the 
family,  a.d.  1487.  His  two  elder  sons  were  Walter,  hi»  successor  at  Synton,  who 
d.  without  issue,  and 

Robert  Scot  of  Stricksliaws,  Co.  Roxburgh  ;  lie  left  two  son", 

1  Walter,  who  succeeded  Inn  uncle  at  Bynton,  and  wiiot>e  posterity  carried  on  thif 
line  to  the  filth  generation,  when  his  male  issue  failed  ;  and 

2  William,  the  first  Baron  of  Harden  in  Berwickghire,  whoae  posterity  eventually 
became  the  representatives  of  their  ancestor,  thH  above-mentioned  Walter  Scot  of 
Synton.  Wuter  Soot,  the  second  Baron  of  Harden,  his  son,  called  *'Attld  Wttto* 
liurden,"  was  father  by  hit  wife,  Maiy,  **  The  Fhnrar  of  Yonrow/'  danghtar  of  Jdm 
Soott,  of  Dryhope,  of 

Sir  William  Boot  of  Hnrtlen,  whoM  fire  aoiu  all  loft  iaroo  t  tha  thvaa  aUar  of  thaaa 
were, 

1  Sir  William,  hia  successor,  whose  male  line  ended  in  hia  two  sons,  Sir  William, 
and  Robert,  both  anoeeaairely  oiF  Hardaa. 

2  Sir  Gideon,  who  sought  to  unit*  the  two  great  branches  of  his  family,  by  mar- 
rying his  eldest  son,  Walter,  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  to  Maiy,  Countess  of  Buccleugh, 
then  nndar  oleven,  eldett  daughter  of  Earl  Francis,  and  sister  of  Monmouth's 
Dadieas ;  bnt  the  project  failed  by  tho  Countess's  death  in  1661,  in  her  thirteenth 
year.  Her  husband  was  in  great  favour  with  King  Chablks  II.,  who  created  him 
ilarl  of  Terras  for  life.  The  male  issue  of  hif  eldent  tton  lasted  only  through  one 
generation,  but  du  Walter,  the  younger,  at  length  of  Harden,  the  rppresentation 
of  the  family  linally  devolved  in  1731,  and  from  him  the  present  Peer  descends.

Gideon,  was  father  of  Walter  Scott,  Esq.,  of  llarden,  who  was  b.  in  1724,  and  d.  in 
Jan.  1793  ;  having  m.  in  1751,  the  Lady  I>iana  Hume,  3rd  daughter,  but  tho  only 
one  from  whom  issue  remains,  of  Hugh,  3rd  Karl  of  Marchmont,  by  whom  he  waa 
bthar  of  HveH,  dfth  Lobd. 
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Sir  Fatbick  Hume  of  Polwurih.  hiring  rendared  himself  obnoxious  to  the  Qo- 
nmamA  of  Chablm  II.  Vjr  (lie  deetded  p«rt  he  luid  taken  iu  Parliament  on  the 
popilar  Bide,  and  for  the  exclusion  of  the  Duko  of  York  from  the  throne,  was  im- 
prisoned for  four  years  in  Dumbarton  and  Stirling  Castles,  but  liberated  in  1679. 
After  the  execution  of  Lord  Russell  and  Algernon  Sidney,  haviu]?  reason  to  fear  for 
his  own  life,  he  concealed  himself  in  the  family  burial-pliittt  under  the  Churcli  of 
Polwarth,  where  ho  remained  for  several  weeks,  supplied  every  nii^lit  with  food  by  his 
aflPeotionate  danehter  Grizel,  when  all  were  retired  to  rost.  He  afterwards  removed 
to  a  concealed  nlacc  made  under  ground  in  his  own  hoOM,  bj  hii  wi&  scratching  up 
the  earth  with  her  hands;  but  wm  obliged  to  fly  from  a  commission  sent  in  search  of 
him,  which  he  almost  miraculotisly  escaped,  and  reached  Holland  in  salety ;  Irom 
thence  he  accompanied  the  Earl  of  Argyll  in  his  unfortunate  expedition  for  Scotland, 
on  the  failurL'  of  which  his  estate  was  coiifisoatt'd  imd  a  liii^h  reward  olVored  fnr  his 
M^rehension.  lie  however  again  escaped  to  liollaud,  wiieio  he  remained  till  the 
PnoM  of  Onnige  was  called  to  the  British  throne;  when  his  sufTering  and  zeal  in  the 
popular  cause  were  rewarded  by  his  creation  to  the  Peerage  in  lOlX),  liy  the  title  of 
LoBD  PoLWABTH,  with  remainder  to  the  hairs  male  of  his  body  and  their  heirs.  He 
was  further  created,  in  1697,  Earl  of  Marchmont,  Viscount  of  BUeonberrie,  Lord 
Polwarth  of  Polwarth,  Redbraes,  and  Grcinlaw,  with  remainder  to  his  heirs  male 
whatsoever.  He  d.  in  1724,  and  succeeded  bv  his  eldest  surviTing  eon,  Alex- 
AVOBB,  2iid  LoBV,  and  Bui  of  Ifarehmont,  K.T.,  who  hy  hie  wu^  Margaret, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  George  Campbell,  of  Cesnock,  had  a  daughter.  Lady  Anne, 
m.  to  Sir  William  Purves,  Bart.,  of  Purves,  from  which  marriage  Sir  Hugh 
Hmne  Campbell,  of  Marebmont,  deieenda;  end  a  eon,  Hugh,  8rd  Lobd,  and  Earl 
of  Marchmont,  who  sncco  -dod  him  in  1710  ;  sinoe  whoso  death  in  1794,  the  titles 
remained  dormant  until  that  of  Polwabth  was  cUimed  by,  and  in  1835  adjudged 
to,  HvoH  Soon,  Esa.,  of  Harden,  4th  Lobs,  tiieonly  sonof  the  Waltor  Soott,  Esq., 
above  mentioned,  bv  nis  marriage  with  the  Earl's  daughter,  the  Lady  Diana  Hume. 
Lord  Polwarth  d.  28  Deo.  1841,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Hbkbt- 
FkAirois,  present  and  5th  Lobd.

Peer  of  Crreat  Britain. 

Thoiub  Ricaeds,  alias  Fenpour  of  Whitney,  Co.  Oxford,  whose  mother  was  the 
daughter  and  heir  of  the  fiuniiy  of  Fermour,  and  his  father  was  of  the  Welsh  family 
of  Ricards*,  d.  in  1485.  His  son,  Richard  Fermor,  acquired  great  wealth  as  a 
merchant,  but  being  a  zealous  Romanist,  fell  under  the  displeasure  of  King  Hbnrt 
YIII.,fi>r  relieving  his  Coni'easor,  Nicholas  Thayne,  when  a  close  prisoner  in  Buck- 
ingham gaol;  and  his  whole  IbrtllBfl  was  conllKLated  under  a  pramunire  :  some  mrt 
of  it,  and  amongst  otliers  his  manor  of  Easton  Noston.  was  restored  to  him  by  King 
Edwabd  VI.,  and  he  d.  there  in  1652.  His  son,  Sir  John  Fermor,  d.  in  1571,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Sir  George,  who,  in  l&y.i,  had  the  honour  of  entertaining 
King  James  T.  and  his  Queen  at  Ea.ston,  which  lie  did  with  great  splendour;  his 
eldest  son,  Sir  Hutton,  received  the  honour  of  knighthood  on  that  occasion,  succeeded 
htt  fivther  in  1612,  and  d.  in  1610.  Sir  William,  his  son  and  heir,  was  created 
a  Baronet  in  Klil,  served  King  Ch+BLES  I.  to  tlie  last  with  unshaken  loyaltv 
and  honour,  and  was  a  severe  sufferer  by  the  sequestration  of  liis  estates.  He  a.

Tn  Right  Hon.  John  Fonsonby,  2nd  eon  of  Brabazon,  Ist  Earl  of  Beiaboroagh, 
(under  which  title  Iuh  Lordship's  pedigree  will  be  found,)  d.  in  1787,  having  had 
a  numerous  issue  by  the  Lady  Elizabeth  Cavendish,  2nd  daughter  of  William,  3rd 
Duke  of  Devonshire.    Ilis  elucst  son,  WiTXiAM-BBABAZoy,  was  created,  in  March 

180<),  lUnos  PoNSONDV  of  Imokilly,  Co.  Cuik;  he  w:is  h.  15  Sept.  1744;  m. 
20  Deo.  1709,  the  Hon.  Louisa  Molesworth,  4th  daughter  of  Richard,  3rd  Viscount 
Molesworth,  who,  after  hij»  death,  «i.  2ndly,  William,  4th  Earl  Fitzwilliam,  and  d.  1

Peer  of  Great  Britain. 

Hkk  by  Beiitinck,  Heer  Van  Diepenham,  in  Overysiel,  where  hia  family  had  flourished 
for  many  ages,  had  three  sons;  Henry,  liis  heir;  Joseph,  a  General  in  the  terrioe  of 
the  States-General;  and  William,  who  \va.s  pay;e  of  honour  to  King  William  III. 
when  Prince  of  Orange,  and  accomDanyiiig  tiiat  King  into  England,  held  the  first 
place  in  hie  peraonal  oonfidenoe  ana  favour.  He  was  ereated  in  1089  Baron  of  €S- 
rcnccster,  Co.  Gloucester,  Viscount  Woodstock,  Co.  Oxford,  and  Earl  of  POBV* 
I.AKD,  Co.  Dorset,  was  made  a  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  Groom  of  the  Stole  to  the 
King.  He  commanded  a  Dutch  regiment  of  horse-guards,  with  which  he  attended 
William  to  Ireland  in  1690,  and  was  his  Lieutonant-General  at  the  battle  of  the 
lioyne;  was  with  him  in  all  his  warsj  and  constantly  employed  in  jittblio  business 
throttg^ont  his  reign ;  and  was  the  last  person  the  King  cpoke  to  at  his  death.  The

Berkeley  by  tenure,  and  2Dd  by  writ,  bad  two  sons,  viz.,

His  Lordship  is  of  an  ancient  and  houoorable  family  of  the  Low  Counlriefl,  of  wliich 
Laurence  dcs  Booreriee,  driven  from  hie  home  and  nil  patrimony  by  reliL'ious  porse^ 
cation,  took  advantage  of  the  liberal  policy  of  Queen  ELlZA.BETn,  which  oUon  d  a 
safe  asjlum  in  thia  country  to  the  Protestant  refugeee.  His  ^uidson.  Sir  Edward 
des  Bonveriea,  an  eminent  Tnrkej'  merohant,  was  fcnighted  iQn|^  Jaxm  11.,  and 
d.  in  1604,  at  his  seat  at  Cheshunt.  Sir  William  des  Bouveries,  his  son,  also  a  very 
eminent  Turkey  merchant,  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1714;  he  d.  in  1717f  leaving, 
beddee  other  issue,  two  sons,  Sir  Edward,  his  successor,  who  d.  without  issne  in  1736, 

Sib  Jacob,  who,  in  1717,  was  created  Lord  Longford,  Baron  of  Longford,  Co. 
Wilts,  and  Viscount  I'olkestonk  of  Folkestone,  Co.  Kent ;  he  d.  in  1761,  leaving 
three  sons,  from  all  of  whom  thero  are  surviviDg  deaoMidante,  vis., 

1  William,  his  successor,  2nd  Viscount.

Godfried  Btratz  de  Hinkelred  of  Unter-Walden,  one  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Hetvclte 
confederacy  on  its  original  formation  in  1240.  In  the  dissensions  by  wluoih  tlw 
Kepublic  wa.^  hubsequently  agitated,  Sir  Godfried  adopted  the  leas  powerful  sideband 
was  at  length  obliged  to  seek  an  asylum  in  England,  where  he  permanently  settled.

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BsAT,  in  1628.  He  enienxl  into  the  service  of  the  King  of  Denmark  till  the  uraent 
wanti  of  the  RojaliitB  In  Engltnd  oaDed  Um  home  in  1644.  He  liooded  «b  lleiro 

castle,  with  a  considerable  supply  of  arms  nn<^  money  from  Di*nmark,  all  which  were 
unfortauateij  taken  when  the  town  of  .Newcastle  was  stormed  bj  the  Scotch  army; 
Lord  Beay  mmself  was  made  {nisoner,  and  confined  in  the  TolMoth  of  Bdinlrargn, 
till  released  by  Montrose  after  the  battle  of  Kilsytli,  in  Aiii^.  IGto.  On  the  subse- 
qneni  dbpenion  of  that  hero's  forces  at  PhiUiphaugh,  Lord  Kea^  returned  home» 
and  appears  to  have  been  protected,  by  the  VBrnMonenof  his  sitoatton,  from  molesta- 
tion by  the  prevailing  paity.  I  To  d.  in  DL-nraark  in  1619,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
eldest  son,  .John,  2ad  Lo&d,  who  alter  his  fiither's  death  continued  to  support  the 
Royal  cause ;  he  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Covenanters  at  Balveny  in  1654.

Peer  of  Ireland. 

This  is  originally  an  ancient  and  a  noble  family  of  France,  descended  from  Frederic 
d«Tliellu8on,  Seigneur  de  Fl^h^rea,  and  Baron  de  Saphorin,  recorded  in  the  list  of 
nobles  who  acoomiMHUed  Philip  VI..  King  of  France,  into  Flanders  in  1328.  His 
posterity  continued  in  possession  of  their  estates  at  Fld:<ch6res,  near  Lyons,  till  the 
massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew  in  1572.  The  only  member  of  this  ProtiUtant  family 
who  survived  that  fatal  catastrophe  was  Theophilus  de  Thelusson,  who  fled  to 
Geneva,  where  his  descendants  fiwqoe&tlj  Med  toe  first  offices  in  the  mag^stnwy, 
from  that  period  till 

Peter  Thelusson,  Esa.  (3rd  son  of  Isaac  de  Thelosson,  Ambassador  from  Oenem 
to  the  Court  of  Louis  XV.),  settled  in  England  about  1750;  h«  was  remarkable  for 
bis  great  wealth  and  for  the  extraordinary  will  by  which  he  bequeathed  about 
WOjSoOL  to  tmsteoi,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  aceumnlation  of  landed  property  for  the 
benefit  of  liis  eldest  male  descendant,  when  the  last  of  his  nons  and  their  sons  shall 
be  dead ;  he  was  b.  27  June  1737,  and  d.  21  July  1797 ;  bavingM.  6  Jan.  1760, 
Anne,  Snd  daughter  of  Matthew  Woodford,  Esq.,  and  sister  of  Sir  italph  Woodford, 
Bart.,  of  Carlby,  Co.  Lincoln. 

PxTEB-IsAAC  TUELUSSON,  Esq.,  of  Broadsworth,  Co.  York,  their  eldest  son, 
was  created,  in  1806,  Babom  Bssdlksham  of  Rendlesham ;  he  was  b.  13  Oct. 
1761,  and  by  his  marriage,  14  June  1783,  with  Elizab^ith-EIcanor,  3rd  danghter  of 
John  Cornwall,  Esq.,  of  Hendon,  Middlesex,  who  d.  10  Deo.  1809,  left  a  ntimerous 
issue,  for  whom  see  the  Peerage  Volume.  He  d.  IG  Sept.  18C^,  and  was  suc-

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John  Lister  of  Derby,  with  Isabel,  daughter  aiul  heir  of  John  de  Bolton.  Richard 
Luter  was  the  son  of  this  marriage;  his  great-srandsoD,  Christopher,  had  two 
mu,  mUinn,  hw  heir,  and  Thomas.  From  Williain,  the  eldest  aon,  desesnded 

the  eelebrated  President  of  the  CSoUege  of  Physicians,  Sir  ^Tartin  Lister,  who  d.

CEkmvM,  Ist  Dnke,  K.O.,  on  whom  his  Royal  &ther  conferred  the  stmumie  of 

Lennox,  was  son  of  King  Ciiables  IL  by  Louise-Renee  de  Penencouet  de  Que- 
rooaille,  whom  he  created,  in  1673,  Baroness  Petenfisld,  Co.  Southampton,  Countess 
of  Fareham,  Co.  Hants,  and  Daehess  of  Portsmonth  for  life,  titles  which  became 
mfinel  on  her  death  in  1734.  Chablbs  Lbmnox,  her  only  son,  b.  29  July  1672,  was 
craated,  in  Aug.  1675,  Baron  of  Settrington,  Earl  of  March,  and  Dukb  of  Richmond  ; 
and  in  Sept.  following,  Baron  Methnen  of  Torbolton,  Earl  of  Damley,  and  Duke 
of  Lennox,  in  the  Peerage  of  Scothmd.  From  a  fancy  of  the  Duchess  of  Ports- 
mouth in  dressing  her  son,  a  part  of  the  present  costume  of  the  order  of  the  Garter 
is  derived.  The  blue  ribbon  of  the  Order  had  been  worn  till  that  time,  as  it  is  still 
seen  in  ancient  portraits,  round  the  neck  of  the  Knight,  with  the  George  pendant 
firom  it:  but  this  young  Duke  having  been  elected  a  Knight  of  the  Order  in  1081, 
was  presented  bv  his  mother  to  the  King  with  the  ribbon  over  his  loil  shoulder,  and 
the  George  psanmt  on  the  right  side ;  which  novel  fashion  pleased  his  Mijjasty  SO 
well  that  he  gave  commands  for  the  ribbon  to  bo  honceforth  worn  in  this  manner  by 
all  the  Kuights.

This  family  derives  ita  Bumame  from  the  landa  of  Primrose,  in  Fife.  Dancan 
Primrose  was  settled  at  Culross,  Co.  Perth,  iu  the  reign  of  Quceft  Mxbt.  His 
great-grandson, 

Sir  Archibald  Primrose  of  Carrington,  was  a  zealous  Royalist  in  the  civil  war 
of  King  Charles  I.  He  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Philiphangh  in  1645, 
tried  bv  the  Parliament,  and  found  guilty  of  high  treason,  but,  by  the  intervention 
of  the  Marquis  of  Argyll,  his  life  was  spared ;  he  was  set  at  liberty  in  the  followinar 
year,  in  consequence  of  Montrose's  capitulation,  by  which  indemnity  was  granted 
to  his  followers,  and  permission  to  himself  to  quit  the  kingdom.  Sir  Archibald 
accompanied  King  Chables  II.  in  his  expedition  into  England,  was  created  a  Baronet 
in  1651,  and  had  his  estates  sequestratea  in  consequence  of  the  unfortunate  result  of 
the  battle  of  Worcester.  After  the  restoration  he  was  appointed  Lord  Register  of 
Scotland,  and  constituted  a  Lord  of  Session  by  the  style  of  Lord  Carrington.  He  d. 
in  1679,  leaving,  besides  other  issue,  the  two  sons  following, 

1  Sir  William,  whose  son  James  was  created  Viscount  Primrose,  Lord  Primrose 
and  Castlefield,  in  1703,  which  titles  became  extinct  iu  1741,  on  the  death  of  his 
2nd  son  Hugh,  3rd  Viscount.

Hit  Lordship  desoends  from  the  very  ancient  family  of  Van  Waasenaer  of  HollaDd, 
ef  wMeh  three  brothen,  Warner,  Derrick,  and  Peter,  settkcl  in  Iraland  in  the  n^n 
of  CnARLES  I.,  and  became  free  denizens  of  that  kingdom  by  Aet  of  Parliament  m 
1662.  Warner  Wectenra,  the  eldest  brother,  having  jpurchaaed  considerable  estatae 
in  Inland,  d.  in  1676.  Hia  aon  Henry  was  attainted  hf  JOng  jAMit't  Ifiah  Fv> 
liament  in  1689,  for  hi«  adheranoato  the  revolution,  but  obtained  the  restoration  of 
his  inheritance  in  the  reign  of  Wiujam  11  L  lie  d.  in  1719,  and  was  succeeded  bj 
his  son  Warner,  whose  son  and  heir,  Henry  Weetenra,  Esq.,  m.

MOBIf  and  other  iaaoe,  who  will  be  found  in  the  Peerage  Volume. 

Bobbbt  CuNiNonAME,  Ist  LoRD,  was  b.  3  Aug.  1735, »».  29  May  1764,  Eliza- 
beth, ^ftd  dMiffhter  of  Colonel  JuUu  Murray  (and  co-heir  oif  her  mother,  Marr,  only 
dan^ter  and  heir  of  Sir  Alexander  Cinniee,  Bart.,  widow,  without  iaene  by  him,  of 

Cadsvallader,  7th  Lord  Bli^yn^);  lihe  d.  21)  Sept.  1H2.).  He  was  created,  in  1796, 
Baron  Kossmore  of  Monaghan,  with  remainder,  failing  his  isisue  male,  to  Heniy- 
Alexander  Jones,  Esq.,  aon  of  the  Bight  Hon.  Theophilus  Jones,  by  Anne,  sister  to 
his  Lordship's  wife  (and  4th  daughter  of  Colwiel  John  Murray),  and  his  issue  mala 
(hed.  unm.  m  the  Ist  Lord's  lifetime) ;  failinpf  which,  to  Warner- William  Weatenra, 
Esq.,  and  Uciiry  Westenra,  Esq.,  sons  of  Henry  Westenra,  Esq.,  by  Harriet,  also 
alatar  to  his  Lordnhip's  wife  (and  5th  daughter  oi  Colonel  John  Mnrnij),  and  thdr 
IMue  male.    His  Loi-dship  d.  in  1801,  and  was  succet'ded  by 

Wauneb-Williau  WxsTBiiBA,  2nd  LoBD,  who  was  advanced  to  the  Peerage  of

GiOBOi  Lntrr,  of  SoChei.  created  East  of  Boms  about  1458,  survived  Ms 
OdIt  ion,  Andrew,  Miistor  of  Rothes,  and  was  Ruccceded  by  his  grandson,  Gbobge, 
Ina  SasL.  The  Utter,  and  his  only  brother  William,  were  killed  at  Flodden  Field 
in  1618 ;  the  Earl  d.  unm. ;  bis  brother  left  two  aone,  Gsobge,  who  succeeded  his 
uncle  ELU  3rd  Eabl,  and  John.  The  3rd  Eabl  was  one  of  those  eight  Commis- 
sioners from  the  Scottish  Parliament  appointed  to  be  present  at  the  marriage  of 
Queen  Mabt  with  the  Dauphin  of  Fruiee,  who  ao  highly  incensed  the  French 
government  by  their  firm  refusal  of  the  crown  matrimonial  to  the  Dauphin,  that 
when  three  of  their  number  died  in  one  night,  28  Nov.  1558,  at  Dieppe,  of  whom 
this  Earl  was  one,  they  were  supposed  to  have  been  poisoned.  His  Lordship's  eldest 
son,  Norman,  Master  of  Rothes,  wr»  the  principal  actor  in  the  murder  of  Cardinal 
Beatoun,  for  which  he  was  found  guilty  of  treason,  and  forfeited  by  Parliament  in 
154G  ;  his  iuther  and  John,  his  uncle,  were  tried  as  accomnliccs  ^  the  Earl  was  ac- 
quitted, but  John  Leslie  was  fonftited.  The  Master  immediately  entered  the  ear* 
vice  of  the  French  King,  and  was  mortally  wounded  in  1551,  in  a  battle  between 
the  French  and  ImjH'rial  forces  near  Cambray,  wliere  he  had  j)erroi-med  almost  in- 
Oredibleaets  of  valour  ;  ho  J.  a  few  days  afterwards,  before  his  father,  witliuut  issue.

JoHK,  6th  Eabl,  succeeded  his  grandfather,  and  d.  hi  16il.  JoHir,  his  oiiIt 
son,  eleven  years  of  age  at  his  father^  death,  auooaeded  as  6th  Eabl  j  ha  earned 
the  sword  of  state  at  the  eoronation  of  King  Cbaslss  II.  in  Scotland  in  1651, 
and  accompanying  the  King  into  England,  was  tal<cn  prisoner  at  the  battle  of 
Worcester,  but  was  liberated  in  1655.  In  1663  he  obtained  a  conhrmation  of  hia 
titles  by  eharter,  granting  them  to  himedf  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  which 
failing,  to  the  eldest  heir  female  of  his  body,  without  division,  bearing  the  name  and 
arma  of  Leslie,  with  several  soecial  iimitatioaa  over.  In  1667,  he  was  appointed 
Lord  High  dumoellor  of  Seotland,  and  oreatsd  Doki  of  Bothes,  Marquis  of  Ballin- 
breieh,  Karl  of  Leslie,  Viscount  of  Lugtoun,  Lord  Anohmoutie  and  Caskiebeny, 
with  limitation  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body;  ho  d.  27  July  1681,  without  issue 
male^  when  the  above  titles  became  extinct,  but  the  Earldom  devolved  on  his  eldest 
dan|^itsii 
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Mabgaset,  7th  Countess;  she  m.  Charles  Hamilton,  5th  £arl  of  Haddington, 
and  had  two  sons :  JoHW,  8th  Earl  ;  and  Thomas,  on  whom  the  Earldom  of  Had- 
dington WW  iettled  laj  p«teiit»  and  who  ww  aneeitor  of  the  pwaent  Earl  of  Had- 
dington. 

tiosir,  8th  "Eaxl,  her  eMeat  son  and  successor,  assniiMd  tiie  name  of  Lbsub  : 

on  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  in  1715,  his  Lordahip,  with  a  detachment  of 
the  Scotch  Greys,  entered  the  town  of  Kinross,  dispersed  a  party  of  the  rebels  who 
were  aboot  to  praeUnm  the  Pfttender,  and  canried  mr  Thomas  Broee  of  Kuiross, 
prisoner  to  Stirlin:^''.

Peer  of  Scotland  and  of  the  United  Kingdem, 
VoB  the  origin  of  the  noblo  house  of  Ker,  see  the  title  of  Lothian  in  tWs  Volume. 
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sir  Robert  Ker  of  Cesaford,  loth  in  des<^cnt  from  .John  Kor,  hifl  fir-«t  rocorded 
tmeettor,  was  at  an  early  afps  appointed  a  Warden  of  the  Borders.  In  l'>^)7,  for 
fiomo  infrat^n  of  the  border  trace,  he  fell  into  the  castody  of  the  Ardihishop  of 
York,  who  writes  of  him  to  the  Lord  Treasurer  Burleigh,  "I  understand  that  tho 
gentkmui  it  wise  and  valiant,  but  somewhat  haaghty  imd  resohite."  He  was  soon 
released  and  created  a  Pcor,  by  the  title  of  Lord  Koxburj^he.  He  held  important 
official  employments  Uirough  the  reigns  of  Jamks  I.  and  Chables  I.,  and  on  the 
Imaking  out  of  the  BobeUion  ad1i«Ted  to  the  King.  In  1016  he  was  created  Babk 
of  KoxnrROitF,  Ix»rd  Kor  of  Cessford  and  Caveitoun  ;  aru^  hnving  survived  hia  two 
SODS,  William  and  Harry,  both  successively  stvled  Lord  Ker,  be  obtained,  in  1646, 
a  new  htreaitrnv  of  the  iiiles,  to  biiaaeir  and  tho  beira  nale  of  Ida  body,  iaUiiw

His  Grace 
d,  in  1823,  at  the  advaueed  age  oi  eighty 'Suven,  leaving  one  son,  then  only  seven 
years  old,  Jambs-Hen BY-RoBEBT,  present  and  6th  Di7U,who^inl8S7,WMOnM(tod 
a  Peer  of  tho  United  Kingdom.  Iqr  tbe  title  of  Karl  Innea, 

The  6th  Duke,  the  2nd  Baronet  of  Notb  Scotia,  by  patent  in  1626,  was  chief  of 
the  name  of  Innes,  20th  T^drd  of  Innes,  and  24th  in  jiaternal  descent  from  his 
onc^tor  Beroalduh,  who  obt-aiiied  fr<mi  Malcolm  Canmore  a  charter  of  his  lands  of 
Iiinea,the  earliest  charter  extant  from  an^  King  of  Scotland ;  of  whidi  anoient  line^ 
aays  the  authentic  family  {Kdio^,  compiled  by  Duncan  Forbes,  of  Cnlloden,  "  there 
are  three  things  wherein  tbcy  are  either  notable  or  happy :  first,  that  their  inheritance 
never  went  to  a  woman;  ms^  tbal  bow  of  ih«m  ever  iMiRNd  an  ill  wifb;  and 
thirdly,  that  no  friend  ever  inland  for  their  debt."

The  uati  iarch  of  this  fumily  was  Thor.a  person  of  Danish  or  Saxon  extraction,  wlio 
settlea  in  Scotland  in  the  reign  of  David  I.  Swan,  his  son,  amongst  otiier  bndi 
in  Perthshire,  possessed  the  manor  of  Ruthven,  from  which  his  grandson,  Walter 
de  Buthven»  assumed  his  surname.  Seventh  in  descent  from  this  Walter  was  Sr 
WiDiain,  Irt  Lord  BnthTcn,  ontted  a  Peer  of  Ftoliament  in  1488.  Ho  ww  me- 
oeeded  by  his  grandsotx, 

WiUiam«  2nd  Lord  Kuthren;  he  had  three  sons, 

1  Patildic,  8rd  Lord  Eutliven,  whoee  eon  WO&m,  ereoted  Barf  of  Gowrie  in 

1581,  entered  the  followiii;^'  year  into  a  conspiracy  with  other  Presbyterian  nobles, 
calling  themselves  the  Lords  ut  the  lieformation,  to  seize  the  person  of  Kin^  Jauks 
VL,  and,  keeping  him  in  tlieir  custody,  to  administer  the  Government  in  his  name. 
Theadiemewaai^fint  successful,  bat  in  tht-  following  year  James  aooora(^hed  hia 
escape.  The  partitas  implicat<Hl  in  tlie  Raitf  nf  Gowrie,  as  this  t-iitorprise  was  then 
called,  were  declared  traitors ;  the  Earl  of  Gowrie  was  pardoned ,  but  afterwarda 
recommencing  his  treasonable  projects,  was  tried  and  executed  in  1584,  for  hia 
former  offence,  notwithstanding  tno  pardon  previously  received.  He  left  five  sous,  to 
whom  his  estates  and  honours  were  restored  iu  1586;  Jameif,  the  eldest,  second  Earl 
of  Gowrir,  d.  in  his  fourteenth  year,  in  loSH ;  John,  the  8nd  ■on,  who  eoflceeded  hia 
brother  as  3r(l  Karl,  with  Alexander,  the  .1rd  son,  actuated  by  a  desin>  of  revent^ing 


flunaahle  motire,  conspired  to  aanasinate  the  "Em^  at  the  Barl'a  nonse  at  Perth* 

whither  they  had  invited  him.  James  was  rescued  from  this  imminent  perilhy  the 
Duke  of  Lennox,  the  £arl  of  Mar*  and  others.  Qowrie  and  his  brother  were  hiUed 
in  the  scuffle,  and  afterwards  afet^ted, their  honotne  and  large  patrimony  forfeited; 
•ad  their  poeterity  and  surviving  brethren  declared  incapable  ofholding  any  offices, 
hononrs,  or  possessiona.  Thiu  waa  eztiogniahed,  in  1GOO«  the  elder  branoh  of  the 
House  of  Ruthven. 

2  James,  2nd  son  of  the  2ud  Lord  Ruthven,  d,  without  issue. 

3  Alexander  Ruthven  of  Frecland,  the  3rd  son,  wa.«i  <^Tandfather  of  SiB  Thomas 
BuTHVEN,  a  Covenanter  in  the  civil  war,  but  created  hy  King  Charlxs  II.,  in 
1651,  a  Peer  of  Parliament,  by  the  title  of  Lobd  Ruthven  of  Freeland;  the  patent 
was  1)iirnt  when  tlie  house  of  Freehind  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1750,  but  it  is 
understood  that  the  title  was  granted  to  the  heirs  general  of  the  patentee's  body. 
The  lat  Lobd  <!.  in  1878. 

David,  2nd  Lokp,  liis  only  son,  7.  without  issue  in  1701,  and  was  succeeded  by 
his  niece,  Isabel,  3rd  liABONEsa,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Praucis  Buthven,  by 
BHsaheth,  the  only  daughter  who  left  onrriving  issue,  of  tiie  let  Lobd  ;  the  Buioneee 
f».  Colonel  James  Johnson  of  Gratney,  Co.  Dumfrie8,  whose  issue  by  her  took  the 
surname  of  Ruthven.  She  d.  in  1732,  and  was  succeeded  by  her  only  son,  Jaues, 
4th  Lobd,  who  d.  in  1783,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  James,  5th  Lobd; 
to  whom,  in  1789,  succeeded  his  I  h  t  son,  James,  6th  Lord,  on  whoee  deilh, 
without  issue,  27  July  ls53,  the  inheritance  fell  to  the  only  survivor  of  his  nine 
children,  MABi-ELiZAi»tiiii  XuoBHTOiT,  the  present  I3abo>'£S8,  seventh  iu  sue*

Tn  of  oonndenble  note  in  the  Korih  of  England, 

▼or  soon  after  tlie  Conquest.  The  first  of  his  (Iraic's  ancestors  on  record  is  Sir 
Robert  Mannen,  Lord  of  the  manor  of  Etlialc,  in  Northumberland,  but  at  what 
dfl^  !■  unknown ;  Sir  Bobert  Manners,  7th  in  descent  from  him,  liTed  In  fhe  x«ign 
of  King  Hbnbt  III. 

The  7tli  in  descent  from  the  last  Sir  Kobert  Manners  was  another  Sir  Robert,

St.  Lc^,  by  Anne  Plantagenet^  liatar  of  King  Edwabd  IV.,  and  waa  ftther  by

Tbokas,  l^th  Baron  Boa,  E.G.,  who  amoaedad  hia  father  in  1613  j  waa  dnaftad 
Earl  of  BuTiAVD,  ill  158S;  and  <!.  in  IMS.  Ha  had,  beaidaa  oucr  iaana^  two

Hexby,  2nd  Eabl,  Baron  Ros,  K.G.,  d.  in  1563,  leaving  two  aona, 
1  Edw.^bd,  3rd  Eabl,  Baron  Ros,  K.G.,  d.  in  1587,  without  issnc  male,  leavins^ 
an  only  daughter,  Elizabeth,  Baroness  Ros,  who  m.  William  Cecil,  son  and  heir  of 
Thomas,  1st  Eail  of  Exeter,  and  d.  in  1591;  leaving  an  only  son,  one  year  old,  at 
the  time  of  her  death,  William  CSeoil»  who  aoooeeded  her  aa  fianm  Boa,  and  4i.iMHii.

CsABLSB,  the  1st  Duke  of  St.-Albaks,  K.G.,  on  whom  his  Royal  father  conferred 
the  name  of  Beauclerck,  wa«  natural  son  of  King  Charles  if.,  by  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Gwyne.  He  was  h.  8  May  1<)7<I ;  created  Baron  of  Heddington  and  Kallof  Bux^ 
ford,  both  Co.  Oxford,  in  1*170,  and  Duke  of  St. -Albans  in  Kisi.  He  was  alao 
apjKjinted  Hereditary  Grand  Falconer  of  England.  He  m.  the  Lady  Diana  de  Vere, 
daughter  and  eventxially  sole  heir  of  Aubrey  de  Vcre,  2C»th  and  last  Earl  of  Oxford 
of  that  noble  family,  elevated  to  that  Earldom  by  the  Empress  Maude,  and  confirmed 
by  King  Henby  11.  in  lloo.  The  Duke  d.  in  1726,  having,  besides  otbers  who  d. 
without  itwue,  the  five  sons  following,

Diggw  nd  dx  others,  appointed  to  manage  the  impeadnuBt  by  tlie  Oomnooa,  of 
George  Yillicr^,  Duke  of  I?uckingli:im ;  and  lor  the  prominent  part  tliey  took  in  this 
afiair,  these  two  Members  were  both  committed  to  the  Tower»  bat  soon  atlerwaida 
releaMd.   Sir  Jobi  wm,  however,  afim  inqpriMiMd  b 

solution  of  this  Parliament,  for  refusing  to  contribute  towards  a  loan  to  the  govern- 
ment, bat  was  liberated  previous  to  the  electioByi  ibr  the  new  Parliaments,  wlueb  not 
In  VBSA,  and  he  wae  agau  choeen  to  repreeent  the  Oonnty  of  OontwalL  The  henfc

One  Jnlins  de  Deny  is  said,  in 
consequence  of  having  entertained  a  King  of  France  with  a  diah  of  very  fme  straw- 
berries, to  have  had  strawberry'leaves  (in  French,  frases)  assigned  to  him  by  thw  mo- 
narch for  his  arms,  and  fVom  this  circumstance  bin  descendants  are  supposed  to  have 
UsomMl  the  name  of  Frasor.  When  they  first  settled  in  Scotland  is  uncei'tain,  but 
the  name  is  met  with  as  early  as  the  reign  of  David  I.  The  Lords  Saltoun  and  Lovat 
have  a  common  descent,  but  the  separation  of  their  families  took  place  before  any 
authentic  genealogy  can  be  deduced.

He  advanced  large  sums  in  aid  of  the  Royal  cause  in  the  civil 
wan;  had  the  command  of  a  regiment  in  the  expedition  into  Engluid  for  the 
rescue  of  Citables  I.  in  16  tS,  and  accompanied  Chables  II.  to  the  battle  of 
Worcester,  whence  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  escape  into  Scotland.  He  </. 
in  1693,  in  the  90th  yoar^  of  his  age,  having  survived  his  only  son,  Alexander, 
Master  of  Saltoun,  who  d,  in  1088,  and  his  eldest  grandson,  Alexander,  whocf.  num.

The  Earl  i.s  of  a  younger  branch  of  the  family  of  the  Duke  of  Manchester. 
Sir  Edward  Montagu  of  Boughton  d.  in  1602,  leaving  six  sonfi,  viz.,

two  parties  grew  to  a  civil  war;  he  was  then  committed  to  the  Tower  by  the  niling 
powers,  for  producing  in  the  House  his  Migesty's  declaration  that  all  persons 
taking  up  arms  against  him  were  traitors.  He  d.  in  1644,  and  his  eldest  son  Henry 
dying  six  months  after  him,  Edward,  the  only  8urvi?ing  son,  succeeded  to  the 
estate. 

Edward  MoNTAOr,  Esq.,  the  surviving  son  of  Sir  Sidney,  early  took  an  active 
part  in  the  civil  war.  He  was  in  the  rebel  army  in  the  battles  of  Mar^ton  ^loor, 
Naseby,  and  others,  but  seceded  from  Parliament  when  he  found  that  l»udy  under 
the  control  of  the  amy.  He  returned  to  the  administratioa  of  public  affairs  in 
1653,  was  soon  after  appointed  a  Lord  of  the  Treasury,  and  jomt  Admiral  of 
England;  and  liaviug  the  command  at  sea  at  the  time  of  Cromwell's  death,  he 
signified  to  ChaikbbIL,  before  the  anmnhUng  of  th«t  Ptsrliament  which  voted  the 
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*  Msloration  of  the  Royal  lamilr,  that  the  fleet  and  himself  were  at  his  Majesty's 
dixpotuil ;  and  had  finally  the  happiness,  on  tiw  96tii  of  May  1000^  of  landing  tha 
Kiiif?  at  Dover  from  his  own  ship.  For  theae  sen'iccs  he  was  created,  iu  16C0, 
Baron  Montagu  ot'  St.  Jiooi'&,  Co.  Uontinedon,  Yi<scouut  iiinchinbroke,  and  Exbl 
«f  SurswiOB.  H«  yrm  yiea-Admiral  of  England,  and  in  that  omp»atj  aenred 
under  the  Duke  of  York  in  the  battle  of  Lo\v<>>tofTe  iti  June  1666;  in  Sept.  the 
aame  jaar  he  beat  a  floet  oonvowing  the  Dntoh  iiiaat  Indiamea,  and  took  eight  men 
of  war.  Ho  waa  than  appoinied  Anibiindof  BzlnwtdiBaR'j,  to  aoMlvido  a  paaaa 
with  Spain,  which  he  gucceasfally  acconmBilwd.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  new 
Dutch  war  in  1072,  ho  again  fought  under  the  command  of  the  Duke  of  York  in 
the  great  battle  in  Solcbay,  on  the  coast  of  Suffolk,  on  the  28th  of  May  in  that 
year;  and  was  Icfl  in  the  MoyalJamea,  carrying  100  guns  and  1000  men,  to  aoatain 
the  attaek  of  the  whole  squadron  of  Van  Ghent,  aided  by  four  fire-ships ;  after 
diaabiing,  in  this  unequal  contest,  which  he  stood  for  many  hours,  ^even  of  the 
CMBDiy'a  ahipa,  and  sinking  three  of  the  fire-ships,  the  Royal  Jame*  was  at  laat 
burnt  by  the  fourth.  Tlu'  I  n  ly  of  the  Vice- Admiral  wa.H  found  on  the  l<>th  of  .Time, 
and  waa  aflerwarda  interred,  with  every  mark  of  honour,  in  Weatminater  Abbey, 
He  left  nt  aona,  threo  of  wliom  A  tmai ;  the  other  three  were,

d.  before  him  in  1722,  leaving,  hesiaes  other  issue,  John,  hia  cldeHt  son,  who  suc- 
ceeded his  grandfather  as  4th  Eabl  ;  he  d.  in  1792,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
8on,  Joiiy,  5th  Eabl;  ho  wa-i  6.  26  Jan.  1744,  Mid  6  June  1814;  having  w.  Ist, 
1  I^Iarch  1706,  Lady  Elizabeth  Montagu,  only  surviving  daughter  of  George,  2nd 
and  last  Earl  of  Jlalifux,  who  </.  1  July  1708;  and  2udly,  25  April  1'772,  Lady

SANDYS,  BARON.  (Hill.) 

Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Thb  family  of  Sandys,  which  was  advanced  to  the  Peerage  in  1743,  by  the  title  of 
Sandys  of  Ombersley,  and  from  whieh  the  Baron  deeesnds,  had  m  known  origual 
connexion  with  that  which  had  been  ennobled  at  the  much  earlier  date  of  1529,  by 
the  title  of  Sandy  sof  the  Vine;  although,  aiB«nlarly  enoiwh,  that  Barony  waa  in- 
karilad  by,  and  ooatiiiMd  ftr  aaaio  awoMHHH  &,  tin  ftaS^. 
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George  Sandyi,  of  Lon<}on,  desoraded  from  a  good  family  in  Cumberland,  and 
nephew  to  the  wife  of  Sir  RcgiMld  Bray,  the  architect  of  Kincr  HnrBT  Tll/t 
Chape],  left,  besiden  other  issue,  two  sons,  Edwin  and  Miles.  The  latter  wai>  father 
of  Sir  Edwin  Sandys,  through  whoae  marriage  with  Elixabeih,  eiaier  and  heir  of 
WOUn,  4tk  Bmmi  Sndys  of  tlM  Vim,  Henry,  tlwir  mb.  Idmnlod  tint  Bnronj. 
He  was  killed  in  16'H,  fi^'lifinj^  under  the  banner  of  King  Ciiari.es  I.,  and  left 
three  sods,  William,  lienry,  and  EUwiUf  saooeasive  Barons,  who  all  d.  without 
issue,  and  six  danghtera,  amongst  whom  the  Baronj  fell  into  abeyance  on  the  death 
of  their  brother  Edwin,  Hth  Lord,  about  the  year  1700.  The  late  John  Davie* 
Gilbert,  E«|.,  of  Txeiisaick  and  Saatfaomne,  wao  tho  MftaieaUtif e  of  tbe  oldest  co- 
heir. 

Bdwin,  the  oldest  son  of  the  abore  Georj^e  Sandys,  was  one  of  our  early  reformers, 
and  successively  Bt.shop  uf  Worcester  and  liondon  and  AnbfaUMip  of  York*  Uo  d» 
in  1588,  and  was  lineal  ancestor  in  the  tith  descent  of 

Somotl  Smdys,  Esq.,  who  wm  orartod  Boron  Soadys  in  1748»  nd  i.  81  AprH 
1770;  he  had  seven  sons,  of  whom

without  issue,  11  Ibrdi  1797,  when  the  title  became  esHmet;  ead

and  heir  of  William  Trumbull,  Emn,  by  whom,  vijxo  d.  in  1760,  he  ftad  an  only 
child,  Mabt,  who  m.  Arthur,  2nd  Marquis  of  Downahire,  and  was  created,  in  1802, 
Babonbss  Sandys  of  Ombersley,  Co.  Woieester,  with  remainder  to  her  2nd  eoM, 
Arthur-Moyses-Williani  Hill,  and  his  younger  brothers,  and  their  heirs  male  succes- 
sively, failings  which,  to  her  eldest  son  Arthur,  3rd  Marquis  of  Duwnshire,  and  his  heirs 
male.  She  d.  in  1880,  and  was  snooeeded  by  her  2nd  son.  Lord  ABTHUB*Mofni> 
William  Hill,  present  and  2ttd  LoBD,  for  whoee  pefemel  dMoeatieelfAB^iixtef 
DowirsHiss,  in  this  Volume. 


SAYB  AND  SELE,  BABON.  (Twisleton-Wykeham-Fibunkb.) 

Peer  of  England. 

Fbom  Picot  de  Say,  living  in  1083,  suceeedetl  four  Barons  De  Say,  three  of  them 
in  lineal  descent  to  Geoffrey  de  Say,  one  of  the  twenty-five  Barons  appointed  to 
enforce  upon  King  Johk  the  observance  of  Magna  Chartn  in  1215.  Thomas 
Twisleton,  who  in  1781  obtained  confirmation  of  the  Barony,  was  20th  in  descent 
from  this  Geoll'rey,  whose  great-grandson,  Geoffrey  de  Say,  was  summoned  to 
Pkrlisment  in  1318;  John,  Lord  Bay,  his  great-grandion,  d.  in  1882,  lenring 
Elizabeth,  his  sister  and  heir;  she  d.  without  issue  in  1390,  and  her  eo-heirs  were 
the  deso^danta  of  her  two  aunts,  daoghters  and  at  length  oo«heirs  of  Qeoffirey,  2nd 
Lord,  m.,

In  17ttl,  Thomas  Twisleton,  ^<eq.,  claimed  and  was  allowed  the  Barony  of  1603, 
under  wbieh  be  bolde  bis  plaae  in  tba  BoU  of  Purliament;  be  d.  in  1788,  and  was 
SQOcaededby  bis  eldest  son,  Gbegoby-Williau,  5th  Lobd,  who  in  1825  assumed, 
by  two  separate  instruments  under  the  Royal  sign-manual,  the  additional  names  of 
FlBMNEs  and  Eabdlev;  the  latter  in  consequence  uf  his  marriage  with  Maria- 
Manv,  ddest  daughter  ami  co-heir  of  Sampson,  late  Lord  Eardley,  whose  title 
became  extinct  on  his  death.  Lady  Say  and  Sele  d.  5  Oct.  183i;  their  onl}' 
daughter,  Maria-Elizabetli,  b.  28  June  1795,  wife  of  George-Ernest,  Count  Yon 
Qersdorf  of  Prussia,  d.  6  Aug.  1826;  and  bis  Lordship  dying  13  Nov.  1844,  was 
succeeded  by  his  only  son  William-Thomas,  6th  Lord,  h.  24  April  1798;  on 
whose  death,  31  March  1817,  unm.,  the  succession  passed  to  his  cousin  Fbbdbbick, 
present  and  7tb  Lobd,  son  of  tba  Hon.  and  Bar.  Tbomaa-Jamea  Twislaton,  D.D., 
Archdeacon  of  Colombo,  2nd  son  of  the  4th  Lord,  whose  is.sue  will  be  found  in  the 
Feeragt  Volume.  His  Lordship  has  assumed  the  additional  surname  of  Wy&bham 
balbia  tint  of  VmnrM. 


SCABBOBOUGH,  EABL  OF.  (Lvxlbt.) 

Peer  tfJBngland  and  of  Ireland. 

This  family  descends  from  Linlph,  a  nobleman  of  great  note  in  the  tioM  of  £d- 
WABD  tba  Confessor,  who  was  stripped  of  liis  large  posseasioas  by  tba  fTomans; 

he  m.  Algitha,  daughter  of  Aldrea,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  (and  sister  to  Cos- 
patrick,  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Abergavenny,  the  £arIof  Home,  and  Lord  Dundaa,} 
and  was  fkibar,  besides  other  issne,  of  Ugbtred,  whose  son,  mt  ^nUian,  is  staled 
de  Lnraley,  from  his  castle  of  Lumley,  ih  Durham.  The  6th  in  descent  Irom 
bim  was  Ralph  de  Lumlev,  summoned  to  Parliament  in  1384;  he  was  killed  at 
Cirencester  in  1400,  in  a  rebellion  a^^ainst  King  Hbnrt  IV.  for  the  restoration  of 
BiCHABD  XL,  and  was  atfauntad.  8ir  John  Lumley,  2nd  Lord  Lumley,  his  son,  was 
restored  m  blood,  but  was  not  summoned  to  Parliament;  he  distinguished  himselT 
in  the  French  wars  under  King  Hknby  Y.,  aiid  was  killed  at  the  battle  ot  Baugv  in 
14U.  Tboinw,MLoKd,bisioii»WMaQVfmorof8oirboNiirii(^ 
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in  the  Ist  year  of  King  Edwabd  IV.  Uie  reversal  of  his  gr&udialher'u  attainder,  and 
reoeired  Bammons  to  Parliament ;  he  was  succeeded  hy  his  son  Qeorge,  4th  Lofd, 
"who,  as  well  as  his  snccoasorR  in  the  title,  were  all  distinj^uisheJ  in  the  boi-der  wan 
between  the  Scutch  and  English  nations;  he  d.  in  1508,  and  was  succeeded  by  hit 

S;andi4on,  Richard,  6th  Lord,  eldest  ton  of  hit  mm  Tbomaa,  who  d,  before  him. 
ichard,  5lh  Lord,  d.  in  1610,  leaving  two  sons, 

1  John,  6th  Lord,  was  one  of  the  principal  commanders  of  the  vanguard  in  tha

Peer  qf  England. 

SiB  JoHir  CooPEB,  of  Roekbourne,  in  the  County  of  Southampton,  fjreat-grandson  of 
John  Cooper, Esq.,  of  Hertyng,  who  d.  in  l<i85,  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1622,  and 
dK.  in  1681,  koTing  by  Anne,  his  Itt  wife,  daughter  and  lole  heir  of  Sir  Anthony 
Ashley,  of  Wimborne  St.  Qilen,  Co.  Dorset,  Secretary-at-War  in  the  reign  of  Queen 
Eus^BTHj  who  d.  in  1628,  Sib  Avthomt  Ashlbt-Coopbb,  his  eldest  son  and  sue* 
eeasor.  This  Shr  Anthony,  sucoeeding^inUi  ehitdhood  to  a  large  estate,  improved  his 
natural  abilitiLS  by  a  diligent  appIioatiOB  to  his  studies  at  Oxford,  and  afterwards  at 
Qray's  Inn,  where  he  became  conspicuous  for  his  knowledge  of  the  law.  At  the 
bieuing  out  of  the  rebellion  he  enlisted  himself  in  the  Royal  party,  but,  owing  to 
some  personal  oifenow  xweired  from  Prince  Maurice,  and  aftmrwaidii fimn  the  King 
himself.  Sir  Anthony  passed  over  to  the  Parliament.  Ho,  however,  was  so  desirous 
of  puttino' a  stop  to  the  civil  contest,  that  hirt  inlluence  in  the  western  counties  gave 
rise  to  a  uird  part^  denominated  the  Clubmen,  which,  mpreading  over  the  country, 
became  very  formidable  both  to  the  Royalist  and  Parfianu'iitary  army,  with  the 
avowed  intention  of  compelling  both  to  lay  down  their  arras,  and  to  submit  their 
differences  to  the  arlritratKm  (na  free  l^Uament  convened  for  that  especial  purpose. 
The  rapid  successes  of  the  Republican  arms  defeated  this  prnj*  ct.  Sir  Anthony 
vehemently  opposed  the  usurpation  of  Cromwell,  by  whom  he  was  excluded  from  hu 
•eat  in  Flwliament,  and  after  whose  death  he  was  very  active  and  inllttential  in  pro- 
moting the  restoration  of  Kin^'  Ciiaulks  II.  Ho  was  one  of  the  deputation  sent  by 
the  Parliament  to  request  "  that  his  Muesty  would  be  pleased  to  return,  and  to  take 
the  government  of  the  kingdom  into  hu  hands,  where  he  would  M  all  poirible 
■l&rtioiitdiil7,andobediaMefi«maU]ibs«l(^^    Tbne  days  before  the  King^e 
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Coroiittion,  in  1661,  he  was  ereated  Butm  Ashley,  of  WimbonM  Si  Giles,  Co. 

Dorset.    1  lo  was  a  MiniBtcr  of  Shito  throufjli  great  part  of  CuABLES  II. 's  reign,  and 
WU8  one  ot  the  five  ministers  who,  from  the  initials  of  their  names,  were  staled  by  the 
Opposition  the  *' Cabal."   He  was  appointed  Lord  High  Chancellor  in  1672,  and 
created  Bax«m  Cotter  of  BmtI^  Co.  Somerset,  and  £abl  of  Shaftesbuby.  He 
was,  however,  ho  strong  an  opponent  of  Papery,  and  so  little  favourable  to  the  suc- 
cession of  the  Duke  of  York,  lliut  in  1G73,  lie  was,  by  the  intiueuce  of  the  Duke, 
deprived  of  the  (ireat  Seal,  and  becoming  a  violent  oppossr  of  th«  Qovenmient,  was 
thrown  into  the  Tower  in  1077,  and  there  detained  for  a  year  on  a  charge  of  con- 
tempt of  the  authority  and  being  of  Parliament,  and  was  oidy  released  at  length 
ui>on  acknowledging  hisollinioe  on  his  knees  at  the  bar  of  the  Hooae.   In  1679,  the 
feelings  of  the  nation  running  high  against  Popery,  he  wa.s  for  a  .short  time  made 
President  of  the  Council,  but  again  displaced  for  persistinjif  in  his  opposition  to  the 
Duhe  of  York's  suooearion.   In  1681  he  was  again  committed  to  the  Tower,  and  au 
indictment  of  higli  trea.son  was  preferred  against  him,  before  the  grand  jovy  at  the  Old 
liailey,  charging  him  with  being  party  to  a  con.spiracy  for  forcibly  preventing  tho 
accession  of  the  Dake  of  York,  seizing  the  King's  guards,  and  compelling  his  Ma* 
Jest^  to  submit  to  such  tenns  as  the  COBSpiratni  s  sliuuM  prescribe;  much  wasswom 
agamst  him  by  the  fal.se  witnesses  so  common  at  this  period,  but  the  grand  jury,  after 
duly  weighing  all  the  evidence,  rejected  the  indictment.    Finding  the  ruling  powers 
now  strongly  excited  against  him,  he  quitted  the  theatre  on  which  he  had  acted  so 
conspicuous  and  eventful  a  part,  and  retiring  to  Amsterdam,  rf.  there  in  1683,  leaving 
to  history  a  character  distinguished  by  extraordinary  abilities,  unrestricted  in  their 
pnUic  eiercise  by  any  bonds  of  political  principle.

Guenda- 
line,  daughter  and  at  length  heir  oC  Bhese  ap  Griffiths,  Friuee  of  Bouth  Wales ;  be 
d,  in  1974b  Byb«rd,  Lord  Talbofk.  Us  fan,  reUnqniahing  his  paternal  ooai  of  arms, 
which  wa-s  hcndy  of  fenpiecett  argent  and  gulest  assumed  that  of  bis  mot'i-  r  and 
the  Princei»  of  Wales,  her  aocestorst  tiz.,  gulcit  ^  i*on  rampant  within  a  bordure 
mtgraited,  or,  which  is  home  hj  Ick  dBionidsnfci  to  the  present  day ;  he  42.  in  1906. 

Gilbert,  Lord  Talbot,  his  son  and  Biu  cessor,  received,  in  1331,  tlie  first  summons 
to  Parliament  extant  to  an^  of  his  &miiy,  although  before  and  alter  hiro,  the  chiefii 
of  this  powerful  and  warlike  family  are  named  with  distinction  in  all  the  feats  of 
arms  which  fell  within  their  sphere,  and  are  fi-equently  found  iu  the  great  offices  of 
State.

This  is  that  famous  Sir  John  Talhot,  whose  achievements  fill  the  annals  of  the 
French  war^  afler  the  premature  death  of  the  heroio  King  Hbtby  Y.,  whom  he 
had  attended  in  the  latter  part  of  bis  victorious  carper,  and  in  his  trinmphant 
entry  into  Paris.  To  recite  the  forty  several  battlea  iu  which  he  wuti  victorious, 
and  the  towns  wbteh  3rielded  to  the  terror  even  of  his  name,  would  be  to  tnnsorilM 
the  pages  of  history,  and  to  undertako  too  important  a  task  for  so  limit(>d  ;•.  sj  nee. 
Alternately  ocmquering  in  France  and  governing  in  Ireland,  where  his  Lordship 
rated  as  liord  LientenMit  during  two  dis^nct  periods  of  akmt  seven  yssrs  esdi, 
he  gained  equal  i^lor}-  in  countries  ;  for  in  those  days  the  government  of  Irclari'l 
was  Utile  eUe  than  a  coatioued  warfare  against  the  scarce  civilized  natives  and  their 
nsilesB  ohMk  Ai  length,  on  the  90th  July  1453,  at  eighty  years  of  age,  this 
Achilles  of  England,  as  he  bos  been  called,  fell  in  battle  before  Chatillon,  being  shot 
through  the  thigh  with  a  cannon-ball,  his  horse  having  been  killed  under  him.  Ho 
was  CI  cated  Ex&L  of  ShjiewsbubT  in  1442  i  m  1443,  being  then  Lord  Lieutenant, 
eoasidering  the  great  devastation  and  spoil  committed  by  the  Irish  rebels  in  tbt 
county  ana  city  of  Wntcrford,  a  large  tract  of  land,  vnih  extensive  jurisdiction,  w^ 
conferred  upon  bun,  aiid  iu  144G  the  iitlcii  of  £arl  of  Wcxforu  aud  Waterford.  Hi 
m.  1st,  Maud,  eldest  daughter  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  Thomas  Nevile,  Lord 
Furnival  (by  writ  1295),  and  co-heir  of  the  Barony  of  YLi  Lin  (by  writ  1295);  and 
Sh^dlj,  Margaret,  eldest  daughter  and  co*heir  of  Iticliard  Beauchamp,  14th  Earl  of 
Wanriok,  hf  KltsshstJt,  sole  daughter  and  heir  of  Tbomas,  IStii  Baron  Berkdey,  by 
Margaret,  sole  daughter  and  heir  of  Warine,  2nd  Baron  Lisle  (by  writ  1357). 
John,  his  son  by  the  2od^  marria^  (whose  filial  piot^  forbidding  his  liorsaking 
his  wofttndsd  parat,  notwillistasdmg  the  EarFs  soKeitatioii  tiisl  ho  woold  snvt 
himself,  cost  him  his  life  at  the  battle  of  Chatillon),  had  been  created,  in  1443, 
Baron  and  Viscount  Lisie,  which  titles  became  extinct  in  1469,  by  the  death  of  his 
only  son  Thomas,  2nd  Viscount,  and  this  moiety  of  the  Barony  of  Lisle  became 
fori'eited  in  1569,  by  the  attainder  of  his  heir-genotal,  John  Dndley,  Ddknof  Kovth* 
nmberland. 

JoHX,  2nd  Eabl,  K.G.,  son  and  heir  of  tlie  1st  inamage,  wan  killed  witli  his 
brotlier,  Sir  Christonher,  on  the  Lancastrian  side,  in  the  battle  of  Northampton  in

Ckobok,  4th  Eahl,  K.(t.,  s^nn  and  lieir  of  llie  3rd  Kabl,  was,  like  his  anccKtor.s, 
dititinguishod  for  his  valour  and  loyalty,  and  was  one  of  the  chief  nobles  of  the  realm 
through  the  reign  of  King  Henby  VIII. 

Fbahcis,  5th  Eabl,  K.O.,  his  eldest  surviving  son  and  sucoeBsor,  was  !<\icoo>r* 
fully  engaged  in  the  SootUsh  wars ;  he  d.  in  1560,  and  was  sueoeeded  by  hi«  onljr 
surviving  sun, 

Geo  KG  E,  Gth  Eabl,  K.G.,  a  nobleman  who  is  described  as  the  richc$it  and  most 
powerful  IVer  of  liis  time,  but  from  \vhi>se  time  (be  family  may  be  said  to  have 
declined  in  consequence,  chiefly  perhaps  from  the  ciicumstanoe  of  itn  lineal  descent, 
hitherto  uninterrupted,  having  I  pmriod  wholly  fidled;  onty  in  one  instanee 

afterwards  has  the  Peerage  descended  to  tls'  f^encration;  and  with  the  exception 
of  tho  10th  and  11th  Karls,  no  inheritor  of  this  title  suhee^aently  to  the  Gth  Earl, 
has  left  male  isnne.  The  fact  is  nngnlar.  In  1578  he  was  appointed  Earl  Marshal 
of  England,  and  soon  after  the  arrival  of  the  Queen  of  Soots  as  a  fugitive  in  this 
oountry,  she  was  put  xinder  the  custody  of  this  Karl,  from  whom  she  received  every 
attention  consistent  with  the  state  of  satc-^juard  in  which  he  was  compelled  to  detain 
her.  Ho  was  not  happy  in  his  domestic  circumstances.  His  2nd  wife  (a  daughter 
and  co-heir  of  John  Hardwicke,  K-q  ,  of  Hardwicke,  Co.  Derby,  and,  before  her 
marriage  with  him,  three  times  a  widow,  Ist,  of  Robert  Barley,  Esq.,  who  had 
bequeathed  a  large  jproperty  to  her  and  her  heirs ;  2iidly,  of  Sir  mlUiin  Cavendish, 
whose  family  wai*  through  her  means  raised  to  wealth  and  honours;  and  3rdly,  of 
Sir  William  St.  Lo,  whose  laige  estates  were  also  settled  ou  herself  and  her  issue,) 
had  a  family  of  six  dilkhen  bv  her  2nd  marriage,  to  whose  aggrandisemeBt  her 
influence  over  the  Earl  induced  him  to  make  concessions  very  unfavourable  to  his 
own  interest  and  hapj^iuess  and  those  of  hia  children,  while  his  own  sons  by  a  former 
marriage  (he  had  no  issne  by  his  2nd)  oontributed  to  his  oarss  by  their  disobedience 
and  fierce  dissensions.  Thus  deprived,  by  the  necessity  of  per|>etnal  watchfulness 
over  his  Koyal  chai^,  of  the  splendour  of  his  public  station,  and  denied  the  oonso* 
lation  and  (X)mfort  of  domestic  society,  he  was  perhaps  in  a  scarcely  less  enviable 
situation  than  his  unfortunate  prisoner  herself.  He  was  relieved,  afler  fideen  years, 
of  this  painful  trust,  and  if.  in  1500,  liaving  survived  his  eldest  son,  Franci-^,  Lord 
Talbot,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1  ">sj.  He  left  three  sons,  of  whom  Henry,  tliQ 
youngest,  (f.  without  i.'*sue  male  in  !  '>'.>  ', ;  and  Gilcebt  and  EnWAlD  were  sueess* 
sively  Karls  of  Shrewsbury,  and  both  </  without  male  issne. 

UlLBEKT,  7th  Ea£l,  K.G.,  d.  in  lOlG,  leaving  three  daughters,  hh  co-heirs,  of 
whom  only  the  youngest,  L(Ay  Alatbea,  tA  length  sole  heir,  lefl  issue.  By  her 
marriage  with  Thomas,  Karl  of  Arunih  l,  she  carried  the  Haroiiies  of  TallMd,  Fur- 
nival,  Strange  of  Blaolunero,  and  her  moiety  of  tlie  Baronies  of  Yerdon  and  Gifiiird 
of  Brimmesneld,  into  the  family  of  Howara,  and  hereo-heira  are  the  Lords  Petre 
ttid  Stourton. 

Edwaab,  bth  EiMh,  sttoceeded  his  brother  as  heir  male,  and  d.  without  issue  in 


The  de^icent  of  Geoboe,  9th  Eabl,  from  Sir  Gilbert  Talbot  of  Graflottj  3rd  con 
of  tlie  2iid  Earl,  has  been  already  deduced.  He  d,  mm,  in  1630,  and  was  snooeeded 
by  his  nephew  ubove-mentioned. 

Joii.N,  loth  Eabl,  d.  in  1658,  leaving,  besides  other  children,  Fbancis,  Uth 
Eabl,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  and  Gilbert  of  Ilalchctmte,  his  ith  si<n,  who  m. 
Jaue,  daughter  of —  Flatabury,  £s^.,  by  whom  he  had  issue,  Gilbebt,  13th  Eabl, 
and  George. 

Fbaxcis,  nth  E  vRL,  vr&%  killed,  in  1667,  in  a  duel,  by  Georc;e  Yilliers,  2nd 
l>uko  uf  Buckingham,  the  paramour  of  his  wife.  Hu  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son  CiUBtBS,  Itth  Babxi  iLO.,  then  but  sersn  years  of  age,  who,  even  in  his 
early  youth  sought  the  ndTiee  and  obtained  the  frieiidsbip  of  jUehbisbop  HUotsooy 
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to  aid  hiui  in  a  laborious  inqniry  into  the  comparative  truth  and  merits  of  the 
ChUudio  and  Protestant  doctrines,  which,  afler  having  closely  employed  two  years 
ill  putting  into  the  form  of  a  theological  disputation,  he  applied  t  >  tlh  jstltlement  of 
his  own  faith,  and  sincerely  embriiced  Protestantiiim  in  lObl,  at  a  x><iriod  when  the 
opinions  he  abjured  were  beoomin^  fsishionaUe  throajgih  f^a  tnfluenoe  of  the  Comrt. 
He  hail  suhsequently  the  satisfaction  of  converting  hid  cousins,  thoEnrl  of  Cardigan 
and  his  brother,  from  Popery.  He  was  an  active  supporter  of  the  Kevolution,  and 
was,  by  Kin^  William  III.,  created  Marquis  of  Alton,  Co.  Stafford,  and  Duke  of 
Shrcwsbmy  in  1694.  Queen  Anno,  on  her  death>bcil,  deliTcrcd  to  him  the  stafTof 
Lortl  Treasurer,  just  before  resigned  by  the  Earl  of  Oxford,  his  Grace  being  then 
Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  whence  he  had  been  called  to  London,  in  consequence 
of  the  divisions  among  the  ministry.  This  appointment  contributed  nuiterially  to 
the  peaceable  accession  of  King  Geobgb  I.,  wnoiu  his  Grace  immediately  concurred 
in  proclaiming.  He  d.  in  1718,  without  insue,  when  the  Dukedom  became  extinct ^ 
as  did  tlie  nuile  descendants  of  Fbavcis,  11th  Eabl.  His  Ghraoe  WIS  sQOoeeded  in 

the  Earldom  by 

GiLBEBT,  13th  £abl,  son  of  Gilbert,  4tU  son  of  the  10th  Earl.  He  was  a  clergy- 
man  of  the  Chorch  of  Rome,  and  d.  in  1743. 

George,  his  brother,  assumed  the  title,  but  d.  before  the  13th  Earl,  In  1733, 
having  m.  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas,  4th  Visoount  Fitz- William,  by  whom  he  left

23  Sept.  1792,  Elizabeth,  eldest 
daughter  of  James  Hocy,  Esq.,  who  d.  13  Feb.  1817.  Thu  Earl  d,  before  her, 
without  issue,  6  April  1827,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  nephew, 

JoHir,  18th  Ei^L,  son  of  John*Joseph,  brother  of  the  16^  Eail.  He  d. 
9  Nov.  1855,  when  the  titles  were  inherited  by 

BsBTBaii'AjiTavs,  17th  Eabl,  grandson  of  the  above  Francis  Talbot  of 
Wytham.  With  the  deB&  of  this  young  nobleman,  «nm.,  10  Aug.  1856,  in  his 
24th  year,  terminated  the  line  of  Sir  John  Talbot  of  Grafton,  eldest  son  of  Sir 
John  of  Albrigliton.  The  honours  were  decreed  by  the  House  of  Lords  in  the 
session  of  1858  to  ha%  e  been  inherited  by  HESEY-JonN-CnETWTND,  the  3rd  Eabl 
Talbot,  and  now  18th  ElBL  of  Shbbwsbubt,  as  the  nearest  heir  male  of  the  2nd 
Eabl,  being:  the  lineal  representative  of  John  Talbot  of  Salwarp,  3rd  son  of  Sir 
John  of  Aibrighton,  3rd  son  of  Sir  Gilbert  of  Grafton,  who  was  2nd  son  of  the  2nd 
JUbl,  and  ancestor  of  the  9th  and  all  the  succeeding  Earls. 

The  said  John  Talbot  of  Salwarp  wn';  f  tther  of  Chables  Talbot,  Lord  High 
Chancellor,  created,  in  1733,  Babon  Talbot  of  Hensol,  Co.  Glamorgan.  He  d,  in 
1737,  leaving  thrae  sons, 

1  William,  2nd  L  trd,  created  Earl  Tulbot  in  17(31,  and  Baron  Dynevor  in 
1780,  the  latter  with  remainder,  failing  his  isane  male,  to  his  only  daughter,  Lady 
Cecil,  who  aeeovdingly  snoeeeded  to  it  on  his  death,  87  April  1782,  when  the 
Earldom  became  extinct,  and  from  whom  the  present  Lord  Dynevor  descends.

7  May  177G,  Lady  Charlotte  Hill,  daughter  of 
Wills,  1st  Marquis  of  Downshire,  who  d.  \7  Jan.  1801.  Thry  \vv\  issue  only  two 
sons,  of  whom  the  younger,  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  John,  d.  unm.  H  Feb.  1825;  and 
thoEarl  djnnff  19 Maj  1793,  was  roooeedadby  his  eldest  Mm,  CHABLEs-GHSffimio, 
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find  Eaxl,  wlio  4. 10  Jan.  184e,leaTutg  mwmimmknB,mtiSbBPmrtif9V99mm. 
Hm  eUert  too,  HbnbT'Johk-Chstwtkd,  3rd  Earl  Talbot,  succeeded  abo  on  the 
death  of  BBBTBAM-Amnn,  17th.  Sab£»  m  18Ui  Sasl  oC  SauwuumTt  Bod  u

AnnoxY  Addinotox,  Esq.,  M.D.,  of  Trinity  College,  Oxford,  was  elected  a  Fellow 
of  the  College  of  PhysiciaoB  in  1756.  After  practising  for  some  years  in  London, 
1m  was  oUtged  hj  nl-hetltii  to  retire  into  tho  ooantry,  snd  lottlod  at  Baading.  He 
was  b.  13  Dec.  1713,  and  d.  21  March  1790.  having  m.  22  Sept  1745,  Mary, 
daughter  and  heir  of  the  fier,  UAvilai>d*John  Uiley,  by  whom,  who  d.  7  Not.  1778^ 
he  had  issue,

Tai  flunity  of  8t.-Cldr  mm  into  England  from  Kormimdy  with  WttttAM  th« 

Conqueror ;  two  branches  of  it,  those  of  Herdmnnstown  tnd  Rosslyn,  settled  in 
Scotland  in  the  12th  century.  The  St.-Clairs  of  Hordmanstown  doriv<'  their  descent 
from  Henry  de  St.-Clair,  whom  we  find  styled  "  vioecomcs"  of  Hichard  de  Morerille, 
Constable  of  Scotland  in  1162. 

William,  Earl  of  Orkney  and  Caithness,  Chief  of  tlie  Sinclaira  of  Rosslyn,  resigned 
the  Earldom  of  Orkney  to  King  Jambs  III.  in  1470,  and  in  1476  got  a  charter  of 
that  of  CuthnflM  in  fsvonr  of  wHliam,  the  oldett  Mm  of  hit  Snd  marrisee,  passing 
over  another  William,  the  son  of  his  1st  marri:ic?o;  he  also  settled  the  lands  of 
Boesljn  on  Sir  Oliver  Sinclair,  a  younger  son  ol  his  2nd  marriace,  finm  whom 
deaosnded  the  aiMMseeding  home  of  Bmchur  of  Ro»slyn,  the  difeet  niM  line  of  whieh 
became  eaetinct  in  1778. 

William  St.-Clair,  his  disinherited  eldest  son,  ap{)ealing  to  the  laws,  obtained,  br 
compromise  with  his  younger  brothers,  a  good  estate  in  the  counties  of  Fife  and 
Edinburgh.  His  son  Henry  was  created  a  Peer  of  Parliament  in  1489,  and  WM 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Flodden  in  1513.  He  wa«  succeeded  by  his  son  William, 
2nd  LoKD,  to  whom  succeeded  his  son  Henbt,  3rd  Lobd.  The  latter  survived  his 
eldest  son,  James,  who  was  father  of  Hbfrt,  Jamks,  and  Patbioz,  aucoessively 
4lh,  5th,  and  6th  Lords.  Patrick,  6th  LoRn,  d.  in  1615,  and  was  succeeded  by 
his  eldest  son,  John,  7th  Lord,  who  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Woreeaierf 
and  detained  in  enslody  till  1660;  he  d.  in  1676.  His  onlv  daughter  and  heir, 

Catherine,  who,  in  1659,  m.  John  St.-Clair,  Esq.,  of  Hertfmanstown,  d.  before  her 
iather  in  childbirth  ia  1666,  leavinjg  three  children,  of  whom  Hbmby,  8th  Lobd,

gave  way  at  liie  battle  of  Pinkie,  before  the  courage  and  conduct  of  the  Protector, 
who  obtained  a  signal  victory,  but  was  recalled  from  the  scene  of  his  success  by  the 
necessity  of  securing  hb  authoritj'  at  home,  against  tlie  intrigues  of  his  brotlier.  tlu> 
Admiral.  Thetie  were  speedily  suppressed  by  the  death  of  the  latter ;  but  so  great 
an  aoeiimnlation  of  power  as  tnat  notv  pos<tesfled  hy  the  Proteotor  had  never  Men 
enjoyed  by  a  subject  of  this  realm,  eswciiilly  by  one  who,  notwithstanding  his  near 
relauon  to  the  King,  was  not  of  tlte  blood  lioyal,  and  it  excited  the  jealousy  of  the 
nobility.  A  confederacy  was  formed  against  him,  headed  by  John  Dudley,  Earl  of 
Warwick,  afterwards  Dnka  of  Northumberland,  who  himself,  ruined  by  an  excess  of 
prosperity,  fell  in  an  ini8nccc<<5>ful  attempt  at  fixing  the  crown  upon  the  brow  of  his 
daughtci-iu-law,  the  Lady  .laiiL'  Ciroy.  The  Duke  of  SouK'riiot  was  unable  to  sup- 
port himself  against  their  unitttl  inacirinations,  but  be  did  not  wholly  succumb  at 
once;  in  \r>[9  hr  w.is  deprived  of  his  Protectorship,  rnmnutted  to  the  Tower,  and 
his  estates  declared  lurfeited  to  the  Crown;  but  be  wa^  liberated  in  three  months, 
the  ohtaf  of  his  property  recovered,  and  ft  reconciliation  effected  in  appcaranoe 
between  liiin  and  tlie  Earl  of  Warwick,  a  marriage  being  solemnized  between  tho 
Duke'ti  eldest  daughter  and  John,  Yinoount  Lisle,  son  of  the  Earl,  which  the  King 
graced  with  his  presence.  This  fend,  however,  was  not  thus  to  be  doeM ;  dissen- 
Rioiis  again  Inolu'  out;  the  Earl  of  Warwick,  who  procured  a  patent  to  raise  him  to 
the  rank  of  Duke  of  Northumberland,  |>o.sse8sed  the  political  power,  but  the  King 
favoured  his  nncle,  and  allowed  him  so  much  access  to  his  person  that  Northnm- 
Ijerland  began  to  perceive,  that  unless  he  could  effectually  remove  him,  his  own  pre- 
ominoncn  would  not  Ioim^'  exist.  The  Duke  of  Somerset  was  therer)re  imprached  of 
high  treason  uiid  ielony ;  of  the  treason  he  was  acquitted,  but  found  guilty  of  felony 
in  an  intention  to  murder  the  Duke  of  Northumberland,  being  a  Privy  Councillor ; 
whether  this  accusation  was  founded  in  fact  can  no  farther  be  ascertained  than  by 
the  judgment  of  the  Peers,  but  it  is  certain  that  no  attem|)t  had  been  made  by 
Somerset  upon  the  life  of  hia  rival,  yet,  for  this  imputed  intention  he  was  con' 
demned  to  suSer  death ;  and  young  EDWARn,  though  he  had  now  attained  an  ajp 
when  he  was  capable  of  acting  to  a  certain  extent  lor  himself,  was  induced  to  permit 
the  immolation  upon  the  scaffold,  for  snch  a  cause,  of  an  uncle  who  liad  been  so  long 
in  immediate  attendance  n\y)n  his  person.  He  was  beheaded  in  1552,  greatly 
lamented  by  the  nation,  and  especially  by  the  Protcstanta,  whom  he  had  warmly  and 
steadily  supported.  His  honours  were  forfeited.  Edwasd  himself  lived  but 
eighteen  months  after  this  fatal  event,  and  the  troubles  that  ensued  on  his  death, 
chiefly  the  result  of  Norflminborland's  intrigu*^*,  ended  in  bringing  that  turbulent 
noble  himself,  the  innocent  instrument  of  his  ambiliou,  aud  others>  of  his  family,  to 
the  block. 

Edward,  Earl  of  Hertford,  eldest  ."son  of  tlin  Protector  by  his  2nd  marriage,  wlio, 
according  to  the  limitation  of  the  patent,  should  have  succeeded  as  2nd  Dc&e,  was 
by  Queen  ELtEaBBTV,  in  1659,'  created  Buron  Beaneharop  of  Haehe,  and  Barl  of 
Hertford.  He  fell  into  trouljle,  and  was  nine  years  detained  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower, 
on  account  of  his  marriage  with  the  Lady  Cat  herine,  daughter  and  heir  of  Ueuiy 
Giey,  Duke  of  Suffolk,  by  the  Lady  Frances  his  wife,  eldest  daughter  tod  eo-beir  of 
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Clmrlos  Brandon,  Du1<l'  of  Suffolk,  bytho  Princess  Havy,  (l.in;,'htcr  of  Kin;,'  ITr-;nv 
Yii.  (see  tholioYAL  UENEALuav  iu  this  Yoluuic),  wliicU  maniago,  the  Ltwi^  buuig 
■ister  of  Lady  Jane  Grey,  mid  «>  nenrly  connected  with  the  blood  Royal,  cxated  tho 
jealousy  of  llic  Queen.  Tlio  Countess  (/.  in  tlie  Tower,  whore  slic  was  broujjht  to 
bed  of  two  soosi  the  eldest  of  whom,  iiidword,  YiMount  Beauchatup.  d.  beiibro  his 
Ihtherp  haTing  had  three  Rons, 

1  Edward,  who  m.  Anne,  dauditer  of  Robert  Sackriile,  Earl  of  Doraet»  but  d*  in 
1618,  beforn  his  father  and  p-anafalher,  without  issnp. 

2  SiJi  William  Skyhouh,  resilored  to  tlie  Dukedom  ot'6omersett 

8  Vmtas,  cr(  ated,  in  1641,  Baron  Sajoumr  of  Trowbridge;  he  was  grandlatber 
of  Francis,  (ith  Dukk. 

Edward,  Earl  of  Hertford,  who  should  have  been  2nd  DuKB,  d.  ia  1G21,  and 
was  Hucceoded  by  hie  eldest  tiirWTing  grands^on, 

Sib  William  Seymoub,  K.fl..  who,  followini,'  in  the  footsteps  of  his  grmidfathor, 
entered,  in  1610,  into  a  clandestine  marri^  with  a  lady  of  Koyal  blood,  the  Lady 
Arabella  Stuart,  dauprhter  of  Charles,  5th  &x\  of  Lennox,  nnele  of  Einff  Javbs  I., 
2nd  son  of  Mattlifw.  Earl  of  Lennox,  byllie  Lady  Mar^'arct  Doui;las  only  dau;'hter 
of  Archibald,  Earl  of  Angus,  by  Mai^aret  of  En<^lund,  Queen  Dowa;;cr  of  Scotland, 
widow  of  JAVn  lY.  and  mother  of  Jaicb8  Y.,  Kln^^s  of  Scotland.  Kin^'  Jambs,  oa 
hearinj^  of  this  marriage,  conclmled  williout  his  concurrence,  committed  Mr.  Seymour 
to  the  Tower,  and  the  younj;  lady  to  close  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  Sir  Thomrui 
Parry,  at  Lambeth ;  both  contrived  Kimultaneously  tu  clil-ct  their  escapj,  but,  while 


prisoned  in  the  Tower,  where  she  rf.  without  issue  in  1615.  His  fither  aiid  elder 
brother  being  dead,  he  succeeded  his  grandfather  as  Earl  of  Hertlurd  in  16;il,  and, 
in  1640,  wail  created  Marquis  of  Hertford.  Though  before  the  commencement  of 
the  rebellion  ho  had  held  iiiin.silf  al n  if  from  the  Court,  where  he  had  boon  received 
with  coldness,  and  lived  in  great  splendour  in  the  country,  associaiuig  chiolly  with 
persons  who  aAerwarda  wire  forward  in  their  opposition  to  the  King,  especiallv 
with  the  Earl  of  Essex,  whose  sister  he  had  married ;  and  though  he  was  himself 
desirous  of  promoting  the  rational  liberty  of  the  country,  yet  he  speedily  perceived 
the  rancour  against  the  establiifihed  Goremment  whieh  animated  the  ])arty  who 
boasted  their  zoal  for  liberty,  and  from  the  first  meeting  of  the  Parllanient,  "  never,** 
says  I^rd  Clarendon,  "  concurred  with  them  in  any  one  vote  dishonoumblo  to  the 


serving  him  with  his  caiuH&ls  and  hi^  anus  ;  and  when  that  unfortunate  Monarch 
was  condcnmed  to  death  by  his  rebellious  snljjocts,  joined  with  the  Duko  of  Rich- 
mond, and  tljc  Eark  of  tiouthamptoa  and  Lindsey,  iu  putillouing,  that  they,  as  the 
responsible  advisers  of  all  the  measures  with  which  the  King  waa  oliarged  as  inju> 
rious  to  the  nation,  might  suiTor  in  his  stead.  Their  petition  was  rejected,  but  the 
body  of  their  rourdeicd  Suvcreigu  wan  committed  to  these  faithful  servants,  for 
interment  in  his  Royal  Chapel  of  Windsor.  During  the  usnrpaticm  he  lived  in 
retirement  and  unmolested,  and  ininiediately  after  tho  restoration  was  restored  to 
the  title  of  Dukb  of  Souerset,  with  all  privileges  appertaining  thereto,  as  fully 
as  if  the  aefe  of  attamder  of  the  6th  of  King  Edward  Vi.  had  never  jmssed.  He 
d.  24  Oct.  1660^  haring  had  five  eons,  of  wluim  only  the  two  foUowiag  lived  to 
matority, 

1  Henry,  Iiord  Beanehamp,  who  d.  before  him  in  1656,  leaving  isane,  WiiLTair,

neighbourhofKl  of  Marlborou^'h  ;  hor  lineal  representative,  and  conse<]ttCTitly  the 
htir  ol'  the  Lady  Catherine  Groy,  is  the  present  Duke  of  Buckiughaiu  and  ChanJo.s. 

2  John,  who  succeeded  his  nephew  as  5th  Duke;  he  d.  without  issue  in  1675, 
when  the  male  line  of  William,  3nl  Di  ke,  became  f.r^/«r^  as  did  the  title  ol 
Marquis  uf  Hertford.  The  Dukedom  and  other  titlc^i  devolved  on  the  male  heir, 
grandson  of 

Francis,  created,  in  IB-il,  llaron  Seymour  of  Trowbridge,  brother  of  William,  3rd 
DuKK.  This  Lord  Eraneis  d.  in  1661,  and  was  succeeded  by  bis  only  son,  Charles, 
2nd  Lord  Seymour  of  Trowbridge,  who  d.  in  1665,  leaving  two  surviving  sons,  viz.,

huoceedcil  bj  hisi  brother. 

Elizabeth,  only  danghtor  and  heir  of  Joeocline, 
5th  Karl  of  NdrtliiiiMbi'rlMrifl,  ami  (L  In  17  JS.  Icavinq-  an  only  son,  At  ';':bnon,  8th 
Duke,  who,  uniting  in  his  own  person  the  blood  and  the  |M>&Meb:iiuns  ul  his  illut* 
triotiH  ancestors  of  the  houses  of  Seymour  and  Perey,  was  perhaps  the  tfrettest 
ftiiliii'i  f  this  country  has  ever  sron  liy  hereditary  right ;  ho  was  suiniiionc*!  to  P.irlia- 
nient  in  bis  fatiier's  lifetime  as  Uaron  Percy,  in  1722,  and  created  Karl  of  Northum- 
berland and  Earl  of  Egremont,  each  witfi  a  special  limitation.  He  d.  withoot  itir- 
vivinor  ixsue  male  in  17fiO,whc'ii  tho  titles  of  Earl  of  Hertford  and  Baron  Beaoahamp 
of  Har]u\  ntul  Seymonr  of  Ttowbi  iil;„'>'.  liecamc  rrtiurf ;  lh'_'  Barony  of  Percy,  by 
writ  1722,  dt  volved  on  his  only  daughter  and  heir,  Luviy  Eliz^abclli,  m.  to  Sir  Hugh 
Smithson,  Bart. ;  the  Earldoms  of  Northumberland  and  Kg;remont  descended  ac- 
cordiuj?  to  the  respective  patonls  ;  and  the  IhiktHlom  of  Somrrs^'t  and  1st  Barony  of 
Seymour,  by  the  ikiluro  of  heirs  male  of  the  Ist  Duke  by  bis  2nd  marriage,  devolved, 
aooordinfif  to  the  limitation  of  the  patent,  on 

Sib  EnwABD  SEYMorn,  B;irt.,  0th  DrifT:,  the  6th  lineal  desLvndant  and  heir 
male  of  Sir  Edward  Seymour,  son  of  the  Ist  Duke,  by  his  Ist  marriage  j  whose 
posterity  were  thus  put  into  poaaeaston  of  their  birthright,  after  an  enshiston  in 
lavour  of  a  junior  branch,  which  had  continued  for  two  hundred  years.  This  Sir 
Edward  Seymour,  the  son  of  the  Ist  Duke,  was  restored  in  blood  by  Act  of  Par- 
liament in  lao;i,  and  d.  in  1593 ;  Sir  Edward,  \\u  sou,  was  created  a  Baronet  in 
1611,  and  d.  in  161.3 ;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son.  Sir  Edwaid,who  cxpendad 
20,000/.  on  iinprovin;,'  ami  pnlart.,'iiitj^  his  ancient  castle  of  Berry-Pomemy.  in  Devon- 
shire, which  wai4  afUrwards  laid  in  ruins  by  the  Parliamentary  army  ior  the  adhe- 
rence of  ita  owner  and  his  family  to  the  Koyal  cause;  he  d.  in  1659.  Henry,  hia 
2nd  son,  served  \ni(lcr  tin-  Marquis  of  llortlVird  (3rd  Dul<t'  of  Soniorset),  throughout 
the  civil  war,  and  being  attached  to  the  household  ot  the  Prince  of  Wales,  was  the 
hearer  of  the  last  meeaagee  whioh  passed  between  the  Prinoe  and  hia  Bovd  father; 
be  left  a  son,  Sir  Henry  Seymour,  Bart.,  of  Lant,'loy  Park,  Co.  Bucks,  who  <1.  with- 
out issue  in  1714.  Thomas,  Shrd  son,  and  Sir  Joseph,  6th  son,  of  this  Sir  Edward, 
also  left  male  issue. 

Sir  Edward  Seymour,  3rd  Bart.,  bis  oldest  son  and  successor,  was  amoDgat  the 

faitlifnl  and  active  adherents  of  Kint;  ClTAflT.FS  T.;  he  J.  in  1088,  and  was  succeeded 
by  bis  eldest  sou,  i>ir  Edward,  4lb  Bart.,  who  makes  a  conspicuous  tigure  in  the 
politieal  ti-ansactions  of  hia  time.  He  was  elected  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Com- 
inons  in  1673 ;  hut  when  acrain  fleeted  to  that  office  m  1670,  though  at  the  time  a 
Privy  Councillor  and  Treasurer  of  the  Navy,  tlio  King  three  times  refused  to  sanc- 
tion nis  appointment  He  opposed  the  Bill  of  Exdnaion  with  foveible  and  effieadotn 
arguments,  but  was  a  cliief  promoter  of  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act,  and  at  the  Revolu- 
tion joined  the  Prince  of  Orange.  On  the  accession  of  Queen  Akke,  he  was  offered 
a  Peerage,  which,  from  motives  of  family  pride  (for  he  la  deseribed  as  the  proudest 
of  men),  he  declined,  but  procure !  the  title  of  Baron  Conway  for  his  fourth  son.  He 
d.  in  1708,  leaving:  two  sons  by  his  Ist  wife,  viz.,  Sir  Edward  Seymour,  bis  suc- 
cessor, and  Lieuteiiaut-General  William  Seymour,  who  </.  without  issue  in  1728; 
by  his  second  wife,  Letitia,  daughter  of  Francia  Pophara,  Esq.,  of  Littleoote,  Co. 
Wilts,  and  cousin  of  the  3rd  Viseoviut  Conway,  in  Ireland,  be  had  six  sons,  on 
whom  Lord  Conway  settled  his  estates  in  tail  male  \  the  two  eldest  were,  Popham, 
who,  having  taken  the  name  of  Conway,  nnm.  in  1099;  and  Francis,  erei^ed 
Baron  Conway,  as  above  mentioned,  in  1703;  he  wa<;  ancestor  of  the  present 
Marquis  of  Hertford — see  that  title  in  this  Volume ;  the  four  younger  sous  a.  with- 
out male  issue.

James,  0th  Loud,  hi:i  eldest  bon  and 
successor,  joined  Queen  Mart  at  Ifnniiiton  in  1668,  and  was  severe! j  wounded  in 
the  battle  of  Lan^side ;  he  d.  in  15("1),  Icavinj;  two  bons,  (if  whom  the  younger  was 
progenitor  of  a  lamiJy  of  Somerviile,  still  .subsisting,  and  liucu,  the  elder,  suc- 
ceeded him  as  7<h  Lobd  ;  he  d.  in  1597,  leaving  two  snrvtving  sons,  Gilbbbt,  hu 
successor,  and  ITuu'h.  niucsfor  of  the  present  Lord  Soinorville.  ('iII,hei!T.  Sth 
Lobd,  lived  in  a  .<tylo  of  splendour  ho  much  exceeding  his  means,  that  he  ruined 
his  estate,  and  dying  without  male  it^uc  in  1618,  lefl  to  his  brother  only  an  nn- 
portioned  (itlf.

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inghftm,  Eari  of  8taifordj,  Hereford,  Northampton,  and  Buckingham,  Baron  Stafford, 
by  writ  1299»  and  Lori  High  Constable  of  Engbnd,  who  was  attainted  and 
beheaded  in  1521;  4th  in  descent  from  the  marriai^  of  Edward.  (Mh  Loul  Pfiifford, 
irith  Lady  Anne  Plantagenet,  only  surviving  child  and  heir  of  Thomas  of  Wood* 
atock,  Dtike  of  Gloneester,  6th  son  of  King  Kdwasd  IIT.  Tlie  Barony  of  1647,

Grey  de  Kuthyu,  widow  of  liie  2iid  ilarquis  of  Hantings.  Tht,-  Earldom  of  Kent 
devolved  on  Anthony  Grey,  cousin  and  heir  male  of  the  8th  Earl,  wluwve  f^nai- 
grandsnn,  Ilcnrv,  wns  rrnated  Duke  of  Ki  nt,  ami  <K  in  17  10  ;  u  lien  the  nmle  line  of 
the  Earls  ot  Kent  became  exlincl^  and  hi«  title  of  Marquis  Grey  passed  to  bin

Tho 
Duke«  having  been  induced  by  the  Duke  of  Northumberland  to  enter  into  the  plot 
Ibr  nttsinipr  w  daughter,  the  Lady  Jane  Grey,  to  the  Throne,  was  atfaiinted  and 
beheaded  in  1555,  when  the  titles  of  Duke  of  Suilblk,  Marq^uiii  of  Dorset,  Baron 
Astley,  Ferrars  of  Groby,  Harrington,  and  I^onvillc,  became  forfeited.  Ry  Pranc<«« 
his  Duchess,  who  after  his  death  m.  Adrian  Stokes,  E.sq.,  and  d.  without  i.^^sue  by

Henbt,  successor  to  his  g^randfather ;  having,  b  y  marriage  with  ItuJy  Anne 
Cecil,  youngest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  William,  2nd  Earl  of  Exettf,  become  po.s- 
sessed  of  the  Castle,  linronufli,  and  Manor  of  Stamford,  he  wa.s  created,  in  1628, 
Ex&h  of  Stamford.  Jlc  commanded  Uie  Parliamentary  arnu-  of  the  West  iu  the 
eommencement  of  the  great  rebellion,  and  met  with  a  signal  (fefeat  from  the  Royal 
anny  at  Stratton,  in  Cornwall,  in  May  1^12;  liavini,'  taken  rofuf^e  iu  Exeter,  he 
proceeded  thence  to  command  the  forces  in  Wales,  and  continued  in  arms  till  May 
164rl,  when,  tired  of  a  thankles.s  service,  he  requests  leave  to  travel  to  the  hot 
baths  in  France  for  the  recovery  of  his  health.  His  estates,  during  his  absence, 
being  all  taken  po«»sie<?<»i()n  of  hy  the  Hojal  forces,  his  ladv  and  children  were  reduced 
to  great  distress,  and  the  Parliament  voted  500/.  a-vear  lor  their  support.  He  d.  in 
1673.  He  had  ftmv  sons ;  of  Anohitel,  the  8nd,  and  Lsonaid,  the  «n  sons,  nothhig 
lemarkable  is  recoriled  ;  tin-  nther  two  were, 

1  Thomas,  Lord  Grey;  he  entered  from  the  fir.Ht  warmly  into  the  rebellion,  was 
military  commander  of  the  County  of  Leice-'^ter,  where  he  was  vehemently  opposed 
by  Colonel  Hastings,  a  younger  son  of  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  who  fortified  his 
failier's  hon.<e  at  A»hby-de-la-Zouchc,  and  f  hence  maintained  tlio  Royal  interest 
in  Leicester  and  the  a(^oinin^  counties;  and  when,  hy  the  suppression  of  resistnneu 
on  the  part  of  this  royalist,  his  occupation  in  this  (|uart(  r  was  at  an  end,  he  repaired 
to  Lonilon  to  take  lii.s  share  in  the  awful  proceedings  there  in  pro^'re.-i.'S.  He  sat  in 
judgment  on  his  Sovereign;  signed  the  warrant  for  his  murder;  and  sof>n  after, 
falling  under  the  displeasure  of  the  usurper,  was  imprisoned  in  Windsor  Castle.  He 
obtained  his  liberty  onlv  to  plunge  into  ftesh  exoesses,  and  patting  himself  at  the 
head  of  the  r)th-tnonarehy  men,  was  again  imprisoned.  The  ijovernmcnt,  unwilling 
to  proceed  to  extremities  against  a  man  who  had  gone  .such  leuglhs  with  them,  again 
liberated  him,  and  he  d.  from  a  fit  of  the  gout,  heightened  by  the  violence  of  his 
]>iission.=?,  in  1657.  Ho  left  one  son,  Tno\rAS,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather  as 
2nd  Eabl.  He  was  a  strenuous  opposer  of  popery  and  arbitrary  power ;  was  con- 
cerned in  the  Duke  of  Monmonth'i  wfaellixni»  but  jiardonedj  and  was  a  zealous 
supporter  of  the  Revolution.  He  d.  in  17S0,  without  issue,  when  the  title  and  part 
of  his  estates  (I  volwl  on  his  ronsin.

STAKHOPE,  EARL.  (Stanbofb.) 

Peer  of  Cheat  Britain. 

Jambs  Stakhope,  eldest  son,  and  the  only  son  who  left  issue,  of  the  Hon.  Alexander 
Stanhope,  12th  son  of  Philip,  Ist  Earl  of  Chesterfield  (which  title  see  for  Earl 
Stanhope's  pedigree),  having  liaan  to  tiie  rank  of  Major>(}eneral  in  the  army, 
was  appointed  to  the  chief  command  of  the  British  forces  in  Spain  in  1708.  His 
first  enterprise,  on  assuming  this  command,  was  the  reduction  of  Port  Mahon,  in 
the  island  of  Minorca,  whi^  he  achieved  with  great  gallantry  and  skill ;  ibis  was 
followed  up  by  the  victories  of  Almenara  and  Saragossa,  and  in  Sept.  1709  he  entered 
Madrid,  of  which  he  took  possession  in  the  name  of  King  Chablss.  But  hia 
triumphs  were  sborl  The  Dnke  de  Yendome  Msmned  the  oommand  of  the  eom* 
bined  French  and  Spanisli  armies;  the  Castilians  attached  to  King  Philip  abandoned 
Madrid  and  crowded  to  his  standard ;  the  armies  of  Charles  were  n^lected  both 
by  the  governments  of  Vienna  and  London  ;  General  Stanhope  retreated  before  a 
superior  force,  and  being  deserted  by  the  German  Commander,  Prince  Starhembefjg, 
was  surrounded  at  Brihuega  at  the  end  of  November,  and,  after  a  short  but  vigorous 
resistance,  was  compelled  to  surrender  with  hia  whole  army,  amounting  to  two 
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thonsand  men.  On  the  accession  of  King  Qbobgb  I.  he  was  appoiuted  Secretary 
of  States  and  oontinucd  to  hold  a  principal  place  in  the  Administration  till  his  death. 
He  WM  created,  in  1717,  Baron  Stanhope  of  El?Mton,  Co.  Derbj,  and  Yifloomit 
Stanhope  of  Mahon,  with  riMnainder,  fiiilinf:^  his  issue  male,  to  his  IcinsinaiiiThotnns 
Stanhope,  £tM|.,  of  Elvaston,  and  to  Charles  and  William,  his  brothers,  and  their 
heirs  male  respectively;  thev  were  acne  of  John  Stanhope,  Bsq.,  grandson  of  Sir 
John  Stanhope  of  Elvjiston,  brother  of  the  1st  Earl  of  Clicstprfu  ld.  Of  tlicj^c  three 
brothers,  Thomas  d.  without  iysue:  Charles  d.  unm. ;  and  William  was  created  Earl 
of  Harrin^^ton,  and  was  ancestor  of  the  present  Earl,  who,  with  all  the  male  brandies 
of  hia  fiunily,  are  consequently  in  renuuuder  to  this  Peerage.  He  was  farther  created 
Eabl  Stanhopr  in  17 IH,  with  remainder  to  the  hein  nude  of  hia  body.  Ue  d,  in 
1721,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  sou, 

Philip,  find  EjlbIi,  w1m>  d,  in  1786,  and  was  snoeeeded  by  bis  only  aunriTiDg 
son, 

CuABLBS,  3rd  Eabl.  This  ingenious  and  scientific  nobleman  was  b.  3  Aujf.  1753 ; 
m.  let,  19  Dec  1774,  Lady  Hester  Pitt,  eldest  daughter  of  WiUiam.  let  Barl  of 
Chatham,  b.  18  Oct.  1755,  d.  20  July  1780;  and  2ndly,  10  March  1781,  Loniaa, 
only  daughter  and  heir  of  tlie  late  lion.  Henry  Orenville,  and  cousin  of  the  1st 
Marquis  of  Bueliiiigbam,  d.  7  March  1829;  the  Earl  d.  15  Dec.  181G,  having  had 
issue  by  his  1st  Lady,  three  daoghten;  and  by  the  8nd,  three  sons,  of  whom  tbe 
eldest  succeeded  him,  viz.,

He  eariy  in  liie  adopted  a  military  career,  and  had  a  command 
in  the  army  raised  in  1648  Sat  tho  King's  relief,  then  a  captive  in  the  Isle 
of  Wight;  also  commanded  a  regiment  at  tlu'  battle  of  Worcester,  wIumv 
he  was  taken  prisoner,  but  ctiCiipiug,  joined  Liio  loyalists  in  the  north.  On 
their  di^]i(  I  sioii  in  li>.3l,  he  went  abroad  and  engaged  in  the  service  of  the 
C/ar  of  Mu.seuvy.  Alter  the  iv.storrif ion,  C'lIARi.ES  II.  calletl  him  home, 
iiud  made  him  Major-General  of  the  Forces  in  Scotland.  On  the  accession 
of  Jaues  II.  he  was  made  Oeneral  of  all  the  Forces  in  the  Kingdom,  and 
created,  in  ICACi,  Viscoi'NT  StkathalLAN  and  Baron  Drummond  of 
Croiulix,  with  remainder,  failing  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  to  his  heirs 
male  whatsoever.  lie  d.  in  1688,  and  was  snooeeded  hj  his  rnily  son, 
William,  2nd  ViiCorNT,  who  sueceetled  as  4th  Lord  Maderty,  on  the 
death  of  his  nncle,  David,  3rd  Lord ;  he  d.  in  1702,  and  his  only  son, 
William,  Srd  Vikcoukt,  in  1711,  in  his  IGthyear,  when  the  issae  male  of 
the  1st  Viscount  failed.

and  (/.  in  I  U'jU  ;  Iiis  two  eUbik  eons,  Alexamdeb,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1485,  and 
.John,  who  (/.  in  1 1'J?,  were  snccossivcly  Lords  Glamts  ;  the  latter  was  succeedwl  by 
his  son  JoHK,  1th  Loud,  who  d.  in  lo(H),  leaving  issne,  Groroe,  6th  Lobd,  who  d.  ' 
a  minor  in  1505,  and  John,  6th  Lord,  who  succeeded  liis  brother. 

The  Gth  Lord  d.  in  1528,  bavinc^  m.  Janet  Doul;I;us,  daugbtor  of  (Jeorf^e,  Ma-ster 
of  Angus,  and  sister  of  Archibald,  Gth  Earl  of  Augu.s,  who  was,  with  Archibald 
CampMll  of  Kepneitb,  her  2nd  husband,  and  her  son,  Lobd  Olamis,  and  others, 
indictod  for  dcsii^ns,  b\'  i^oison  or  witrbnarr,  a^'aiiist  tbo  life  of  Kinj^  Jami;s  V. 
Campbell,  iu  attempting  to  escape  from  the  Catitle  of  i:kliuburu:h,  waa  dashed  to 
pieces  against  the  rocks  whieh  form  the  hiae  of  that  sublime  edmoe ;  the  bdy  was 
condemned  for  a  witch,  and  burnt  to  death  on  the  Casttle  Hill,  17  July  1537,  dis- 
playing to  an  immense  concourse  of  spectators  a  masculine  firmness  of  mind  worthv 
the  house  of  Douglas,  in  a  form  of  feminine  grace  and  beauty.  Her  son  JoHV,  7th 
LoBD»  itill  a  minor,  was  also  condemned  to  deaUi,  but  hii  execution  was  respited 
till  he  came  of  ago.  ^leanwbile  tbe  accuser,  one  Lyon,  avowed  bis  evidence  to  l»e 
faLu',  and  the  Loud  Glam18  was  relea.><cd ;  lied,  in  1558.  Sir  Thomas  Lyon,  his 
eldest  son,  was  one  of  the  principal  agonta  in  the  Raid  of  Ruthven  in  1582;  and  the 
Kiu'^'s  bursting  into  tvars  when  Sir  Thomas  s(op])cd  him  from  pnssing'  (be  d<^>r, 
drew  from  him  the  exclamation,  "No  matter,  better  children  weep  than  boarded 
men  I'*  On  th^Kbg^e  noovering  bit  Uberty  in  Uio  following  year.  Sir  Thomas

retired  into  England,  and  was  forfeited,  but  was  pardoned  in  1685.  At  his  death,  in 
1694,  tiie  "King  remarked  that  the  holdeit  and  hardiesl  nan  in  hii  dommkms  was 

taken  awiiy.  Joilx,8Ui  LoHD  Glamis,  his  olilor  brother,  and  elJost  son  of  the  7th 
LoBD,  was  appointed  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Scotland  in  1575,  and  in  March  1578 
was  deputed  by  the  nobiUtj,  who  were  tired  of  the  administration  of  the  Regent, 
Earl  of  Morton,  to  notify  to  the  Barl  that  the  King,  though  only  in  his  13th  year, 
had  resolvfxl  to  take  \ho  government  into  his  own  hands.  Tho  Lord  Glamb  was 
aocidentaliy  liuiod  ni  an  encounter  between  his  own  followers  and  thoee  of  the  Earl 
of  CnkwfiDNrd,  at  Stirling,  on  the  17th  of  tho  same  month. 

He  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son  Patrick,  9th  Lobd,  who  was  create  !  in  1606, 
£abl  of  XiNOHOBN,  Lord  LN'on  and  Glamis,  and  d.  in  1615.  Ue  vr&n  succeeded 
by  hie  eldest  son  JoHir,  2nd  IUbl,  who  aided  with  the  Parliament  in  the  dvil  war. 
tic  opposed  the  Jt'livery  up  of  the  Kin^*  to  tho  Enj^lish  in  January  in47,  and  (f. 
in  May  the  same  ^ear.  Ue  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  Patkice,  3rd  Ejlbi., 
who  in  1072  oMained  a  charter  of  tiie  Earldom  to  hinuetf  and  the  luxn  male  of  his 
body,  failing  which,  to  such  persons  as  should  be  nominated  by  him,  failing  which, 
to  his  heirs  male  whatsoever,  with  remainder  to  his  heirs  ana  assigns  whatsoever; 
and  another  charter  decreeing  that  the  Earls  of  Kinghorn  should  for  the  future  be 
atyled  Eabls  of  Stbathmobe  and  Kinghon,  Viscounts  Lyon,  Lord  Glamis,Tanna- 
dyce,  Seidlaw,  and  Stradichtic.  All  the  succeeding  Earls  are  his  male  i8!?ue.  IIo  d. 
in  1695,  leaving  two  sons,  of  whom  the  younger,  the  Hon.  Patrick  Lvon,  was  killed 
in  the  battle  ot  Sheriifmuir,  on  the  part  of  the  rebele;  and  the  elder,  JoBV,  dth 

Earl,  succeeded  his  father. 

The  family  of  the  4th  Ex&L  exhibited  the  extraordinary  instance  of  six  sons 
anoeeeding  each  other  in  thdir  inherttanee.  They  were,  Batnek,  Iiord  Glamia,  who 

d.  in  his  17th  year;  Philip,  Lord  Glamis,  who  d.  in  his  19th  year,  both  before  their 
father ;  John,  who  succeeded  his  father  as  5th  Eabl,  and  was  killed  in  the  rebel 
army  at  the  battle  of  Sherifimuir,  in  1715,  unm.;  Chablbs,  6tii  Eabl,  who  in  a 
quarrel  between  James  Camegy  of  Finhaven  and  John  L^on  of  Brighton,  was  acci> 
dentally  killed  by  thp  latter  m  1728;  he  d.  without  laaoe;  Jam18«  7th  Basl, 
who  d.  witliout  issue  in  1735;  and  TH03Ias,  8tlt  EjUiL. 
The  8th  Eabl  d.  in  1753,  leaving  three  aone,  viz.,

7  Marcli  17 /ti,  leaving  the  issue  described  in  the  Peerage  Volume, 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  John,  10th  Eabl,  who  dying  in  IfflK), 
wns  followed  by  his  only  surviving  brother,  Tn'>iTA8,  11th  EabL,  whose  orly  son, 
Thomas'George,  Xx)rd  Ghunis,  having  predeceased  him,  left  a  sou,  ThomaS" 
GiOBOi,  Lora  Gkmiiy  who  snooeeded  ois  gnidflrflier,  22  Aug.  1846,  and  ia  fiie 
preaent  and  IStii  BaBt.

Tuis  noble  Peer  iBj[>aternaUy  descended  Irow  that  branch  of  the  Ilonse  of  8tuart, 
of  whidi  the  Han|VM  of  Bate  w  (Jie  chi^,  and  the  [H'di^roe  of  wbieb  will  be  (btind 

in  tln8  Volume,  under  that  title,  being  the  ehlcst  son  of  liord  FIonTy  Stuart,  5th  smi 
of  John,  the  Iht  Marquis.  Muteitially  he  dehccndii  from  the  elder  branch  of  the 
equally  noble  family  of  YilKers,  for  which  see  the  title  Eabl  of  Jrbsey  in  this 
Volume,  where  it  appeani  that  Sir  Edward  Villieri*,  the  elder  brother  of  the  Ist 
Duke  of  BurKini,'li;uii  of  tlnit  family,  ?«.  H;irl>am  St.  John,  eldest  dautjhtcr  of  Sir 
John  St.  John,  and  niiw  of  Oliver  St.  John,  created  Viwomi I  Ciiaiuli>oii  in  Ireland, 
with  remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  this  Barbara.  They  Imd  lour  sons,  William* 
John,  (leor^^'e.  and  Edward.  Tlie  latter  wa.^  father  of  Sir  Edward  Villiers,  1st 
Earl  of  Jersey.  The  three  lormer  were  succefwively  ViMOunte  Grandition.  George, 
the  4th  ViMonnt,  d.  in  1699,  and  haTinfir  enrrived  his  only  son  Edward,  wm  siie- 
ceeded  by  bin  j,'randson,  .lobn,  5th  Vistount.  who  in  1721  was  created  Earl  of 
Grandison,  but  d.  in  1766,  without  surviving  issue  male,  when  the£arldom  became 
extinct,  and  the  title  of  ViMNMint  Grandiion  detohred  on  WiUiinit  8rd  Baii 
Jeraey,  grandson  of  the  lat  Earl  of  Jersey.

Thomas,  4ih  Duke  of  Norfolk,  was  father,  by  his  1st  marriage,  of  Philip,  Earl  of 
Arundel,  ancestor  of  all  the  surceeding  Dukes  of  Norfolk;  and  by  his  2nd  marriage 
with  Margaret,  daughter  and  sole  heii*  of  Thomas,  Lord  Audley  of  Walden,  he  had 
LordnKimaa,  and  Lord  William,  anoeator  of  the  Barl  of  Carliilo. 
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LoBD  Thomas  Howabd,  K.G.,  eldest  son  of  tho  2nd  marriage,  was  sammoned 
to  Parliament  in  1597,  as  Barou  iiowaid  de  Walden,  aiid  created,  in  1G03,  Ea^hl  ui 
Suffolk.  He  was  engaged  and  displajed  an  ardent  courage,  in  the  great  naval 
battle  with  the  Spanish  Armada,  lie  was  sworn  of  the  Priry  Council  ou  the  accea* 
sion  of  King  Jamss  i.,  and  in  1G05,  being  Lord  Chamberlain  of  the  household,  waa 
consulted  by  Lord  Salisbury,  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  the  mysterious  letter  re- 
ceived by  Lord  Monteafjlt',  which  led  to  the  detection  of  the  Gunpowder  Plot  first 
susoected,  as  a  letter  of  Lord  Salisbury's  desaibes,  at  thia  couference ;  the  Earl  of 
SnnUk  and  the  Iiord  Mootea^e  wera  appointed  to  aeaidi  tha  vaalts  nudar  the  Par* 
Hament  House,  where  ff-  'v  l;scovered  Gn^'  Fuwlces,  and  his  train  of  gunpowder. 
Ue  was  oonstituted  Lord  iiigh  Xreasuror  u  1614,  of  which  office  ha  was  deprired 
in  1618,  and  an  inTestigaiion  being  infltitnted  in  the  Star  Chainb«r  into  hu  oon- 
duct  in  it,  he  was  amerc  1  iu  a  heavy  fine,  and  with  his  Countess  committed  to  the 
Tower  during  ple^tire  for  vcnalit)'  proved  against  the  Lady  for  the  exertion  of  her 
influence  in  the  distich  of  the  Tre^isury  business;  they  were  enlarged  within  a  few 
days,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  fine  remitted  by  the  King's  grace.

These  Earls  continued  to  jfnccoeJ  in  direct  paternal 
descent  through  five  more  gcnerationi:,  namely,  William,  4th  Eaul,  who  d.  in 
1370;  William,  6th  Eabl,  who  led  a  second  son,  Kenneth,  ancestor  of  George 
Sutherland  of  Forse,  who,  as  heir  male  of  tho  ancient  Earls,  claimed  the  di>,'nity  of 
Earl  of  Sutherland!  in  176G  ;  RoBEHT,  Otii  Eaiil,  whof/.  in  1  U2  ;  JoHK,  7th  EabL, 
who  d.  in  14(><) ;  and  Joui^,  8tli  Kakl.  Ho  d.  iu  1508,  kaving  a  son  and  a  daughter, 
▼is.»  John,  9th  Eabl,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1514;  and  Elizabeth,  on  whom 
the  succession  devolved,  and  who  waa  enfeoffed  in  the  Earldom  of  Sutherland  in 
1515,  being  then  the  wife  of  Adam  Gordon  of  Aboyne,  2nd  son  of  George,  2nd  Earl 
oTHontly. 

Adam  Gobdon  had  a  charter  of  the  Earldom  jointly  tn  liirri<df  and  Elizabeth 
hia  wiie  for  life,  and  to  the  longest  Uver  of  them ;  the  Countess  d.  in  1635g  and  the 
lOtb  Eati,  her  hoshaad,  in  VS^,  Thev  both  aurvired  their  ddeat  Mm,  Alexander, 

Master  of  Sutherland,  and  were  Hucceeoed  by  their  grandson ,  .Touk,  11th  Earl, 
who  was  poisoned,  with  his  wife,  by  the  widow  of  his  uncle,  Gilbert  Gordon,  whoso 
.  son  John  was  next  heir  to  the  Earldom  after  Alexander,  Master  of  Suthciland,  the 
Earl's  son.  The  Earl  and  Countess,  with  their  son,  w«re  on  a  visit  at  Helniiadftle 
Castle,  (lie  neat  of  tlic  widow,  when  poison  was  administered  to  them  in  the  liquor 
they  dr.iiil<  at  supper,  of  which  the  young  John  Gordon  misusoectingly,  and  without 
his  mother's  knowledge  partook,  and  d.  within  tiro  daje.  Tne  Master,  being  out 
on  a  hunting  party,  did  not  return  till  the  supper  was  nearly  ended,  when  hi-j  fhth'-r, 
feelins  himself  puii<4>ned,  took  up  the  tablc*cloth  with  all  thmgs  on  it,  and  liirew  it 
oat  ofthe  window,  and  sent  his  son  home  that  very  night  to  Dimrbbiii  Castle,  with- 
out permitting  him  to  take  any  refreshment ;  himself  and  his  Countess  d.  five  days 
afterwards,  in  1567,  when  the  Earl  was  in  his  forty-second  year.  The  wicked  author 
of  thia  deed  of  horror,  already  punished  by  the  loea  of  thi^  Mni  for  whoae  bemfit  aho 
had  prformed  it,  was  conveyed  to  Ediubw^h,  and  oondemned  to  devth,  but  vroided 
a  public  execution  bv  aoicide  in  p riaon. 

From  thw  period  another  aaooewion  of  fire  Earis  followed  in  uninterrupted 
paternal  descent,  namely,  Alsxandeb,  12th  Eabl,  the  Master  of  Sutherland  above* 
mentioned,  who  providentially  escaped  this  melancholy  catastrophe,  Ruccceded  his 
father,  and  d.  in  1594;  John,  13th  Eabl,  d.  in  1G15  j  Joni^,  I  tth  Earl,  d.  in 
1663,  having  been  in  tlie  early  part  of  the  civil  war  a  partisan  of  the  Parliament* 
and  afterwards  zealously  attached  to  the  service  of  Kiiirr  Cuaklks  II.;  Gbobob, 
15th  Eabl,  d.  in  1703;  and  John,  16th  Eabl,  in  1/33.

William,  19th  Eabl.  This  nobleman  d.  at  Bath,  having  just  completed  his 
thirtj-hrst  jear,  under  ciroumatancea  peculiarlv  affeotW.  Hia  I«ordahip  had  m. 
14  April  1791,  Marjr,  ddeet  daughter  tnd  co-heir  of  WilGun  Maxwell  of  Preatonn, 

and  by  her  had  two  infant  daughters,  the  Lady  Catlierine,  h.  in  London  21  May 
1764,  who  d.  at  Dunrobin  Castle  3  Jan.  1766 ;  and  the  Lady  Elizabeth,  Countbss 
of  Suthbbland,  his  successor,  b.  24  May  1765.  The  death  of  the  eldest  of  these 
children  so  affected  both  of  the  amiable  parents,  tliat  change  of  scene  was  reoom- 
roende<l  for  the  renovation  of  their  spirits;  and  tl\ey  undertook  the  long  joumejT 
from  tliL  ir  northern  seat  to  the  scene  of  gaiety  ia  almost  the  farthest  extreme  of  this 
ialaiid,  ut  that  time  a  theatre  of  universe  resort  for  the  great,  the  wealthy,  and  the 
gay;  but  scarcely  had  they  reached  Bath,  when  the  Earl  was  seized  with  a  fever, 
and  the  Cuuntt^s  nursed  him  with  such  unremitting  attention,  without  retiring  to 
bed  for  twenty-one  days  and  nights,  that  fatigue  and  anxiety  were  too  muoh  for  lier 
already  depii  SF  J  health,  and  she  (2.  1  June  1766;  the  E  irl  si^rvivcd  her  a  few 
days,  and  d,  on  the  16th  of  the  same  month.  Theur  infant  daughter  waa  committed 
to  the  ehaiigo  of  her  nuUemd  grandmother,  then  the  seoond  wife  of  Charles  Brsldne, 
Lord  Alva  and  Tinwald,  a  Lord  of  Session,  who  brought  her  up  and  lived  to  a 
great  old  ige,  d^ing  in  London  in  1806 :  she  waa  called  Lad^  Alva.  A  competition 
arose  for  the  title  of  Sutherland,  which,  after  long  litigation,  was  decided  in  the 
House  of  Lords  in  1771,  in  favour  of  the  orphan,  Elizabeth,  its  19th  bearer  vt. 
as  above  stated,  toGEOBOB-GRANViLLB  Liveson-Goweb,  2nd  Marquis  of  BtafTorr!, 
who  was  created  in  Jan.  1833,  DuKB  of  SuTaBBLAKD;  he  rf,  19  July  of  the  same 
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jwr,  when  his  eldest  sod,  Gsobob  Gramvills,  the  preseDt  and  2ad  Duke,  sdc- 
eeeded  him.  His  Qnm  alio  InbsriM  tlM  Sootoh  Btridom  on  the  Mh  of  fait 
motiier,  29  Jan.  1888.

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of  whom  Thiobald,  the  eldest  eon,  was  hk  mootuoe,  and  anoestur  of  iheaoMaeding 
Peorri  till  1757,  when  his  mole  line  beoaoM  egtimcff  and  William,  the  Sth  ion,  was

He  was  a  Count  of  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire,  and  a  Lieutenant-General  in  the  Austrian  sorviio,  and  pvissesscd  lar-^o 
estates  in  Silesia,  Bohemia,  and  l^piu^r  Ati^tria;  ho  ff.  in  170i»,  and  his  eldest  son, 
John,  having  d.  hefore  him  in  17GS,  ho  was  succeeded  by  his  ^Mandson,  Rodolph, 
7th  Vis(  ot  NT,  to  whom  succeeded,  in  1 830,  PBAMCia,  his  eldest  son,  Sth  ViscouNT: 
ho  (/.  without  isnue,  8  Feb.  IHl'J,  when  the  succession  passed  to  his  only  brother, 
Lor  IS,  Ml  VisrocNT,  who  d.  21  Dec.  1755,  and  was  lather  of  CiiAHLts,  present 
and  loth  Viscoi  NT.  The  Viscount  iwHsessen  the  Lordships  of  Eliscfaau  in 
Koheiiiia;  and  of  Wisohenau  in  Moravia:  he  resides,  as  did  his  pn  livtss-ors,  in  the 
Castle  ol  Elischau,  and  holds  office  in  the  Austrian  com  t  and  military  service.

The  Talbots  of  Malohide  are  of  the  same  origiu  as  the  Earls  of  Shrewsbury,  whoso 
progenitor,  Richard  de  Talbot,  was  a  Itaronin  the  reign  of  William  the  Conqueror ; 
his  fjrandson,  Richard,  was  fatlior  of  Gilbert ,  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Shrt-wsbury,  utul 
of  Richard,  who  setlied  iu  Ireland  in  the  time  of  iiE>'BY  II.,  and  erected  tlie  Castlu 
of  Malahide,  where  hit  daaeendanta  in  tiie  direct  miJo  line  hava  been  rendent  for 
more  than  six  conturios. 

^  Uis  son  Adam  was  fatlier  of  Richard  Talbot,  who  on  his  death,  in  1287,  divided 
hia  large  estates  between  his  elder  son,  Bidiard  of  Tdbototown  and  Feltrim, 
anc  stor  of  the  Talbots  of  Feltrim,  and  li"s  youn^'i  v  soi'.  Sir  MIlo  Talbot  of  Malahide, 
who:>e  grandson.  Sir  Thonuia,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in  1372,  and  again  iu 
1374 ;  why  thia  Barony  has  never  rinee  been  daimed  by  hu  desoendanta  doea  not 
appear,  hut  Ridiard-Wogan,  the  pn  scnt  Poor,  is  the  direct  repreaentative  and  heir 
general  of  his  ancestor,  and  should  be  the  Itkh  Ikion. 

Sir  Thomas,  5th  in  descent  from  this  Tliomas  Lord  Talbot,  left  issue,  "William 
Talbot,  Es(|.,  of  Malahide,  his  heir,  and  Robert,  whose  son  William  aoquirod  the 
estate  of  Carton,  in  tlio  Cotuitv  of  Kild.uv,  was  oroatod  a  IJaronot  in  1G22,  and  iu 
1G85  Baron  of  TalLotstown,  Viscount  of  JJaltinglaiis,  and  Earl  of  Tyrconnell;  iu 
1689,  after  the  abdic;ition  of  King  James,  he  was  further  advanoed  to  the  dignity  of 
Mfirquis  and  Duke  of  TjTconnel ;  he  left  no  male  issue. 

From  William,  eldest  sou  of  Sir  Thomas,  descended,  in  tlie  Gth  degree,  the  late 
Richard  Talbot,  Esq.,  of  Ualabide,  who  (2.24  Oct  1788:  having  m.  Kaioabbt, 
•Meet  daughter  or  tte  lata  Janea  O'Beaiy,  Bsq.»  of  BaUykagh,  Go.  Waatmeatti, 
534 
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who,  in  1831,  was  created  Baboness  Talbot  aud  Mxlaiiide  of  Miilaliide,  Co. 
Dublin.  Her  Ladyship  d.  in  1834,  leavuf^  the  issne  described  in  the  Peeraw 
Volume,  nnd  was  sucreeded  by  licr  eldest  .suii,  Kiciiabd-Wooan,  2inl  L<>ni>,  who 
in  1839  wan  called  to  the  British  Peei-ago  as  Barou  Furuival  of  Malaliide.  This 
title  became  extinct  on  his  death,  29  OeC  1849,  when  the  Irish  Barony  devoWed  on 
his  next  brother,  James,  3rd  Loup.  futhcr  of  James,  present  and  4th  Lord,  wlio 
succeeded  him  20  Dec,  1860,  aud  in  186C  obtained  a  new  Peerage  of  the  United 
Kingdom  b/  the  title  of  B&lov  Talbov  de  Malahide,  Co.  Dublin.

Tub  family  of  Upton  was  seated  at  Upton,  Co.  Cornwall,  about  tho  time  of  the 
Conquest.  From  John  Upton  of  Upton,  descended  in  the  4th  degree,  Richard 
Upton,  who  m.  Agnes,  daughter  and  heir  of  Walter  Camothcr.  John,  their  son, 
m.  Margaret,  sister  and  co-heir  of  John  Mules ;  their  son,  Thomas,  m.  Joan, 
daughter  and  heir  of  John  Trelawney,  by  whom  ho  had  issue,  John  Upton  of 
Treslake,  his  2nd  son.  Ho  tn.  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  Mohun  of 
Portlinch,  Co.  Devon.  John,  their  2nd  son,  was  father  of  William  Upton,  seated 
at  L'Upton,  Co.  Devon.  His  great-grandson,  Arthur,  was  father,  besides  his  son 
and  heir,  of  Henry  Upton,  his  2nd  son,  who  went  over  to  Ireland  in  1598,  as  a 
Captain  in  tho  army  under  tho  Earl  of  Essex,  and  settled  at  Castle  Upton,  Co. 
Antrim.  Here  his  descendants  have  since  exercised  an  extensive  influence,  and 
have  distinguished  themselves  as  supporters  of  the  revolution  and  of  tho  Protestant 
succession. 

Arthur  Upton,  Esq.,  his  son  and  heir,  left,  besides  other  issue,  two  sons :  Clot- 
worthy,  who  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  siege  of  Limerick,  but  recovered  his  liberty 
on  the  submission  of  Ireland  to  the  arms  of  King  William  ;  ho  left  an  only 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  was  created,  in  1766,  Viscountess  Langford  (see  the  title 
Ljlngfobd  in  this  Volume),  and  John,  who  greatlv  distin^^shcd  himself  as  a 
Lieutenant-Colonel  of  Dragoons,  at  the  battle  of  Almanza  m  Spain,  under  Lord 
Galwaj-. 

Clotwobtht,  4th  but  eldest  surviving  son  of  Colonel  John  Upton,  eventually 
succeeded  at  Castle  Upton,  and  was  created,  in  1776,  Baron  of  Templktown,  Co. 
Antrim.  He  was  b.  14  March  1721,  m.  26  Aug.  1769,  Elizabeth,  3rd  daughter  of 
Shuckburgh  Boughton,  Esq.,  and  had  by  her,  who  d.  Sept.  1783,  the  issue  detailed 
in  the  Peerage  Volume,  lie  d.

Eleaaor,  sister  of  Willuun,  1st  Earl  of 
DoagUs,  and  mvSom  of  Alexander  Braoe,  Sari  <tf  Guiiidr.  His  aon  tad  lieir,  1^ 
James  Sundilands  of  Calder,  m.  Princess  JoluHUM  Sttwarlii  daughter  of  IQng 
RoBEBT  II. ;  6th  in  descent  from  him  waa 
Sir  James  Sandihmds,  8th  feudal  Baron  of  Cblder,  who  had  two  lous, 

1  John,  whose  son  James  d.  in  1577,  and  was  father  of  Jaxss,  2nd  IiOBD. 

2  James,  created,  in  1564,  Baron  Torprichek,  with  remainder  to  hia  heirs  and 
astiigns  whatsoever;  he  i.  without  issue  in  1590,  and  was  sooceeded  by  hiu  great* 
newieir.

Jambs,  7th  Lord,  who  was  warmly  engaged  in  the  Royal  army  during  the  rebel- 
lion of  1715 ;  he  lost  his  eldest  son,  James,  a  Lieutenant  in  the  4ith  regiment,  in 
con.sequence  of  twentjHriz  wonnds  received  ii  the  battle  of  Preelon,  although  he  sur- 
vived them  four  yeant  huLocdahtp  d,  in  1768, leaving, heaidee  ottMrrarriTingiimu,

Thomas  Btno,  seated  at  Wrotham  in  Kent,  in  the  nagtt  of  HnrsT  VII.,  was  an- 
cestor in  the  Gth  degree  of  Adtniral  Sib  (tkorok  Hyno.  one  of  tli.-  qreatest  naval 
commanders  we  ever  bad  before  tbo  immortal  J>teliH>i),  devotiug  his  whole  time  aiid 
amiioation  to  any  aerviee  oommltted  to  his  manmement,  from  whioli  no  faiigrDe  nor 
inai«ix)sition  could  ever  divort  his  attention;  ho  was  never  unfoitunati'  in  any 
uudertakiue,  nor  misoarried  iu  anjr  exDcdition  he  was  appointed  to  oommaud.  iio 
was  orettbed  ft  Baronet  in  1716,  and  aavanoed  for  his  aistinf^ished  merits  to  the 
honours  of  the  Pecraj^c  in  1721,  bv  the  titles  of  Baron  Bynij  ol'Southill,  Co.  Hedfiwd, 
and  Viscount  Tobbington,  Co.  Devon;  he  d.  in  1733,  leaving;  five  sons,  viz.,

This  ii  oomtnendation,  liowcvcr,  was  of  no  avail,  though 
one  of  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  the  Hon.  Admiral  John  Forbes,  father  of  we 
kte  Oonnteftses  of  Clarendon  and  Momington,  conscientiouslj  refused  to  sign  the 
warrant  for  hi:)  execution.  Admiral  Byng  waa  ahot  OH  hoard  the  MoHMfUe,  m 
Portsmouth  H;irlnnir,  11  March  1757.

The  Patriarch  of  this  family  was  Lndovie,  a  noble Korman,  who  came  into  England 

in  tho  reign  of  ITfnhy  I.,  and  a.ssumeil  the  name  of  Townshend.  The  11th  in 
descent  from  him  was  Sir  Koger  Townshend,  created  a  Baronet  in  1617.  He  d.  in 
1836,  leaving  two  aons,  Sir  IU)ger,  who  d.  under  age,  and  8xB  Hoiano,  who  ano- 

coodcd  liis  brother.  TTc  was  a  minor  during  the  reign  of  King  Charles  I.,  hut  put 
himself  ver^  forward  in  nromoting  the  Kestoration.  He  carried  an  address^  to 
PiarKamoit  m  Jan.  1659,  from  the  County  of  Norfolk,  demanding  the  reatorataon 
of  the  secluded  ]M<  tuln  rs,  or  theooovaning  of  a  free  Parliament.  In  that  of  1660, 
which  voted  the  Hesti  rati  on,  lie  represented  the  County,  and  wa.^  appointed  one  of 
the  twelve  Coinnioners  t(»  carry  over  to  the  King  the  humble  jKHition  of  the  two 
Houses  that  he  would  be  j)1ea8ed  apeedily  to  return,  and  take  the  government  of  the 
kingdom  into  his  h?vnds.  He  was  createa,  in  lOtU,  Baron  Townshend  of  Lvnn  Regis, 
Co.  Norfolk,  and  in  1G82  Viscount  Towssuuxd  of  Bayuham,  Co.  Norfolk.  Ho  d. 
in  1687,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

CriABLEs,  2nd  Viscount,  who  throughont  the  reign  of  OronoE  I.,  and  in  the 
early  part  of  that  of  Gi^ohge  11.,  held  a  most  distinguished,  station  in  the  councils 
of  {he  oo«int4r^.  He  retired  from  the  admniiatration  in  1790,  on  aooonnt  of  the 
public  and  private  jealousies  which  were  daily  increasing  between  him  and  his 
brother-in-law,  formerly  his  friend  and  coadjutor,  Sir  Robert  Waioole,  neighbours  in 
the  County.  Lord  Townshend,  the  only  Peerage  family  of  the  County  of  Norfolk, 
had  long  been  accustomed  to  dbeet  ita  poll  ties,  and  now  saw  his  influence  superseded 
even  there  by  llie  growing  importance  of  the  favourite  Minister  of  the  Crown ; 
Raynham,  lou^'  tho  .seat  of  first  consideration  and  splendour  of  the  County,  gradually 
aank  beneath  ue  rising  nKignificence  and  sumptuous  hospitality  of  Houghton,  while 
its  noble  owner,  frank,  imjjetiKnis,  and  oveilj  aring,  under  the  shadow  of  whose 
superior  cousequeucti  his  riviil  hud  risca  into  power,  could  not  brook  that  iudepen- 
denoe  of  hie  dictates,  and  even  contradiction  to  nis  projects,  which  Sir  Robert  Walpole 
now  constantly  displayed.  Hi>  retired  tlien  with  an  unsullied  character  for  integrity, 
honour,  and  disinterestedness,  and  a(\er  spending  the  evening  of  his  life  in  rural 
occupations,  never  once  visiting  the  capital,  lest  he  ehonld  be  arawn  ag^in  into  tike 
vortex  of  its  intrigues,  (f.  at  Kajniham  in  173S.  He  waa  tuiee  married:  Ist,  to 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Tliomas,  Lord  Pelham,  and  sister  of  Thomas,  Duke  of  NeW' 
castle ;  and  2naly  to  Dorothy,  sister  of  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  1st  Earl  of  Orfind.  He 
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had  four  sons  bv  each  marmge,  of  whum  the  three  eldest  of  the  Isl  marriage,  and 
the  youogeti  of  the  MOQnd*  left  issue,  vis.,

2  The  lii^ht  Hon.  Charles  Townshend,  who,  at  the  commoncemciit  of  the  rt'i/;fn 
of  Gbobgb  111.,  acted  a  brilliant  part  in  the  Adminbtrations  of  the  time,  and  d.  in 
the  offioe  of  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  1767.  The  Tersatility  of  his  political 
conduct  actiuirecl  for  him  the  Tiifluiame  of  "  The  Weathercock,"  but  liis  talents  drew 
from  the  eloquent  Edmund  liurke,  when  summing  up  his  character  in  the  Hooie  of 
Comroone,  this  s^rited  eulogium — **  Perhaps  there  never  arose  in  thia  oonntrf  a 
man  of  more  pointed  and  fiuisht  J  wit,  and,  where  his  passions  were  not  concerned, 
of  a  more  refined,  exquisite,  and  penetrating  judgment.  Ho  was  the  delight  and 
ornament  of  this  House,  and  the  charm  of  every  private  society  which  he  honoured 
with  hh  ])reson('o.  There  are  many  young  memhers  now  present  who  newr  saw 
that  prodigy  Charles  Townsliend,  nor  of  course  know  wliat  a  ferment  ho  was  able  to 
excite  in  everything  by  the  violent  ebullition  of  his  mixed  virtues  and  tailings,  for 
fidlings  ho  undonbtedly  had,  bnt  none  which  were  not  owing  to  a  noble  cause, 
to  an  ardent,  generous,  perhaps  an  immoderate,  passion  for  fame — a  passion  which 
is  the  instinct  of  all  great  souls."  He  m.  Lady  Caroline,  eldest  daughter  and 
co-heir  of  John,  Duke  of  Argyll  and  Greenwich,  und  widow  of  Francis,  Earl  of 
Dalkeith;  Ly  this  lady,  who  was  created,  in  1766,  Baroness  of  Greenwich,  with 
remfidnder  to  her  male  issue  by  him,  and  who  d.  in  1794^  when  that  title  became 
extinct,  he  left  two  sons:  TbomasoCharles  and  William- John,  who  both  d.  «im». 
before  their  juother,  and  one  daughter.  Anno,  who  d.  in  1825,  having  w».  1st, 
Itichard  Wilson,  Esq.,  from  whom  she  obtam^  a  divorce  iu  1798;  and  2ndljr,  John 
Tempest,  Esq. 

Geoboe,  4th  Viscount,  was  created,  in  1786,  Mabquis  Townshend,  of  Rayn- 
ham,  Co.  Norfolk  ;  he  was  b.  28  Feb.  1724,  and  d.  14  Sept-  1807.  havin;;  w.  Ist,  in 
l)ec.l761,  Lady  Cjiablotte  Compton,  14th  Baboness  de  Fehri'ks  of  Ciiaktley, 
and  7tli  Baboness  CoMPTOif,  31x1  and  only  surviving' daughter  and  heir  of  James, 
5th  Earl  of  Noiihampton,  wlio  was  b.  8  Aw^.  1729,  and  (/.  11  Sept.  1770;  and 
2udly,  19  May  1773,  Anne,  3rd  daughter  of  Sir  William  ftlontgonury,  liart.,  who 
was  b.  6  Aug.  1753,  and  rf.  30  Manm  1819.   He  had  issue  by  U>th  man-iages,

Ferrers  of  Cbartley,  and  8th  Baron  Compton,  and  was  created,  in  1784,  Earl  of 
Lneeater,  in  the  patent  of  which  Barldom  he  is  styled  Baron  de  Verren  of  Chartley, 
Baron  Bourchier,  Louvaino,  Basset,  and  Compton.

He  d.  without 
issue  31  Dec.  1855,  when  the  Earldom  of  Leicester  became  extinct,  the  ancient 
Baronies  fell  into  abeyance  between  his  sisters,  Lady  Harriet  FeiTcrs,  deceased* 
represented  1\v  hprel'lest  son,Mannion-Edward  Ferrers,  Esq.,  of  Baddesley  Clinton, 
and  Lady  i]iii/..iLieiii  Ijoultbee ;  and  the  titles  of  Marquis,  Viscuuut,  and  Boron 
Townshend,  passed  to  the  son  of  liis  uncle.

The  origin  of  ih«  Barony  of  Ferrers  of  Chartley  is  derived  from  the  ancipnt 
faniilv  of  Ferrers,  of  which  Robert  de  Ferrers  was  created  Karl  of  Derby  in  1137, 
and  itobert,  hia  noa,  is  styled  Km\  of  Nottingham;  these  two  Earldoms  contiauod 
mted  in  fbe  male  bam  of  tbe  2nd  Eari,  till  Robert,  8th  Earl,  was  dispossessed  of 
them  in  1265.  .TonM  Pkhrkhs,  his  son  and  heir,  was  suTirifnoned  t«  Parliament  in 
1299  as  BA.BON  Febbebs  of  Cu.iBTLEY,  which  Barony  wiis  inherited  by  his  male 
deeoendants  till  the  death,  in  1440,  of  Bdxuvd,  6tb  LoBV,  wboM  danghler  and 

sole  htnr,  .  .  , 

Ann,  tn.  Walter  Dovereux,  who  was  summoned  to  Parliament  m  her  right  as 
Baioii  dp  Ferrers  of  Chartley;  their  son,  JoHH  l>BrBBBfnc,  7th  LoBO,  m.  Cedly, 
•ister  and  at  length  heir  of  Henry  Bourchier,  Earl  of  Enscx,  and  6th  Vt\nns  Boub- 
CHiBH  (by  writ  1342) ;  Waltbb,  their  son,  8th  Barun  Bourohier  and  de  Ferrers  of 
Chartley,  was  created  Viscount  Hereford,  and  was  fttber  of  Biohard^  his  eldest  too, 
who  rf.  before  his  father,  leaving  a  son  and  heir,  Walt ku,  2nd  Viscount ;  and  of 
Sir  Ed  ward,  his  3rd  son,  from  whom  tho  5th  and  succeeding  Viscounts  Hereford  de- 
scended. Walteb,  2nd  Viscount,  wa-s  created  Earl  of  Essex,  which  title  became 
extinct  on  the  death  of  hia  grandson,  Kobbbt,  3rd  Eabl,  in  1646,  when  the  Via* 
county  dov(dviil,  m  above,  on  the  heir  male,  and  the  Baronies  fell  into  abeyance 
between  his  two  sisters,  Frances,  wife  of  William  Seymour,  Duke  of  Somerset, 
whose  present  lepreientatira  itfho  Dukeof  Bnokingfaamand  Ghaadoi,aad  Dorothy, 
wifeofSir  HcmvShirl  y.  Bart.  , 

In  1677  the  Crown  terminated  the  abeyaooe  of  the  Barony  of  Ferrers  of  Chartley 
in  favour  of  Sib  Robsbt  SsiSlST,  Bart,  19th  Loiin,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Henry  and 
Lady  Dorothy  Shirley;  he  was  cmit<.il  Vii^oount  Tamworth  and  Earl  Ferrers,  and 
(/.  in  1717,  when  the  Earldom  devolved  on  Washington,  hia  2od  but  eldest  surviving 
son,  and  the  Barony  on  Elizabeth,  his  grand-daught^ir,  sole  daughter  and  heir  S

Jambs  Stuabt,  Earl  of  Buchau,  2ad  son  of  Sir  James  Stuart  of  Lorn,  by  Jauc, 
Qaean^Dowa^r  of  Scotland  (the  widow  of  King  Jambs  I.,  and  mother  of  King 
Jamks  II.),  had  a  natural  son  James,  who  obtained  a  leLritiinnf inn  under  the  Great 
Seal  in  1489,  and  wm  ancestor  in  the  ith  degroo  of  iSiu  Joun  Stuabt,  who,  in 
low,  was  cniited  Lord  Stmurt  of  Tra^uair,  and  in  1638  Eabx.  of  Tsaquaib,  Lord 
Lintonn  and  Cabewtoun.  Lord  (/hiii  iidon  says  of  him,  that  his  integrity  to  the 
King  was  without  blemish,  and  his  allcction  to  the  Church  so  notorious,  that  he 
never  deserted  it,  till  both  it  and  ho  were  overrun  and  trodden  under  foot.  lie  was 
taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Preston  in  1048,  and  Mnt  under  a  strong  ^ard  to 
Warwick  Ciistlc,  wlioio  l^e  Wivs  confined  four  years;  boinpf  at  lensfth  relcaseil.  lie  ro- 
tumed  home,  where  he  sulU'red  extreme  povt-ily,  and  d.  in  1059.  John,  2nd  E.VBL, 
hia  only  Hon,  joined  the  Maruuis  of  Alontrosc  with  a  considerable  body  of  borne  in 
S<'])t.  \(M^y,  jnwt  iM'fore  the  battlo  of  Philiiili.iUi^h,  from  which  he  escaped;  but

A  younger  branch  «ettled  at 
Newport- Pagncl  in  Bucks,  whence  liobert  A uuealey  removed  to  Ireland  in  the  reign 
of  (^ueen  Elizabeth  ;  and  was  father  of 
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biB  FBi.Ncig  Annnlbt,  enat«(i  a  Baronot  of  Ireland  in  10:^;  in  16^2,  he  had 
ft  snigalar  patent  granted  to  him  <^  the  dignity  ofYTiOOVHT  of  Yalbntia,  Co.  Kony, 

to  hold  after  the  death  of  Henry  Power,  then  Viscoxint  Vnlentia,  without  is.^ue, 
which  title  acoordinglj  devolved  upon  him  ou  that  event  occurring  in  1642 ;  but 
meanwhile  he  was  creoled,  tu  1099,  Buam  MoantnonM  of  Momituoms,  Go.  Anuffh. 
Ho  vfOB  aflcrwardg,  in  Ifilio,  by  an  extraordinary  act  of  power  on  the  part,  as  has 
been  said,  of  the  Lord  Deputy  Went^vorth,  better  known  by  his  RubKequent  title  of 
Earl  of  Strafford,  sentenced  to  lose  his  head  lor  an  inconsiderate  expression,  construed 
by  bis  jadgiee  into  purpose  of  evil  against  the  Lonl  iX^puty;  the  sentence,  however, 
wan  not  executed,  hx\f  n>-  was  kept  a  close  prisoner  in  Dublin  Castle  till  April  1H:17, 
when  the  King's  pardon  was  extende<l  to  him,  an«l  this  atl'air  was  madu  one  ot"  tlie 
articles  of  impeachment  against  the  Karl  of  Strafibrd  to  1640.  He  aeenui  to  bsvo 
been  nlienatea  from  tli  '  iToyal  cause  by  this  arbitrary  act,  bnt  took  no  active  part 
iu  the  rebellion.  He  d.  in  llHiO,  leaving  several  aona ;  Gcom  AjiTHUJB,  hia  eldest 
ion,  the  eight  atiooeedhiff  inberitm  of  the  title  devoended;  and  Franeia,  hie  6th  sod, 
left  a  son  Im  ancir),  wbo  a.  in  1760,  having  had  seven  aooa,  three  of  whom  have  kft 
male  iii^ue,  viz.,

Volttmp. 

3  William,  (0th  son,)  1st  Viscount  Glerawiey. — See  KiiiL  of  Ankesuby. 
Akthvu,  2ikI  ViftooiTHT,  wan  among  the  loval  memben  who  met  in  the  Ftotia* 

iiient  summoned  at  Oxford  in  16'1.3;  but  the  tioyal  cau.«e  haviii>;  beoonie  almost 
hopelctis,  he  waa  one  of  the  five  Commissioners  a|^ioted  by  the  two  Houses  to 
eettle  the  affairs  of  Inland,  and  at  length  heartily  concuTred  in  flie  Restoration  of 
Charles  II.  In  1661  he  was  created  Haron  Annesloy  of  Newnort-Pagnel,  Co.

His  Lordship  was  supposed  to  have  died  childless,  and 
hia  brother  thereupon  assumed  the  title  of  Aitham ;  but  in  the  year  1743 
a  young  man,  callin;,'  himself  .James  Annesley,  Lord  Aitham,  infrodnced 
himself  to  Admiral  Vernon  in  Jaoiaicn,  with  so  pUusible  a  tale  of  his 
birth  as  the  son  of  Lord  and  Lady  Aitham,  that  Admiral  Ycmon  sent  him 
to  Ent^lanil  with  such  reiu'eaentutions  iu  liin  favour  ax  Induced  many  persons 
of  eminence  and  probity  to  sjapport  a  suit,  which  was  immediately  com- 
menced in  Hie  King*B  ConrtB  in  Dublin  for  the  restitution  of  his  rights. 
It  was  made  to  appear  in  evidence  that  he  was  bom  to  Lady  Aitham  at 
Dunmain  in  Trolana  in  1715:  that  Lord  and  Lady  Aitham  subsequently 
separated,  his  l^onlship  retaining'  tiie  child;  that  Lady  AlLham  being 
afterwards  roduLetl  to  gi-eat  tlisinss.  went  to  reside  in  London  on  the 
bounty  of  tlio  Duchess  of  Buckin^'ham ;  that  Lord  Aitham,  connecting 
himself  with  another  woman,  who  considered  the  boy  as  au  obstacle  to  her 
views,  was  by  her  induoed  to  board  him- in  tlie  home  of  a  poor  person,  and 
afterwards  wanting  to  raise  money  upon  his  estates,  whicli  he  eoultl  oidy 
do  in  oonjtmction  with  his  next  heir,  being  of  fall  age,  found  it  convenient 
to  diaowa  hia  aon;  tiiat  npon  hia  Lwdahiyadeilih  the  tilb  waa  mwimad  by 
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his  bruUier  aud  tho  diild  kiduappcHl,  put  ou  boaid  au  American  ttiup, 
ourrMd  to  th«  river  Delsware,  and  there  eold  aa  a  alave:  and  that  it  waa 

lint  till  aftor  thirU'on  yoars  of  slavorv  that  he  found  means  to  eioapo  to 
Jamaica,  where  he  mado  his  case  known  to  Admiral  Vernon.  AU  these 
drciunatanoes,  and  mrmy  others,  bcin^  established  to  IJie  aafeiifiuiUon  of 
the  jury,  a  verdict  wa^  i:I  u  in  his  favour,  which,  however,  waa  aet  a«ide 
upon  a  writ  of  error,  aud  his  claitn  was  not  docidi'«l  when  he(/.  5. Tan.  17G0, 
leaving  two  daughtera  aud  one  son;  the  latter  wius  b.  7  Jan.  1757,  and  d. 
6  Nor.  1708.

The  immediate  ancestors  of  Lord  Vivian  were  long  since  seated  at  Trcnowth, 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Columb,  in  Cornwall ;  three  descents  ^ircceded  there  John 
Vivian,  Esq.,  a  noted  cavalier,  whose  son  John  wa.s  Sheriff  ot  Cornwall  about  the 
20th  of  Chables  II.  A  branch  of  this  house  resided  at  Comprigney,  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Kenwyn,  for  several  successive  generations  ;  from  it  sprang  the  Rev.  Tliomaa 
Viviaii,  who  was  6.  in  1719,  m.  in  I7l7,  Mary,  dauijhter  of  .Jolm  Hu.ssey,  Esq., 
of  Tnno,  and  sister  and  co-heir  of  Richard  Hussev,  Esq.,of  Killganoon,CoiniWtM,  a 
Barrister-at-Law,  and  d.

Morduunt,  in  abeyance  between  the  co-hclri*  of  George,  last  Duke  of  Gordon;)  and 
ill  the  si'uifjr,  the  l>aroi:.s  IJcaTKhaTiip  of  Powycke,  hv  writ  1117,  whose  male  line 
liuled  about  liUU,  and  Elizabeth  the  eldtjst  daughter  and  co-heir  of  iiichard,  the  kst 
Iiord»  m,  Robert,  2iid  Lord  Willoughby  dtt  BnNce;  tbeir  eldest  son,  Edwatd,  left  a 
daughter  and  betr,  Elizabeth,  who  «i.  Sur  Fulke  Grerille.

Baookb  of  Beauohamp  Court,  Co.  Warwick,  with  remainder,  failiiig 
bis  male  issue,  to  Robert  Grerille,  son  and  hehr  of  Fulke,  only  son  of  Robsrt,  h» 
uncle,  lie  <1.  childless,  in  1028,  assassinated  by  one  of  his  own  servants,  and 
Margaret,  his  sister,  be(»mie  sole  heir  to  the  Barony  of  WilioughW  de  Broke,  and 
eldcHt  co-hrir  of  the  Barony  of  Beauchamp  of  Powyckc ;  she  m.  Sir  Richard  Yerncy, 
snci'stor,  by  liw,  of  the  present  Lord  Willoughby  de  Broke. 

2  ll()l)ert,  father  of  Fm.IIm-.  whnsp  son,  TtonKRT.  succeeded  as  2nd  Lord  atp-ee- 
ahly  to  the  above  liimLuLiou  ;  educated  b}'  the  1»L  Lord  as  his  heir,  he  nevertheleiis 
imbibed  some  wild  principles  of  liberty  which  were  ccrtainlr  greatly  at  variance 
with  the  dortrines  of  the  reign  of  Kt.ixabktu,  and  from  the  iir-;t  symptom  of 
disunion  between  the  King  and  Parliament,  be  ranged  himself  in  the  most  hoeUle 
position  possible  against  S\  the  measures  of  the  C^ttt  when  these  wordy  bn^ 
pri  ew  to  m  tvial  warfare,  he  wri??  ap|K)inf <  d  Lieutenant-Qeneral  tnukr  the  Earl  of 
Essex,  and  Commander  of  the  Counties  of  Warwick  and  Stafford ;  and  making  his 
castle  the  prinei^ial  stronghold  of  the  Farliiiment  in  those  {Murts,  he  engaged  in  the 
hottest  of  the  war ;  hc  Was  mainly  insti  umental  in  the  victory  of  his  i>arty  at  Edge- 
hill,  and  was  killed  soon  ader  in  Uie  assault  of  St.  Chad's  Church  at  Litchfield,  de- 
fended in  the  mont  galhwt  manner  bv  the  Earl  of  Chesterfield,  2  March  16 13,  bein"^ 
St.  Child's  day  ;  and  having,  as  Lonl  Clarendon  rejMrts,  that  very  morning  prayed, 
"  that  if  the  cause  lie  was*  in  were  not  riLrht  and  just ,  he  miLfht  beplMflntly  COt  off."

Tn  noble  fiuiity  of  La-Fber,  upon  which  a  jtinior  branch  of  the  andenl  bonae 

of  Bfiesford  has  en^r.ifled  itself,  descends  from  Sir  Roger  Lu-Poer,  who  in  the 
rei^  of  King  Hknrv  11.  accompanied  Richard  Strongbow,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  into 
Ireland,  and  for  his  services  in  that  expedition  was  rewarded  with  divers  grants  of 
land  in  the  conquered  country.  His  descendants  appear  to  have  been  Lonu  of  Par- 
liament, but  the  onrliost  summons  extrmt  is  the  writ  of  1375,  isxiied  to  Nicholas  La- 
PosB,  the  8th  in  descent  from  this  Sir  Roger,  and  in  virtue  of  which  the  Marquiaof 
Waterford  ranka  as  the  let  Baron  by  writ  of  the  Irish  Parliament.  Hla  grandaon, 
^ter  La-Poer,  m.  the  daughter  of  tlie  Lord  Decies,  aiul  by  her  had  a  son,  Richard, 
created  Baron  La*Pocr  of  Curraghniore,  in  1&36 ;  he  was  slain  in  service  afi;ain8t  the 
Irish  rebela  about  1540.  Fifth  in  descent  from  him  was  Richabo,  Lord  La-Poer,  who 
m.  in  1878,  Catherine,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Fitz-Gerdkl,  Sen.,  of  Dromana  and 
the  Decies,  and  was  created  in  the  same  ycnr  Viscount  Decies  and  Earl  of  Tyrone. 
He  d.  in  1690,  leaving  two  sons,  John  and  James,  Earls  of  Tyrone;  John,  2ua  Earl, 
d.  wnm.  in  169S ;  and  Jamefi.  his  brother  and  h^,  the  8rd  Barl,  d,  without  ieane 
male  in  1704,  when  the  Earldom  hecamff  extinct ,  and  it  should  be  noted  as  remark- 
able of  this  ancient  family,  tha^  daring  the  lapse  of  more  than  five  hundred  year.s 
tinee  they  had  been  planwd  hi  Ireland,  they  had  never  eoflbfed  any  forfeiture,  having 
never  once,  though  seated  in  a  country  oootinually  disturbed  by  convulsions  and 
civil  wars,  been  ony-atjed  in  any  rebellion  against  the  Crown  of  England ;  but  had 
W)ntinued  to  enjoy  the  lands  anciently  granted  to  tluua,  and  to  reside  in  the  place  at 
Onrraghmore,  in  the  County  of  Waterford,  wheix>  tliey  liad  first  settled.  Janiea,8rd 
Earl,  left  a  daughter  and  sole  heir,  Catli.  rine,  wlio,  as  tlif  lineal  and  chief  representa- 
tire  of  the  famUy,  claimed  tlio  ancient  iiai*ony  of  La-Poer;  and  it  was  resolved  by 
the  Irish  House  of  Lords  In  1707,  that  she  had  proved  her  claim,  and  waa  mititlad  to 
ihia  Barony  in  fee;  8he  was  then  the  wldoW  of  lliBCirB  BBBBBffOBD,  lit  BlBt  of 
Ttbobb  oi'  the  new  creation. 
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John  de  Beres^forcl,  tho  Patriarch  of  his  Lordship's  paternal  family,  was  seated 
at  Berarfbrd,  in  tho  par»h  of  Alstoiifield,  in  Staffordshirv,  in  1067.   He  was  followed 

by  hia  male  dtscomlants  in  uniutonuptcd  succession  to  th©  rei/jn  of  Hkkby  IV., 
when  John  (h  T^i-i  csford,  the  11th  of  hi-^  line,  left  three  ^on?.  AJen,  the  eldest,  his 
successor,  rf.  without  iiisue.  Tliu  posterity  ul'  .John,  tho  2nd  son,  transmitted  the 
hinds  of  Bcresford  to  Edward  Jieresford,  E^i,  tlie  16th  in  paternal  descent  from  the 
fii^t  John  de  Beresford  :  fi  in  June  ir)21,  leavingby  his  wife  Dorothy,  the  beireea 
of  another  branch  of  hu  ho\x^,  a  daughter  and  heir,  Olivia,  whone  only  child,  by  Sir 
John  Stanhope  of  Elvaeton,  Olivia  Stanhope,  carried  Bereeford  Hall  end  the  petri- 
inoTiial  estate  of  her  ancestors  into  the  laniily  of  Cotton,  hy  her  inarria«?e  with 
Charles  Cotton,  Esq.,  father  by  her  of  Charles  Cotton,  the  poet,  and  iri^d  of  Isaac 
Walton. 

Thomas  Bcresford,  Esq.,  of  Nowton  and  Bentley  in  the  Co.  of  Derhy,  tlie  Hnl 
son  of  John,  11th  Lord  of  Bere«ford,  was  a  person  of  high  reputo  in  his  time,  and 
served  with  distinction  at  Aguaconrt,  as  amaears  by  the  fdlowing  inscription  on 
numnnieiiti  etU)  extant  m  Fenn j  Benttc;  CSrardi : 

Quern  tegit  hoc  monaor  m  forte  reqairis,  Amke, 

Nohile  Btjresford  tu  Ubi  nomen  nabcs, 
Lnce  patrum  claroa,  ^prio  sed  lamiac  m^r,

He  also  served  IIenby  VI.  in  his  wars  in  France,  and  is  reported,  in  the  civil  wars 
of  the  rival  Hoses,  to  have  raiKcd  for  the  service  of  that  King  a  troop  of  horse  con- 
sisting entirely  of  his  sons  and  oi°  his  own  and  their  letainen^.  He  m.  Agnee, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Robei-t  Hassal  of  Arcla)'d,  in  Cheshire,  and  by  her  had  an  issue, 
which  mi<»lit  go  far  towards  forming  a  troop  of  horse,  as  besides  tive  dauf^hterx,  of 
whom  onl^'  one  tl.  unm.  t  they  had  nxteen  SOfkS,  twelve  of  whom  married,  six  h'ft 
ni;ilt' posterity,  and  Jame-t,  theyounj^est,  was  Canon  Residentiary  of  Lichfield  Cathe- 
dral, iicctor  of  CbesterHeld,  and  the  founder  of  two  Fellowships  and  two  Scholar* 
ships  in  St  John's  College,  Qunbndgc.  Of  the  other  fifteen  eons  it  will  only  be 
necessary  to  ^larticularize  the  six  ehk>t,  namely,

HbNitv  Cavksdibu,  E«q.,  of  llardwick  and  Chatsworth.  Co.  IX  rby,  elder  brother  of 
William,  let  Earl  of  Dcvonsliire,  4^.  wilhoot  legitimate  v^w,  in  1616,  bnt  left  an 
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illegitimate  son,  to  whom  ho  gave  DoveriJgc  Hall,  in  the  Cotuity  of  Derby,  and 
a  suitable  estate.  He  was  ancestor  of  Sir  Henry  Cavendish,  who  w«it  over  into 
Ireland  in  1737,  with  his  relation,  William,  3rd  Duke  of  Devonshire,  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant of  IreLmd,  and  was  by  him  appointed  a  Teller  of  the  Exchequer ;  in  1765,  he 
was  flcetted  a  Btnnet  of  England,  and  d.  31  Dee.  1776,  having  m.  1st,  te  1780, 
Anne,  dangbter  and  co-heir  of  Ht-nry  Pyne,  Esq.,  of  Watorpark,  Cork,  son  of  Sir 
Richard  Pyne,Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  in  Ireland,  by  whom 
he  was  &tber  of  Sir  Henry,  his  heir,  2hd  Baronet ;  and  he  m.  2ndly,  6  Oct,  1748, 
Catherine,  daughter  of  Hnn  v  Prittie,  Esq.,  grandfather  of  the  1st  Lord  Dunalley, 
and  widow  of  Sir  liichard  Mi-ad*',  Hart.,  who  wa^  father  by  her  of  the  lat  Earl  of 
Clanwilliaui.

WELLINGTON,  DUKE  OF.  (VVELLWUnr.) 
Pmt  <^  tk0  UniUd  Kingdom, 

The  illustriouR  hero,  whoso  fame  a-s  a  military  Commander  is  written  in  indelible 
characters  in  the  proudest  pages  of  British  hititory,  was  bom,  the  Hon.  Arthur 
Wdlesley,  9rdaon  of  Oanreit,  IstEarl  of  Mornington,  1  May  1760.  His  first  essay 
in  active  military  service  was  made  in  Holland  in  1794;  in  1797,  having  purchased 
the  Lieutenant-Colonelcy  of  the  33rd  Regiment,  then  on  service  in  India,  he 
accompanied  hb  brother,  the  Goveinor-General,  thither,  nnd  there  laid  the  founda- 
tion of  that  renown  wbldi  has  since  filled  the  world.  He  iroa  ominan^y  asrvice- 
able  in  the  Mysore  war,  under  the  command  of  General  Harris,  and  was  appointed 
Governor  of  Seringapatam  alter  the  storming  of  that  city.  On  the  breaking  out 
cS  the  Mahratta  war,  he  was  ap|)ointed,  with  the  rank  of  Hi^or^General,  to  the 
command  of  a  separate  anny  within  tlu>  Deccan,  and  in  this  command  it  was  tliat 
his  brilliant  talents  first  shono  upon  the  world,  almost  in  their  lull  splendour,  in 
fha_  al^fiil  oombinaAaons  by  which,  under  tibe  moat  adverse  eireamstanoes,  he 
achieved  the  decisive  victory  of  Assaye;  that  of  Argaum,  which  followed,  and 
the  storminsr  of  the  fortress  of  Gawilghar,  ended  the  war,  and  earned  for  Migor- 
Oeneral  Weuesley  the  thanks  of  both  Houses  of  Fariiament,  and  the  Order  of  the 
Bath. 

Sir  Arthur  returned  to  Europe,  and  was  appointed  Chiff  Sorretary  of  Ireland 
under  the  Yico-royalty  of  bis  friend  the  late  Duke  of  liichmond,  from  which  ofiice 
he  wa<t  called  to  a  command  in  the  aapadWci  to  C!openhageD»  nnder  Lord  Cathcart, 
and  materially  contributed  to  its  success. 

In  August  1808,  he  was  sent  to  Purtuual  with  a  considerable  force,  aud  ibugbt 
the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Yimiera  before  the  arriTal  of  IKr  Harry  Burnrd  and  Sir 
Hugh  ])ahyini)l('.  who  by  concluding  tlu;  Convention  of  Cintra,  de»trov(  <l  a  ]>art 
of  Uie  advautagcs  iairly  to  be  expeotcd  fixim  the  courage  of  the  army  aud  the  bkill 
of  its  Commander.  The  three  Chastik  ware  summoned  home,  the  command 
devolved  t  il  the  brave  but  unfortunate  Sir  John  Mtwre,  and  the  Peninsula  was 
evacuated  by  the  British  troops.  An  investigation  into  the  whole  of  the  Portuguese 
aftir  proved  to  tlie  Govemmeut  and  to  the  nation  that  ISir  Ai-thiur  WeUesley  was 
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iliA  Gkneril  to  lead  the  British  anny  to  victory,  and  his  aMContment  to  the  oom> 
]IMUld-in«chief  of  anotiwr  C][pedi(i6n  sent  to  Portugal  followoa  Ui  1800.  His  brilliant 
paasaf^  of  the  Donro  OWM  more  freed  Portn^fal  from  the  pi-eseni-e  of  the  French 
troojNit  aiid  the  ghNrioaii»  tiboiiKh  indeciitive,  ouutiict  of  Talavcra  eiuued,  iu  reward  uf 
whiefa  8ir  Arttnir  wm  tlevatwl  to  4ihe  Ftange  in  1800»  by  the  title  of  Bmi  i>ouro 
of  Wellesley,  Co.  Somerset,  and  Viscount  Wfllinoton  of  Talavera  and  Wel- 
lington, Co.  Somerset.  All  that  consunuiiate  military  8kiU  could  do  againut  the 
prodigious  superiority  of  force  now  opposed  to  the  British  General,  was  effected  by 
the  cumpletkn  of  the  hn|Mregittble  lines  of  Tones  Vedrea  ind  the  battle  of  Busaco. 
His  defensive  operations  were  comjilelely  snecrs-fnl,  the  enemy  withdrew  froiii  tlie 
exhausted  country,  and  the  year  1812  opened  with  the  capture  of  Uio  iaipurtunt 
ibrtrsM  of  Oiiidad  Bodrigo.  The  year  of  restrietiona  on  the  fanetions  of  the 
Ivegeiicy  wa.s  now  expired,  .ind  tlie  first  u--  hkkIc  by  the  Prince  Kei^fnt  of  the  free 
exercise  of  hia  r^ni  powen  was  to  raise  the  Itcro  to  the  rank  of  Earl  of  WeUiiigtoo> 
Co.  Somerset.  The  fortreas  of  Badajoz  next  fell,  the  Tiotory  of  Fnentes  d'Onoree  led 
the  way  to  the  glorions  day  of  Salamanca,  and  the  OOOqiieror  was  created  Murquis  of 
Wellin^'ton.    The  siege  of  Cadiz  raised,  and  the  government  of  Spain  restored  to  its 


illustrated  by  the  decisiTe  victory  of  Yittoria,  which  won  lor  the  General  a  Field- 
Marshal's  baton;  the  eapturo  of  Pumpehma  and  San  St'liasti  ni,  and  the  defeat  of 
the  French  armv  ia  the  passes  of  the  Pyrenees,  aocomplished  the  deUverauce  of 
8[min,andtibeeiiMof  tlmyeirMwtiienetoreatuKdi^  the  let rltoiy  of  Franee. 
In  18M  the  battles  of  Orthee  and  Toulouse  preceded  the  ^o  neral  peace,  and  at  its 
conclusion,  the  laurelled  conqueror  was  raised  to  the  Ducal  di'^nity.  Numerous 
votes  of  thanks  had  passt^d  botii  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  the  couuUy,  with  a  lavish 
hand,  afforded  the  meaiie  of  supporting  the  first  nunk  in  the  stile  so  neii- 
toriously  won. 

Eveiy  oountry  in  Europe  showered  its  honours  on  the  British  Commander,  and 
epersonal  oonlhct  with  the  leailer  of  the  Fiendi  ermies  aadhisehoeen  troops  was  ell 

that  now  remained  to  seal  his  imriTaUed  glory :  Napoleon  returned  from  Elba,  the 
field  of  Waterloo  was  fought  and  won,  and  Wellington's  triunijOis  were  consum- 
mated. England  could  do  no  more  for  the  Duke  and  the  Field-Marshal,  but  history 
will  add  this  proudest  wreath  to  hit  inperishable  laurels. 

After  the  Peace,  to  whieh  his  arms  so  splendidly  contributed,  the  Duke  of  Wel- 
lin^n,  as  Ambassador  abroad,  Commuuder-iu>Chief,  or  Statesman  At  home,  or  as 
leMtar  of  theOppoaitioD,  did  not  eease  to  devote  his  time  and  tidents  to  bis  eosntry, 
till  the  very  day  of  his  death,  at  the  advanced  ago  of  83,  on  the  11th  of  September 
1852,  when  he  was  succeeded  in  the  Peerage  by  hie  eldest  8on»  AnsXR-BdCUAMD, 
present  and  2ud  Duke.

Thi  tnoestora  of  this  noble  family  held  the  high  rank  of  Gros-  Veneur  (from  which 
they  took  their  name)  in  the  Duchy  of  Nonnaiidy,  from  its  erection  in  912,  tiU  the 
invasion  of  Enp;lnnd,  when  Gilbert  lo  Grosvonor  and  his  uncle  Ilu^h  Lupus  accom- 
panied Xing  William.  Bobert,  sou  of  Gilbert,  obtained  landd  in  the  County  of 
Cheiler  from  tho  nSA  Hvgh  Lupos,  at  lengUi  Eail  of  Chester,  and  waa  lineal 
ancestor,  through  six  generations,  of  Sir  Kobcrt  lo  GrosvLiior,  who  proved  this 
pedigree  before  a  Court  of  Chivalry  in  defence  of  his  arms,  azure,  a  bend  or, 
against  Sir  Richard  le  Scrope,  who  challenged  them.  The  descent  of  Sir  Robert 
was  fully  admitted,  Imt  the  «nns  were  adjudged  to  Scrope,  and  in  conclusiaa  1^ 
Robert  le  Grosvcnor  was  recommended  to  bear  azure,  a  ejarh  or,  from  the  arras 
of  the  ancient  Earls  of  Chester,  which  has  ever  since  continued  the  cognizance  of 
his  (IcRcendants.

The  Honourable  Sidney  Montagu,  2nd  son  of  Edward,  1st  Earl  of  Sandwich,  m. 
Anne,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Francis  Woctley,  Bart,  of  a  very  ancient  family 
seated  at  Wortley,  Co.  York,  from  the  Conqueefe,  and  was  obliged,  according  to  the 
settlement  of  the  Wortley  estate,  to  take  the  name  of  Wortley.  He  had  two  sons, 
Julin,  the  younger,  d,  unm.y  and  Ed\\  ard  Wortlty-Montii^ue,  Esq.,  the  elder,  m.  the 
eelcbrated  Lady  Mary  Pierrepont,  daughter  of  £!velyn,  Duke  of  Kingston,  whoee 
talent"*,  wit,  literary  genius,  and  sin<jularitics,  have  made  her  fame  as  extensive  as 
the  English  language.

John  Howard,  Eiiq.,  of  Shelton,  d.  in  1013 ;  Ralph,  his  son  and  heir,  was  pro* 
fessor  of  physio  at  the  Unirersitv  of  Dublin.  Having  retired  with  his  family  to 
Ena;land  in  consequence  of  the  dlHtuibances  in  Ireland  wliich  followed  vi^wn  tbe 
abdication  of  James  II.,  be  was  attninted  by  the  Irisb  Pai  lianiont  in  1089;  and 
King  Jaues,  baving  givon  his  mansion  at  Shelton  to  a  Mr.  Hackct,  st*ipped  tbero  to 
refresh  himself  after  the  batllL*  of  theBojne.

For  her  subsequent  history,  and  tliat  of  her  descendants  by  Mr.  Bertie,  Barons 
Willonghby  d'Eresby,  Ewrls  of  Lindsey,  and  finally  Dukes  of  Ancaster,  see  title 
LnnxiBY  in  this  Volume,  in  which  plaee  they  are  deeorihed  at  length.  It  will  there- 
fore only  bo  necessary  here  to  state  the  succession  of  the  Barony.

WINCHESTER.  MARQUIS  OF.  (Paulbt.) 
Peer  qf  England. 

Sib  John  Powlbtt,  7th  in  descent  from  Hercules,  Lord  of  Touraon  (see  Eabl 
PoULETT  in  this  Volume),  had  two  sons, 

1  Thomas,  ancestor  of  Earl  Poulett. 

2  William,  whose  son.  Sir  John,  m.  Constance,  eldest  grand-daughter  and  co-heir 
of  Sir  Thomas  Poynings,  Lord  St.  John  of  Bjwing,  son  of  Lucas  Poynings,  by 
Isabel,  daughter  and  at  length  heir  of  Hugh,  Baron  St.  John  of  Basing  (by  writ 
1299),  and  hy  her  was  father  of  John  Paulet,  and  grandfather  of  Sir  Jonn  Paulct. 
The  latter  was  father  of 

Sib  William  Paclet,  K.G.,  Lord  High  Treasurer,  created  Baron  St.  John 
of  Basing  in  1539,  Earl  of  Wiltshire  in  1550,  and  Mabquis  of  Winchesteb  in 
1551.  A  statesman  and  courtier,  who,  to  use  his  o\s'n,  somewhat  however  mis- 
understood, phrase,  by  being  a  willow  and  not  an  oak,  rose  to  a  high  degree  of 
rank  and  power,  retained  his  prosperity  to  the  end  of  a  long  life,  and  the  favour  of 
the  crown  through  the  various  changes  of  politics  which  marked  the  successive  reigns 
of  Henby  VIII.,  Edwabd  VI.,  Mabt,  and  ELftABBXH.  He  d.  in  1572,  in  the 
ninety-seventh  year  of  his  age,  having  lived  to  see  one  hundred  and  three  of  his 
own  descendants.  John,  his  eldest  son,  2nd  Mabquis,  succeeded.  Ho  d.  in  1576, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  sou  William,  3rd  Mabquis,  to  whom  succeeded, 
in  1598,  his  only  son, 

William,  4th  Mabquis.  He  entertained  Queen  Elizabeth  with  great  splendour 
at  Basing,  and  by  adopting  a  vety  magnificent  style  of  living,  brought  himself  into 
considerable  pecuniary  embarrassment.  He  d.  in  1628,  leaving  six  sons,  of  whom 
only  two  had  issue,  viz., 

1  John,  3rd  but  eldest  surviving  son,  his  successor,  5th  Mabquis,  who  having 
garri.soned  and  stored  his  house  at  Basing  as  a  place  of  suppoit  for  the  Royal  forces, 
stood  a  siege  in  it,  notwithstandinp^  a  treacherous  attempt  of  his  youngest  brother, 
liord  Edward  Paulet,  to  deliver  it  up  to  the  enemy,  from  Aug.  1743,  to  16  Oct. 
1745,  when  in  the  general  decline  of  the  Royal  cause,  it  was  taken  by  storm,  after 
a  most  valiant  and  determined  defence,  and  the  Marc^uis  was  made  prisoner  with 
such  of  his  garrison  as  survived  the  fight;  ten  pieces  of  ordnance  and  much  ammu- 
nition were  also  taken  by  the  conquerors,  as  Cromwell  himself,  who  directed  the 
assault,  writes  to  the  Speaker.  The  noble  Marquis  lived  to  sec  the  Restoration, 
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nml  was  succeeded,  iu  1674^  bjr  hm  eldest  mo,  CaAShUM,  6(h  Mabquis,  and  Ist 

Duke  ul  liulton. 

2  Lord  Henry  Paulet,  4ih  son,  who  led  one  non,  Charles  Pnulet,  £;iq.,  of 
Amport,  Co.  Hants,  father  of  Francis  Paulot,  Eaq.,  who  l)y  his  marri;i:^?  with 
Elizabeth,  Uaii^ter  of  Sir  Richard  Norton,  and  heir  of  Sir  John  .Norton,  BavU, 
of  Rotherfield  PiMrk,  Co.  Hants,  had  iaane  Norton  Aiulot,  Sao.,  of  Jiotherfield, 
father  of  Gbobok,  his  only  surviving  son,  who  OD  the  death  of  Habrt,  6th  Dttke 
of  JJolton,  succeeded  as  12[\\  Maui^uis. 

CuAKLEs,  Gth  MABt^L  IS,  eldest  sun  and  hucceiwor  of  the  5th  Maui^uis,  was  created 
Duke  of  Bolton  in  1689,  and  in  1699,  leaving  two  boiim,  Charles,  his  succcs.sor, 
2nd  Duke,  and  Loixl  William,  wlio  also  loll  two  sons,  William,  and  Sir  Charles- 
Armand  Paulei,ICB.i  the  latter  d.  in  1751,  without  issue :  but  William,  the  clde^tf 
hadoneaeo,  WilUan,  who  d,  uim,,  and  a  daiaghter,  Annabelh^  from  whmn  decoende 
Lord  B  iyuing^  who  haa  aeaamed  the  name  of  Fowlett— See  BATHnra  in  thie 
Volume. 

Charles,  7th  Marquis,  and  2ud  Duke  of  Bolton,  K.G.,  d.  in  1722,  leaving  threo 
iionR,  Charles,  8th  MAXQirie  and  3i-d  Duke,  K.G.,  who  d.  without  legitimate  issue 
in  1751;  Harry,  who  succeeded  liisbrnthM-  as  Uh  Duke;  and  Lord  Kaaaau  Paulet* 
father  of  Isabella,  m.  to  John* James,  3i-d  Earl  of  Ezinont. 

Habbt,  9th  MABQVia  and  4th  Dake,  d.  in  1759,  leavingr  two  sons,  CffAiiLn.his 
pucceseor,  lOth  Marquis  and  5th  Duke,  who  d.  num.  in  1705,  leaving'  larj^e  estates 
to  Jane-Manr,  his  natutal  dauj^hter,  whoso  husband,  Thomas  Orde,  Esq.,  assumed 
the  name  of  Powlett,  and  waa  eteated  Lord  Bolton  in  1797  (see  that  title) ;  and 
Habbt,  11th  Marquis  and  6th  Duke  of  Bolton,  who  succetHlod  hie  brother,  and 
d.  25  Dec.  179i,  without  issue  male,  when  tlie  Dukedom  became  c.rfi/irf.  Jle 
lett  three  daus^htei-s,  Lady  Maria-Henrietta,  2nd  wife  of  the  5th  Earl  of  Sand- 
wiflh.  Lady  Katherine-Mai^ret,  Ist  wife  of  William-Henry,  Eurl  of  Darlington, 
afterwards  Duke  of  Cleveland,  whose  second  son  by  her  L  uh'shin,  on  succeedinjjp 
to  his  grandfather's  estates,  has  assumed  the  name  of  Powlett;  and  Lady  Amelia. 

The  title  of  Marquis  of  Winehester  devolved,  on  the  death  of  the  6th  Dake 
of  Bolton,  as  shown  above,  on  Geobob  Paulet,  £sq.,  of  Amport  and  Rother- 
field,  Co.  Hants,  r2th  Mahquis,  descended  from  Lord  Henry,  fourth  son  of  the 
4th  Marquis.  He  </.  22  April  1800,  leaving  issue  by  his  marriage  with  Martha, 
daughter  of  Charles  Ingoldsby,  Esq.,  who  d.  11  March  179d,  with  aiM>ther  son 
and  a  daughter,  for  whom  see  the  Pccrarje  Volume,  Charles-Ixooldsby,  13th 
MAB<tui8,  hM  eldest  son  and  successor,  who  d.  2U  Nov.  Ibl3,  and  was  succeeded 
hgr  hk  eldesl'eoa  JoHV,  pneent  and  14th  llABQins. 


WINCHUiSEA,  EARL  Oh\  (Fiiioh-Uatio9,) 
Peer  iff  Sngland. 

Thb  early  aaeestom  of  the  BaHe  of  Winehilsea,  Nottingham,  and  Aylesford  hare 

been  grossly  niiLiicpresonted  by  modern  ^Genealogists,  not  excepting?  Du;^dale.  The 
noble  family  of  Finch  is  originally  of  French  extraction.  By  the  marriage  of 
Adelheld,  only  child  of  Herbert,  Count  of  Vennaudois  and  Troyes,  in  1101,  with 
Hujzh  Magnus,  Count  of  Valois,  the  Fiefs  of  those  Lordships  passed  to  the  House 
of  Valois,  and  ultimatolv  to  the  Crown  of  France.  Eudo,  Herbert's  next  brother, 
founded  the  aeignorial  House  of  Ham,  and  the  youngest,  Peter,  of  whom  little 
doe  ia  known,  that  of  Sitzherbert  in  England.  Herbeit»  hie  son,  married  Brnna, 
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diiuirhter  of  Eudo,  Count  of  lilob,  aunt  to  King  STEriiE>',  and  was  chamberlain 
to  William  Rufua  and  Henry  I.,  a&  was  his  son,  Herbert,  Filius  Herekrti,  to 
Stephkn  ami  TTkn  by  11.  The  latter,  lu'sidcs  other  iasue  bj  Lucv,  his  first  wile, 
had,  by  Maud,  his  second,  Ls>t  Tcter,  who  left  issue,  and  2ud  Matthew  (Filius 
Hereberti),  two  of  ihe  Baron*  who  tided  witlt  King  JoHK.  Matthew  was  Sheriff 
of  Sussex,  123n,  and,  besides  other  is:in(',  had  a  younger  son,  Herbort  (Filius 
Matihei)«  to  whom  Kk^jit  III.  made  ^ruuta  in  WarbliojKton,  and  other  manors 
in  that  oottnty,  some  «^  which  wcro  powessed  hj  the  FinehM  co  late  as  1690. 
He  commanded  the  King's  foro<»^  agatn.st  the  Welsh ;  wns  killed  at  Margani  in 
1215;  and  Herbert,  his  son,  was  the  first  of  the  family  who  a^snmed  a  surname, 
being  stykd  ia  a  writ  of  suporsedean  in  the  ExchtHjuer,  8  Euwaud  II.,  "  Herebertua 
Herebcrti,  dictua  Finch."  Vineeiit,  Filius  Ilcreberti,  alias  Finch,  his  son,  WM 
Sheiiff  ofSussprt,  and  Sir  William  Finch,  sixth  in  lineal  dei*cent  from  Viocfin^  WAi 
made  a  Knight  Banneret  by  Uex&y  VIII.,  at  the  battle  of  the  Spurs. 

Sir  Thomas  Finch,  son  of  Sir  William,  joining  with  the  Lord  Abergavcnnj 
in  1533,  drovn  fir  Tlionias  Wynt  and  his  insurgcntu  out  of  Kent.  He  was  afler- 
waidit,  in  15G1,  appointed  by  (^een  I^lizabetu  Kni^ht*Marshal  of  the  forces  in 
Newhftvcn,  then  besieged  hj  the  French,  and  was  shipwredied  and  drowned  with 
the  whole  ship'.*  ■  i  v.  ^nd  passengers,  above  two  hundred  persons,  on  his  voyage 
thither.  He  m.  Catheriru-,  <l(!''st  (l;iu<,'htor  and  co-heir  of  Sir  Tliorans  Moyle,  of 
Kastwell,  Co.  Kent,  with  whom  he  obluined  that  maiiiiiioi  and  estate,  and  by 
her  had  three  sons,  of  whom  Thomas,  the  youngest,  d,  wtthomt  iatiie$  the  two 
elder  were, 

1  Sir  Moyle  Finch,  created  a  Baronet  in  1611,  and  d.  in  1011,  having  m.  Eliza.- 
BSTH,  only  daughter  and  heb  of  Sir  Thomas  Heneage,  which  lady  was  created 
Vi8Connt*.'Ss  of  Maidstone,  Co.  Kent,  in  1623,  and  CorxTi'ss  of  Winchileeaui 

She  d.  in  1C33,  and  was  succeeded  by  their  son,  Thomas,  2ud  Eaul. 

2  Sir  Himry  Finch,  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  afterwards  Lord 
Keetjer,  who,  for  the  judgments  he  gave  in  the  case  of  ship-money,  inciurred  the 
di.sple.uiure  of  Parliament  so  greatly,  that  when  affairs  took  a  turn  unfavourable  to 
the  Royal  caxuo,  he  was  compelled  to  escape  to  Holland.  He  had  been  created, 
in  Lord  Finch  of  Fordwidi,  Co.  Kent»  which  tiUe  became  extinei  on  his  death 
in  lOGl. 

Sir  Moyle  Finch,  the  elder  brother,  had,  by  Elizabj^TH,  Couxti  ss  of  Wisi* 
CHILBBA,  seven  sons,  of  whom  onlv  the  two  following  led  issue,  viz., 

1  TnoMAs,  2nd  Earl  (2nd  j^on).  He  d.  in  103^.  and  wait  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son,  He^eaoe,  3rd  Eabl,  to  whom  the  charge  of  Dover  CaiUe  was  eouimittcd  by 
General  Monck,  previous  to  the  restoration  of  King  Chablis  If.  He  was 
created  in  1660,  Baron  Filzhcrbert,  of  Eastwell,  d.  Kent,  and  (f.  in  ICSO,  luiving 
had  twenty-seven  children  by  i'our  wives.  Of  his  sons,  only  the  three  Ibllowiug 
lived  to  bear  his  title,  or  give  heirs  to  it* 

1  William,  Viscount  Maidstone,  fie  was  Idlled  in  the  ntTal  huMle  against 

the  Dutch  in  1072,  leaving  a  posthumous  son,  C'nARi.Fs,  who  succeeded 
his  grandfather  as  4th  Eabl,  and  d,  in  1712,  without  surviving  issue. 

2  Hkm  kaok,  who  soeoeeded  his  nephew  as  5th  Eabl.  He  d.  without  israe  in 

172G. 

3  JoiLN',  who  succeeded  his  brother,  and  als*  d.  without  issue  in  1729,  when 

the  Barony  of  Fltz-Herbert  nd  the  male  issue  of  the  2nd  Earl  became 

exti/icf. 

2  Sir  Heneage  Finch,  Recorder  of  Loudon,  and  Sj>caker  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, who  d.  in  1631,  leaving  issue,  Heneage,  his  son  and  heir,  created  a 
Baronet  in  1660.  In  1674  he  was  n;  .df  Lo.d  ICeeper,  and  created  Baron  Finch 
of  Daventry,  Cn.  Xoi tliamptou.  In  K575  he  was  appointed  Lord  High  Chan- 
tvllor,  and  in  16bi  created  Eabl  ol  i^oTTiNonAii.  lie  d.  in  1G82,  obtainiug 
from  Bishop  Burnet  the  cluuacter  of  an  uncon'uptihlo  Judge,  iuijxartial  on  the 
Beiirh,  even  nprainst  tlie  Kini;  lilni.ieir,  filling'  the  church  living.-*  wifli  worthy 
men,  and  obUging  all  to  residence ;  moi^t  ciuquont  in  Parliament,  on  the  Bench, 
end  in  conversation.   He  had  ten  sons,  two  of  whom  have  left  descendants  stiH 

flourishing  iu  the  Peera<j;e.

JPeeress  of  Kn gland. 

William  dk  Wixdsore,  descended  from  William,  son  of  Walter  Fitz-Other,  Cas- 
tellaa  of  Windsor  ^ancestor  of  the  Duke  of  Leinstcr  and  Marquis  of  Lansdowne),  was 
aammoMd  (o  FRrliament  in  1381,  but  A.  withonfe  Mane  in  1384. 

AxDREWS  WiNi>sou,  descontled  from  Sir  Miles,  brotlier  of  tho  said  William, 
Baron  Windsor,  was  summoned  by  writ  in  1529,  as  Burou  Windsor  of  Stanwell. 
l^OKAB,  6th  Bakoit  WiffDsoB  of  Staawefl,  d,  in  1642.  leaving  his  two  aisters, 
via.,  Elizabeth  (the  elder),  wife  of  Dixie  Hickman,  Esq.,  and  Elizabeth  (the 
yoimger),  m.  Ist  to  Andrew  Windsor,  Esci.,  and  2ndly  to  JamcH  Ware,  his  heirs, 
between  wliom  this  Barony  fell  into  abeyance,  which  was  terminated  by  the 
Oown  in  1660,  in  favour  of  Thomas  Hickman,  7th  Loud,  aon  and  hdr  of  the 
above-mentioned  Dixie  Hickman  and  Elizabeth  his  wife.  He  assumed  the  name  of 
WiNDsoB,  and  was  created,  in  1682,  Earl  of  Plymouth.  He  d.  in  1G87,  having 
bad,  besidee  other  issue,  two  aooa, 

1  Other,  Lord  W^indsor,  bis  hcir-.ipparcnt,  who  J.  in  hia  Ufotime,  leaving  OtHXB» 
2nd  Earl,  8th  Lo&d,  who  succeeded  ms  grandfather. 

S  Tliomaa,  created  ytaoouni  Windsor  in  Inland  Id  1690,  and  in  1711  Baron 
Monljjoy  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,  in  the  Peerage  of  England.  He  d.  in  1738,  and  was 
B\iccceded  by  bis  son,  Herbert,  2ndTiacoant»  on  whoao  death  in  1768,  without  iaauo 
male,  his  titles  became  extinct. 

Othbb,  2nd  Earl,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather,  d.  in  1727,  and  to  him  sue- 
ceeded,  in  direct  paternal  descent,  Othkk,  3rd  Earl  and  9th  Loud,  who  d.  in  1732; 
Otheb-Lewis,  4th  Earl  and  10th  Lobi>,  who  d.  in  1771;  Otubb-Hickjian,  5th 
Earl,  and  lltb  Lobd,  who  d,  m.  1799 j  and  Oi!HU*Abch£b,  6th  Barl,  and  12th 
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LoBD.  The  latter  d.  in  1833,  when  the  B  n  n  v  of  Windsor  by  writ  fell  intx)  aWy 
ancp  between  hi.s  two  Mst.-rs.  Lady  Maria,  wile  of  the  3rd  Marauis  of  Downahirj 
and  Lady  Harriet,  w».  to  the  llou.  liobert  Clive,  younger  »ou  of  Edward,  Ut  Ban 
Fbwia;  h«  waa  aueoeeded  in  the  Earldom  bj  his  uncle  Andrewn,  7th  Earl,  3id  son 
of  the  4th  Earl,  wlio  .7.  in  lS3fi,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  survivmf^  brother 
Henry,  8th  Earl,  on  whose  death,  without  issue,  8  Dec.  1843,  the  Earldom  became 
9xtinet.  Her  Mineiity  was  graciously  pleaaed  to  terminate  the  abegrmiee  w  the 
Barany  in  1855,  m  favour  of  Lady  HABnirr  Clive,  the  present  Baroneaa,  18th 
in  aaeoeNion,  who  haa  aaaiuned  the  name  of  Wisosos  before  that  of  Clive. 


WmrSBIOK,  SABL  OF.  (TumovB.) 

Lk  Sieuh  de  Toi  BKErB,  who  derived  his  name  from  La  Tour  Noir,  the  RIack 
Tower,  the  ancient  residence  of  his  family,  is  mentioned  in  the  Chronicles  of  Nor- 
mandy aa  having  come  over  to  England  with  Williah  the  Conqueror.  Hia 
descendants  floiirished  in  an  honourable  rank  till  Sir  Edward  Tumour,  who  was 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons  in  1661,  Chief  iiaron  of  the  Exchequer  in  1671, 
and  4,  in  167S,  leaTiuff  two  aona :  Sir  Edward  and  Arthur.  Sur  Edwara  leil  a  aon 
and  a  daughter;  CharU's,  the  son,  had  two  daugliters,  who  survived  tlieir  father,  but 
both  aoon  after  him  unm. ;  and  iSarah,  the  daughter,  m.  Eraucia  Gee,  Esq.,  and 
had  an  only  daughter,  Sarah,  who  «.  Joaeph  Garth,  Esq.  Arthnr,  the  tnd  bob  of 
the  Chief  Baron  Sir  Edward  Turnour,  left  an  only  son,  Edward  Tnmoar,  Esq.,  of 
Shillinglee,  who  left  all  his  entatcs  to  hia  oouain  Sarah,  the  wife  of  Joaeph  Qartb, 
Esq.,  and  heir  general  of  the  family. 

EDWaBD  Gabth,  1st  Eabl,  assumed  tike  name  and  arms  of  Tumour,  being  sou 
of  Joseph  rJnrth,  Esq.,  by  Sarah,  only  dan:,diter  and  heir  of  Francis  (Jee,  Esq.,  by 
Sarah,  uaiighter  and  at  length  heir  of  Sir  Edward  Tumour,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Edward 
Tumour,  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer.    He  was  erealed,  in  1761, 
IJaron  Wintevton  of  Gort,  Co.  Galway,  and  in  1760  Viscount  Turnour  and  Eari.  of 
WiNTEBTOK ;  he  m.  lat,  13  March  1756,  the  Hon.  Anne  Archer,  2nd  daughter  and 
eo*hdr  of  Thomaa,  Iiord  Areher,  extinett  who  <i.  80  June  1776 ;  and  he  m.  fmSHjt 
17  Feb.  177S,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Arm.strong,  Esq. ;  the  Earl  d.W  Aug. 
1788,  leaving  a  numerous  issue,  ail  deceased,  and  his  widow  m.  2ndly,  William 
Kichardson,  Esq.   Of  his  sons,  the  Hon.  George,  by  the  1st  marriage,  d.  19  April 
1813,  having  m.  Eniilie,  niece  of  the  Carditial  Due  de  Biuisset,  who  SOAug.
